REPORT. 


Adjutant-General's  Office, 

Hartford,  September  30,  1902. 

To  His  Excellency^  Georgt  P.  McLean, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

Sir: 

I    have  the    honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  annual  report  of 
this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1902. 

The    practical  work  laid  out  for  the  National  Guard  during 
the  year  1901    has,   in  my  judgment,  borne  most  excellent  fruit. 
There    is    an   apparent  desire  on  the  greater  part  of  both  officers 
and   enlisted   men   to  abandon  the  show  parades,  and  fuss   and 
feathers   of  old   militia  days,  and  become  an  efficient  and    well 
eciuipi>ed  body  of  soldiers,  prepared  for  any  duty  that  may  be  re- 
quired   of  them.      In  order  to  attain  this  standard,  officers  must 
necessarily  devote   much  of  their  spare  time  to  study;  realizing 
that  their  education  in  military  science  is  a  continuous  one.     The 
man  of  practical  ideas,  together  with  education  and  ability  to  in- 
troduce and  carry  thpm  out,  is  the  Successful  soldier  of  to-day. 
With  this  object  in  view,  the  department  purchased  a  large  num- 
ber of   Colonel  Wagner's  "Service  of  Security  and  Information," 
which    have  been    distributed  to  commandants  of  the  several  or- 
ganizations  of*  the    Guard.     Orders   have   also   been    issued  for 
establishment   of   lyceums  for  study  and  discussion   of   military 
science.    In  some  commands  there  was  a  manifest  lack  of  energy 
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and  ambition  in  this  work,  as  well  as  an  apparent  apathy,  and  in- 
difference to  progress,  which  can  only  be  construed  as  showing 
very  plainly  that  these  officers  have  outlived  their  usefulness,  and 
do  not  possess  interest  enough  in  their  profession  to  make  them- 
selves, and  consequently  their  commands,  what  the  present  ser- 
vice demands.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report,  however,  that  the  study 
mentioned  was  taken  up  by  a  large  majority  of  officers  in  a  thor- 
ough and  conscientious  manner,  and  as  a. result,  the  field  service 
at  the  recent  encampment,  (Camp  Keeler)  of  the  National  Guard 
was  the  most  practical  ever  performed.  For  a  detailed  report  of 
this  tour  of  duty,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of 
Brigadier-General  Russell  Frost,  commanding  Brigade,  C.  N.  G. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  organized  two  (2)  Com- 
panies of  Coast  Artillery,  a  branch  of  the  service  often  recom- 
mended by  my  predecessors;  but  not  until  this  time  becoming  an 
accomplished  fact.  The  wisdom  of  adding  these  organizations  to 
the  Guard  is  apparent  to  all  military  students  who  understand  the 
condition  and  situation  of  our  coast,  and,  in  my  judgment,  this 
arm  of  the  service  should  be  increased.  Your  attention  is  respect- 
fully called  to  the  report  of  Captain  Hadlai  A.  Hull,  commanding 
this  part  of  the  force  during  their  participation  in  th.e  joint  Army 
and  Navy  maneuvers  at  Fort  Terry,  New  York,  August  29  to 
September  6,' inclusive,  1902.  In  this  connection,  attention  is  also 
directed  to  letter  from  Brigadier-General  A.  W.  Greely,  U.  S.  A., 
and  to  the  report  of  Captain  William  F.  M.  Rogers,  Brigade  Signal 
Officer,  which  shows  most  excellent  work  performed  by  the  Signal 
Corpsin  the  joint  maneuvers;  assisting  very  materially  in  the  work 
of  the  Army,  and  performing  the  duties  assigned  them  so  efficiently 
as  to  merit  the  approval  and  praise  of  Army  officers,  and  reflecting 
great  credit  upon  the  National  Guard. 

The  Naval  Battalion  had  the  great  opportunity  afforded  them 
this  year  of  assisting  in  work  resembling  very  nearly  actual  con- 
ditions of  war,  in  the  joint  manuevers.  Army  arid  Navy,  and  the 
duty  performed  by  them  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  State,  and 
th^  organization.  Commander  Averill  gives  a  concise  and  com- 
prehensive report  of  tour  of  duty  by  his  command,  to  which 
you  are   respectfully  referred. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  military  force  of  the  State  now  consists  of  one  (i)  Brig- 
adier-General   and    Staff,    four  regiments  (Infantry),  two  (2)   of 
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these  organized  iwitli  ten  (lo)  companies  each,  one  (i)  regiment 
(the  first)  now  consis^ting  of  only  nine  (9)  companies  in  consequence 
<>f  disbandment  of  CTompany  E  at  New  Britain;  and  two  (2)  of 
eight  (8)  companies  each,  (one  of  which  the  Third  Infantry)  being 
reduced  by  disbandment  and  transfer  to  five  (5)  companies;  one 
(i)  Separate  Company  (colored);  one  (i)  Battery  Light  Artillery, 
armed  with  breech  loading  rifled  guns;  one  (i)  Machine-Gun  Bat- 
tery of  four  (4)  sections;  two  (2)  companies  Coast  Artillery;  one 
(i)  Troop  of  Cavalry;  and  one  (r)  Signal  Corps,  consisting  of  four 
(4)  sections;  also  a  Hospital  Corps  of  five  (5)  men  attached  to  each 
regiment-  In  addition  to  the  above,  there  is  a  Naval  Battalion, 
consisting:  of  a  Commander,  Staff,  Petty  Staff,  and  three  (3)  Line 
Divisions,  located  respectively  at  New  Haven,  Hartford  and 
Bridgeport;  also  one  (i)  company  (lovernor's  Horse,  and  two  (2) 
companies  Governor's  Foot  Guard,  located  in  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  respectively.

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EXAMINING    BOARD. 

General   Orders    No.  2,  A.  G.  O.,  under  date  of  January  25, 
1902,  appointed  the  following  officers:     Brigadier-General  Russell 
Frost,  commandiiigr    Brigade,  C.  N.  G.;  Colonel  William  E.  Cone, 
retired^  and  Major  Gilbert  L.  Fitch,  Fourth  Infantry,  as  an  exam- 
ioing  board    for    examination  of   officers,   Connecticut   National 
Guard.     Commander  Edward  V.  Raynolds,  retired,  was  appointed 
an  additional   member  of  the  board  during  the  examination  of 
officers  ot  the  Naval  Battalion.     Special  Orders,  No.  15,  A.  G.  O., 
under  date  of   February  3,  1902,  granted  General  Frost  leave  of 
absence,  and  appointed  Lieutenant-Colonel  Eugene  T.  Kirkland, 
retired,  in  his  place.     As  a  result,  twenty-four  (24)  officers  passed 
satisfactory    examinations,    and  have   since   been  commissioned. 
Five  (5)  officers  Ivaving  passed  the  required  examination  at  a  prior 
date,  were  re-commissioned.    Two  (2)  officers  having  furnished 
satisfactory  reasons  for  inability  to  appear  for  examination  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  board  when  next  con- 
vened.    Seven  (7)  officers  failed  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion, and  were  given  an  opportunity  for  a  second  examination. 
Two  (2)  officers  having  failed  to  appear  before  the  examining 
board,  or  present  a  satisfactory  excuse,  their  appointments  were 
revoked,  and  they  were  discharged  from  the  military  service  of 
the  State.     General  Orders,  No.  11,  A.  G.  O.,  under  the  date  of 
April   14th,   1902,  relieved   Lieutenant-Colonel   Eugene  T.  Kirk- 
land, retired,  from  duty  as  a  member  of  the  examining  board,  and 
appointed  Colonel  Lucien  F.  Burpee,  retired,  and  Captain  William 
M.  Stark,  L  S.  A.  P.,  Third  Infantry,  as  members  of  the  board; 
also  directed  the  examining  board  to  re-convene  May  5,  6  and  7, 
1902.     As  a  result,  sixteen  (16)  officers  passed  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination, and  have  since  been   commissioned.     One  (i)   officer 
failed   to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  and  his  appointment 
was  revoked,  followed  by  his  discharge  from  the  military  service 
of  the  State. 

On  account  of  the  increased  scope  in  military  tactics,  made 
necessary  by  the  experiences  of  the  Spanish- American  War,  the 
examinations  were  more  rigid  than  formerly  in  extended  order 
drill  and  the  service  of  security  and  information.  The  necessity 
of  every  soldier  being  properly  instructed  in  rifle  practice  at  long 
range^  so  as  to  become  proficient  in  this  branch  of  service,  made 
it  obvious  that  officers  should  be  thoroughly  examined  as  to  their 
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<lualifications  in  tjiis  direction.  Captain  William  M.  Stark,  I.  S. 
A.  P.,  Third  Infantry,  was  added  to  the  examining  board  with  this 
special  object  in  view.  In  the  examinations,  particular  attention 
was  paid  to  questions  of  law  in  relation  to  the  responsibilities  and 
prerogatives  of  a  commanding  officer  in  case  of  emergency,  such 
as  "riot,  insurrection,  or  reasonable  apprehension  thereof."  In 
addition  thereto,  instruction  was  given  in  matters  of  correspond- 
ence, orders,  nominations  and  appointments  of  officers,  returns 
to  selectmen  of  the  various  towns  by  commanding  officers  (too 
frequently  neglected),  which  is  expected  will  ensure  more  uni- 
formity in  work  specified. 

RIFLE    and'  revolver    PRACTICE. 

The  Connecticut  National  Guard  was  represented  at  the 
annual  tournament,  which  took  place  October  3,  1901,  at  the  State 
Rifle  Range,  Niantic,  Connecticut,  (in  accordance  with  General 
Orders  No.  28,  A.  G.  O.,  September  17,  1901)  by  rifle  teams  from 
the  First,  Second  and  Third  Infantry  organizations 'respectively. 
Three  (3)  prizes  were  contested  for,  and  were  awarded  as  follows:

In  accordance  with  General  Orders,  the  first  prize  has  to  be 
won  three  (3)  times  by  one  organization  before  it  becomes  its 
property.  '  The  second  and  third  prizes  are  awarded  to  the  organ- 
ization winning  the  same,  and  remains  permanently  in  their  pos- 
session. General  Orders,  No.  5,  Brigade  Headquarters,  under 
date  of  June  9,   1902,  prescribes  that  '*all  scores  for  record  must

be  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  at 
spring  parades,  or  on  a  date  assigned  by  the  regimental  command- 
ant, which  shall  be  near  the  close  of  the  season.'*     In  accordance 
with  the  above,  commandants  of  organizations  have  assigned  cer- 
tain dates  for  record   shooting,  under  the  supervision  of  the  sev- 
eral inspectors.     This   innovation,   it  is   expected,  will    raise  .the 
standard  of  rifle    practice,  and  place  the  whole  system  of  small 
arms  practice  upon  a  more  practical  basis.     General  Orders   No. 
7.  A.  G.  O.,  under  date  of   March  29,  1902,  awarded  State  Decor- 
ations to  those  members  of  the  Guard  who  had  qualified  as  marks- 
men, first-class    marksmen,    and   sharpshooters.     In    accordance 
therewith,   thirteen    hundred   and  nine   (1,309)  decorations  were 
issued  by  the  Quartermaster-General,  with  a  percentage  of  marks- 
men, 48.51;  first-class  marksmen,  30.25;  and  sharpshooters,  21.23. 
General  Orders    No.  14,  A.  G.  O.,  under  date  of  May   23,  1902, 
awarded   revolver    decorations   to  officers  who  had  qualified  as 
marksmen,  first-class  marksmen  and  sharpshooters.    One  hundred 
and  sixty  (160)    decorations,  for  this  purpose,  were  issued  by  the 
Quartermaster-Oeneral,  with  a  percentage  of  marksmen,  20.62; 
first-class  marksmen,  51.25;  and  sharpshooters,  28.12. 

LONG    SERVICE    MEDALS. 

Thirty-six  {;i6)  long  service  medals  for  ten  (10)  years'  service, 
thirteen  (13)  silver  clasps  in  exchange,  covering  fifteen  years'  ser- 
vice, and  six  (6)  gold  clasps  in  exchange  for  20  years'  service, 
^ere  issued  to  the  National  Guard  during  the  fiscal  year;  making 
an  aggregate  of  four  hundred  and  seventeen  (417)  long  service 
medals  (including  clasps  for  exchange)  that  have  been  issued  to 
officers  and  enlisted  men  since  the  enactment  of  the  law  author- 
izing the  granting  of  same  in  1895.

Special  Orders  No  32,  A.  G.  O ,  under  date  of  March  6,  1902, 
"appointing  a  military  board  to  take  into  consideration  the  organ- 
ization, standing  and  efficiency  of  the  Connecticut  National

ations as  they  may  decide  are  for  the  best  interests  of  the  ser- 
vice." The  following  military  officers  and  ex-officers  of  the

Burpee,  retired;  Colonel  Norris  G.  Osborn;  Lieutenant-Colonel

Your  Excellency's  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  con- 
scientious labors  of  the  military  board;  the  able  and  careful  man- 
ner in  which  they  considered  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  the 
many  valuable  recommendations  embodied  in  their  report,  which 
in  the  near  future  will  be  utilized,  notably,  the  proper  organization 
of  the  Infantry,  and  a  re-organization  of  the  medical  and  signal 
corps  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  the  present  day,  to- 
gether with  the  prescribing  of  a  dress  uniform  for  enlisted  men. 
All  of  these  recommendations  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  best 
military  minds  in  the  service,  realizing  as  they  do,  the  necessity 
of  keeping  the  National  Guard  of  this  State  in  the  front  rank  of 
progress.

Special  Orders  No.  8,  A.  G.  O.,  under  date  of  June  21, 
1902,  "appointed  a  board  of  inspection  to  inspect  military  stores, 
property  of  the  State;  also  property  of  the  United  States,  reported 
by  the  Quartermaster-General  as  unserviceable."

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  tour  of  duty  at  Camp 
Keeler,  Aug.  nth  to  i6th,  inclusive,  as  required  by  Article  10. 
Section  12,  paragraph  396,  Law  and  Regulations,  Connecticut 
National  Guard. 

All  the  troops  arrived  early  in  the  forenoon  in  good  health; 
only  slight  ailments  were  reported  to  the  Regimental  Surgeons  on 
Monday.  Two  regiments  at  a  time  were  out  on  field  work  and  biv- 
ouaced  six  miles  from  camp,  remaining  one  night  in  shelter  tents. 
The  First  and  Third  Regiments  were  so  camped  on  Monday  night 
during  a  severe,  cold  rain  storm  of  several  hours  duration.  The 
other  two  regiments  experienced  good  weather  but  very  cold  at 
night;  notwithstanding  this  radical  change  from  their  accustomed 
habits  and  mode  of  living,  there  was  very  little  sickness  resulting: 
slight  colds,  malaria,  sore  throat,  diarrhea  and  sore  feet  were  the 
only  complaints  recorded. 

HEALTH. 

During  the  whole  week  in  camp  only  49  men  were  reported 
sick  in  quarters  and  15  in  hospital,  the  smallest  number  for  any 
week  in  the  history  of  the  camp,  and  with  few  exceptions,  those 
reported  sick  in  quarters  or  hospital  one  morning  were  reported 
returned  to  duty  the  next  morning;  one  case  of  injury  to  knee 
and  two  of  malaria,  with  chills,  were  in  hospital  a  longer  time. 

One  accident  to  a  Battery  A  man  on  Friday  night  from  explo- 
sion of  powder  was  the  most  severe  casualty  of  the  week; 
he  was  sent  to  the  New  Haven  hospital  Saturday  morning.  It 
seemed  then  that  he  must  lose  the  sight  of  both  eyes,  but  I  am 
glad  to  quote  from  Major  Townsend's  report,  Sept.  loth,  that 
while  this  man  was  still  in  the  hospital,  he  is  assured  the  sight  of 
both  eyes,  but  the  face  will  be  much  scarred,  due  to  extensive 
burns,  involving  the  deep  tissues  of  the  face. 

Sickness  due  to  the  effects  of  liquor  was  almost  nil;  only  one 
case  of  alcoholism  was  sent  to  hospital  during  the  week.  To  the 
more  temperate  habits  of  the  men  and  exclusion  of  unripe  fruit 
and  the  pie  vender  from  camp,  is  due  this  unusually  good  health 
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record,  not  forgetting  also  the  excellent  quality  of  well  cooked 
food  provided.  Of  this,  every  surgeon  made  special  mention  in 
his  report  to  me;  the  good  water  we  hope  to  always  have,  for  it 
stands  first. 

UNIFORM    AND   EQUIPMENT. 

Under  this  head  I  have  only  to  refer  to  my  report  of  last 
year,  when  I  strongly  recommended  a  uniform  black  leather 
walking  shoe  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  uniform  and  issued  to  the 
men,  also  the  neutral  colored  wool  shirt  to  replace  the  present 
blae  ones  and  made  to  take  the  braces  under  the  shirt. 

BRIGADE    HOSPITAL. 

The  new  hospital  tents  of  dark  canvas  are  a  long  step  in  ad- 
vance of  the  old  ones,  and  were  appreciated  by  all  who  were 
obliged  to  occupy  them,  as  well  as  by  the  officers  in  charge. 

A  tent  of  the  same  size  as  the  present  ones  should  be  placed 
•n  the  rear  of  the  dispensary  and  equipped  with  appliances  for 
surgical  work,  viz.,  an  operating  table,  sterilizer  and  all  necessary 
supplies  for  immediate  use  as  well  as  for  any  emergency  which 
may  arise  from  sudden  call  for  more  extended  work;  at  present 
all  the  surgical  work  and  minor  dressings  (of  which  there  are 
many)  have  to  be  done  in  the  already  overcrowded  dispensary^ 
where  there  is  no  seclusion;  a  white  tent  would  be  best  for  this, 
giving  more  light. 

REGIMENTAL    HOSPITAL. 

Regimental  hospitals  are  urged  by  all  the  surgeons,  thinking 
*  ley  can  do  better  for  their  men  if  they  have  them  under  their 
immediate  care,  and  that  the  Brigade  Hospital  be  maintained  for 
the  more  seriously  sick  and  injured,  and  for  medical  supplies  un- 
Jercare  of  a  specially  appointed  Medical  Officer. 

NURSES. 

The  militia  owes   its  existence  in   part  to  the  belief  that  it 

'Dav  be  of  value    for   national   defense;    each   modern   war   has 

proved  the    need    of    trained   female   nurses   at   all   except    the 

aJvaoced  hospitals;  it  has  shown  that  the  ordinary  trained  nurse' 

may  or  may  not  be  useful  as  a  military  nurse.     It  is  recommended 

that  a  thoroughly  trustworthy  nurse,  with  good  executive  ability, 

f>c  given    the    title    of    superintendent   of    nurses,   that   she   be 
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directed  to  instruct  herself  in  army  methods,  that  she  keep  a  list 
of  names  and  addresses  of  nurses  she  believes  would  be  valuable 
in  case  of  emergency,  that  she  report  twice  a  year  to  the  Surgeon - 
General  and  hold  herself  in  readiness  to  report  at  any  time  when 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Surgeon-General  her  services  are  required, 
her  uniform  and  pay  to  be  that  of  superintendent  of  nurses  in  the 
regular  army,  and  that  she  receive  the  yearly  allowance  given  by 
the  State  to  each  officer  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms. 

The  regular  army  has  adopted  the  system  of  female  nursing. 
The  National  Guards  of  a  number  of  States  are  about  to  do  so, 
and  I  earne<itly  hope  Connecticut  may  be  one  of  the  first  to  make 
this  very  important  addition  to  the  medical  department  of  her 
Militia. 

KITCHENS. 

I  would  first  refer  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  over- 
flow of  water  about  the  kitchens.  At  present  the  water  runs 
into  blind  wells  which  soon  fill  and  overflow,  creating  a  disagree 
able  and  unsanitary  condition.  It  being  a  permanent  camp,  I 
would  recommend  that  a  drain  pipe  be  laid  from  each  kitchen  and 
so  connected  as  to  carry  all  refuse  and  surplus  water  away  from 
the  kitchen  and  into  the  bay  in  the  rear,  and  that  the  whole  flioor 
area  of  the  kitchens  and  around  the  water  supply  pipes  be  cement 
or  concrete.  The  smoke  from  the  Buzzacott  ovens,  owing  to  the 
nearby  messhouses  and  open  kitchen  sheds,  is  deflected  down  by 
currents  of  air  which  keep  the  cooks  in  constant  clouds  of  smoke: 
many  reports  come  to  me  of  inflamed  and  sore  eyes  among  the 
cooks,  due  to  this  cause,  and  I  fear  good  cooks  will  be  hard  to 
obtain  if  the  present  condition  continues.  I  hope  soon  to  see  the 
U.  S.  pattern  post  range  installed  in  separate  kitchens  in  place 
of  the  present  system,  which  is  all  right  for  open  field  cooking. 

HOSPITAL    CORPS. 

The  Hospital  Corps,  one  of  the  most  essential  though  not 
showy  branches  of  the  service,  does  good  work  and  should  be  en- 
couraged, especially  in  the  litter  drill  work.  This,  it  is  impossible 
'for  them  to  perfect  for  want  of,  at  least,  two  more  men  in  each 
corps.  I  would  recommend  (as  I  did  last  year)  that  two  men  be 
enlisted  for  each  corps  as  hospital  stewards,  doctors  or  druggists 
if  possible,  as  they  are  worth  double  the  number  of  unintelligent 
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men,  and  would,  in  a  short  time,  be  able  to  instruct  bearers  taken 
from  the  ranks,  if  necessary,  in  the  ordinary  duties  of  litter  work. 
This  addition  to  the  hospital  corps  is  so  important  that  I  hope  it 
w::!  receive  the  attention  it  merits. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  medical  officers  and  hospital  corps 
men  for  the  interest  they  have  shown,  and  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  have  done  their  work,  and  the  surgeons  especially, 
wiiobave  reported  to  me  promptly,  (as  a  rule)  for  the  help  and 
suj^gestions  given  in  their  reports,  many  of  which  are  incorpor- 
ated herein.

Battalion,  C.  N.  G.,  for  the  year  ending  September  30  1902.  Dur- 
:ng  the  year  no  special  work  has  been  called  for  on  the  part  of 
the  Medical  Department.  Field  day  of  the  battalion  at  Bridge- 
port, Conn.,  on  May  2 2d,  1902,  there  were  no  cases  requiring 
!nedical  attention.  During  the  annual  tour  of  duty  of  the  Bat- 
ti.ionon  the  U.  S.  S.  "PANTHER,"  August  30th  to  September 
•-'th,  1902,  138  treatments  were  recorded,  none  of  which  were  of 
*€rious  character,  and  considering  the  work  of  the  battalion,  par- 
:  <:ularly  the  long  march  at  Montauk  Point,  in  a  severe  storm,  the 
absence  of  illness,  in  my  judgment,  speaks  very  highly  for  the 
;  hysical  condition  of  the  men.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missary Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  3oth^ 
1902. 

The  ration  issued  was  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year,  and 
although  the  cost  of  fresh  meat  and  hams  was  considerable  in  ex- 
cess of  last  year,  yet  by  careful  and  judicious  buying,  I  was  en- 
abled to  furnish  the  rations  for  35.12  cents,  nearly  two  cents  less 
than  last  year.  The  quality  of  the  ration  was  of  the  very  best 
that  could  be  bought,  and  no  complaint  came  to  me  on  that  score. 

To  provide  a  travel  ration  that  will  give  general  satisfaction 
is  rather  a  difficult  problem  to  solve.  My  judgment  is,  that 
canned  food  for  the  principal  part  of  it,  is  the  best.  It  requires 
no  cooking,  and  can  always  be  depended  upon  as  fresh  and  whole- 
some. This  year  I  furnished  canned  corned  beef  hash  as  one  of 
the  components  of  the  travel  ration,  and  it  met  with  general  ap- 
proval. Twenty-one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  pounds  of  it  were 
consumed. 

The  following  is- the  amount  of  the  principal  components  of 
the  ration  furnished  during  the  encampment,  viz  : —

On  Friday,  1,340  pounds  of  fresh  fish  and  2,425  ears  of  green 
corn  were  furnished.  In  addition  to  the  rations  furnished  at 
Camp  Keeler,  the  following  were  furnished  to  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  that  participated  in  the  maneuvers  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  from  August  30th,  to  September  6th,  inclusive,  viz  : — 

Coast  Artillery ^264.83 

Signal  Corps 220.82 

The  major  portion  of  this  was  for  rations  furnished  from  this 
department,  while  the  remainder  was  cash  paid  for  commutation 
of  rations,  and  to  the  U.  S.  War  Department  for  additional  sub- 
sistence. 

I  doubt  if  there  is  any  State  Military  Rendezvous  in  this 
"^»untry  where  the  facilities  for  obtaining  fresh  beef  and  bread 
equal  those  at  Niantic.  Each  is  brought  from  New  London  daily 
during  the  encampment,  by  team,  and  the  journey  consumes  less 
than  two  hours.  The  subsistence  building  has  every  convenience 
tor  the  safe  care  and  preservation  of  the  stores.  I  fail  to  see  how 
It  can  be  improved. 

I  found  the  field  cooking  outfits,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
tncampment  this  year,  in  far  better  condition  than  last  year. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  sent  to  the  different 
-ompanies  early  in  the  year,  and  kept  at  their  home  stations  in- 
stead being  stored  in  the  mess-houses  at  Niantic.  Too  much 
care  cannot  be  bestowed  on  these  outfits  to  avoid  rust,  and  I 
w^ould  respectfully  suggest  that  the  commandant  of  each  company 
be  instructed  to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  good  condition  while  in 
their  possession. 

There  is  scarcely  any  well  regulated  family  but  what  has 
some  slight  ''disturbance"  every  week  in  the  year  as  regards  its 
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subsistence  department.  Therefore,  it  is  not  at  all  strange  that 
the  same  conditions  should  exist  with  over  2,200  men 
who  are  deprived  for  a  week  from  "all  the  comforts  of  home." 
The  Commissary-General  is  the  one  who  is  blamed  for  everything 
that  goes  wrong  about  the  rations.  The  shortage  of  rations  that 
was  complained  of  by  some  of  the  companies  during  this  last  en- 
campment was  due  to  no  fault  of  mine,  nor  the  regimental  com- 
missaries. The  full  ration  was  issued,  and  receipted  for,  and  the 
blame  for  the  shortage  rests  with  the  commissary-sergeants,  and 
the  company  cooks  and  the  commandants  should  hold  the  former 
more  strictly  responsible  for  any  shortage  that  occurs 

The  company  cooks  were,  as  a  rule,  competent  men,  and  gave 
general  satisfaction.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  in'  the 
selection  of  these  cooks.  The  plan  of  having  them  present  certi- 
ficates to  me  from  the  commandants  of  the  different  companies, 
certifying  they  were  the  company  cooks,  worked  well,  and  I  sug- 
gest it  be  continued. 

To  Major  Crofut,  Brigade  Commissary,  and  to  the  regimental 
commissaries,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks,  for  their  hearty 
co-operation.  I  found  them  at  all  time  courteous,  careful,  and 
conscientious  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  They  are  all 
valuable  officers. 

t, 

There  is  one  serious  defect  in  the  kitchens,  which  1  think 
should  be  remedied.  There  are  no  floors  to  them,  and  during 
rainy  weather  the  ground  becomes  very  muddy.  In  dry  weather 
the  drippings  and  scraps  from  the  tables,  on  which  the  food  is 
prepared,  fall  to  the  ground,  and  in  consequence,  it  is  thoroughly 
saturated  before  the  encampment  is  over,  and  the  odor  arising 
therefrom  is  anything  but  pleasant;  say  nothing  of  the  flies  it 
atiracis.  If  for  nothing  more  than  sanitary  reasons,  I  think  these 
conditions  should  be  changed,  and  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  a  covering  of  concrete,  such  as  now  constitutes  the  flooring 
of  the  mess  houses,  should  be  laid  over  the  entire  ground  space 
now  occupied  by  the  kitchens,  and  to  terminate  in  a  gutter,  to  be 
laid  at  the  north  side,  the  entire  length  of  the  concrete.  By  giv- 
ing a  slight  pitch  to  the  grade  towards  the  gutter,  and  having  the 
whole  surface  flushed  with  water  after  the  preparation  and  serving 
of  each  meal,  the  sanitary  conditions  will  be  perfect,  and  all  foul 
odors  obviated. 
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I  would  also  respectfully  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  crockery  and  glass  ware  to  supply  the  needs  of 
the  Connecticut  National  Guard  while  at  mess  at  Niantic.  The 
present  outfit  consists  chiefly  of  tin  ware,  and  is  hardly  suitable 
for  use.  The  cost  would  not  be  large  to  the  State,  and  I  think  it 
would  be  monev  well  invested.

^^oo  reporting  to  the  Commissary-General,  will  present  such  orders  to 
tbitoffi<^.  Pay-rolls  will  carry  pay  for  this  extra  duty.  Commissaries, 
commissary-sergeants  and  cooks  will  report  to  their  respective  command- 
ers on  tbe  arrival  of  the  troops  Monday  morning. 

V.    The  Qnartermaster-General  will  provide  tentage,  and  each  organ- 
ization will  pitch  its  own  camp. 

VL  Bagga^^e  will  be  limited  to  two  company  chests  for  each  infantry 
oompaoy  and  platoon  of  artillery  ;  one  chest  for  each  machine-gun  section, 
and  one  valise  or  small  trunk  for  each  officer.     Transportation  for  field  and 
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staff  horses  will  be  allowed  from  brigade  and  regimental  headquarters,  and 
for  battery  and  cavalry  horses  from  organization  headquarters. 

VII.  Requisition  for  shelter  halves,  ponchos  and  transportation  will 
be  made  on  the  Quartermaster-General  on  or  before  the  25th  instant,  and 
on  the  Commissary-General  for  rations  on  or  before  August  9th.  Com- 
missioned officers  will  provide  their  own  subsistence. 

VIII.  Payrolls  completed  and  signed  in  strict  accordance  with  law 
and  regulations  must  be  delivered  at  Adjutant-General's  office  in  camp  be- 
fore 10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  Saturday,  August  i6th. 

IX.  Commanding  officers  will  be  held  responsible  for  prompt  roll- calls 
at  reveille,  the  presence  of  a  commissioned  officer  at  the  line  through  the 
entire  call,  thorough  morning  policing  of  streets  and  quarters,  and  quick 
formations  at  nrst  sound  of  assembly;  they  will  see  that  lights  are  out  at 
taps  and  will  turn  out  at  night  at  the  slightest  disorder,  enforcing  quiet  and 
discipline,  and  placing  in  arrest  any  soldier  or  civilian  violating  the  good 
order  of  the  camp. 

X.  Separate  regimental  and  battery  guards  will  be  maintained.  Posts 
of  the  guard  will  be  established  at  general  headquarters  and  the  gate.  The 
countersign  and  parole  for  all  guards  will  be  given  out  from  brigade  head- 
quarters. 

XI.  Captain  Robert  G.  Mitchell,  Aid-de-Camp,  is  hereby  detailed  as. 
Commander  of  the  Guard  for  general  headquarters  and  the  gate,  in  addition 
to  his  other  duties. 

XII.  Peddling  and  huckstering  on  the  camp  are  forbidden,,  and  tire- 
works  and  illuminations  are  prohibited,  except  that  regimental  commanders 
may  permit  illuminations  in  their  respective  camps,  Friday  night  before 
taps. 

XIII.  Regimental  officers  of  the  day  will  cause  police  details  to 
thoroughly  police  their  camps  mornings  before  nine  and  afternoons  before 
four  o'clock,  specially  the  mess  houses  and  sinks  and  grounds  around  them. 
Cooks  will  police  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  fires.  Officers  of  the  guard 
will  see  that  guard  quarters  and  vicinity  are  kept  carefully  policed.  Regi- 
mental quartermasters  will  accompany  officers  inspecting  quarters. 

XIV.  The  medical  director,  surgeons  and  assistant  surgeons  will 
make  frequent  inspections  of  food  supplies,  disposal  of  garbage,  and  gen- 
eral sanitary  conditions,  reporting  daily  to  their  commanding  officers. 

XV.  The  commanding  officer  of  Battery  A,  will  cause  one  gun  to  be 
fired  at  reveille  and  retreat 

XVI.  Captain  Frank  D.  Layton,  Aid-de-Camp,  is  hereby  detailed  as 
acting  provost  marshal,  in  addition  to  his  other  duties. 

XVII.  Bands  will  report  to  Drum  Major  Steele,  and  trumpeters  to  the 
chief  trumpeter  at  the  fiag  staff  each  evening  immediately  before  retreat. 

XVIII.  By  authority  of  law  the  sale  or  delivery  of  spirituous  and  malt 
liquors  within  one  mile  of  the  encampment  or  upon  the  grounds  of  the 
camp  is  hereby  prohibited. 

XIX.  Encampment  duty  being  ordered  by  authority  of  the  law  of  the 
State,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  be  required  to  report  for  duty  or 
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fnrntsh  reasons  of  imperative  character  for  absence.  Regimental  and  bat- 
tery commanders  'will  report  to  brigade  headquarters  the  names  of  any 
officers  not  present  for  daty  and  the  cause  of  absence.  Men  enlisted  after 
July  16th  are  liable  for  duty  upon  the  certificate  of  company  commanders 
that  they  are  properly  drilled  and  instructed  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and 
guard  duty.     Musicians  M^ill  not  be  enlisted  for  camp  service  after  July  21st.

Field  Orders,  pursuant  to  paragraph  I,   General  Orders  No. 
20,  aforesaid,  I  issued,  as  follows  :  >^

L  Field  work  under  G.  O.  No.  20,  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s.,  is  prescribed  as 
follows  : 

On  arrival  in  camp,  shelter  halves  and  ponchos  will  be  issued  to  the 
First  and  Third  Infantry,  and  those  organizations,  under  command  of  Col- 
onel Edward  Schuize,  will,  after  an  early  dinner,  and  not  later  that  12:30 
o'do(±,  prcx^eed  with  advance,  rear  and  flanking  guards,  to  the  head  of 
Lake  Patagaancet  and  there  go  into  bivouac  on  the  northerly  side  of  the 
h^faway,  as  in  an  enemy's  country.  Interior  guards  will  be  at  once  i>osted, 
and  a  chain  of  outposts  tactically  established  and  maintained  in  either  the 
cordon  or  patrol  system,  or  a  combination  thereof,  against  an  enemy  as- 
nmed  to  be  approaching  from  the  direction  of  New  London. 

Parties  inspecting,  or  testing  the  efficiency  of  outposts,  will  be'  chal- 
laged,  but  not  fired  upon.  No  ammunition  will  be  used.  Outposts  may 
be  withdrawn  at  nine  o'clock  p.  m.,  but  will  be  again  posted  at  daylight. 

At  one  o'clock  on  Tuesday  afternoon.  Colonel  Schuize  will  break  camp 
«ad  take  up  the  return  march  to  Camp  Keeler,  anticipating  the  approach  of 
as  enemy  00  his  front,  but,  after  challenging,  will  permit  all  parties  to  pass 
hs guards  and  main  body. 

At  the  same  hour,  the  Fourth  and  Second  Infantry,  under  command  of 
Colonel  Hendrie,  will  march  from  Camp  Keeler  to  the  camp  ground  occu- 
pied by  Colonel  Scbulze,  and  will  carry  out  the  same  programme  as  pre- 
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scribed  for  the  First  and  Third  Infantry,  allowing,  on  the  outward  march, 
all  parties  to  pass,  after  challenge. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  Wagner's  '*  Service  of  Security  and  In- 
formation," Chapter  I,  Chapter  II,  pages  22  to  38,  Chapter  III,  Chapter  IV 
and  Appendix  I,  pages  249  to  254. 

Colonel  Schulze  and  Colonel  Hendrie  will  make  requisition  on  the 
Quartermaster- General  for  necessary  camp  equipage  and  wagon  transpor- 
tation. The  strictest  discipline  will  be  enforced  to  prevent  foraging  and 
damage  to  crops,  fences  or  other  property.  Commanding  officers  will  be 
held  accountable  for  any  violation  by  members  of  their  respective  com- 
mands of  this  order. 

On  Monday  afternoon,  Colonel  Sucher,  Second  Infantry,  will  exercise 
his  command,  or  so  much  thereof  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  he  deems 
most  advantageous,  on  constructing  field  fortifications  and  hasty  entrench- 
ments on  the  rifle  range  grounds.  The  First  Infantry  will  be  so  exercised 
on  Wednesday  morning,  the  Third  Infantry  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
the  Fourth  Infantry  on  Thursday  morning.  Necessary  requisitions  there- 
fore will  be  made  on  the  Quartermaster- General.  Portions  of  those  organ- 
izations not  so  engaged  will  follow  the  daily  routine.

It  being  your  judgment  that  practice  marches,  and  encamp- 
ing, with  interior  guard  and  outpost  duty,  would  be  the  most 
serviceable  field  work  for  this  year,  I  prescribed  the  exercises 
above  outlined.  The  slightly  sloping  field  provided  by  you  at  the 
head  of  Lake  Pataguanset,  for  the  provisional  camp,  was  well 
suited  for  the  purpose.  Between  woods  and  the  highway  was 
ample  room  for  laying  out  officers'  and  company  streets,  and  locat- 
ing temporary  kitchens  and  sinks.  The  lake  furnished  abundant 
water  of  good  quality.  The  distance  from  the  state  camp  gave 
the  troops  a  practice  march  of  six  miles. 

The  first  field  force  consisting  of  the  First  and  Third  Infantry, 
under  command  of  Colonel  Schulze,  equipped  with  shelter  halves, 
blankets,  ponchos,  mess  kits  and  field  cooking  outfits,  left  Camp 
Keeler  at  12.30  on  Monday.  The  marching  column  was  well 
formed  with  advance,  rear  and  flanking  guards,  in  general,  well 
disposed  for  observation  and  resistance. 

The  wagon  train  carrying  the  field  rations,  Buzzacott  ovens, 
firewood  and  officers'  tentage,  was  well  placed  and  guarded.  The 
clay  was  sultry  and  the  heavy  marching  order  was  a  burden  to  the 
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men,  bat  frequent  rests  prevented  exhaustion,  and  only  five  of  the 
whole  force  were  oblig^ed  to  be  picked  up  by  the  ambulance. 

By  pitching  their  company  streets  on  a  line  parallel  to  the 
highway,  there  was  ample  room  for  the  two  regiments  to  encamp 
side  by  side.     Threatening  rain  made  busy  men.     Horses  were 
picketed,   streets    laid  out,  shelter  tents  set  up,  otiicers*  tentage 
pitched,  Buzzacotts  placed,  cooking  begun,  sinks  prepared,  and  all 
done  in  a  prompt,  business-like  way,  that  displayed  interest  and 
enthusiasm   in   the  work  and  clearly  reflected  the  value  of  last 
year's  field  duty.     An  interior  guard  was  posted  around  the  camp, 
and  outposts,  under  a  plan  prepared  by  Colonel  Schulze,  were 
established.     The   plan,   as  a   whole,    was   well   adapted  to  the 
character    of    the   country,   its   highways,  woods,  open  territory, 
points  of  observation  and  general  terrain.     Strong  guards  of  sent- 
inels backed  by  pickets  were  posted  at  highway  approaches  and 
other  natural  avenues  of  approach,  and  observing  stations  were 
established  at  high  points  of  view.     The  patrol  system  was  chiefly 
employed.     The  chain  of  patrols  was  defective  in  places.     The 
eflFective  strength  of  the  system  would  have  been  materially  in- 
creased by  a   greater  combination  of  cordon  system  with  that 
adopted.    At  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  an  outpost 
detail,  which  had  breakfasted  before  that  hour,  was  sent  out  from 
the  camp  to  relieve  the  outposts  then  on  duty.     This  detail  re- 
mained on  duty  until  called  in  for  dinner,  preceding  the  march 
back  to  Camp  Keeler.     A  heavy  rain  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  Mon- 
day evening,  was  somewhat  trying  to  the  troops  in  camp  and 
brought  greater  discomfort  to  the  men  on  outpost,  but  general 
good  nature  prevailed,  with  a  manifest  disposition  to  cheerfully 
accept  and  make  the  best  of  a  soldier's  fortune.     Commendable 
discipline,  ready  obedience  to  orders,  good  tempered  submission 
to  hardship,  as  in  turning  out  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  after 
a  fatiguing  march  by  men  unaccustomed  to  that  work,  and  in  the 
long  night  vigil  of  outpost  duty,  characterized  the  service   of 
officers  and  men.     In  general,  there  was  active  interest  in  the 
vork,  desire  for  instruction  and  practice,  fixed  purpose  to  well 
perform  all  duty  and  bring  credit  to  the  service.    In  large  bodies 
of  mtn  there   arc,   there  always  will  be,  some   laggards,   some 
droneSf  some  shirkers.     But  in  this  work,  laziness  and  indifference 
were  the  rare  exceptions,  appearing  no  more  than  enough  to  prove 
the  rule  of  faithful  performance  of  duty.     At  one  o'clock,  Tuesday 
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afternoon^  the  force,  pursuant  to  orders,  broke  camp,  loaded  the 
wagon  train  and  returned  to  Camp  Keeler  with  the  marching 
column  disposed  for  meeting  the  approach  of  an  enemy  from  the 
front.  Occupied  with  other  duties.  I  was  unable  to  inspect  this 
column,  but  reports  from  staff  officers  indicate  that  its  disposal 
and  movements  were  intelligent  and  well  suited  to  its  purpose. 

The  second  field  force,  composed  of  the  Fourth  and  Second 
Infantry,  under  command  of  Colonel  Hendrie,  was  slow  in  form- 
ing and  nearly  half  an  hour  late  in  starting.  Its  disposition  was 
well  made,  and  the  march  well  conducted;  a  cooler  day  than  ihe 
preceding  one  lessened  the  fatigue,  and  brought  the  men  fresher 
to  the  camp  ground.  The  camp,  on  the  same  general  lines  as 
that  of  the  first  force,  was  laid  out  and  pitched  without  confusion 
or  delay,  and  a  general  guard  around  the  whole  camp  was  posted. 
Outposts  were  established  at  avenues  of  approach  and  points  of 
obligatory  passage,  but  rather  in  groups  and  independent  details 
than  according  to  tactical  disposition.  The  outpost  plan  showed 
study  of  the  topography  of  the  territory  to  be  covered,  and  well 
commanded  the  more  prominent  and  important  positions,  but  like 
the  first  disposition,  left  the  intervals  between  detachments  in- 
sufficiently guarded.  The  first  outpost  detail  was  kept  on  duty 
all  night,  and  independent  patrols  were  sent  from  camp  for  obser- 
vation and  protection.  The  wisdom  of  this  plan  depends  upon 
what  was  anticipated  as  to  the  strategy  of  the  enemy.  In  elemen- 
tary work,  however,  careful  following  of  tactical  disposition  is 
preferable.  Tuesday  night  was,  for  the  season,  cold.  Through 
a  well  intentioned  but  injudicious  order,  the  men  of  the  Fourth 
Infantry  were  without  overcoats  and  underwent  considerable  dis- 
comfort. 

The  good  work  of  this  force  was  marred  by  the  boisterous 
conduct  of  some  of  the  men  on  detached  duty.  About  a  dozen 
small  window  panes  and  part  of  a  sash  in  an  old  abandoned  house 
were  broken;  the  running  part  of  an  old  wagon  was  dragged  from 
one  lot,  along  the  highway  and  left  in  another  lot;  a  horse,  feed- 
ing in  a  lot  was  driven  out  of  it  across  the  highway  and  into 
another  lot  where  it  was  left;  complaints  of  other  conduct  of 
about  the  same  kind  were  made,  the  actual  facts  of  which  it  was 
impossible,  with  conflicting  reports  and  denials,  to  then  ascertain. 
It  is  certain  that  annoyance  and  trouble  was  caused  to  the  occu- 
pants of  three  houses  in  the  locality.     The  acts,  I  am  convinced 
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were  done  in  the  spirit  of  fun,  without  malicious  intent,  but  were 
nevertheless,  inexcusable  and  serious  breaches  of  military  de- 
portment and  discipline.  A  proper  assignment  with  such  details, 
of  officers  charged  with  responsibility  for  discipline  would  have 
prevented  that  disorder.  In  case  of  individual  violation  of  orders, 
the  officer  could  have  identified  the  offender  and  brought  him  to 
deserved  punishment.  Conduct  of  this  character  brings  reproach 
upon  the  good  name  of  the  service,  and  impairs  the  confidence  of 
the  people  in  its  value.  It  gives  rise  to  exaggerated  reports  and 
hostile  criticism  which  faithful  service  and  soldierly  deportment 
labor  long  to  overcome.  A  few  men  in  a  brief  hour  can  create  in 
unreasoning  minds,  prejudice  which  the  honorable  record  of  hun- 
dreds of  Connecticut's  loyal  soldiers  may  never  overcome.  It  em- 
barrasses the  military  authorities  and  gives  excuse  for  excessive 
claims  against  the  state  for  damages.  In  this  connection,  I  will 
add  that  every  citizen  should  be  fairly  and  amply  compensated 
for  every  item  of  damage  sustained  by  reason  of  such  conduct, 
bat  in  justice  to  the  State,  it  should  not  be  mulcted  by  exorbitant 
and  unfounded  claims,  presented  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity, rather  than  to  recover  just  compensation. 

The  exercises  in  field  fortifications  and  hasty  entrenchments 
on  the  state  rifle  range  grounds,  which  you  specially  suggested 
for  part  of  the  field  work,  were  carried  out  with  credit  to  each 
regiment.     Not  calculated  to  provoke  enthusiasm,  the  work  was 
taken  up   with  interest  and  spirit.     The  manual  labor  with  pick 
and  shovel   was  done  with  such  readiness  and  good  spirit  that 
an   occasional    disposition    to    shirk    was     conspicuous    by    its 
rarity,  and  served  to  make  impressive  the  general  purpose  of  our 
troops  to  cheerfully  perform  any  duty  of  the  soldier  prescribed  by 
saperior  authority.    Trenches  deep  enough  for  standing  were  dug, 
and  embankments  and  trenches  were  combined  to  make  efficient, 
temporary  fortifications.     The  Fourth  Infantry  skillfully  screened 
its  entrenchments  by  bushes  set  in  imitation  of  natural  growth, 
effectively  hiding  the  men  while  giving  them  opportunity  for  ob- 
servation and  firing.     These  exercises  can  be  repeated  with  profit. 

DUTY    IN    CAMP. 

Organizations  not  engaged  in  field  work,  carried  out  the  pre- 
scribed dsiily  drill  and  duty  with  evident  improvement  from  day  to 
dzy.    While  two   regiments  were  outside,  the  parade  ground  was 
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left  clear  for  extended  order  drill  by  the  two  regiments  remaining 
in  camp.  The  ceremonies,  guard  mounting,  regimental  parade 
and  brigade  review,  reached  a  standard  of  performance  never  sur- 
passed. In  close  order,  the  duties  of  guides  in  line  and  column, 
by  special  excellence,  showed  the  result  of  competent  instruction. 
Greater  efficiency  was  noted  in  the  general  work  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

In  drills  and  other  duty,  as  in  discipline,  the  essentiai  need  of 
the  Guard  is  force,  good  sense  and  inspiring  example  on  the  part 
o^  officers.  A  military  company  has  an  individuality  as  clearly 
defined  as  that  of  a  person.  The  character  of  a  company  always 
reflects  the  character  of  its  officers.  On  military  duty,  the  social 
relations  of  officers  and  men  should  be  laid  aside;  the  familiarity 
of  everyday  association,  broken  off,  not  with  arrogance,  but  with 
the  soldierly  dignity  that  commands  respect  and  obedience.  Dis- 
cipline and  familiarity  are  incapable  of  harmonious  combination. 
Enlisted  men  take  pride  in  a  forceful  officer,  but  quickly  detect, 
and  too  often  take  advantage  of,  a  weak  one. 

In  guard  duty  the  technical  part  of  the  work,  except  chiefly 
by  new  recruits,  was  well  done;  saluting  by  day,  and  challenging 
and  advancing  parties  at  night,  showed  intelligent  appreciation  of 
the  duty. 

More  force  and  alertness  in  preventing  men  from  passing  be- 
tween regimental  camps  should  be  insisted  upon  by  commanding 
officers. 

The  troops  are  entitled  to  commendation  for  good  order  in 
camp.  Lights  were  promptly  out  at  taps,  and  exceptional  quiet 
prevailed  among  the  enlisted  men.  At  reveille  roll  call  formations 
were  prompter  and  in  better  order  than  last  year.  In  only  one 
regiment,  and  on  but  one  day,  was  there  occasion  for  reporting  to 
regimental  headquarters,  the  absence  of  commissioned  officers 
from  this  roll  call. 

Policing  was  up  to  the  best  standard,  as  appears  by  the  report 
of  the  Brigade  Inspector.  The  parade  ground,  company  and 
officers'  streets,  guard  quarters,  kitchens,  mess  houses  and  sinks 
were,  as  a  whole,  well  policed  during  the  week.  Faults  or  failures 
in  this  duty  are  largely  due  to  lack  of  force  on  the  part  of  regi- 
mental officers  of  the  day.  Some  officers  appear  to  give  more 
consideration  to  the  unattractive  features  of  policing  than  to  the 
appearance  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp.     Other  officers 
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seem  reluctant  to  order  out  the  police  details  of  companies  other 
than  their  own.  While  such  inefficiency  was  exceptional,  it  was 
trying  to  field  officers  of  the  day  and  put  upon  them  the  work 
their  subordinates  should  have  promptly  done. 

THE    PROVOST    GUARD. 

Day  duty  of  the  provost  guard  included  the  maintenance  of 
one  detail  at  the  railroad  station  for  all  trains  from  6.45  a.  m.,  to 
S.I 5  p.  m.     Another  detail  at  the  drawbridge  in  the  direction  of 
New  London,  and  patrolling  details  covering  the  viUage  of  Nian- 
tic  by  frequent  visits,  and  the  river  shore,  spiritualist  camp  and 
other  places  in  the  vicinity,  as  directed  by  acting  provost  marshal. 
Night  duty  involved  the  continuance  until  midnight  of  the  draw- 
bridge guard,  and  more  frequent  and  extended  patrolling  by  larger 
details,  the  territory  to  and  including  Crescent  Beach  occasionally 
being  patrolled.     The  work  of  the  guard  was  arduous,  the  con- 
tinuous duty,  with  loss  of  sleep,  at  times,  bringing  some  of  the 
men  nearly  to  physical  exhaustion.     The  officers  of   the   guard 
were  dilig^ent  and  untiring ;  they  were  faithfully  supported,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  by  all  the  men  under  them.     The  provost 
manhal,  in  his  report,  commends  highly  the  service  and  earnest 
spirit  of  the  guard.     On  the  return  of  the  last  detail  from  Cres- 
cent Beach,  about  two  o'clock  Saturday  morning,  the  guard,  by  my 
orders,  following  long  established  cuslom,was  dismissed  for  the  tour 
of  duty.     From  past  experience  it  was  not  deemed  by  me  necessary 
to  hold  at  the  railroad  station  the  tired  men  until  the  departure 
of  the  military  trains.     About  nine  o'clock  Saturday  morning,  it 
was  reported  to  me   that   there   was   disorder   and   violence  by 
soldiers  at  the  station.     Two  officers  of  my  staff  being  on  duty 
with  sufficient  baggage  details  at  the  trains  near  the  station,  I 
went  from  camp  to  the  station,  determined,  in  view  of  the  previous 
iisorder  on  field  duty,  to  personally  order  the  offenders  in  arrest 
and  impose  such  penalties  as  would  restrain  tendencies  to  similar 
conduct.     I  found  entire  good  order  and  quiet  at  the  station  and 
vicinity  thereabouts.     Investigation   disclosed   that  a   party    of 
three  soldiers,  presumably  from  baggage  details,  in  a  foolish  spirit 
of  smartness,  had  knocked  over  the  apparatus,  not  then  in  use,  of 
a  hot  sausage  peddler,  scattering  the  contents  on  the  ground,  the 
wrong-doers  at    once  disappearing.     In  the  excitement,  the  ex- 
aggerated story  of  violent  disorder  received  its  start.     In  a  way 
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that  should  be  a  lesson  to  all  soldiers,  this  incident  illustrates  the 
serious  damage  done  to  the  whole  military  establishment  by  a  few 
men  guilty  of  conduct  that  sets  going  exaggerated  and  constantly 
growing  stories  of  disgraceful  and  lawless  behavior.  The  last 
men  to  violate  the  law  should  be  those  engaged  in  the  service  of 
its  enforcement.  Several  officers  and  men  were  questioned  by  me 
to  ascertain  the  names  of  the  transgressors,  but  it  is  greatly  re- 
gretted that  their  identity  could  not  be  satisfactorily  fixed. 

HEALTH. 

The  record  of  only  fifteen  in  hospital  out  of  twenty-four  hun- 
dred and  two  officers  and  men  in  camp  is  unequalled.  Only  two 
cases  of  sickness  and  two  of  accidents  required  more  than  two  days 
detention.  Of  the  two  sick  cases,  one  was  recovered,  and  the 
other  was  able  to  return  with  his  command,  at  the  end  of  the 
week.  The  health  condition  was  due  to  pure  water  suppl;^,  the 
prohibition  of  sales  by  outsiders  of  eatables  and  drinks,  the  faith- 
ful service  of  medical  officers,  sanitary  care  and  condition  of 
kitchens,  mess  houses  and  sinks,  the  high  quality  of  rations,  and 
specially  to  the  habits  and  conduct  of  the  troops. 

THE    COAST    ARTILLERY    CAMP. 

Pursuant  to  your  orders,  I  directed  Captain  William  F.  M. 
Rogers,  Brigade  Signal  Officer,  and  Captain  Hadlai  A.  Hull,  First 
Company  Coast  Artillery,  in  command  of  the  First  and  Second 
Companies,  Coast  Artillery,  as  a  provisional  command,  to  report 
to  the  Adjutant-General,  Department  of  the  East,  for  assignment 
of  their  respective  commands  to  duty  requested  by  the  War  De- 
partment in  the  joint  maneuvers  of  the  United  States  Army  and 
Navy.  On  September  5th,  instant,  I  visited  the  camp  of  the  Coast 
Artillery  on  the  southwestern  shore  of  Plum  Island.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  General  MacArthur  in  command  of  land  forces  en- 
gaged in  the  maneuvers,  and  General  Gillespie,  commander  of 
engineers,  I  was  furnished  transportation  to  the  island  and 
given  every  facility  for  observing  the  duty  of  the  Connecticut 
artillerymen,  as  well  as  the  service  at  Fort  Terry,  where  Major 
Best,  in  command,  gave  his  personal  attention  in  showing  me  the 
interesting  work  of  his  forces.  The  Connecticut  companies  in 
guarding  the  shore  were  furnished  with  one  battery  of  two  rapid 
fire  guns  and  one  battery  of  two  five  inch  guns.  The  instruction 
and  practice  they  received  in  manning,  handling  and   working 
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these  gnns  gave  them  practical  efficiency  not  obtainable  in  armory 
or  other  drill.  The  constant  vigil  of  the  troops  on  the  lookout  by 
day  and  night,  for  an  expected  naval  attack,  gave  them  severe 
and  trying  service.  The  night  of  the  6th,  which  I  spent  with  the 
force,  was  one  of  continuous  watching,  with  no  sleep  for  most  of 
the  officers  and  many  of  the  men.  But  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
command  was  fine;  the  interest  in  the  work,  unflagging.  The 
str&m  of  the  service  would  be  relieved  and  better  results  reached 
by  an  increase  of  the  maximum  membership  of  coast  artillery 
companies  to  eighty-four.  Major  Best  spoke  in  complimentary 
terms  of  the  intelligence  and  reliability  that  characterized  the 
performance  of  duty  by  officers  and  men,  their  work  being  spec- 
ially commendable  because  the  first  in  an  entirely  new  branch  of 
the  service.  The  discipline  of  the  camp  was  excellent,  the  de- 
portment of  the  men,  while  I  was  there,  except  in  a  single  case 
which  was  promptly  dealt  with,  reflected  credit  on  the  command. 

SIGNAL   CORPS    WORK. 

None  of  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps  were  on  duty  on  Plum 
Island.  Detached  details  were  stretched  along  the  coast  and  sta- 
tioned on  islands  contiguous  thereto,  from  Block  Island  to  Mas- 
sachusetts. I  was  therefore  unable  to  personally  observe  any  of 
the  corps  work.  But  General  Greeley,  chief  signal  officer  of  the 
Army,  gave  me  some  details  of  its  duties,  and  the  responsible  ser- 
vice placed  upon  it.  His  report  of  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
corps,  and  the  conspicuous  work  of  one  detachment  in  maintain- 
ing a  station  by  clever  device  and  repeated  hiding  from  a  large 
force  of  marines  seeking  to  capture  them,  was  a  gratifying  tribute 
to  the  organization.  He  did  not  hesitate  to  say  that  in  ability 
aod  aptitude  this  corps  stands  well  up  with  the  professional  soldiers 
of  the  same  service  in  the  army. 

GENERAL   CONDITIONS. 

Each   succeeding   encampment   marks   the   progress  of  the 
brigade  in  military  efficiency  and  preparedness.     The  new  organ- 
iutions,  the  cavalry  and  coast  artillery,  in  these  respects,  gained 
gregtly  by  the   camp  duty  of  this  year,  and  proved  themselves 
ra/aab/e  acquisitions  to  the  service.     Troop  A  showed  signal  im- 
provement in  drill  and  horsemanship. 

Compared  with  that  of  a  few  years  past,  the  condition  of  the 
brirade  for  active  service  makes  clear  an  advance  as  striking  as 
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it  is  gratifying.  With  the  present  equipment  and  experience,  the 
troops  could,  on  immediate  orders,  take  the  field,  pitch  their  tents, 
feed  themselves,  care  for  the  sick,  and  in  all  ways  provide  for 
themselves  as  regular  army  soldiers  engaged  in  actual  campaign- 
ing. This  situation  contrasted  with  the  old  system  of  contract 
catering  and  doing  for  the  troops  much  that  they  should  do  for 
themselves,  makes  conspicuous  the  advancement  in  the  essentials 
of  the  soldiers*  service. 

With  this  advancement,  has  been  elevation  of  the  aim  and 
purpose  of  honorable  service,  growing  respect  for  soldierly  con- 
duct in  officers  and  men,  condemnation  of  deportment  degrading 
the  service  and  bringing  it  into  disrepute.  There  is  increasing 
intelligence  in  the  apprehension  and  application  of  military  princi- 
ples, of  the  underlying  reasons  for  the  requirements  of  military 
discipline,  and  better  appreciation  of  the  obligations  of  the  soldier. 
This  steady  development  is  manifest  to  anyone  in  studious  con- 
tact with  the  many  officers  and  men  of  the  brigade  who  are 
making  personal  sacrifice  and  devoting  valuable  time  and  labor  to 
our  military  needs,  with  no  substantial  reward  except  the  con- 
sciousness of  duty  well  done  and  the  promotion  of  the  service 
they  love. 

The  best  citizenship  of  Connecticut  is  found  in  her  soldiery. 
In  the  ranks  and  on  the  roll  of  commissioned  officers  are  men 
standing  high  in  the  professional  and  commercial  activities  of  the 
State,  men  who  toil  with  their  hands  and  men  bearing  burdens  in 
industrial  and  financial  affairs,  patriotic  men,  who  by  labor  and 
by  self-denial,  are  seeking  to  keep  honorable  and  honored  the 
military  service  of  our  State. 

I  wish  to  make  my  special  acknowledgements  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  for  his  directions  and  suggestions  preliminary  to  camp, 
and  for  his  assistance  and  ready  co-operation  in  its  work. 

I  am  glad  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  courtesy 
and  consideration  of  Colonel  John  Milton  Thompson,  of  the 
United  States  Army,  who  was  detailed  by  the  War  Department  to 
inspect  the  conduct  of  the  camp.  His  purpose  to  be  fair  and 
helpful  was  gratefully  evident.

The  consolidated  morning  report,  August  11,  showed  2,402 
troops  in  camp,  a  somewhat  smaller  number  than  last  year.  This 
vas  due  to  the  disbanding  of  three  companies  of  the  Third 
lo/aotry  and  one  company  of  the  First  Infantry,  and  also  to  the 
fact  that  the  Signal  Corps  and  the  Coast  Artillery  were  not  ordered 
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into  camp  with  the  brigade,  but  performed  their  tour  of  duty  with 
the  Army  in  the  maneuvers  on  the  coast. 

The  organizations  present  in  camp  all  showed  large  increase 
in  strength  over  last  year,  the  Fourth  Infantry  being  conspicuous 
in  this  respect. 

In  General  Orders  No.  6,  B.  H.,  July  23,  1902,  Section  5,  it 
was  ordered  that  each  organization  should  pitch  its  own  camp, 
the  Quartermaster-General  providing  tentage. 

The  purpose  of  this  order  being  to  give  the  men  practice,  the 
tents  should,  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  order,  have  been 
pitched  by  the  men  who  were  to  occupy  them.  In  the  Fourth 
Infantry  this  was  done,  but  all  of  the  other  organizations  evaded 
the  order  by  sending  in  advance  of  the  arrival  of  the  troops,  a 
detail  which  pitched  the  tents  for  the  whole  organization. 

Four  days  were  largely  devoted  to  field  work  under  General 
Orders  No.  7,  Brigade  Headquarters. 

The  field  exercises,  in  a  supposedly  hostile  country  were  of 
great  benefit  to  the  troops. 

The  First  and  Third  Infantry  went  out  Monday,  bivouaced 
near  Lake  Pataguanset  that  night,  returning  Tuesday.  On 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  the  Fourth  and  Second  Infantry 
carried  out  the  same  performance. 

The  service  of  security  was  better  performed  by  the  latter 
commands  than  by  the  former,  but  in  the  latter  case  the  men 
suffered  much  from  the  cold,  having  left  their  overcoats  behind. 

Practice  in  throwing  up  hasty  intrenchments  was  had  by  each 
regiment  on  the  rifle  range  west  of  the  camp.  The  men  took  hold 
with  enthusiasm  and  worked  like  beavers.  When  the  Fourth 
Infantry  had  completed  their  intrenchments,  Major  Hurley,  who 
was  in  command,  caused  small  bushes  and  green  branches  to  be 
cut  and  stuck  in  the  earthworks,  so  that,  although  a  whole  bat- 
talion was  concealed  in  the  trenches,  no  one  was  visible,  and  at  a 
distance  of  150  yards  there  was  no  evidence  of  the  presence  of 
any  troops.  The  appearance  was  that  of  a  natural  growth  of 
bushes. 

Quarters  and  policing  were  inspected  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  mornings,  following  the  same  bill  of  dress 
and  system  of  rating  heretofore  used,  deducting  5  for  each  tent 
not  properly  dressed  and  i  for  each  point  in  policing.

In  compliance  with  G.  O.,  No.  i,  R.  H.,  dated  April  24th, 
1902, 1  attended  the  parades  of  the  following  companies  : 

May  8th,  I  was  with  Company  K ;  weather  fine,  and  the 
shooting  was  confined  to  two  hundred  yards.  Found  men  all 
anxious  to  learn  the  use  of  the  rifie.  Twenty-one  men  qualified 
as  marksmen. 

May  1 2th,  I  was  with  Hospital  Corps.  Qualified  six  men  ;  all 
that  reported,  on  both  ranges,  and  as  a  number  of  the  non-com- 
missioned staff  and  band  reported,  they  were  qualified  also.  Total 
qualified  for  one  day,  eleven. 

May  13th,  I  was  with  Company  D.  In  this  company  I  found 
the  plan  of  shooting  very  good,  as  each  corporal  had  a  squad, 
and  had  it  in  readiness  to  shoot  when  his  squad  was  called  to  the 
firing  point,  which  aided  me,  and  lessened  the  confusion.  I'he 
forenoon  was  showery,  and  delayed  shooting.  Twenty-five  men 
qualified,  which  I  considered  a  very  creditable  showing,  as  the 
captain  informed  me  that  most  of  the  men  had  never  shot  before, 
and  in  this  company,  I  also  found  the  military  courtesy  excellent. 

May  17th,  1  was  with  Company  I.     When  I  arrived  I  found 

the  company  shooting  at  two  hundred  yards,  and  it  being  quite 

^ndy,  It  delayed  shooting  on  this  range,  and  I  found  the  officers 

able  instructors,    as    the  scores   will   show.      Twenty-nine   men 

qualified. 
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May  2oth,  I  was  with  Company  E.  It  was  an  ideal  day  for 
shooting,  and  the  men  were  all  anxious  to  qualify.  They  made  a 
very  creditable  showing  by  qualifying  twenty-nine  men  as  marks- 
men. 

May  2ist,  I  was  with  Company  B.  Unfortunately,  through 
some  error,  this  company  had  no  ammunition,  only  what  the 
other  companies  could  spare.  Captain  Halligan  made  every 
effort  possible  to  secure  ammunition,  but  with  no  success.  Four 
qualified. 

May  2 2d,  I  was  with  Company  C.  I  found  this  company 
shooting  on  two  hundred  yard  range.  A  strong  cross  wind  de- 
layed the  shooting,  and  prevented  a  number  from  qualifying. 
Twelve  men  qualified  as  marksmen. 

May  26,  I  was  with  Company  G.  Here  I  found  the  shooting 
progressing  at  a  rapid  rate,  as  Captain  King  had  erected  an  addition 
al  range,  which  facilitated  the  work  of  qualifying,  as  both  ranges 
could  be  used  at  the  same  time.  In  this  company  I  also  found  the 
discipline  excellent.     Twenty-nine  men  qualified. 

May  27th,  I  was  with  Company  F.  I  found  the  company 
shooting  at  two  hundred  yards.  The  day  was  very  stormy,  and 
the  shooting  was  continued  in  the  rain,  which  made  it  very  dis- 
couraging work ;  but  the  men  took  hold  with  a  will,  which  made 
their  showing  a  very  creditable  one.  Thirty  men  qualified  as. 
marksmen. 

In  all  companies  I  find  that  the  men  should  have  more 
armory  practice  in  sighting,  for  I  find  little  trouble  in  qualifying 
men  that  have  some  knowledge  of  their  sights,  and  know  how  to  take 
the  shooting  position,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  more 
attention  be  given  to  the  above  points. 

I  also  made  an  inspection  of  the  rifies  of  the  companies,  and 
found  them  in  very  bad  shape  ;  mostly  due  to  rust  in  the  barrels  ; 
in  fact,  most  of  the  companies  were  depending  on  one  or  two 
rifles  for  their  target  work,  which  made  the  qualifying  slower  than 
was  necessary.

In  compliance  with  G.  O.  No.  i,  R.  H.,  dated  New  Haven, 
May  I  St,  1902,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  was  present  on 
the  field  days  of  each  company  of  your  command,  and  supervised 
the  rifle  practice  of  each  company. 

On  the  14th,  Company  B,  reported  promptly  at  8  o'clock 
A.  M.;  devoted  five  hours  to  rifle  practice.  Qualified  twenty-seven 
men  at  200  yards;  sixteen  men  at  500  yards. 

On  the  15th,  Company  G  commenced  shooting  shortly  after 
8  A.  M.;  spending  seven  and  one-half  hours  on  the  range,  squads 
alternating  from  guard  duty,  etc.,  to  rifle  practice.  Fifty-two 
men  qualified  at  200  yards;  twenty-five  at  500  yards.  All  three 
officers  qualified  with  revolver. 

On  the.  17th,  Company  I  reported  promptly  at  8  A.  M.  Only 
the  200  yard  rifle  range  was  used.  Nineteen  men  qualified.  Time 
devoted  to  rifle  practice,  five  hours. 

On  the  19th,  Company  £  commenced  shooting  shortly  after  8 
A.  M.  Rain  interfered  somewhat  with  rifle  practice.  Only  the 
200  yard  range  was  used.  Number  of  men  qualifying,  twenty-two;

I  have  the  honor  to  report,  in  compliance  with  paragraph  I, 
General  Orders  No  2,  Brigade  Headquarters,  C.  N.  G.,  c.  s.,  that  I 
attended  the  parade  and  supervised  the  rifle  practice  of  the  First 
Company  Coast  Artillery,  and  to  submit  the  following  : 

At  the  request  of  Captain  Hadlai  A.  Hull,  I  instructed,  for  a 
brief  period,  the  members  of  his  command  as  to  the  nomenclature 
and  description  of  the  Springfield  rifle,  calibre  .45,  and  as  to  the 
use  and  care  of  this  weapon.  The  individual  practice  then  began. 
There  were  three  officers  and  forty  enlisted  men  present.  Of  this 
namber,  one  did  not  shoot,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  com- 
manding officer:  one  was  excused  after  firing  one  shot,  by  the 
undersigned,  because  of  defective  sight  in  the  right  eye;  and 
forty-one  shot  for  the  State's  decorations.  Of  this  last  number 
twenty-two  failed  to  qualify  at  the  200  yards  range.  Of  the  nine- 
teen (two  officers  and  seventeen  men)  qualifying  at  the  short 
range,  one  did  not  shoot  for  lack  of  time,  and  seven  failed  to 
qualify  at  the  500  yards  range.  The  number  qualifying,  were 
therefore  eleven  first-class  marksmen,  and  eight  marksmen. 

I  beg  to  submit  further,  that  with  a  few  exceptions,  the  men 

sboired  a  lack  of  instruction  in  the  mauual  of  loading  and  firing, 

andin  the  sig^htia^f  and  position  drills.     This  ignorance  is  fully 

accounted  for  upon  considering  that  this  company  has  been  in  tx- 

istence  but  a   short   time,  and  was  drilled  with  arms  only  a  few 

times  previous  to   the  parade.     The  men,  in  general,  appeared  to 

possess  a  greater  degree  of  intelligence  than  I  have  seen  displayed 
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by  the  average  of  men  in  the  Infantry  companies  with  which  I  am 
acquainted,  and  as  they  were  eager  to  learn  all  they  could,  the 
company  may  be  expected  to  attain  a  relatively  high  percentag^e 
of  qualified  men.

ITINERARY. 

A  camp  was  established  at  Seaside  Park,  Bridgeport,  Conn. 
The  Third  Division  erected  tents  and  established  a  guard-line  at 
8  .'V.  M.,  guard  consisting  of  twelve  men,  three  petty  officers,  and 
one  officer. 

The  boats  assigned  to  this  division  for  duty  were  the  cutter 
they  had  in  their  possession,  and  a  28  ft.  cutter.  No.  Y,  457,  which 
was  delivered  to  them  before  that  date. 

After  establishing  a  guard-line,  the  Third  Division  embarked 
in  the  two  cutters  mentioned  above,  twenty  men,  two  coxswain,  two 
quartermasters,  and  two  officers.  The  officers,  petty  officers,  and 
men  not  otherwise  assigned,  of  this  division,  remained  in  camp 
for  instruction  in  infantry  drill. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  First  Division  at  the  Bridgeport  station, 
they  proceeded  at  once  to  the  camp,  and  on  arriving,  four  men 
and  one  petty  officer  were  assigned  to  guard  duty,  relieving  four 
men  and  one  petty  officer  of  the  Third  Division.  Twenty  men, 
two  coxswains,  two  quartermasters,  and  two  officers  were  then  as- 
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signed  to  cutters  No.  Y,  176,  and  No.  Y,  245,  and  the  crews  cm- 
barlced  at  once.  The  petty  officers  and  men  not  assigned  remained 
in  camp  for  infantry  drill. 

Second  Division,    on  arrival  at  the  Bridgeport  station  were 
assigned  as  follows:   Two  officers,  two  boatswain  mates,  four  quar- 
termasters, (two  acting)  three  coxswains,  and  twenty-four  enlisted 
men.  to  the  U.  S.  S.  "ELFRIDA."  This  crew  was  divided  into  two 
watches,  starboard    and  port,  as  follows:     Starboard  watch  con- 
sisted of  one  boatswain's  mate,  two  coxswains,  one  quartermaster, 
one  captain's  orderly,  one  after  guard,  one  messenger,  one  leads- 
man, one  helmsman   and  seven  seamen.     Port  watch  consisted  of 
the  same  petty  officers  and  men  as  noted  above  for  starboard 
watch,  except  there  was  only  one  coxswain. 

The  reason  for  having  four  quartermasters  was  so  that  two  of 
tbem  would  be  available  to  embark  in  the  boats  for  boat  man- 
euvers, and  still  leave  on  board  two  quartermasters  (one  on  each 
vatch)  for  duty  on  the  bridge.  The  water  tenders  and  firemen  of 
a'.i  three  divisions  were  assigned  to  the  engineer's  department. 

Those  officers  and  men  of  the  Second  Division  not  assigned 
for  duty  on  the  U.  S.  S.  "  ELFRIDA,"  proceeded  to  the  camp,  and 
on  arriving,  four  men  and  one  petty  officer  were  detailed  for  guard 
duty,  relieving  four  men  and  one  petty  officer  of  the  Third  Divi- 
sion. Those  not  assigned  remained  in  camp  for  instruction  in 
infantry  drill. 

The  U.  S.  S.  "  ELFRIDA,"  after  receiving  on  board  the  crew 
from  the  Second  Division,  proceeded  out  of  the  harbor,  and  when 
in  sight  of  the  camp,  hoisted  a  signal  *'  embark  in  cutters  and 
sund  oflF."  From  the  time  the  U.  S.  S.  "  ELFRIDA  "  appeared  in 
fijht,  the  cutters  were  considered  as  directly  attached  to  the  ship, 
and  obeyed  all  her  signals. 

The  Third  Division  cutter  crews  that  embarked  earlier  than 
those  from  the  First  Division  remained  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
camp,  and  kept  a  lookout  for  signals  from  the  U.  S.  S."ELFRIDA." 
Each  cutter's  crew  was  provided  with  an  answering  pennant,  and 
a  red  wig  wag  flag  in  the  boat.

That  portion  of  the  battalion  remaining  in  camp,  not  on 
guard  duty,  was  instructed  in  company  and  battalion  of  infantry 
movements,  including  guard  mounting  and  dress  parade,  by  Lieu- 
tenant  Robert  E.  L.  Hutchinson. 

At  11:15  A*  ^f  ^^®  cutter  crews  were  instructed  to  land  by 
signals  from  the  U.  S.  S.  "ELFRIDA,"  and  the  oflficer-in-charge 
of  the  camp  at  that  time  (^1:15)  caused  ''Drill  Re-call"  and 
'*Mess  CUill "  to  be  sounded  on  the  bugle. 

At  12:05  P.  M.,  "Assembly"  was  sounded,  and  at  12:15  P.  M., 
by  signal  from  the  U.  S.  S.  "  ELFRIDA,"  "Embark  and  stand- 
off,*' crews  from  the  first  and  second  divisions  embarked  in  the 
cotters.  The  crew  from  the  first  division,  as  far  as  possible, 
was  made  up  of  men  who  were  not  detailed  to  the  cutters  during 
the  forenoon  period. 

The  other  petty  officers  and  men  remained  in  camp  for  in- 
fantry drill. 

The  entire  battalion  was  landed  at  2:15  P.  M.,  and  at  2:45  ^• 
M^  the  battalion  (four  companies)  was  formed  for  instruction  in 
batulion  of  iofantry  movements. 

The  Senior  L.ieutenant  (J.  G.)  of  the  battalion  line  officers^ 
Sftepard  of  Hartford,  commanded  the  fourth  company,  which  was 
composed  of  parts  of  three  divisions. 
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After  battalion  drill,  and  a  short  street  parade,  the  battalion 
was  dismissed  at  the  Fourth  Regiment  armory.  Refreshments 
were  served  at  Sailer's  Hall. 

The  work  performed  afloat  and  ashore  was  very  instructive.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  pursuance  of  your  verbal 
order,  I  proceeded  with  the  U.  S.  S.  ELFRIDA  to  Bridgeport  on 
the  evening  of  May  21st,  leaving  New  Haven  at  8:30  P.  M.,  an- 
choring in  Black  Rock  harbor  at  10:45  ^*  ^• 

At  5  A.  M.,  May  22d,  got  up  anchor,  and  taking  in  tow  the 
four  cutters,  which  were  anchored  in  Black  Rock  harbor,  headed 
for  Bridgeport  Harbor.  "Lay  to"  off  Seaside  Park  and  sent 
ashore  to  the  site  selected  for  the  camp,  the  four  cutters,  then 
proceeded  up  Bridgeport  Harbor  and  tied  up  to  the  steamboat 
dock,  arriving  there  at  8:15  A.  M.  At  9:15  A.  M.,  received  on 
board  a  crew  of  officers  and  men  from  the  Second  Division,  Hart- 
ford. Left  dock  at  9:30  A.  M.  and  headed  out  of  harbor,  making 
signal  for  boat  maneuvers.  When  off  Seaside  Park,  made  signal 
for  cutter's  crew  to  embark  from  shore.  Also  embarked  from  the 
U.  S.  S.  ELFRIDA,  the  gig  and  cutter  manned  by  officers  and 
men  from  the  Second  Division.  Made  general  recall  signal,  and 
when  boats  were  near,  ship  made  signal,  to  "form  line  headed 
south  and  dress  to  the  right."  Boat  maneuvers  were  then  ex- 
ecuted. 
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At  11:45  recalled  all  boats  and  sent  cutters  to  camp.  U.  S.  S. 
ELFRIDA  boats  returning  to  the  ship.  At  i  P.  M.,  signalled  all 
boat  crews  to  embark  and  the  maneuvers  of  the  forenoon  were 
repeated. 

At  2:30  all  cutters  were  ordered  to  return  to  the  camp.  I 
embarked  in  one  of  these  boats  and  reported  to  you  about  3  P.  M.

L  In  acoordance  with  G.  O.  No.  21,  A.  G,  O.,  c.  s.,  commandiDg  offi- 
cers of  divisions  are  hereby  ordered  to  report  with  their  respective  com- 
irands  at  New  London  on  Saturday,  Angust  30th,  at  4  P.  M.  for  eight 
days'  dnty  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  PANTHER,  which  has  been  designated 
by  the  Navy  Department  to  be  at  New  London,  for  purpose  specified. 

IL  Officers  and  petty  officers  of  the  battalion  line  and  staff  will  report 
at  battalion  headquarters.  Second  Regiment  armory,  New  Haven,  at  11 
.\.  M.  on  said  day,  except  those  residing  in  Hartford  and  Bridgeport  who 
win  report  with  the  Second  and  Third  Divisions. 

HL  Commanding  officers  of  divisions  will  make  requisition  on  the 
yoartermaster- General  for  transportation. to  New  London  and  return  in- 
csiding  baggage  and  such  equipment  as  may  be  required. 

IV.  The  battalion  will  assemble  in  blue  service  uniform,  with  leg- 
giags,  and  without  arms  other  than  officers'  side  arms.  Officers  are  to  pro- 
vide themselves  with  the  regulation  white  duck  uniform,  including  cap, 
bioase,  trousers  and  white  shoes  and  also  their  own  blankets,  bed  linen, 
piilow  cases  and  towels.  Enlisted  men  are  to  be  provided  with  white 
working  suits,  overcoats,  hammocks,  mattresses,  blankets,  mess  gear  and 
dmmage  bags.  No  baggage  is  to  be  carried  other  than  one  trunk,  bag  or 
'.a&e  Uft  each  officer,  and  hammock  roll  and  dunnage  bag,  properly  lashed 
n&  secured,  for  each  enlisted  man. 
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V.  Lieutenant  (J.  G. )  Henry  F.  Pundersont  Paymaster,  is  hereby  direct- 
ed to  take  charge  of  and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  subsist- 
ence of  the  enlisted  men.  Officers  will  join  the  wardroom  mess  of  the  ship. 
Rations  will  not  be  furnished  by  the  Commissary-General  for  this  service, 
but  in  lieu  thereof  thirty  cents  will  be  allowed  each  officer  and  enlisted 
man  for  a  day's  ration,  and  the  same  will  be  carried  on  the  pay-rolls. 

VI.  Commanding  officers  of  divisions  will  see  that  pay-rolls,  in  tripli- 
cate, bearing  the  name  and  rating  of  every  member  of  their  commands,  are 
made  out  strictly  in  accordance  with  law.  These  pay-rolls  are  to  be  duly 
signed  by  each  member  performing  duty,  sworn  to  by  the  commanding 
officer,  and'two  copies  delivered  to  the  Battalion  Adjutant  on  or  before  the 
last  day  of  the  cruise.

Organization  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  C.  N.  G.,  aboard  the 

U.  S.  S.  ''PANTHER." 

Battalion  organization  of  three  divisions  was  replaced  by  the 
organization  of  a  ship's  company,  composed  of  four  gun  divisions, 
a  powder  and  engineer  division. 

Petty  officers,  seamen,  ordinary  seamen  and  landsmen  of 
the  battalion  were  divided  into  four  equal  parts  comprising  the 
four  gun  divisions.  Lieutenant  Root  commanding  the  first  div- 
ision; Lieutenant  Bartlett,  second  division;  Lieutenant  Ingersoll; 
third  division,  and  Lieutenant  (J.  G.)  Shepard,  the  fourth 
division. 

A  junior  officer  was  assigned  to  each  division. 

The  fifth  or  powder  division,  was  composed  of  the  chief 
petty  officers  (except  the  chief  quartermaster  and  three  chief 
machinists)  and  the  hospital  corps. 

The  €)fficers  of  the  po  wder  division  were  Lieutenant  and 
Sargcon  T'recartin,  Lieutenant  (J.  G.)  and  Paymaster  Punderson, 
and  Ensign  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Beach. 

The  sixth,  or  engineer  division,  was  composed  of  the  three 
<-hief  machinists,  three  water  tenders  and  three  firemen. 

The  officers  of  the  sixth  division  were  Lieutenant  and  Chief 
Engineer  Payne,  Ensign  and  Assistant  Engineer  Hinckley. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  detail  two  assistants  to  the  Master- 
it-arms,  and  Seaman  Maynard  and  Seaman  Cotter  were  detailed 
for  this  purpose. 

The  chief  quartermaster  mustered  at  quarters  with  the 
foanh  division.     The  divisions  mustered  at  quarters  as  follows: 

The  first  division,  starboard  side  of  forecastle ;  second 
ii.Yisioo,  port  side  of  forecastle;  third  division,  starboard  gang- 
way; fourth  division,  port  side  of  quarter  deck;  fifth  division, 
port  gangway;  and  sixth  division,  port  gangway  forward  of 
fifth  division. 

The  following  assignment  of  officers  was  also  made: 

Lieutenant  (J.  G.)  Murphy,  acting  navigator;  Ensign  North- 
am,  secretary  to  Commander  Averill;  Ensign  Jewett,  signal 
officer;    Ensign     Bosworth,    junior    officer   first    division;    Lieu- 
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tenant  (J.  G.)  Waller,  junior  officer  second  division;  Ensign 
Peck,  junior  officer  third  division;  and  Ensign  Downs,  junior 
officer  fourth  division. 

Chief  yeoman  Allen  was  assigned  as  secretary  to  Lieutenant. 
Commander  Morell,  United  States  Navy. 

In  reference  to  the  different  parts  of  the  ship's  company: 
the  work  performed  by  Chief  Master-at-arms  Murphy  and  his 
assistants  Maynard  and  Cotter,  was  of  high  order;  their  duties 
being  exceptionally  arduous. 

The  men  assigned  under  Ensign  Jewett  were  Chief  Quarter- 
master Disbrow,  two  signal  quartermasters  and  three  boys.  Their 
work  was  very  satisfactory. 

Three  quartermasters  were  also  assigned  as  helmsmen.  The 
quartermasters  and  signal  men  all  mustered  with  their  several 
divisions  at  quarters,  unless  under  way  and  on  duty  on  the  bridge. 
They  stood  watches  of  four  hours  on  and  eight  hours  off. 

In  manning  the  guns,  the  first  division  manned  the  two  5 
inch  guns  on  the  forecastle;  the  second  division  the  four  5  inch 
guns  on  the  gun-deck;  third  division  the  secondary  battery  on 
the  main  deck;  and  the  fourth  division  the  two  4  inch  guns  on 
the  quarter  deck.

We  left  New  London  harbor  at  11:00  A.  M.,  Sunday,  August 
.;ist,  joining  the  fleet  at  Vineyard  Haven  sound  at  6:00  P.  M.,  of 
the  same  day.     We  participated  in  the  various  maneuvers  of  the 
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fleet;  among  others,  forming  the  major  portion  of  a  landing  force 
sent  ashore  to  capture  Montauk  Point. 

The  Connecticut  Naval  Battalion  was  organized  as  a  battalion 
of  20I  officers  and  men,  armed  and  equipped  with  haversacks, 
(with  one  day's  rations)  .canteens,  arms,  (rifle  or  revolver);  in 
blue  uniform  with  white  hats. 

The  organization  was  made  up  according  to  U.  S.  N.  infantry 
drill  regulations  and  assignments  of  pioneers,  messmen,  am- 
bulance party,  ammunition  party,  etc.,  were  made. 

The  battalion  was  composed  of  three  companies  of  three 
officers  and  fifty-four  men  each,  each  company  being  divided  into 
two  sections. 

We  left  the  fleet  Saturday  morning,  September  6th,  at  11:30, 
arriving  in  New  London  harbor  at  1:45  P-  M.  Embarked  on 
steamer  Nonowantuck  for  shore,  where  the  train  was  waiting  to 
convey  the  divisions  to  their  respective  quarters. 

COMMENTS    UPON    THE    TOUR   OF    DUTY    ARE    AS    FOLLOWS  I 

Discipline  and  efficiency.  Commander  J.  C.  Wilson, 
commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  "  PANTHER,"  took  occasion,  in  con- 
versation with  me,  to  speak  in  very  high  terms  of  the  dis- 
cipline and  efficiency  of  the  battalion. 

Health.  The  health  of  the  battalion  was  most  excellent,  as 
appears  in  the  surgeon's  report. 

Commissary.  The  ration  of  thirty  cents  per  day,  allowed, 
in  my  judgment,  is  inadequate,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
forty  cents  be  allowed  in  the  future. 

Seventeen  officers  and  two  hundred  and  seventeen  men  re- 
ported and  participated  in  the  tour  of  duty. 

In  conclusion,  I  can  only  repeat  the  closing  paragraph  of  my 
report  of  a  year  ago,  viz  : 

"In  my  judgment,  the  battalion  is  in  excellent  condition, 
and  fit  to  perform  any  and  all  duty  to  which  it  may  be  assigned. 
Both  officers  and  men  have  shown  deep  interest  in  the  work  to 
which  they  have  severally  been  detailed,  and  I  wish  to  especially 
commend  the  earnest,  painstaking,  and  thorough  manner  in  which 
Lieutenant-Commander  Frank  S.  Cornwell,  has  performed  his 
duties  as  executive  officer  of  the  battalion."

The  Adjutant 'General  y  State  of  Cofinecticut, 

Sir: 

1  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  as  to  the  part  taken  by 
the  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  in  the  re- 
cent maneuvers  of  the  Army  and  Navy. 

The  corps  had  been  ordered  into  camp  at  Niantic,  but  the 
authorities  of  the  U.  S.  Army  having  signified  its  desire  that  the 
State  furnish  signal  men  to  take  part  in  the  maneuvers,  those 
orders  were  revoked  and  the  corps  assigned  to  duty  with  the 
United  States  troops  by  S.  O.  No.  105,  A.-G.  O.,  c.  s.,  and  S.  O. 
No.  8,  B.  H.,  c.  s. 

The  number  of  men  of  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Army, 
available  for  duty  at  the  maneuvers,  owing  to  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  men  of  that  corps  are  on  duty  in  the  Philippines,  at  Alaska 
and  other  distant  parts  of  the  United  States,  was  so  small  and  the 
nomber  of  recruits,  among  those  who    were  available    was    so 
large  that  it   was   imperative  that  the  National  Guards  of  the 
Sutes  having  signal  corps,  furnish  skilled  signal  men  sufficient 
to  practically  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  the  signal  corps. 
The  State  of  Connecticut  was  the  only  State  which  volunteered 
to  order  its  signal  corps  into  the  service.     Until  the  latter  part 
of  August  it  appeared  as  though  the  few  men  of  the  regular  signal 
corps  and  the  Connecticut  Signal  Corps  would  be  called  upon  to  man 
all  the  signal  stations  and  posts  within  the  territory  to  be  covered 
by  the  maneuvers,  and  as  the  stations  were,  as  compared  with  the 
number  of  men  available,  very  numerous,  the  problem  of  distribut- 
ing the  men  became  a  serious  one.    I  was  in  constant  consultation 
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with  the  officers  of  the  signal  corps  of  the  Army  in  relation  to 
this  matter  on  many  occasions. 

However,  the  situation  was  much  relieved  before  the  maneu- 
vers commenced,  by  two  officers  and  several  men  of  the 
Signal  Corps  of  the  State  of  New  York  volunteering  their  ser- 
vices for  duty,  and  the  furnishing  by  the  States  of  Massachusetts 
and  Rhode  Island,  of  details  from  their  National  Guards,  of  men 
more  or  less  trained  in  the  duties  of  signal  men. 

It  was  finally  arranged  that  there  should  be,  as  far  as  possible, 
at  least  one  enlisted  man  of  the  regular  Signal  Corps  assigned 
to  each  station,  and  that  the  Signal  Corps  of  this  State  be  divided 
into  parties  and  assigned  to  stations  as  follows :  at  Gay  Head, 
Martha's  Vineyard;  Sakonnet  Point,  Massachusetts;  Block  Island 
and  Montauk  Point,  all  of  which  were  detached  stations,  and  at 
Forts  Terry,  H.  G.Wright,  Michieand  Mansfield,  at  the  eastern  end 
of  Long  Island  Sound.  There  were  also  men  detached  to  serve  on 
the  army  scout  boats  at  Newport  and  New  London.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Massachusetts  National  Guard,  detailed  from  the 
artillery  of  that  State  as  signal  men,  were  stationed  at  the  forts 
in  that  State,  and  the  men  of.  the  Rhode  Island  National  Guard, 
detailed  to  serve  as  signal  men,  served  at  the  forts  in  that  State  and 
with  the  members  of  the  Connecticut  Signal  Corps  at  Gay  Head 
and  Sakonnet  Point,  members  of  their  Hospital  Corps,  Naval  Re- 
serves, and  the  line  being  stationed  at  the  last  mentioned  points. 

The  members  of  the  New  York  Signal  Corps  were  stationed 
at  the  four  forts  at  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island  Sound  The 
signal  stations  maintained  at  the  light  houses  on  Race  Rock  and 
Little  Gull  island  were  maintained  by  men  of  the  regular  Signal 
Corps  and  of  the  Signal  Corps  of  this  State. 

Although  in  so  many  instances  the  men  of  the  regular  Army 
and  of  the  Guards  of  the  different  States  were  so  combined  on 
stations,  they  worked  together  with  the  greatest  unanimity,  and 
there  was  little  or  no  friction  between  them.  The  enthusiasm  of 
all  seemed  to  make  them  work  together  for  the  advancement  of 
the  common  end. 

The  question  of  rationing  the  men  of  the  signal  corps  was  a 
serious  one,  and  involved  considerable  trouble  before  it  was 
settled.  A  portion  of  the  men,  those  on  the  detached  stations, 
were  furnished  with  travel  rations  but  in  one  instance,  at  Block 
Island,  the  station  having  been  captured  by  the  Navy,  and  the  men 
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either  considered  as  prisioners  or  being  in  hiding,  it  was  necessary 
for  them  to  buy  their  subsistence,  and  I  took  upon  myself  the  re- 
sponsibility of  telling  those  of  this  party,  with  whom  I  could  com- 
municate, that  their  rations,  from  the  time  their  travel  rations 
were  taken  by  the  Navy,  would  be  commuted. 

The  men  on  stations  at  the  forts  were  to  be  furnished  with 
rations  by  the  Army  authorities,  but  they  being  in  such  small  de- 
tachments they  were  in  fact  ordered  by  the  commanders  at  the 
various  posts  to  board  with  organizations  of  the  Army  as  casuals* 
This  made  more  or  less  confusion  as  the  company  commanders 
did  not  desire  to  furnish  rations  to  the  men  without  knowing  by 
whom  they  would  be  reimbursed  and  involved  orders  from  the 
Commanding  General  before  the  matter  was  settled.  After  the 
men  had  been  on  their  stations  for  several  days  I  found  that  the 
signal  station  at  Fort  Mansfield  was  at  least  a  mile  away  from  the 
post  and  that  the  men  preferred  to  buy  their  own  meals  to  walking 
to  the  post  to  get  them.  I  then  ordered  the  men  on  this  station 
with  your  consent,  to  commute  their  rations.  Upon  my  represen- 
tation of  the  situation  to  Captain  Russel  of  the  Signal  Corps  of 
the  Army  a  like  course  was  followed  with  the  regulars  at  that  sta- 
tion. The  men  at  Fort  Prospect,  the  location  of  the  signal  station 
at  Fort  Wright,  this  being  the  station  of  the  district  commander, 
were  compelled  to  walk  nearly  a  mile  over  a  hard  road  to  get  their 
meals  and  rather  than  spend  so  much  time  in  this  way  often  went 
without  meals. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  Signal  Corps  of  this  State  during  the  whole  time  they 
were  on  duty,  which  was  at  all  times  very  arduous  and  tryinjr. 
There  were  no  complaints  about  the  work  or  of  the  actual  hard- 
ships which  they  were  called  upon  to  undergo. 

The  reports  of  Lieutenants  Gager,  Lounsbury,  Hotchkiss  and 
Snell,  and  of  Sergeant  Higgins,  attached  hereto  give  more  of  the 
details  of  the  service  performed  by  the  corps  than  I  deem  it  nec- 
essary to  go  into. 

Personally  I  was  practically  on  duty  from  the  first  of  August 
uDtil  the  maneuvers  were  over.  I  reported  to  the  Adjutant- 
General,  Department  of  the  East,  by  better  on  July  24th,  as  ordered 
by  yoa,  and  was  directed  to  report  to  the  commanding  officer  at 
Fort  Terry,  who  at  first  informed  me  that  he  knew  nothing  about 
rhc  matter  but    finally  determined  to  employ  me  and  my  officers 
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and  men  to  assist  the  artillery  at  that  post  but  when  the  matter 
was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  district  commander  I  was 
ordered  to  report  to  the  chief  signal  officer,  department  of  the 
East,  which  I  did  and  was  requested  by  him  to  report  to  Captain 
Edgar  Russel,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  at  New  London.  This 
I  did  and  from  that  time  was  in  constant  communication  with  him. 

Until  August  25th,  I  devoted  my  time  in  perfecting  the  ar- 
rangements necessary  to  get  the  corps  ready  for  the  duty  to  be 
performed,  and  on  that  day  went  upon  duty  under  the  directions 
of  Captain  Russel. 

I  was  treated  with  the  greatest  consideration  by  Captain  Rus- 
sel and  by  General  Greeley  when  he  came  to  take  charge  of  the 
Signal  Office  at  New  London,  as  well  as  by  all  the  officers  of  the 
Army  with  whom  I  came  in  contact. 

From  August  25th  to  September  4th.  I  acted  as  inspector  of 
the  signal  station  at  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island  Sound  with 
my  headquarters  at  the  temporary  signal  office  of  the  Army  at  the 
Crocker  House,  New  London.  I  made  daily  visits  to  the  forts 
and  stations  and  on  one  occasion  served  at  the  signal  office  during 
the  night  to  receive  and  send  reports  and  messages.  On  the  4th 
of  September  I  was  ordered  to  take  command  of  the  Signal  Corps 
scout  boat  Unique,  which  was  equipped  with  wireless  telegraph 
and   performed  scout  duty  on  that  boat   until  the  end  of  the 

« 

maneuvers. 

All  of  the  men  of  the  State  Signal  Corps  were  on  visual  sig- 
nalling stations,  but  in  most  instances  there  was  electrical  connec- 
tion by  telegraph  and  telephone  and  in  some  instances  by  wireless 
telegraphy.  None  of  the  men  however  were  on  duty  directly 
with  the  latter  method  of  communication,  the  apparatus  being 
managed  by  experts  connected  with  the  different  companies  which 
manufactured  the  apparatus.  The  Marconi,  the  DeForest  and 
the  Fessenden  systems  of  wireless  telegraphy  were  used  on  the 
various  stations.  On  the  scout  boat  Unique  the  DeForest  system 
was  used,  the  shore  station  of  that  system  being  at  Fort  Mansfield. 
Although  it  was  impossible,  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  the 
mast  on  the  vessel  to  receive  messages  on  that  boat,  messages 
were  sent  continually  to  the  shore  station  and  it  was  without  a 
doubt  a  success. 

The  visual  apparatus  used  were  heliographs,  flags,  acetylene 
flash  lanterns  and  sequence  rockets,  which  by  burning  red  and 
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white  lights  in  sequence  were  made  to  spell  out  letters.  Smoke 
and  sound  bombs  were  also  used  as  attention  signals. 

I  attach  hereto  a  copy  of  my  report  to  General  Greely,  Chief 
Signal  Officer,  U.  S.  Army,  which  gives  more  in  detail  some  of  the 
occarrences  of  the  week,  in  which  I  was  personally  interested. 

The  service  was  of  the  greatest  practical  importance  to  the 
Signal  Corps  of  the  State  and  proved,  what  has  often  been 
claimed,  that  as  a  well  drilled  signal  corps  it  is  second  to  none. 
The  Signal  Corps  of  this  State  has  for  a  number  of  years,  com- 
mencing under  the  direction  of  my  predecessor,  Captain  Giddings, 
done  miich  of  its  drill,  often  at  the  expense  of  much  money  and 
time  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  men,  both  during  the  drill  sea- 
son and  during  the  summer  in  the  field,  and  the  success  of  the 
corps  in  the  recent  maneuvers  proves  the  wisdom  of  such  a 
course  Armory  drill  is  necessary  and  valuable,  but  outdoor  field 
drill  is  an  absolute  requirement  to  make  skillful  signal  men. 

The  maneuvers  demonstrated  that  the  signal  corps  should  be 
equipped  with  acetylene  flash  lanterns  in  order  that  night  out  door 
signalling  may  be  practiced  during  the  drill  season,  and  that  field 
telephones  and  wire  should  be  furnished  for  field  drill  in  electrical 
communication.

1  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  as  to  the  duty 
performed  by  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  during 
the  late  Army  and  Naval  maneuvers. 

There  reported  and  performed  duty,  including  myself,  one 
uptain,  four  first  lieutenants  and  forty  enlisted  men.  With  two 
exceptions  the  enlisted  men  were  more  or  less  skilled  in  visual 
signalling  and  a  number  of  them  were  electricians  and  telegraph 
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operators.  The  necessity  for  visual  signal  men  to  man  the  re- 
quired number  of  stations  precluded  the  employment  of  the  elec- 
tricians in  the  line  of  their  trades  and  professions  but  sev- 
eral of  the  telegraph  operators  were  employed  as  such  at  Forts 
Trumbull  and  H.  G.  Wright. 

The  commissioned  officers  and  thirty  enlisted  men  reported 
to  me  on  August  25th,  and  in  pursuance  of  my  order  No.  12,  at- 
tached hereto,  reported  at  Fort  Trumbull  for  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  rocket  signals  and  flash  lanterns.  On  the  27th  pf  Aug- 
ust these  officers  and  enlisted  men  were  transported  to  their  sev- 
eral stations,  in  pursuance  of  my  order  No.  13,  attached  hereto- 
The  balance  of  the  men  reported  on  the  30th  of  August  and  were 
assigned  to  stations  immediately.  Minor  changes  of  details  of 
enlisted  men  were  subsequently  made  by  me  but  the  number  of 
men  on  the  stations  were  practically  as  appears  by  my  order  No. 
13,  except  that  the  detail  to  the  commanding  general's  boat  did 
not  report  to  that  station,  and  that  two  men,  one  as  telegraph 
operator  and  one  as  orderly,  remained  at  Fort  Trumbull  during 
the  entire  tour  of  duty. 

I  attach  hereto  copies  of  the  reports  made  to  me  by  the  offi- 
cers of  my  command,  of  the  duties  performed  by  them  and  the 
men  under  their  commands. 

On  each  of  the  stations  there  were  one  or  more  enlisted  men 
of  the  United  States  Signal  Corps.  At  Gay  Head  there  were  en- 
listed men  of  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
at  the  stations  on  Forts  Terry,  Michie,  H.  G.  Wright  and  Mans- 
field there  were  members  of  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  The  stations  at  Gay  Head,  Sakonnet  Point,  Block  Island, 
Montauk  Point  and  Fort  Mansfield  were  under  the  command  of 
commi.ssioned  or  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  Signal  Corps  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  station  at  Fort  H.  G.  Wright  was 
under  the  command  of  a  captain  of  the  New  York  Signal  Corps, 
that  at  Fort  Michie  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant  of  the 
New  York  Signal  Corps,  and  that  at  Fort  Terry  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  sergeant  of  the  New  York  Signal  Corps. 

The  detachments  of  my  command  at  F'orts  Trumbull,  Terry, 
Michie  and  H.  G.  Wright  were  subsisted  with  troops  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  being  assigned  to  companies  of  artillery.  At  Fort  Mansfield 
the  detachment  was  for  the  first  few  days  subsisted  in  the  same 
manner,  but  it  being  found  that  their  station  was  at  too  great  a 
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distance  from  the  post  to  make  this  method  of  subsisting  them 
feasible  their  rations  were  for  the  balance  of  the  tour  commuted 
by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  as  were  also  the  rations  of  the  regular 
signal  corps  soldier,  the  New  York  signal  men  being  sent  to  the  post 
at  Fort  Mansfield  to  assist  in  the  management  of  the  wireless  sta- 
tion and  messengers. 

The  detachments  at  Gay  Head,  Sakonnet  Point,  Block 
Island  and  Montauk  Point  received  travel  rations  from  the  State 
of  Connecticut.  In  the  case  of  the  detachment  at  Block  Island, 
after  their  camp  had  been  captured  by  the  Navy,  I  ordered  that 
the  men  of  my  command  buy  their  own  subsistence  on  the  promise 
that  they  would  receive  commutation  of  rations. 

The  rations  of  the  detachments  on  boats  Nos.  i  and  2,  and 
on  the  light  houses  at  Race  Rock  and  Little  Gull  Island,  were 
commuted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  the  entire  period. 

Previous  to  the  30th  of  August,  I  remained  in  New  London, 
arranging  for  the  subsistence  of  the  members  of  my  command 
under  the  directions  of  Captain  Edgar  Russel,  Signal  Corps,  U. 
S.  Army.  The  command  had  previously  been  ordered  into  camp 
for  a  week's  tour  of  duty,  commencing  on  August  12th,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  have  all  orders  and  arrangements  changed  to  meet 
the  new  tour  of  duty.  I  received  authority  from  the  Adjutant- 
•  (general,  of  the  State,  to  enlist  more  men  and  did  enlist  about  ten 
more  men  who  were  visual  signalists  or  telegraph  operators.  The 
laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  permit  of  ordering  the  National 
Guard  into  camp  for  six  days  only,  and  the  service  beyond  six 
days  was  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  men.  The 
State,  however,  subsisted  the  men  for  the  entire  period.  During 
the  early  part  of  the  maneuvers  there  was  some  difficulty  raised 
as  to  the  question  of  furnishing  rations  to  the  men  of  my  com- 
mand, but  this  was  soon  corrected  by  the  orders  of  the  Adjutant- 
General,  Department  of  the  East,  that  the  rations  be  furnished 
upon  the  agreement  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  that  compensation 
be  made  for  them  at  the  end  of  the  maneuvers. 

If  the  National  Guards  of  the  various  States  are  to  be  ex- 
pected to  take  part  in  the  maneuvers  of  the  Army,  some  regu- 
lation should  be  made  by  which  their  pay  and  subsistence  should 
be  provided  for  by  the  National  Government  in  such  a  way  that  all 
officers  having  to  take  part  in  the  employment  of  such  troops, 
should  know  how  and  in  what  manner  to  provide  for  them. 
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From  August  30th  to  the  3d  of  September,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Captain  Russel,  I  inspected  the  visual  signal  stations  at 
Forts  Terry,  Michie,  Wright  and,  Mansfield  making  as  many  visits 
to  each  of  these  posts  as  was  possible.  I  found  in  each  instance 
that  the  detachments,  although  made  up  of  men  from  the  regular 
Signal  Corps  and  from  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  States  of  New 
York  and  Connecticut,  were  working  with  remarkable  unanimity, 
little  or  no  friction  existing  among  the  men.  The  detachments 
were  all  too  small  for  the  service  expected  of  them,  as  was  the 
case  throughout  the  whole  field  of  the  maneuvers,  but  the  men 
made  up  with  enthusiasm  what  they  lacked  in  numbers. 

On  the  4th  day  of  September,  I  took  command  of  the  Signal 
Corps  scout  boat  Unique.  The  events  and  occurrences  on  that 
boat,  during  my  tour  of"  duty  aboard  her,  are  detailed  in  the  log, 
kept  by  me  on  file  in  the  Signal  Office,  U.  S.  Army. 

This  boat  was  equipped  with  the  DeForest  system  of  wireless 
telegraphy,  the  land  station  being  at  Fort  Mansfiehd.  The  ser- 
vice of  this  system  was  limited  to  sending  messages  from  the  boat, 
none  being  received.  All  messages  were  repeated  three  times  to 
insure  their  being  received  at  the  shore  station.  Although  the  in- 
stallation of  the  instrument  on  the  boat  was  necessarily  temporary, 
the  service  seemed  to  be  a  success.  In  my  opinion,  in  order  to 
make  a  complete  test  of  any  system  of  wireless  telegraphy  from  a 
boat,  the  boat  should  be  especially  equipped  for  that  purpose.  In 
rainy  and  wet  weather,  on  the  Unique,  it  was  impossible  to  keep 
water  from  running  down  the  wires  into  the  instruments  which 
rendered  them  useless  for  the  time.  Another  defect  which  ren- 
dered the  service  very  dangerous  was  that  the  wire  rigging  of  the 
mast  upon  which  the  wires  for  the  instrument  were  hung  became 
heavily  charged  with  electricity.  This  was  especially  the  case 
during  a  rain  when  the  whole  vessel  became  charged  with  elec- 
tricity.    The  mast  should  be,  I  believe,  rigged  with  hemp  rigging. 

During  the  nights  of  the  4th  and  5th  of  September,  the  boat 
cruised  off  the  coast  to  the  south  of  Fishers  Island  and  in  Block 
Island  Sound.  On  the  night  of  the  4th  we  observed  a  war  vessel, 
evidently  a  cruiser,  at  anchor  near  Cerberus  Shoals  with  two  white 
lights,  one  above  the  other,  at  her  mast  head.  I  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  she  was  placed  there  for  some  purpose  connected  with 
an  attack  by  the  navy  and  had  the  Unique  cruise  with  her  back 
and  forth.     At  about  10  o'clock  while  we  were  about  five  miles 
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southeast  of  Race  Rock  we  made  out  a  battleship  with  lights 
steaming  at  apparently  full  speed  toward  the  Race.  I  immediately 
prepared  to  send  in  a  message  to  that  effect,  and  then  made  out 
another  vessel  following  the  first.  I  reported  these  and  at  the 
same  time  ordered  rockets  up  to  announce  the  presence  of  the 
fleet.  As  soon  as  the  attention  bomb  was  thrown  the  ships  com- 
menced firing  on  the  forts.  At  this  time  the  telegraph  message  I 
had  sent  had  been  repeated  three  times.  The  search- lights  from 
Fort  Wright  were  then  thrown  on  the  fleet  and  disclosed  five  ves- 
sels. The  leading  ships  fired  an  appreciable  time  before  firing 
from  Fort  Wright  commenced.  The  fleet  ran  into  the  Sound 
toward  the  west  and  we  went  to  the  dock  at  Fort  Wright  where 
we  remained  until  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  then  we  re- 
samed  oar  cruising. 

We  cruised  and  kept  up  watch  all  of  the  night  of  the  5th  of 
September  but  no  vessels  were  sighted. 

On  the  6th  of  September  we  took  up  the  detachments,  with 
their  property,  on  Block  Island  and  Montauk  Point  and  brought 
them  into  New  London.

Fort  Terry,  N.  V.,  September  6,   1902. 
Adjutant'Generaly  State  of  Connecticut, 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  matters  and  inci- 
dents occurring  during  the  maneuvers  in  connection  with  the  two 
companies  of  Coast  Artillery,  C.  N.  G.,  under  my  command. 

On  August  30th,  121  men,  including  the  officers  of  the  Coast 
Artillery  companies,  Captain  William  M.  Stark,  Acting  Adjutant,and 
Lieutenant  Thomas  J.  Kilmartin,  surgeon,  with  one  sergeant  and 
two  orderlies  assembled  in  the  armory  at  New  London.  Battalion 
formation  was  effected,  and  1  took  command.  Transportation 
was  promptly  furnished,  and  we  arrived  at  Fort  Terry  at  about  10 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  my  command  was  at  its  camping  ground  near 
the  light  house  on  the  west  end  of  the  island  by  11  o'clock. 
Transportation  of  equipage  was  at  hand,  and  by  night  camp  was 
established.  Lieutenant  Churchill,  who  commanded  ^the  first 
company  during  the  maneuvers,  placed  the  two  R.  F.  six  pounder 
guns  in  position  on  a  knoll  in  rear  of  the  light  house  so  as  to 
sweep  Plum  Gut  and  adjacent  waters. 

Emplacements  on  Plum  Island  having  been  constructed  for 
the  two  siege  guns,  I  hauled  the  guns  into  position,  unlimbered 
and  put  them  on  the  firing  trunions.  This  battery  covered  the 
water  from  Plum  Gut  into  Gardner's  Bay.  August  31st  was  con- 
sumed in  concealing  the  two  batteries  with  brush,  and  putting 
the  camp  and  batteries  in  order  for  the  active  maneuvers,  which 
began  at  midnight,  Sunday  night,  when  the  active  preparatory 
stage  ended.  During  the  entire  maneuvers,  the  following  detach- 
ments and  details  were  maintained:  At  the  siege  gun  battery, 
Captain  Chappell  and  Lieutenant  Churchill  relieved  each  other, 
each  relief  being  for  eight  hours,  and  made  up  as  follows:  Bat- 
tery commander,  two   sergeants,  gun   commanders,    two   corpor- 
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als,  gunners,  and  sixteen  men.  R.  F.  battery  No.  4,  (the  first 
three  R.  F.  batteries  being  commanded  by  the  35th  Co.  U.  S.  C. 
X.)  was  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Chappell  and  Lieutenant 
Thompson.  They  relieved  each  other  once  in  eight  hours.  These 
reliefs  were  made  up  as  follows:  Battery  commander,  one  ser- 
geant, gun  commander,  two  corporals,  gunners,  and.  six  men. 
These  battery  detachments  required  four  commanding  officers, 
six  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  and  forty-four  men.  The  de- 
tachment which  was  off  duty  was  kept  in  camp,  and  liable  to  be 
called  upon  to  act  with  the  infantry  support  in  emergency.  The 
camp  guard  was  very  small,  being  composed  of  one  sergeant, 
commander  of  the  guard,  two  corporals  and  six  men  in  three 
reliefs  of  two  men  each.  All  that  remained  of  the  battalion  was 
kept  as  an  infantry  support.  Fxom  this  support  Cossack  posts 
were  maintained  to  prevent  landing  parties  from  reaching  the 
shore.  We  had  on  our  left  Co.  M.,  U.  S.  Corps  of  engineers  on 
Gardner's  Bay,  and  on  our  right  R.  F.  battery  No.  3,  under  a  de- 
tachment from  35th.  U.  S.  C.  A.  The  stretch  of  shore  covered 
by  my  command  was  about  one  and  one-half  miles  long,  about 
half  of  it  being  rocky. 

Till  Monday  morning  nothing  happened  except  an  occasional 
warning  from  the  sergeant  operating  the  search-light  at  the  siege 
gun  battery,  with  whom  I  established  a  few  simple  signals. 

Great  inconvenience  was  experienced  from  lack  of  direct  tel- 
ephonic communication  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fort. 

On  August  31st,  I  received  notice  that  two  vessels  were  out 
of  the  maneuvers,  and  that  the  Aileen  with  New  York  Naval  Mil- 
i::a  was  in.     I  had  no  description  of  this  boat. 

On  the  morning  of  September  ist,  at  about  eight  o'clock,  I 
5aw  a  vessel  under  steam  coming  out  of  the  bay  near  Greenport. 
She  seemed  to  have  two  port  holes  on  her  starboard  side  well  for- 
ward, and  not  being  certain,  I  ordered  one  of  the  siege  guns  to 
fire  a  shot  across  her  bow.  On  receiving  no  signal,  I  ordered  fir- 
ing to  begin.  Six  more  shots  were  fired,  four  from  No.  i  and  two 
from  Xo.  2  siege  guns.  Lieutenant  Churchill  was  then  in  com- 
mand. 

In  the  evening  of  September  ist,  soon  after  the  attack  upon 
Fort  Terry,  what  we  took  to  be  the  Brooklyn  and  Indiana  sailed 
bv  the  island  on  the  north  side,  and  a  few  shots  from  R.  F.  bat- 
tery  No.  4,  were  fired,  when  firing  was  ordered  to  cease  by  the 
Ci>mmanding  officer. 

Adj.-Gen. 
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On  the  morning  of  September  2d,  at  about  4:30,  two  vessels 
were  sighted  by  the  assistance  of  the  search-light  at  the  siege 
battery.  The  first  carried  a  light  at  her  mast  head,  and  one  near 
the  water;  the  second  carried  two  high  lights.  At  4:45  at  hird  vessel 
was  sighted,  when  one  gun  was  fired  at  the  first  vessel.  They  all 
put  out  their  lights,  and  appeared  to  be  moving  in  a  north-easterly 
direction.  At  5:05  they  were  again  sighted,  plainly  distinguished 
as  war  vessels,  and  firing  was  resumed.  Nineteen  shots  were  fired 
up  to  5:25,  when  the  commanding  officer  directed  that  firing 
should  cease.  At  5:30  firing  was  ordered  resumed,  and  continued 
till  5:50,  sixteen  shots  being  fired  in  the  last  period,  making  a 
total  of  thirty-five  shots  from  the  siege  guns.  During  the  second 
period  gun  No.  i  was  out  of  action,  because  the  position  of  the 
vessels  was  such  that  it  had  to  be  trained  directly  over  gun  No.  2. 
During  this  engagement,  the  Kearsarge  poured  a  terrible  fire 
upon  the  siege  gun  battery.  Captain  Chappell  was  in  command 
of  the  siege  gun  battery  during  this  action.  Just  before  the 
first  gun  was  fired  at  the  siege  gun  battery,  at  about  4:45,  Private 
Mankinat  the  R.  F.  battery,  No.  4,  discovered  the  ships  in  Gardner's 
Bay.  During  the  engagement  twenty  shots  were  fired  by  R.  F- 
battery,  No.  4,  making  in  all  fifty-five  shots  fired  by  the  two  bat- 
teries under  my  command  upon  the  fleet  in  Gardner's  Bay.  Lieu- 
tenant. Thompson  was  in  command  of  the  R.  F.  battery  during 
this  action. 

On  the  evening  of  September  2d,  at  about  8:35,  ^  vessel  was 
sighted  by  the  commander  of  the  siege  gun  battery  displaying 
signals.  Firing  by  this  battery  was  begun,  and  the  lights  dis- 
appeared. Soon  after  the  signals  re-appeared,  when  fire  was  re- 
sumed, and  the  lights  again  disappeared.  Over  twenty  shots 
were  fired. 

On  the  night  of  September  4th,  by  special  order  of  the  com- 
manding officer,  I  ordered  both  batteries  to  refrain  from  firing 
until  landing  parties  should  be  attempted,  and  then  to  fire  upon 
the  landing  boats.  The  fleet  which  passed  westward  through  the 
race  remained  for  some  time  about  two  miles  west  of  the  island 
signaling  to  each  other;  but  no  landing  was  attempted.  Early  in 
the  morning  of  Friday,  the  fleet  was  discovered  about  five  miles 
westward  near  the  Long  Island  shore,  and  soon  after  steamed  out 
through  the  race 

The  entire  tour  of  duty  has  been  characterized  by  hard  work, 
faithfully  and  cheerfully  performed.     There  was  but  little  sickness, 
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and  whatever  did  occur  was  promptly  attended  to  by  Lieutenant 
Kilmartin. 

Captain  Stark's  faithful  attention  to  duty  relieved  the  com- 
manding olHcer  of  much  anxiety. 

1  ought  not  to  close  this  report  without  referring  to  the  fair 
and  generous  treatment  of  the  officers,  and  the  courteous  be- 
havioar  of  the  men  of  the  regular  army  towards  me  and  my  com- 


Major  C.  L.  Best,  who  commanded  Fort  Terry,  and  Captain 
William  R.  Hamilton,  the  senior  captain  present,  were  cordial,  and 
extended  iheir  personal  efforts  to  give  instruction  to  my  com- 
mand, and  were  emphatic  in  encouraging  the  development  of 
Coast  Artillery  in  the  National  Guard  of  New  York,  Connecticut 
and  Massachusetts.  With  the  facilities  at  command.  New  Lon- 
don seems  to  be  natural  ground  for  the  development  of  citizen 
artillerymen.  The  best  instruction  in  the  actual  laying  and 
handling  of  disappearing  guns  is  to  be  had  without  a  dollar  of 
additional  expense  to  the  State,  and  nothing  is  more  important 
tu  Connecticut  than  the  defense  of  her  coast.

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  oper- 
ations of  the  Signal  Corps  detachment  at  Block  Island,  during  the 
maneuvers,  from  September  ist  to  September  6th,  inclusive.  The 
detachment  consisted  of  the  following,  under  command  of  the 
undersigned  :  First  Sergeant  M.  F.  Owens,  Privates  T.  F.  Cahill, 
C.  A.  Leonard,  F.  A.  McKenzie  and  Joseph  Merritt,  all  of  the 
Brigade  Signal  Corps,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  Sergeant 
Peters,  Privates  E.  Le  Bar,  Pierce  and  J.  M.  Winder,  of  the  U.  S. 
Army  Signal  Corps.  Of  the  above,  all  w^re  conversant  with  the 
Meyer  Code  of  visual  signalling,  except  Sergeant  Peters  and 
Private  Winder,  and  Privates  Cahill,  Leonard,  Pierce,  Le  Bar  and 
Winder  were  telegraph  operators.  Merritt  and  Leonard  commun- 
icated with  each  other  by  telegraph,  using  Meyer  Code. 

Other  men  of  the  First  Section  B.  S.  C,  C.  N.  G.,  were  sta- 
tioned as  follows:  Sergeant  Whitney,  at  Gull  Island;  Corporal 
Dugan,  at  Fort  Mansfield;  Privates  W.  A.  Fenn  and  E.  H.  Greene, 
at  Fort  Terry;  Corporal  Driscoll,  at  Fort  Trumbull. 

The  Signal  Station  at  Block  Island  was  established  on  Beacon 
Hill,  and  the  apparatus  consisted  of  a  Mafconi  wireless  telegraph 
outfit,  three  heliographs,  flags,  an  acetylene  signal  lamp,  and  sig- 
nal rockets.  The  Marconi  apparatus  wasin  charge  of  a  civilian 
employee  of  the  Marconi  Company.  The  only  signals  he  could 
get  were  from  Fort  Mansfield,  and  as  the  latter  instrument  was  not  a 
Marconi,  he  paid  no  attention  to  their  signals.  He  complained 
that  the  mast  was  not  high  enough,  also  that  the  ground  was  im- 
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perfect.  We  brought  him  a  thirty-foot  fence  rail  from  the  village 
about  three  miles  away  and  increased  the  height  of  his  pole  to 
about  115  feet.  We  also  provided  him  with  several  hundred  feet 
of  wire  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Day,  U.  S.  Weather 
Observer,  and  this  was  used  for  additional  grounds  but  with  no 
result. 

We  were  provided  with  a  balloon  for  raising  another  wire,  gas 
for  same  in  tubes,  and  a  complete  duplicate  Marconi  outfit,  which 
was  stored  in  another  place,  to  use  in  case  our  station  was  captured. 
This  was  of  no  use,  however,  as  he  had  to  use  his  duplicate  bat- 
tery on  the  original  station.  3ergt.  Peters  ran  a  single  insulated 
wire  on  the  ground  about  a  mile  and  a  half  to  an  abandoned  tele- 
phone pole  line,  whence  it  ran  to  the  telegraph  station,  which  was 
also  the  central  telephone  station.  Our  first  messages  were  sent  by 
telephone  from  Beacon  Hill  to  this  central  station  whence  they 
were  forwarded  by  telegraph  to  the  main  land  and  headquarters. 
Sunday  morning  Sergeant  Peters  and  I  went  down  to  the  telegraph 
station  and  the  Weather  Observer,  who  was  also  in  charge  of  the 
telegraph  station,  assisted  us  in  establishing  a  blind  telegraph 
office  in  the  same  building,  he  furnishing  us  with  wire  and  three 
telegraph  instruments. 

The  instrument  was  placed  in  the  upper  right  hand  drawer  of 
an  office  desk,  so  that  when  an  alarm  was  given  the  drawer  could 
be  closed.  At  first  the  line  was  connected  through  to  the  hill,  so 
we  could  send  direct  from  there  to  Point  Judith,  but  after  the  hill 
was  captured  the  line  was  disconnected  at  our  office  and  we  talked 
separately  from  there  to  the  hill  and  to  headquarters. 

Sunday  night,  August  31st,  we  removed  rockets,  helios  and 
lamp  from  Beacon  Hill  and  hid  them  in  barns  and  stone  walls. 
At  fi:45  P-  ^'  ^  vessel  arrived  and  came  into  new  harbor,  show- 
ing mast  head  light,  bow  and  stern  light  and  green  side  light.     I 
now  think  that  this  was  the  Mayflower,  but  as  we  couldn't  tell,  we 
sent  up  no  rockets,   but  wired  direct  to  P'ort  Adams.     Another 
vessel  soon  appeared  and  then  another,  both  large  judging  from 
distance  from  bow  and  stern  lights,  which  was  all  we  could  see. 
The  latter  turned    powerful   searchlight  on  harbor.     About   this 
time  it  became  misty  and  nothing  more  was  seen  till  5:30  when  as 
the  f<^  lifted  the 'entire  fleet  was  seen  approaching  from  north- 
rest  The  Brooklyn  leading,  came  up  opposite  Beacon  Hill  and  bom- 
barded cisat  5:35f  with  the  Indiana.   At  6:15  collier  entered  harbor.

At  this  time  we  counted  twelve  ships  off  the  harbor  and  some  smaller 
ones.  At  6:50  marines  landed,  several  hundred,  on  east  side  of 
harbor,  and  the  Brooklyn  came  up  under  the  bluff  where  we 
couldn't  see  and  landed  blue  jackets.  At  7:15  we  abandoned  the 
station,  leaving  Pierce  and  Cahill,  who  were  on  watch,  to  guard 
equipment  and  surrender  station.  Sergeants  Peters  and  Winder 
had  civilian  clothes,  which  they  put  on.  I  went  down  to  hotel 
and  borrowed  straw  hat  and  old  coat,  and  this  outfit,  with  my  reg- 
ular blue  uniform  trousers  I  wore  till  Saturday.  LeBar  and  Leon- 
ard borrowed  clothes  of  the  natives.  I  got  breakfast  and  returned 
towards  Beacon  Hill,  and  had  nearly  reached  it  when  at  8  A.  M. 
from  an  adjacent  hill  I  saw  the  capture.  The  blue  jackets  came  up 
by  short  dashes,  keeping  under  cover  of  stonewalls,  and  firing  con- 
tinuously, finally  rushing  the  place  and  capturing  the  two  unarmed 
men  left  there  for  the  purpose.  Sergeants  Owens  and  MacKenzie^ 
I  had  sent  in  the  evening  to  sleep  in  a  barn,  so  that  in  case  we 
were  surprised  and  captured  they  would  be  free.  But  some  small 
boy  saw  them  go  there,  and  told  the  marines,  who  went  over  and 
captured  them.  The  marines  destroyed  some  smoke  rockets 
which  we  had  not  removed.  They  made  Sergeant  Owens  promise 
that  he  and  the  three  men  would  take  no  further  part  in  the  jnan- 
euvers. 

The  cable  to  Point  Judith  failed  at  this  time  and  I  could  not 
report  till  10:40  A.  M.,  when  the  wire  was  restored.  The  wire  to 
Beacon  Hill  could  not  be  used,  under  the  rules,  till  9  P.  M.,  so  got 
information  by  messenger  and  kept  Colonel  Reber  at  Point  Judith 
informed  as  well  as  we  could,  though  it  was  three  miles  from  point 
of  observation  to  our  office.  At  dinner  time  one  of  the  regulars 
wanted  to  go  back  to  the  Hill  and  surrender,  so  as  to  get  some- 
thing to  eat,  but  I  provided  funds  for  him  and  the  others. 

At  4:30  P.  M.  a  marine  officer  came  to  the  telegraph  office 
and  said  Admiral  Higginson's  orders  were  that  no  information 
about  ships  must  be  sent  over  the  wire,  newspaper  news  or  other. 
If  order  was  violated  Admiral  would  cut  cable.  This  officer 
or  any  other  did  not  at  any  time  declare  the  cable  construct- 
ively cut.  If  he  had  we  would  have  used  helio  and  lamp. 
We  did  not  use  the  lamp  during  week,  as  it  was  our  last  re- 
sort, and  I  expected  momentarily  to  be  discovered  or  that  the 
cable  would  be  cut.     The  lamp  we  used  for  practice  on  Saturday 
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night  with  entire  success.  We  had  two  heiios  in  hiding,  so  used 
one  on  Hill  whenever  we  could  get  anyone.  There  was  consider- 
able hazy  weather,  and  when  the  sun  shone  the  men  were  fre- 
quently hiding  from  or  escaping  from  the  marines.  We  sent  fre- 
qaeot  messages  to  Fort  Mansfield,  and  some  to  Point  Judith,  but 
the  latter  were  never  acknowledged  and  we  do  not  know  whether 
messages  were  received. 

Messages  by  wire  over  the  cable  were  all  sent  in  cypher  after 
visit  of  officer  of  marines.  On  Thursday  or  Friday  the  regular 
office  had  another  visit  from  a  naval  officer,  who  said  he  under- 
stood news  was  being  sent  over  cable  contrary  to  orders.  Oper- 
ator told  him  it  was  only  "news  of  things  that  had  already 
occurred"  that  had  been  sent.  Officer  said  absolutely  nothing 
must  be  sent.  He  made  no  threats,  but  operator  was  badly 
frightened.  During  the  week  all  press  news  was  carefully  cen- 
sored by  me  and  sent  from  our  secret  office,  when  wire  was  not 
busy,  to  accomodate  reporters,  who  were  leading  citizens  of  Block 
Island  and  of  much  service  to  us.  I  had  Associated  Press  man 
add  to  bis  depatch  that  the  uncaptured  signal-men  had  returned 
to  New  London. 

Private  Winder  who  is  an  expert  operator,  did  excellent,  faith- 
fol  and  willing  service  at  the  instrument,  being  on  duty  continually 
from  Sunday  evening  to  Saturday  morning,  sleeping  on  a  lounge 
beside  his  key.  He  was  relieved  at  times  by  Leonard,  who  how- 
ever did  much  service  also  on  the  hill.  The  best  work  of  all 
aowever  was  done  by  Merritt  and  LeBar,  and  most  of  the  credit 
for  whatever  we  accomplished  is  due  to  them.  These  two,  with 
Leonard's  assistance  when  he  could  be  spared,  watched  day  and 
night  from  Beacon  Hill  or  its  vicinity,  and  on  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday  nights  discovered  the  enemy  leaving  port  and  sent  up 
rxket  signal  to  that  effect.  These  signals  drew  the  attention  of 
the  search-light  operators,  and  every  light  was  turned  on  the 
'ockets.  Also  they  caused  the  ships  to  immediately  put  out  every 
'ight.  The  necessity  for  keeping  rockets  and  mortar  hid  in  many 
places,  so  that  if  some  were  found  we  would  still  have  some  left 
aadc  much  work,  which  was  performed  by  these  two  men.  On 
^Vcdnesday  afternoon  when  I  was  at  Beacon  Hill  the  marines 
were  seen  about  to  take  the  hill  again.  Merritt  and  Leonard 
were  signalling  by  helio  to  Mansfield  and  LeBar  trying  to  get 
Point  Judith.  Merritt  moved  over  to  side  of  another  hill  and 
coQtinned,  LeBar  stayed  till  enemy  were  close  then  left  a  note  for 
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them  on  helio,  saying  he  was  sorry  to  go,  but  couldn't  wait  for 
them.  I  went  to  town.  LeBar  joined  Merritt.  The  marines 
came  up  and  took  the  hill  again,  and  soon  saw  Merritt's  station. 
They  gave  chase  and  Merritt  and  LeBar  who  were  in  uniform,  hid 
the  helio  in  a  barn  and  ran.  Leonard  was  in  civilian  clothes  and 
came  back  to  the  hill.  The  two  were  chased  for  five  miles 
and  nearly  captured.  There  were  thirty  marines  after  them. 
They  finally  hid  under  the  stone  steps  of  a  house  and  the  marines 
searched  the  house.  After  they  had  left  the  boys  came  out  and 
returned  to  the  vicinity  of  hill  which  was  still  occupied  by 
marines.  LeBar  cut  the  wire  going  down  the  hill  and  put  in  tel- 
egraph instrument  which  they  had  taken  when  they  left  hill.  He 
wired  to  me  at  the  office  and  reported.  They  afterwards  stood 
watch  all  night  by  turns  but  did  not  see  when  the  fleet  left  as  it 
was  raining  heavily;  This  was  the  only  time  the  fleet  left  that  we 
did  not  report  it. 

The  marines  captured  camp  four  times,  on  Monday  morning, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons.  They  did  not  catch 
anyone.  On  Tuesday  they  made  Sergeant  Owens  promise  that 
the  apparatus  should  not  be  used.  LeBar  was  very  indignant  and 
while  Owens  was  away,  he  with  Merritt  and  Sergeant  Peters  cap- 
tured the  station  again,  and  against  the  protest  of  MacKenzie, 
who  with  two  others  were  there  and  felt  obliged  to  see  Owens* 
promise  was  carried  out.  LeBar  and  the  others  by  force  earned 
off  the  telegraph  instrument,  but  it  was  not  used  till  the  time  limit 
had  expired.  During  the  week  LeBar  and  Merritt  had  a  total  of 
seven  cooked  meals  each,  the  rest  of  the  time  living  on  the  charity 
of  the  Islanders.  They  were  often  wet  to  the  skin,  and  what  little 
sleep  they  got  was  in  barns. 

Friday  noon  the  captured  men  went  back  to  New  London  on 
the  Unique,  and  Saturday  noon  the  rest  of  us. 

Weather  Observer  W.  L.  Day  was  of  the  greatest  assistance 
to  us.  When  he  was  ordered  to  forbjd  us  use  of  wire  he  told  me 
his  orders  from  Department  of  Agriculture  were  to  **  render  every 
assistance  "  to  signal  officer  and  he  proposed  to  do  it.  He  turned 
wire  over  to  me  and  was  not  further  responsible  for  what  occurred. 

I  cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  faithful,  tireless  and 
efficient  work  performed  by  the  men  under  my  command  through- 
out the  week.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  in  compliance  with 
orders  received  from  yourself,  I  reported  with  detail  of  signal  men 
on  board  the  U.  S.  Signal  Boat  Unique,  at  Fort  Trumbull  dock 
at  5:30  A.  M.y  August  26th,  1902,  for  signal  duty  at  Montauk 
Point. 

Leaving  Fort  Trumbull  at  5:30  A.  M.  on  the  27th,  we  arrived 
at  Montauk  Station  ^t  8:30  A.  M.,  August  28th,  having  remained 
at  Block  Island  the  previous  night. 

Being  furnished  with  transportation  by  Captain  Coffin,  com- 
mandiog  the  nth  Field  Artillery  in  camp  at  Montauk,  we  estab- 
lished signal  station  on  Sunset  Hill,  four  miles  east  of  railroad 
station  and  about  four  and  one  half  miles  from  Montauk  Point 
Lighthouse.  Camp  was  pitched  in  rear  of  hill,  in  the  hollow 
vbich  concealed  us  from  view  from  the  sea. 

Friday,  August  29th,  I  ran  a  grounded  telephone  line  from 
vhat  is  known  as  the  Third  House,  to  camp,  a  distance  of  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile.  As  our  telephone  had  failed  to  arrive  from 
New  York  I  was  obliged  to  enter  a  private  house  and  remove  one  in 
order  to  complete  our  line.  Line  was  reported  completed  to  Captain 
Russell  at  4:30  P.  M.  In  the  evening  an  attempt  was  made  to 
signal  Fort  Wright  by  flashlight,  but  as  signal  party  at  that  point 
had  taken  position  in  rear  of  a  searchlight,  was  unable  to  send 
messages.  This  was  reported  to  captain  with  request  that  they 
change  position. 
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Saturday,  August  30th,  detail  of  the  nth  Field  Artillery 
arrived  in  camp,  threw  up  earthworks  to  protect  signal  station 
from  attack  from  sea  and  land. 

Sunday,  August  31st,  repeated  efforts  were  made  to  commun- 
icate with  Forts  Wright  and  Mansfield  by  heliograph  without 
success,  owing  to  the  thick  haze  which  hung  over  the  water.  At 
II  A.  M.,  a  guard  of  i  officer  and  17  enlisted  men,  armed  with  .38 
calibre  revolvers,  pitched  camp  with  us.  Sentinels  were  at  once 
posted  on  all  sides  to  guard  camp  against  surprise  from  the  en- 
emy. This  guard  was  maintained  night  and  day  during  the 
period  of  hostilities.  At  11.30  A.  M.,  I  reported  the  small  gun- 
boat, which  had  been  cruising  back  and  forth  in  front  of  our 
position  for  some  time.  At  one  o'clock  our  telephone  line  on  test 
showed  open  and  grounded.  I  immediately  sent  out  two  men  to 
repair  break,  which  was  found  just  at  dark,  broken  down  and 
grounded  in  a  swamp,  where  they  were  obliged  to  wade  in  mud 
and  water  up  to  their  arm  pits  to  repair  it. 

At  midnight,  announcement  of  hostilities.  Having  arranged 
the  hours  so  that  one  officer  or  non-commissioned  officer  and 
private  of  signal  corps  should  be  on  duty  night  and  day,  our  men 
began  their  watch  for  the  enemies*  fleet  and  to  report  every 
movement  which  occured  during  hostilities. 

At  11:30  A.  M.,  September  ist,  I  reported  to  Captain  Russell 
that  a  vessel  answering  the  description  of  the  Mayflower  had 
passed  our  station,  going  towards  Gardner's  Island.  This  was 
confirmed  later  by  fishermen,  who  reported  over  telephone  to  me, 
that  she  went  down  the  Sound  several  miles,  then  returned.  At 
7:00  P.  M.,  a  fog  came  in  from  the  sea  so  that  we  could  detect  no 
movements  on  the  water.  At  10:15  P.  M.,  heavy  firing  was  heard 
in  the  direction  of  Fort  Wright. 

Tuesday,  September  2d,  weather  was  foggy,  so  was  unable  to 
do  any  signalling.  At  i  :o5  P.  M.,  I  reported  to  Fort  Wright  that 
two  ships  were  approaching  them  from  the  east,  about  seven  miles 
from  our  station.  At  1:35  ^-  M.,  the  fog  lifted  a  little,  so  that 
the  outlines  of  five  ships  were  made  out  and  reported  at  once. 
At  4:25,  vessels  were  still  in  the  same  position.  At  first  sight  of 
enemies'  ships  I  had  a  number  of  smoke  rockets  and  bombs  sent 
up,  in  hopes  of  attracting  the  attention  of  Fort  Wright.  They 
were  evidently  observed  by  the  enemies*  fleet,  for  they  immediately 
stopped  and  remained  in  that  position  until  dark.     At  8:30,  one  of 
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their  ships  came  quite  near  our  position  and  turned  her  search- 
light on  us. 

At  12:30  A.  M.^  September  3d,  as  several  boats  were  hovering 
near  the  beach,  we  naturally  expected  to  be  attacked  before  morn- 
injr.  I  reported  to  Captain  Russell  to  that  effect.  The  men  were 
brought  op  on  the  hill  and  slept  in  the  trenches  the  remainder  of 
the  night.  Very  soon  after  sunrise  the  enemies*  ships  had  dis- 
appeared after  bombarding  Fort  Wright.  We  were  able  to  get 
into  communication  with  Fort  Wright  by  heliograph. 

At  4:00  A.  M.,  September  4th,  the  artillery  sentinels  reported 
to  me  that  they  were  close  in  shore,  near  our  station.  At  5:30  A. 
M.,  we  made  out  the  outlines  of  three  ships  about  2,500  yards 
northwest  of  our  station,  close  in  shore,  opposite  Great  Pond, 
clearing  their  decks  for  action  and  preparing  to  bombard  our  sta- 
tion. All  of  our  instruments  were  at  once  removed  to  a  place  of 
safety  and  station  abandoned  for  time  being.  After  a  short 
bombardment,  they  steamed  into  Fort  Pond  Bay  and  bombarded 
the  artillery  camp.  As  our  camp  could  not  have  been  destroyed 
bv  their  shells,  being  protected  by  the  surrounding  hills,  we  re- 
mained in  quarters  during  bombardment,  where  I  received  notice 
OTer  the  telephone  of  their  movements  by  signal  man  stationed  at 
railroad  depot.  At  7:45,  he  reported  they  were  preparing  to  land 
marines  and  sailors  to  attack  our  station.  At  8:00  A.  M.,  he  re- 
ported them  as  landed.  I  requested  him  to  put  on  civilian's 
<:lothes  and  remain  at  station,  getting  what  information  he  could. 
About  this  time,  we  were  able  to  warn  the  station  at  the  light- 
house by  flag  of  the  landing  of  the  enemy.  The  enemy  was  dis- 
covered advancing  toward  us  from  the  direction  of  the  inn,  about 
four  miles  to  the  westward,  over  the  open  country.  As  we  were 
only  armed  with  revolvers  we  tried  to  deceive  them  by  mounting 
the  three  telescopes  on  tripods  in  trenches,  so  that,  at  a  distance, 
they  resembled  a  rapid  fire  gun.  Also  took  mortar,  which  was 
Q^  for  firing  signal  bombs  and  mounted  it  in  near  to  the 
trenches,  where  it  was  used  to  throw  bombs  over  the  heads  of  the 
enemy. 

As  soon  as  the  enemy  located  our  telephone  line  they  im- 
mediately cut  it  with  hatchets,  they  having  failed  to  discover  our 
instmment  at  the  station  as  we  were  using  the  regular  telephone 
at  that  point. 

They  advanced  in  columns  of  fours  to  within  200  yards  of 
oar  position,  when   a  well  directed  shot  from  our  mortar  caused 
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them  to  deploy  and  take  shelter  behind  a  small  hill  in  front  of  our 
camp.  At  1 1 130  A.  M.  the  bugle  sounded  the  advance,  closely 
followed  by  the  charge,  upon  which  they  rushed  our  position, 
meantime  receiving  a  heavy  fire  from  our  revolvers.  We  were 
then  informed  by  the  umpires  that  our  position  had  been  taken. 
Later  in  the  day  I  received  a  message  from  Captain  Parker,  com- 
manding the  attacking  forces,  saying  the  umpires  had  decided  we 
had  been  captured,  they  having  290  men,  armed  with  rifles,  against 
23,  armed  with  revolvers,  therefore  I  could  send  no  messages  in 
connection  with  the  maneuvers. 

Had  artillery  been  posted  on  our  station  it  would  have  been 
impossible  for  them  to  have  taken  us. 

On  Friday,  September  5th,  I  reported  to  Captain  Russell, 
both  by  telephone  and  heliograph,  of  our  capture  and  was  ordered 
by  him  to  break  camp  at  noon  the  following  day. 

In  choosing  Sunset  Hill  for  a  signal  station,  I  wish  to  say  that 
it  is  an  excellent  place  for  one,  as  it  commands  a  view  of  the  sea 
for  miles  around,  also  the  entrance  to  the  Sound.  The  country  is 
very  open  in  all  directions  so  that  movements  on  land  could  be 
seen  as  easily  as  at  sea. 

I  wish  to  commend  to  you  Corporal  Canficld,  Privates  Smith, 
Chandler  and  Goddard,  who  worked  faithfully  night  and  day  on 
the  station  with  scarcely  any  rest,  performing  their  duty  in  a 
cheerful  and  obedient  manner  and  in  several  instances  volunteer- 
ing to  investigate  strange  things  which  were  seen  near  shore. 
Also  the  voluntary  help  given  us  by  Lieutenant  Lawson,  of  the 
nth  Field  Artillery,  and  his  men  were  very  commendable,  they 
taking  a  kind  interest  in  everything  that  was  done,  in  volunteering 
to  help  our  men  work  stations  when  we  were  short-handed.  As  a 
number  of  his  men  understood  the  signal  code  they  were  a  great 
help  to  me.  In  fact,  I  think  that,  had  it  not  been  for  their  assist- 
ance, my  men  would  have  been  exhausted  in  a  short  time. 

In  concluding  I  wish  to  say  that  if  ever  the  Second  Section 
Brigade  Signal  Corps  are  asked  to  do  the  same  duty,  every  man 
will  be  ready  when  wanted.

SfR: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the 
tour  of  duty  of  this  section  from  August  26th,  to  September  7th, 
1902. 

The  entire  Thfrd  Section  of  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  C.  N. 
G.,  of  twelve  men  and  one  officer  reported  for  duty  at  the  Armory 
in  New  London,  Tuesday,  August  26th,  1902,  at  seven-thirty 
o'clock  A.  M.  We  reported  with  parts  of  the  other  sections  at 
Fort  Trumbull  at  nine  o,cIock  A.  M.,  and  there  spent  the  forenoon 
at  visual  signaling.  The  men  were  fed  at  the  post  at  noon  and 
then  allowed  to  go  to  the  Armory  for  their  personal  baggage  and 
ten  days  rations,  which  were  issued  by  the  State.  After  getting 
these  all  to  the  fort  dock  and  loaded  on  the  tug  Unique,  the  men 
retarned  to  the  Armory  to  sleep  for  the  night. 

Were  all  up  and  started  for  Fort  Trumbull  at  four-forty.five 
A.  M.,  and  boarded  the  tug  Unique,  which  left  the  dock  at  five- 
forty-five  and  proceeded  direct  to  Newport  harbor,  where  we  were 
transferred  to  the  tug  George  B.  Hills  in  the  harbor  and  started 
for  Gay  Head,  Martha's  Vineyard  Island,  stopping  at  Sakonnet 
Point  and  leaving  Sergeant  Higgins  with  three  National  Guard 
and  one  \J,  S.  army  signal-man  to  establish  a  station  there  to  com- 
municate with  Gay  Head  Station. 

Landed  from  the  tug  George  B.  Hills  with  detachment  of  five 
men  and  sufficient  rations  and  supplies  for  ten  days  at  Gay  Head 
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Light  House,  Martha's  Vineyard  Island,  Mass.,  about  five  o'clock 
P.  M. 

The  party  consisting  of  three  National  Guard  and  two  U.  S. 
army  signal-men.  Immediately  on  landing  we  were  visited  on  the 
dock  by  two  naval  signal-men  from  the  Kearsarge  who  were 
camping  with  four  others  on  the  hill  near  by,  between  the  light 
house  and  life  saving  station.  Taking  one  man  with  me  and 
leaving  the  other  four  with  the  property  on  the  dock,  I  went  in 
pursuit  of  a  team  to  take  our  supplies  and  equipments  from  the 
dock  to  the  highest  hill  in  that  vicinity,  145  feet  above  the  sea 
level,  just  south  of  the  light  house.  Had  some  difficulty  in  finding 
a  team  as  they  were  all  in  use,  and  in  going  from  one  farmhouse 
to  another  we  read  a  message  which  the  naval  signal-men  were 
sending  by  flag  to  Rear  Admiral  Higginson  on  board  the  flag  ship 
Kearsarge,  telling  him  that  a  small  detachment  of  signal  corps 
men  just  landed.  We  finally  succeeded  in  getting  a  team  and  got 
our  property  up  on  the  hill,  pitched  our  tents  just  at  the  foot  of 
the  highest  point,  finishing  shortly  after  dark.  Then  went  to 
look  for  water  and  found  an  old  spring.  Which  after  digging  out, 
furnished  us  with  good  water.  We  had  supper  and  after  detailing 
men  to  stand  guard  over  the  quarters  turned  in  for  the  night. 

Were  all  up  at  four-thirty  the  next  morning,  and  after  having 
breakfast  went  up  on  top  the  hill  to  open  communications  with 
Sakonnet  Point  station.  First  got  their  flash  at  ten-thirty  A.  M., 
after  which  we  sent  and  received  messages  to  and  from  them  all 
day. 

Set  up  the  new  Colt's  acetylene  flash  lantern  for  the  first  time 
to-night.  It  did  not  work  first-class,  but  appeared  to  be  stopped 
up  somewhere  and  the  key  needed  adjusting.  We  could  see  Sa- 
konnet Point  station  light,  but  could  hot  get  any  message  through^ 

The  next  day  I  took  the  lantern,  generator  and  key  all  apart, 
cleaned  and  put  them  together  again  and  set  the  lantern  up  on  the 
station  in  the  afternoon  and  adjusted  it  on  the  heliograph  flash 
and  was  sure  it  was  all  right,  and  the  men  had  no  trouble  in  work- 
ing the  lantern  that  evening. 

They  sent  and  received  several  messages  to  and  from  Sakonnet 
Point  during  the  evening.  We  had  no  trouble  with  the  lantern  afier 
that.  It  worked  perfect  at  all  times.  It  should  be  kept  clean  and 
never  allowed  to  remain  long  after  using  without  being  cleaned. 

Friday  afternoon  at  three-thirty  o'clock  I  started  from  our 
station  to  make  a  tour  of  the  west  end  of  the  island,  taking  Priv- 
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ate  Coleman,  one  of  the  U.  S.  army  n^en  with  me.  We  carried  a 
heliograph  and  tripod  and  a  telescope,  and  took  the  country  road 
for  about  two  miles,  then  across  the  fields  and  sand  hills  until  we 
came  to  Menemsha  Creek  where  we  hired  a  man  to  row  us  across. 
We  reached  the  summit  of  Prospect  Hill,  three  hundred  and  eight 
feet  (30E)  above  sea  level,  about  six  o'clock.  The  sun  was  down 
too  low  and  the  light  too  weak  for  us  to  get  a  flash  on  the  Gay 
Head  station. 

Prospect  Hill  is  bare  on  the  top  and  sides,  but  to  the  South  a 
short  distance  could  be  seen  a  hill  which  seemed  to  be  as  high 
with  some  large  stones  or  boulders  on  and  around  the  summit.  I 
took  what  observation  I  wished  to  before  dark,  and  we  then 
started  back  for  Gay  Head.  Took  a  cross  road  for  about  a  mile 
over  to  Chilmark  postofiice,  then  back  to  Menemsha  Creek,  where 
we  arrived  at  about  nine  o'clock,  and  getting  a  man  to  row  us 
across  we  started  to  walk  the  beach  to  Gay  Head  lighthouse.  We 
walked  all  night,  stopping  to  rest  and  sleep  on  the  beach  occa- 
siooally,  and  reached  our  quarters  at  four-thirty  A  M.  Saturday. 
We  signalled  with  Sakonnet  Point  station  with  heliograph  all  day 
and  with  Colt's  acetylene  flash  lantern  till  eleven  o'clock  that 
oight. 

As  my  tour  of  yesterday  to  Prospect  .Hill  was  made  contem- 
plating moving  our  station  somewhere  in  the  vicinity,  I  decided 
to-day  to  go  sometime  after  twelve  o'clock  to-night  (to  Peaked 
Hill,  about  the  same  distance  as  Prospect  Hill,  and  just  south  of  it) 
for  the  reason  that  in  our  present  position,  from  the  beginning  of 
hostilities,  the  men  as  well  as  all  the  supplies  and  equipments 
woold  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  enemy,  whose  fleet  lay  at  anchor  in 
Menemsha  Bight,  Vineyard  Sound. 

1  went  to  Capt.  Cahoon,  of  the  U.  S.  L.  S.  S.,  and  asked  him 
to  direct  me  to  some  man  whom  I  could  hire  to  go  with  an  ox  team 
to  take  our  supplies  for  us.  He  directed  me  to  Chas.  Matherson, 
who  I  found  and  engaged  to  be  near  our  camp  shortly  after  twelve 
o'clock.  After  having  supper,  about  dark  I  kept  part  of  the  men 
packing  up  inside  of  the  tents  and  the  rest  of  them  on  the  hill  sig- 
oalling  with  Sakonnet  Point  station  until  eleven-thirty.  We  were 
all  ready  at  twelve  o'clock,  and  as  the  team  was  on  hand 
we  loaded  up  and  started  about  twelve-thirty. 

The  road  was  very  dry  and  sandy  and  very  hard  walking. 
We  kept  along  with  the  ox  team,  sometimes  ahead  and  sometimes 
behind  it  and   reached  Chilmark   about  daylight.      Leaving   the 
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team  and  men  in  the  road  1  went  to  look  for  a  camping  place, 
which  I  found  about  half  a  mile  from  the  road  and  just  at  the  foot 
of  Peaked  Hill.  We  got  the  team  there  and  unloaded  it,  and  put 
up  our  tents  and  then  had  breakfast. 

From  the  top  of  Peaked  Hill  we  could  command  a  view  of 
nearly  the  whole  of  Vineyard  Sound  and  the  entire  fleet  of  the 
enemy  at  anchor  in  Menemsha  Bight,  also  Sakonnet  Point  signal 
station  and  Gay  Head  station  which  we  had  just  abandoned, 
but  was  occupied  by  naval  signal  men.  We  also  had  an  unob- 
structed view  of  the  water  in  all  other  directions. 

Our  camp  which  was  near  the  foot  of  the  hill,  or  about  five 
minutes  walk  from  the  top,  was  in  a  grove  of  small  oak  trees  with 
a  very  thick  underbrush,  which  we  had  to  cut  away  and  clear  a 
place  to  put  our  tents  up,  tnen  cut  a  narrow  winding  path  from  the 
cleared  land  to.it.  The  tents  could  not  be  seen  fifty  feet  away 
from  them  on  any  side.  We  had  the  use  of  the  telephone  at  the 
residence  of  Mr.  Fred  Mayhew,  about  ten  minutes  walk  from  sig- 
nal station,  who  very  generously  allowed  us  the  use  of  it  at  any 
time  day  or  night,  and  was  very  accommodating  and  obliging  to 
us  at  all  times,  as  were  all  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  place,  and 
at  Gay  Head  also.  They  all  seemed  to  be  on  our  side  in  the  war 
game  and  willing  to  help  us  anyway  they  could.  ^ 

Monday  morning  we  saw  from  our  station  the  Government 
tug  Nina  land  a  few  men  at  the  dock  at  Gay  Head  lighthouse, 
taking  them  from  the  Olympia,  and  later  on  we  learned  by  tele- 
phone from  there  that  they  had  landed  some  shortly  after  one 
o'clock  A.  M.  that  morning.  Their  purpose  evidently  was  to  find 
us  and  capture  our  station,  so  we  accordingly  kept  low  for  that 
day  and  watched  from  our  station  on  Peaked  Hill  all  that  took 
place  around  us,  reporting  to  headquarters  at  Fort  Adams  by  tel- 
ephone. 

Our  communications  by  way  of  Wood's  Hill  having  been  cut 
off  by  the  enemy  cutting  the  cable,  we  found  that  we  could  com- 
municate with  Fort  Adams  by  way  of  New  Bedford,  Fall  River 
and  Newport,  which  we  did  during  the  rest  of  the  maneuvers. 

We  did  not  try  any  visual  signaling  on  Monday  or  Tuesday, 
but  kept  a  constant  watch  from  the  hill  top,  and  reported  every- 
thing of  importance  to  Capt.  Carr  at  Fort  Adams. 

Tuesday  night  I  secured. a  team  and  driver  to  take  me  to  Gay 
Head  lighthouse.     I  had  a  part  of  a  suit  of  civilian's  clothes  and 
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borroved  the  rest.  We  passed  through  the  lines  of  the  enemy's 
camp  and  learned  that  there  were  between  eighty  and  one  hun- 
dred men  quartered  in  an  old  pavillion  which  belonged  to  some 
railroad  company  and  is  used  by  excursionists  in  the  summer.  1 
returned  to  our  camp  about  eleven  o'clock. 

The  next  morning,  we  were  informed,  from  Gay  Head  tele- 
phoDe,  that  the  sailors  had  sent  out  small  scouting  parties  to  look 
for  Qs.  We  kept  a  keen  watch  in  all  directions  from  our  station 
oa  the  summit  of  Peaked  Hill,  the  men  keeping  behind  the  rocks 
as  much  as  possible.  The  sailors  were  seen  several  times  by  our 
men,  and  at  one  time,  there  was  a  small  detachment  on  Prospect 
Hill,  about  ten  minutes  walk  from  us.  Had  they  detected  us  and 
tried  to  capture  us,  we  could  easily  have  retreated  to  the  swamp 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  by  knowing  the  exact  location  of  our 
tents,  would  have  had  ample  time  to  reach  them  and  theoretically 
destroyed  all  property  and  escaped  ourselves,  carrying  our  signal- 
ing apparatus  with  us.  The  men  already  had  all  of  their  personal 
eiiects  hid  in  the  swamp,  each  man  in  a  separate  place.  They 
must  have  given  up  the  search  after  the  first  day,  as  they  were  all 
gone  from  Gay  Head  the  next  morning,  having  left  some  time 
d'jring  the  night. 

The  next  day  it  rained  hard  all  day  and  on  Thursday  night,  so 
we  could  not  communicate  with  Sakonnet,  either  by  heliograph  or 
lantern,  but  Friday  morning  we  opened  communications  with  them 
by  heliograph  and  signaled  all  day  and  until  late  in  the  evening. 

We  sent  one  message  in  the  evening  by  rockets.  Received 
»ord  by  telephone,  about  eleven-thirty  P.  M.,  from  Captain  Carr, 
fon  Adams,  saying  the  maneuvers  were  practically  over,  and  for 
s>  to  get  ready  to  come  home  Saturday  morning.  We  then  all 
ranicd  in  and  slept  until  four  o'clock,  when  we  packed  up  every- 
t'liagand  hired  a  team  to  take  our  property  to.  the  beach,  about  a 
aiilc  away,  where  we  waited  for  the  tug  George  B,  Hills  to  come 
for  ns-  She  came  about  ten-thirty,  and  we  had  to  get  two  fisher- 
men to  come  to  the  shore  and  take  us  to  the  tug. 

We  stopped  at  Sakonnet  Point  and  took  on  Sergeant  Higgins 
and  his  detachments.  We  reached  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  about 
foar  P.  M.  The  men  were  fed  and  quartered  for  the  night,  and 
Sunday  morning  we  started  for  New  London,  stopping  at  Fort 
Trumball  and  leaving  some  U.  S.  Army  signal-men,  two  of  whom 
were  with  as  at  Gay  Head. 

Adj.-Gkn, — 10. 
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We  reached  the  dock  at  New  London  at  one-thirty  and  pro- 
ceeded at  once  to  the  Armory,  where  the  men  were  dismissed. 

Our  detachment  was  reinforced  Monday  by  the  arrival  at 
Chilmark  of  three  Rhode  Island  men.  They  were  all  inexperienced 
signal-men,  but  were  quite  useful  to  us  for  guard  duty. 

In  my  opinion,  this  experience  has  been  very  useful  and  bene- 
ficial to  the  men  of  this  section  of  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps  of 
Connecticut,  and  I  can  assure  you  that  they  all  realize  the  same, 
and  have  been  very  enthusiastic  in  carrying  out  every  detail  con- 
nected with  the  tour  of  ^duty.  I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  they 
would  all  be  ready  and  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  repeat  the  ex- 
perience another  year.

Sir  : 

On  Wednesday  morning,  August  27th,  1902,  with  a  detach- 
ment of  two  men  of  the  Connecticut  Signal  Corps,  I  reported  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  Fort  Mansfield,  Major  Walker,  for  duty 
as  Tisualists.  Wednesday  night,  a  private  from  the  signal  corps^ 
U.  S.  A ,  reported  to  me  for  duty. 

Thursday.  August  28th,  was  spent  in  putting  up  telephone 
and  telephone  wires,  and  that  night  tents  were  pitched  in  front  of 
the  Larkin  House,  Watch  Hill,  which  was  located  about  one  and 
.a  half  miles  from  Fort  Mansfield,  and  was  connected  by  telepeone 
with  the  station. 

Friday.  August  29th,  it  was  found  impossible  to  reach  any 
point  but  Fort  Wright  from  the  station  selected,  so  the  station 
vas  moved  to  a  hill  in  the  rear  of  the  Larkin  House,  from  which 
position,  night  and  day  communication  was  opened  with  Block 
U'and  and  Fort  Wright,  and  although,  at  times,  Montauk  and 
Plum  Island  could  be  seen  very  plainly,  we  were  unable  to  open 
communications  with  either  of  these  points. 

Friday,  August  29th,  the  detachment  was  increased  by  the 
reporting  of  another  Connecticut  Signal  Corps  man  for  duty,  and 
jn  Satarday,  by  two  members  of  the  New  York  Signal  Corps. 

The  Watch  Hill  station  was  greatly  handicapped  through  not 
bairiDg  a  search  light,  and  vessels  without  lights  could  pass  quite 
dose  io  us  without  being  seen. 

Several  times  the  enemy  were  discovered  by  the  watchers  at 
Watch  Hill,  and  immediately  a  report  of  the  same  was  made  to 
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the  commanding  officer  at  Fort  Mansfield  by  telephone.  For  some 
unexplained  reason  it  was  impossible  to  have  a  message  received 
at  the  visual  statfbn  on  Fort  Wright.  In  using  the  night  lamp  the 
search  lights  interfered  greatly  with  the  receiving  of  the  mess- 
ages, for  while  reading,  one  or  more  lights  would  throw  their  rays 
directly  into  your  face,  almost  blinding  the  receiver. 

Two  privates  from  the  artillery  were  stationed  with  the  de- 
tachment as  guards.  One  guard  was  kept  on  the  beach  and  two 
members  of  the  visual  party  were  on  watch  during  the  night. 

During  the  night,  as  we  were  in  an  unprotected  spot,  and  one 
on  which  a  landing  party  could  easily  make  a  landing,  the  day 
signal  apparatus  was  hidden,  so  that  in  case  there  was  a  landing 
made,  the  detacliment  would  be  able  to  take  all  signal  apparatus 
with  them.  About  i.io  A.  M.,  Thursday,  the  guard  on  the  beach 
fired  six  times,  which  was  to  be  the  signal  in  case  a  landing  was 
attempted.  A  warning  rocket  was  at  once  fired,  and  after  all  sig- 
nal apparatus  had  been  taken  care  of,  as  well  as  the  telephone 
and  wires  removed,  a  retreat  was  ordered. 

After  going  a  short  distance,  a  halt  was  ordered  and  two  of 
the  men  were  sent  back  to  investigate,  and  finding  no  one  but 
civilians  about  the  camp,  we  returned  and  communications  were 
opened  again. 

Whether  there  was  a  landing  party  or  not  I  have  been  unable 
to  determine. 

The  station  was  closed,  as  per  orders,  at  12:00  o'clock  noon, 
September  6th,  1902. 

During  this  tour  of  duty  we  were  hindered  in  our  work  by  the 
civilians  who  visited  the  station  and  kept  asking  questions  and 
handling  our  instruments.  We  were  unable  to  get  guards  to 
keep  the  people  back.

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  as  to  the  duty 
performed  by  me  and  the  detachment  under  my  command  at  Sa- 
lioanet  Point  during  the  recent  army  and  navy  maneuvers. 

I  left  New  London  on  the  tug  Unique  at  5  o'clock  a.  m.,  Aug- 
J5t  27th,  with  other  details.  We  were  transferred  to  the  tug 
(^rge  Hills,  and  I  landed  with  my  detachment  at  Sakonnet 
Point  at  1 2,  noon,  and  immediately  went  into  camp  at  the  designated 
>:ation. 

In  my  detachment  were  one  regular  signal-man  and  three 
members  of  the  Connecticut  Signal  Corps.  On  Sunday,  the  31st 
.'f  August  two  members  of  the  Rhode  Island  National  Guard,  a 
iDspital  steward  and  a  marine,  detailed  to  act  as  signal-men  re- 
pined to  me  and  served  during  the  balance  of  the  tour  of  duty. 
I  assumed  and  maintained  command  of  the  station  during  the 
vbole  tour,  there  being  no  commissioned  officer  on  the  station. 

Until  August  30th,  we  practiced  with  heliograph  and  flash 
intern  signaling  with  the  station  at  Gay  Head. 

So  communication  was  held  with  Gay  Head  on  the  31st  on 
account  of  the  change  of  location  of  that  party. 

On  September  ist  could  not  communicate  with  Gay  Head 
during  the  day  or  night  on  account  of  a  heavy  mist.  On  this  day 
commanication  by  telephone  was  opened  with  Fort  Adams  and 
the  station  was  indicated  as  having  wire  communication.  This 
▼as  over  telephone  under  management  of  the  Western  Union  Tel- 
egraph Company. 

September  2d,  at  about  i  A.  M.,  sighted  search  lights  on  ves- 
sels at  sea  and  reported  them  to  Fort  Adams. 

September  3d,  at  about  i  A.  M.  sighted  head  lights  on  several 
vessels  near  Gay  Head  and  reported  them  to  Fort  Adams.    At  day 
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light  made  them  out  to  be  Brooklyn,  Olympia,  Kearsarge  and 
smaller  vessels.  At  7:30  A.  M.,  they  got  under  way  and  steamed 
to  the  northeast.  Reported  this  to  Fort  Adams.  At  11  A.  M.  the 
fleet  headed  for  New  Bedford.  Reported  this.  At  2:45  P-  ^-  ^ 
sighted  and  reported  Montgomery  coming  out  of  New  Bedford. 
At  3:45,  sighted  and  reported  Olympia,  Mayflower  and  Puritan 
leaving  New  Bedford  going  west. 

September  4th,  sighted  and  reported  Brooklyn  and  four  other 
war  vessels  at  sea  bound  west  and  Mayflower  bound  east. 

September  5th,  8:20  A.  M.  reported  the  Newport  anchoring 
and  landing  boat  at  Sakonnet  Point.  I  did  this  not  knowing  that 
she  was  not  in  the  maneuvers,  not  having  been  informed  of  the 
significance  of  the  navy  consort  flag.  At  9  A.  M.  sighted  and  re- 
ported ten  war  vessels  off  Block  Island.  At  i  P.  M.  sighted  and 
reported  fleet  leaving  Block  Island  bound  east.  Reported  Indiana, 
Massachusetts  and  Puritan  bound  for  Newport  by  way  of  Sakonnet 
Point  at  2:30  P.  M. 

On  the  ist,  2d  and  3d  and  4th  of  September  it  was  impossible 
to  signal  with  Gay  Head  on  account  of  the  fog.  On  the  night  of 
the  5th,  attempted  communication  with  Gay  Head  by  rocket  sig- 
nals with  poor  success. 

During  the  whole  period  of  the  maneuvers  we  maintained  a 
watch  by  day  and  night.  Reported  to  Fort  Adams  as  often  as 
every  four  hours. 

On  September  6th,  by  orders  of  Captain  Carr  broke  camp  at 
daylight,  were  ready  to  embark  at  8  A.  M.  The  boat  arrived  and 
we  embarked  at  2:30  P.  M.  Arrived  at  Fort  Adams  and  disem. 
barked  at  4:30  P.  M.  Remained  at  Fort  Adams  till  September 
7th,  at  7  A.  M.  when  we  embarked  and  arrived  at  New  London 
the  same  day  at  1 130  P.  M. 

No  messages  were  sent  or  received  to  or  from  Gay  Head  by 
visual  signal  as  to  the  maneuvers. 

On  September  ist  received  two  coils  of  wire,  about  2,000  feet, 
and  two  telephones  from  Captain  Carr.  The  wire  was  not  long 
enough  to  extend  from  my  station  to  the  telephone  station  and  I 
asked  for  more  wire  but  could  not  get  it.  I  installed  one  telephone 
at  my  station  and  the  other  as  near  as  the  wire  would  allow  to  the 
telephone  station,  being  about  1,000  feet  away.

I  have  the  honor  to  make  report  as  follows,  in  the  eleventh 
annual  meeting  *of  the  Association  of  Military  Surgeons  of  the 
United  States,  held  at  Washington,  D.  C,  June  5-7,  1902. 

PAPERS. 

Papers  were  read  and  discussed  by  the  foremost  Military 
Sanitarians  and  Surgeons  of  this  country.  In  that  of  Col.  Hoff, 
U.  S.  A.,  president  of  the  association,  figures  were  given  showing 
that  the  total  medical  effective  in  the  militia  of  the  States,  was 
eight-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  whole  strength.  **  Less  than 
one-half  of  what  it  should  be  for  the  most  advanced  line  of  assist- 
ance, leaving  entirely  out  of  consideration  everything  from  there 
back  to  the  base  hospital,  all  of  which  would  require  not  less  than 
six  times  the  total  number  of  men  now  in  the  medical  department 
of  the  State  forces."     This  is  interesting  and  suggestive. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  among  the  speakers  was,  that  the 
medical  departments  of  the  States  should  approximate,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  regular  establishment. 
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EXHIBITS. 

The  demonstration  by  the  U.  S.  Hospital  Corps,  Washington 
Barracks,  was  alone  worth  the  whole  trip.  The  drill  with  and 
without  litter  was  good.  The  method  and  rapidity  of  unpacking 
and  setting  up  of  medical  and  cooking  supplies,  pitching  hospital 
teDts  and  the  preparation  of  a  meal  for  invalids  was  excellent.  An 
acetyline  apparatus  was  put  in  operation  and  a  "  Forbes  "  Field 
water  sterlizer  was  set  up  and  worked.-  The  compactness  and 
completeness  of  the  regimental  field  hospital  equipment  was  fully 
demonstrated  It  makes  the  regiment,  medically,  a  unit  in  field 
work. 

The  beds   provided  are  folding  canvas  cots  with  mosquito 

bars.    The  cooking  apparatus  is  a  compact  little  stove.     Each 

man  of  the  Hospital  Corps  gets  a  lesson  a  day  for  two  months  in 

the  preparation  of  food  for  the  sick.     The  surgeon's  field  desk 

contains  a  few  admirably  selected  standard  medical  works.     The 

acetyline  lamp  was  quickly  put  up  and  burned  with  a  steady  and « 

▼cry  bright  light.     The  '"Forbes"  sterilizer  impressed  me  as  one 

of  the  most  useful  pieces  of  field  outfit  seen.     The  water  is  so 

conducted  through  pipes,  that  after  being  heated  to  a  high  degree, 

gives  up  so  much  of  its  heat  in  warming  the  next  coil  of  incoming 

water  that   it   finally  emerges   approximately   only   ten   degrees 

warmer  than  the  supply  water.     If  the  last  coil  is  put  in  a  freezing 

mixture,  water  of  40  degrees  F,  can  be  obtained.     The  possibility 

of  procuring  a  so  comparatively  cool  sterile  water  is  of  immense 

importance  and  the  saving  of   fuel  is   worth   considering.     The 

apparatus  weighs  only  ninety  pounds  and  twenty-five  gallons  of 

sterile  water  are  obtained  an  hour. 

The  medical,  surgical  and  sterilizing  regimental  field  cases 
arc  admirable.  The  only  adverse  comment  I  venture  to  make,  is 
on  the  leaving  out  of  the  old  standby,  castor  oil,  from  the  medical 
case,  and  the  adoption  of  a  tin,  rather  than  the  non-rusting  and 
more  durable  copper  "  Rochester  "  dressing  and  instrument  ster- 
ilizer. 

AS    APPLIED    TO    OUR    OWN    WANTS. 

I  see  no  reason  why  each  regiment  of  Connecticut's  militia 
would  not  be  rendered  much  more  fit  for  any  duty,  by  the  adoption 
entire,  of  the  U.  S.  regimental  field  outfit.     Colonel  Hoff's  conclu- 
sions, concerning  the  inadequacy  of  our  Hospital  Corps  is  heartily 
indorsed.     It  is  true  that  never  again  are  we  likely  to  be  called 
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into  the  U.  S.  service,  yet  the  rapid  growth  of  certain  of  our  trade 
centres  and  the  mutterings  of  civil  strife,  warn  us  of  the  medical 
department  to  be  ever  ready  and  on  an  active  service  footing.

3.    Parades.     October  21,   1901,  Fall   Field  Day.     Present, 
ofiiccrs,  6;  enlisted  men,  iii.     The  day  was  devoted  to  instruction 
in  rifle  practice  at  the  range  at  Colt's  meadow.     In  the  afternoon 
ibe  command  paraded  in  full  dress  uniform,  in  commemoration  of 
its  130th  anniversary,  decorated  a  scion  of  the  Charter  Oak  on 
BushncU  Park,  planted  there  thirty  years  before,  with  much  cere- 
mony, by  the  company  in  celebration  of  its  one  hundredth  anni- 
versary, and  then  marched  to  the  South  church  where  appropriate

Roosevelt  to  Hartford. 

September  25,  1902.  Parade  as  escort  to  the  Governor  and 
Grand  Army  Posts  of  the  State,  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication 
of  the  monument  to  the  First  ^Connecticut  Heavy  Artillery  on  the 
Capitol  grounds,  in  this  City. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  the  Company  is  still  improv- 
ing in  quality  and  numbers,  with  desirable  recruits  ready  to  come 
in  at  all  times;  and  the  military  discipline  is  nearly  up  to  the  stand- 
ard. Our  drill  regulations  are  those  of  the  regular  army,  at  the 
present  time,  and  when  occasion  requires — as  was  the  case  when 
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wc  did  patrol  duty,  during  the  President's  visit,  in  conjunction 
with  the  First  Regiment,  Infantry— we  can  handle  our  men  much 
more  effectively  on  that  account.

The  number  of  increased  claims  allowed,  one  hundred  and 
forty-seven  (147),  shows  a  gain  of  fifty- five  (55)  over  last  year's 
report;  also  an  increase  of  forty-seven  (47)  on  the  total  number  of 
claims  allowed. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  law  regarding  pensions  since 
my  last  report.  Claims  for  pensions,  forwarded  through  your  de. 
partment,  have  been  granted  in  two(2)and  three  (3)  months.  Amount 
of  payment  is  made  from  date  of  receipt  by  the  Pension  Bureau. 
Many  claims  are  necessarily  delayed  on  account  of  failure  by  ap- 
plicants to  comply  with,  what  may  seem  to  them,  arbitrary  de- 
mands. Eight  (8)  years  of  observation  and  experience  on  the 
part  of  the  writer  has  brought  the  conviction  that  claims  well 
proven  and  substantiated  by  proper  affidavits  are  promptly  dis- 
posed of. 

This  branch  of  your  department  has  received  the  most  courte- 
ous treatment  from  the  gentlemen  in  authority  in  the  Pension 
Bareau  at  Washington,  who  have  been  pleased  to  say  that  all 
-  aims  presented  through  this  office  show  evidence  of  painstaking 
2cd  careful  preparation. 

With  the  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  every  vet- 
eran that  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  ser- 
vice may  receive,  in  his  declining  years,  a  modicum  of  support,  at 
•east,  from  the  government,  for  whose  stability  and  perpetuity  he

Adjutant-General's  Office, 

General  Orders,  J  Hartford^  October  ij;,  igoi. 

No.  29.  ) 

I.  In  accordance  with  the  Militia  Law,  of  this  State,  weekly  evening 
dn:is  are  hereby  ordered  for  the  different  organizations  of  the  Brigade 
and  \aval  Battalion,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  commenciog  November 
ist,  1901,  and  continuing  to  May  31,  1902,  inclusive. 

II.  Brigradier- General  Russell  Frost,  commanding  Brigade  Connecti- 
cat  National  Guard,  will  upon  the  receipt  of  the  foregoing,  issue  orders  for 
weekly  evening  drills,  of  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes  each,  aggregating 
five  boars  for  the  month  for  each  Company,  Hospital  Corps,  Section  Signal 
Corps,  Machine-Oun  Battery,  Platoon  Artillery,  and  Troop  A,  Connecticut 
National  Guard.  He  is  authorized  to  use  his  discretion  in  ordering  the 
drills  of  the  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  C.  N.  G. ,  as  will  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  service.  Commander  Frederick  L.  Averill,  commanding  Naval  Bat- 
UUon,  C.  N.  G. ,  will  also  issue  orders  for  weekly  evening  drills  by  the  sev- 
oa]  divisions  of  his  command,  of  not  less  than  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes 
each,  aggregating  five  hours  for  the  month  for  each  division.  The  manner 
or  satnre  of  said  drills  is  discretionary  with  the  Battalion  Commander  and 
can  be  performed  afloat  or  on  land. 

III.  The  Brigade  Commander  will  direct  Commanding  Officers  of 
l^egimeots.  First  Separate  Company,  Battery  A,  Light,  Machine-Gun  Bat- 
tery, and  Troop  A.  to  at  once  institute  a  Lyceum  for  officers  of  their  organ- 
aitioQB,  at  which  the  "Service  of  Security  and  Information  "  will  be  taken 
op  and  studied  systematically  and  thoroughly.  During  the  field  exercises 
of  1901,  it  was  evident  that  many  officers  had  but  little  conception  of  this 
very  essential  part  of  their  education.  An  officer  is  not  qualified  to  be  in 
command  of  men  until  he  has  mastered,  at  least,  the  principles  embodied  in 
subject  mentioned.  There  should  be  a  meeting  of  officers,  at  least  once  a 
ved[,  and  those  who  have  made  a  specialty  of  this  study  (regardless  of 
nnk),  should  be  directed  to  prepare  papers,  or  give  lectures  at  each  meet- 
ing; commeocing  with  the  elementary  part,  and  building  up;  thereby  ed- 
Qcating  those  who  are  not  so  well  informed,  and  creating  an  interest  in  this 
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important  study.  In  connection  therewith,  and  as  an  illustration,  a  prob- 
lem in  minor  tactics  may  be  given,  and  worked  out  on  the  blackboard,  or 
otherwise,  as  the  judgment  of  the  Commanding  OfBcer  may  dictate.  Com- 
manding Officers  of  First  Separate  Company,  Machine-Gun  Battery,  Bat- 
tery A,  Light,  Troop  A.  may,  if  they  so  eleot,  after  receiifing  pertnission 
from  the  officer  in  charge,  direct  the  officers  of  their  respective  command 
to  attend  the  infantry  lyceum  nearest  the  home  station.  Every  officer  is 
expected  to  attend  the  lyceum,  unless  excused  by  the  Commanding  Officer. 

IV.  The  requirements  of  military  courtesy  and  discipline  will  be 
strictly  enforced  at  all  times.  At  the  recent  encampment  a  very  lax  disci- 
pline was  noted  in  a  few  organizations,  which  cannot  be  tolerated.  The  first 
duty  of  a  soldier  is  to  obey,  and  while  it  may  not  be  practical  or  expedient 
to  apply  the  remedies  used  in  the  regular  service,  the  National  Guard  can 
arrive  at  a  state  of  discipline  second  to  none  by  having  its  members  educated 
to  such  an  esprii-de-corps  and  pride  in  their  organization,  that  it  will  result 
in  a  feeling  of  contention,  or  emulation,  to  make  said  organization  attain 
the  high -water  mark  of  ''  excellent  .** 

The  Commandant  of  any  organization  that  cannot  enforce  his  own 
orders  or  the  orders  of  his  superior  officers,  or  an  organization  that  has  no 
discipline  nor  respect  for  its  officers,  will  be  considered  in  a  state  of  ineffi- 
ciency, and  recommended  for  disbandment.  The  National  Guard  is  a  pre- 
paratory school  for  the  sterner  duties  of  the  soldier,  when  he  is  called  upon 
to  fight  for,  and  keep  the  peace,  and  any  organization  that  is  deficient  in 
enthusiasm,  drill,  and  discipline,  retards  its  growth,  and  is  a  stumbling 
block  in  the  way  of  progress. 

V.  Attention  is  called  to  Par.  IV,  G.  O.  No.  3,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  Hart- 
ford, February  20,  1895:  "  The  drill  of  any  organization  in  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  occurring  on  the  evening  of  a  legal  holiday  maybe  omitted, 
provided  that  the  'time'  required  is  made  up  on  the  drill  nights  of  the 
month  in  which  the  holiday  occurs. " 

VI.  The  figure  of  merit  will  be  determined  as  heretofore,  in  accordance 
with  Par.  Ill,  G.  O.  No.  27,  A.-G.  O.,  series  1891.  "The  drill  reports  will 
be  made  as  usual,  in  triplicate,  and  forwarded  through  regular  channels 
with  one  copy  of  the  gain  and  loss  report,  not  later  than  the  second  day  of 
the  month  following  that  reported  upon.  The  blanks  for  this  report  will  be 
furnished  from  this  office  upon  requisition,  and  will  call  for  the  following 
data,  from  which  will  be  computed  the  •  figure  of  merit:'  ist. — Time  con- 
sumed at  each  drill,  which  must  be  at  least  five  hours  per  month.  2d. — 
Officers  and  men  in  uniform  at  roll  call.  3d. — Officers  and  men  actually 
drilling.  4th. — Total  strength  of  organization.  A  careful  verification  of 
these  reports  with  returns  of  Staff  Officers  will  be  made  at  Regimental, 
Brigade,  Naval  Battalion,  and  General  Headquarters.  Officers  making  the 
reports  will  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  discrepancies  if  any  are 
found  to  exist.  Delay  in  forwarding,  or  careless  compilation  of  these  re-

I.  Colonel  Charles  W.  Hendrie,  commanding  Brigade  Connecticut

treasurer ;  said  treasurer  signing  the  regular  receipt  on  pay-rolls  for  rations 
supplied,  and  attaching  a  copy  of  vote  thereto. 

VII.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company  Governor's  Guard  is 
hereby  directed  to  assemble  his  command  for  one  day's  drill  and  parade  in 
May,  proximo^  on  such  date  as  he  may  determine  ;  forwarding  to  this  office, 
when  issued,  a  copy  of  his  order  designating  the  date  of  parade.

Blanks  for 
recording  same  will  be  forwarded  to  the  commanding  officers,  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  to  be  executed  and  returned  with  the  report  of  small  arms 
prKtice,  at  close  of  the  season  for  shooting.

I.  Brigadier-General  Russell  Frosty  commanding  Brigade,  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  is  hereby  ordered  to  assemble  his*  command,  Monday, 
August  II,  1902,  at  as  early  an  hour  as  possible,  for  six  days*  field  and  camp 
duty  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn.  August  nth, 
1 2th,  13th  and  14th  will  be  utilized  entirely  in  field  work.  The  Brigade 
Commander  will  issue  field  orders,  carefully  designating  the  duty  to  be 
performed,  and  he  will  assign  an  officer  to  command  during  the  operations 
in  the  field.  Necessary  camp  equipage,  commissary  stores  and  wagon 
transportation  will  be  issued  to  the  military  organizations  on  requisition 
made  by  the  officer  assigned  to  command,  on  the  proper  Staff  Departments. 

II.  The  Brigade  Commander  will  make  requisition  on  the  Quarter- 
master-General for  necessary  camp  equipage  and  supplies.  He  will  order  a 
careful  inspection  to  be  made  of  all  record  books  and  see  that  they  are 
properly  kept,  and  will  forward  to  these  headquarters  in  the  field,  a  consoli- 
dated morning  report  of  the  troops,  each  day  of  the  encampment,  and  will 
forward  to  this  office  at  the  close  of  the  encampment,  all  daily  consolidated 
reports  of  the  different  organizations  of  his  command.  The  Brigade 
Commander  is  also  directed  to  detail  the  Brigade  Commissary  to  report  to 
the  Commissary-General  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn., 
Saturday,  August  9th,  1902,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  duty  in  the  subsistence 
department.  He  will  also  instruct  commandants  of  the  several  organiza- 
tions in  his  command  to  order  all  commissary  officers,  regimental  commissary- 
sergeants,  «.nd  cooks  as  may  be  on  duty  in  their  commands  to  report  for  duty 
to  the  Commissary-General  at  the  same  time  and  place.  Upon  arrival  of 
the  troops  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  cooks  will  report  to 
their  commanding  officers.  Pay  will  be  allowed  for  this  extra  duty  and 
will  be  carried  upon  the  pay-roll.  All  cooks  ordered  to  report  at  camp 
under  this  order  must  be  furnished  by  their  company  commanders  with  an 
order  directing  them  to  report,  which  they  will  present  to  the  Commissary- 
General  immediately  after  their  arrival. 

III.  The  strictest  discipline  will  be  maintained  at  all  times  during 
field  exercises  :  no  foraging  or  damage  to  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  country  through  which  the  troops  pass  will  be  allowed,  and  command- 
ing officers  are  hereby  instructed  to  see  that  a  strict  compliance  with  this 
order  is  observed  by  their  respective  commands.

IV.  The  Quartermaster-General  will,  upon  approved  requisition,  Usue 
to  the  troops  assigned  to  field  service  the  following  camp  equipage  : 

To  Regimental  Commanders :  One  improved  common  tent  for  each 
Field  and  Suff  officer's  use,  and  wagon  transportation  for  the  same.  To 
each  Company  Commander:  Two  improved  common  tents,  one  for  his  # 
personal  use  and  one  for  the  use  of  his  lieutenants.  Commandants  of  each 
company  will  instruct  their  cooks  to  see  thai  one  tin  boiler  to  cook  coffee, 
and  one  sheet  iron  pan,  are  delivered  to  the  Regimental  Quartermaster  for 
transportation.  The  Quartermaster-General  will  provide  sufficient  cord- 
wood  for  cooking  purposes  and  the  necessary  transportation. 

V.  Regimental  bands  will  noi  accompany  the  Held  column.  They 
will  remain  in  camp  and  in  charge  of  the  baggage  ot  their  command. 

VI.  The  Quartermaster-General  will  lay  out  thf  camp,  and  furnish 
transportation  for  the  troops,  including  necessary  baggage  to  and  from  the 
State  Military  Rendezvous.  He  will  also  furnish  all  camp  equipage  and 
supplies  except  commissary  stores.  Camp  will  be  pitched  by  the  troops.  ^ 
The  baggage  will  t>t  limited  to  two  company  chests  for  each  infantry  com- 
pany and  platoon  ot  artillery,  and  one  chest  for  each  section  machine-gun 
and  each  section  signal  corps.  Officers'  baggage  will  be  limited  to  one 
valise  or  small  trunk.     Transportation  for  horses  for  field  and  staff  use  will 

be  furnished  only  from  brigade  and  regimental  headquarters;  battery  and 
machine-gun  horses  from  their  respective  locations.  Six  days'  pay  only  will 
be  allowed  for  horses  during  the  encampment,  including  the  details. 

VII.  Commandants  of  organizations,  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
will  make  requisition  on  the  Quartermaster-General  at  once  for  the  neces- 
sary shelter  baives  and  ponchos  to  supply  their  commands.  Upon  receipt 
of  same,  they  will  be  taken  up  on  their  property  returns. 

VIII.  Requisitions  for  clothing  and  equipment  required  must  be  made 
at  once      No  requisition  for  same  will  be  approved  after  July  21,  1902. 

IX.  The  Commissary-General  will  furnish  rations  for  the  enlisted  men 
on  requisition;  commissioned  officers  will  provide  their  own  subsistence. 
A  careful  inspection  of  the  food  will  be  made  each  day  by  the  company 
commander,  or  an  officer  designated  by  him,  and  will  also  see  that  it  is 
properly  cooked  and  issued. 

X.  Commanding  officers  will  make  requisition  for  transportation  on 
or  before  July  25th,  and  for  rations  on  the  Commissary-General,  direct,  on  or 
before  August  9th. 

XI.  Pay-rolls  for  duty  will  be  made  out  strictly  in  accordance  with  law, 
ind  must  be  completed  and  signed  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  encamp- 
ment, and  delivered  at  these  headquarters  in  the  field  by  10  o'clock  a.  m., 
Saturday,  August  i6th.  Men  enlisted  after  July  i6th  may  be  borne  on  pay- 
roli  for  duty  upon  certificate  of  company  commanders  that  they  are  properly 
dnlled  and  instructed  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  guard  duty.  Musicians 
may  he  enlisted  to  July  21st,  inclusive. 
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XII.  The  Commander-in-Chief  will  review  the  Brigade  on  Friday, 
August  15th. 

XIII.  Encampments  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  being  held  by 
authority  of  law,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  is  required  to  be  present 
for  duty  unless  excused  for  imperative  reasons.

I.  Commander  Frederick  L.  Averill^  commanding  Naval  Battalion, 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  is  hereby  directed  to  assemble  his  command 
at  New  London,  August  31,  1902,  for  seven  days*  duty  on  board  U.  S. 
Monitor  Terror^  and  such  other  duty  as  may  be  required. 

II.  Commander  Averill,  on  completion  of  the  tour  of  duty,  will  submit 
a  detailed  report  to  this  department. 

III.  The  Quartermaster-General  is  directed  to  furnish  necessary  camp 
equipage  and  land  transportation  upon  approved  requisition  from  the 
commanding  officers,  including  baggage,  guns,  ammunition,  accoutrements, 
and  such  equipments  as  may  be  required. 

IV.  The  Commissary-General  will  not  furnish  subsistence  for  the 
enlisted  men  while  performing  duty  mentioned,  but  in  lieu  thereof,  thirty 
cents  each  will  be  allowed  for  a  day's  ration,  and  the  same  will  be  carried 
on  the  pay-^oll.

Permission  is  hereby  granted  Division  Commanders,  with  the  approval  j 

of  the  Ordnance  Officer,  for  members  bf  his  command  to  shoot  for  in-  ^ 

strnction  at  other  ranges  whenever  necessary. 

Scores  will  consist  of  five  shots.     No  sighting  shots  allowed. 

All  record  scores  must  be  made  on  targets  issued  by  the  Quartermaster- 
General 

Positions  as  prescribed  in  paragraphs  225,  227  and  238,  Small  Arms 
Firing  Regulations.     (Blunt.) 

All  scores  for  record  must  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Ordnance 
Officer  at  Spring  parade,  or  on  a  date  assigned  by  the  Battalion  Command- 
aot,  which  shall  be  near  the  close  of  the  season. 

No  scores  made  with  reloaded  cartridges ;  or  with  cartridges  other  than 
tluKe  issued  by.  or  purchased  through  the  Quartermaster-General  will  be 
certified  to  or  reported. 

A  score  of  fifteen,  or  more,  at  two  hundred  yards,  shall  qualify  the 
shooter  as  a  marksman,  without  regard  to  what  his  score  at  five  hundred 
yards  may  be. 

A  score  of  fifteen,  or  more,  at  two  hundred  yards,  and  fifteen,  or  more, 
at  five  hundred  yards,  shall  qualify  the  shooter  as  a  first-class  marksman; 
^/ a  total  of  thirty  at  the  two  ranges  shall  not  so  qualify  the  shooter,  if  he 
has  fallen  below  fifteen  at  either  range. 

A  score  of  twenty,  or  more,  at  two  hundred  yards,  and  twenty,  or  more, 
at  five  hundred  yards,  shall  qualify  the  shooter  as  a  sharpshooter;  but  a 
total  of  forty  at  the  two  ranges  shall  not  so  qualify  the  shooter,  if  the  score 
at  either  range  is  less  than  twenty. 

At  the  close  of  the  season,  the  Ordnance  Officer,  witnessing  the  scores, 
vill  report  to  the  Adjutant-General,  direct,  on  or  before  December  ist  of 
each  year,  on  blank  form  No.  51,  A.-G.  O.: 

1st.    All  members  shooting. 

2d.     All  members  practicing  and  failing  to  qualify  as  marksmen. 

3d.     All  marksmen. 

4th.    All  first-class  marksmen. 

5th.    All  sharpshooters. 

Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  in  the  Naval  Battalion  will  be  allowed 
fifty  cartridges  each  year,  and  for  extra  practice,  *cartridges  may  be 
paichased  through  the  Quartermaster- General,  at  cost  price,  in  lots 
of  1,000. 

The  season  for  rifle  practice  will  commence  on  the  ist  day  of  May, 
and  end  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  of  each  year. 
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VII.     The  following  regulations  will  govern  revolver  practice: 

Scores  will  consist  of  six  shots  each. 

Targets,  same  as  used  for  rifle  shooting  200  yards. 

Distance,  50  yards.     Position,  arm  extended,  elbow  free  from  body. 

Ammunition  such  as  issued  by  the  State.  Minimum  trigger  pull  four 
poundsi 

A  score  of  18  or  over  to  qualify  as  a  marksman. 

A  score  of  20  or  over  to  qualify  as  a  first-class  marksman. 

A  score  of  25  or  over  to  qualify  as  a  sharpshooter. 

In  firing,  every  chamber  of  the  revolver  is  to  be  charged,  and  the  score 
shot  in  one  minute  or  less. 

No  shots  will  be  marked  until  the  score  is  finished.  All  scores  must  be 
certified  to  on  honor,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season,  October  3i$t,  reported  to 
the  Adjutant-General  direct.

Three  suitable  trophies  will  be  offered  by  the  State  for  competition  by 
teams  from  each  organization  as  stated,  and  designated  flrst,  second,  and 
third  prizes.  The  first  prize  [hall  clock  won  by  Second  Infantry  team  in 
tournament  of  1901,  and  now  in  possession  of  that  organization]  to  the 
team  making  the  highest  aggregate  score  at  200  and  500  yards ;  the  second 
prize  to  the  team  making  the  next  highest  aggregate  score  ;  and  the  third 
prize  to  the  team  making  the  third  highest  aggregate  score.  The  above 
trophies  to  be  competed  for  as  follows:  The  first  prize  to  be  held  for  one 
year  by  the  organization  represented  by  the  winning  team,  and  the  second 
and  third  prizes  to  be  awarded  and  become  the  property  of  the  organiza- 
tions making  the  second  and  third  highest  aggregate  scores,  and  when  the 
first  trophy  shall  have  been  won  three  times  by  the  team  from  one  organ- 
ization it  shall  become  the  property  of  that  organization.

I.  For  the  second  time  during  his  term  of  office,  it  becomes  the  sad 
duty  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  announce  to  the  military  force  of  this 
state  the  death  of  an  ex-Governor  whose  administration  and  character  added 
lustre  to  tl»e  position  of  Commander-in-Chief.  Hon.  Charles  B.  Andrews, 
late  Governor  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  expired  suddenly  at  his  home  in 
Litchfield,  this  A.  M.  (Friday),  September  12,  igo2.  Funeral  services  will 
be  held  at  his  residence  in  Litchfield,  Monday,  Sept.  15,  1902,  at  1.30  P.  m. 

IL  Governor  Andrews  served  as  Commander-in-Chief  from  January 
10,  1879,  to  January  5,  iSSr,  disch:ir;^ing  the  duties  perLiining  to  his 
position  in  a  singularly  able  and  conscientious  manner.  lie  was  a  man  of 
remarkable  individuality,  eminently  fitted  by  education  and  training  to  meet 
and  promptly  dispose  of  the  many  perplexing  matters  which  necessarily 
confront  the  chief  executive.  The  honors  conferred  upon  him  subsequent 
to  his  retirement  from  the  gubernatorial  chair,  as  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  more  recently  as  President  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, were  the  best  evidences  of  his  sterling  worth  and  integrity  as  well 
as  the  confidence  reposed  in  him  by  his  fellow  citizens.  As  Commander-in- 
Chief,  Governor  Andrews  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  National  Guard,  and 
was  ever  ready  to  contribute  toward  its  efficiency  by  word  and  action.

To  His  Excellency, 

George  P.  McLean, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief: 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  this 
department  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1902: 

Financial. 

The  total  receipts  during  the  year  were  $75-,3o640,  total  dis- 
bursements $70,062.22,  including  in  these  amounts  the  sum  of 
$1,094.23,  received  from  miscellaneous  sources  and  turned  into 
the  State  treasury,  in  compliance  with  law,  leaving  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $5,244.18. 

State  Camp  Ground. 

There  have  been  no  unusual  additions  or  alterations  made  to 
the  buildings  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous  at  Niantic  since 
my  previous  report,  but  all  the  buildings,  fences,  etc.,  having 
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become  -badly  weather-worn  were  repainted,  during  the  past 
summer,  a  dark  green  in  place  of  the  familiar  yellow,  and  present 
a  greatly  improved  appearance. 

The  water  supply  continues  abundant  and  pure.  Machinery 
connected  with  the  pumping  station  is  in  perfect  working  order 
and  the  entire  plant  is  eminently  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

The  boundaries  of  the  camp  ground  remain  as  they  have  been 
since  May,  1885,  whereas  the  increased  distances  required  for  the 
proper  drill  and  evolution  of  troops,  under  the  present  regula- 
tions, make  an  addition  to  the  present  available  space  very  much 
needed.  I  earnestly  recommend  the  securing  by  the  State,  either 
by  purchase  or  condemnation  proceedings,  that  portion  of  land 
lying  south  of  the  present  south  line  from  the  main  entrance  east 
to  th^  Niantic  river.  Its  future  value  to  the  National  Guard 
would  be  greatly  in  excess  of  its  immediate  cost  to  the  State. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  abolishment  of  the  present  sheds 
in  the  rear  of  the  mess-houses,  built  for  the  protection  of  cooks 
while  using  the  Buzzacott  oven,  and  the  substitution  therefor  of 
a  building  similiar  in  style,  but  subdivided  as  the  mess-houses 
now  are,  each  subdivision  to  be  equipped  with  a  field  range  for 
the  use  of  company  cooks.  The  space  between  this  building  and 
the  present  mess-houses  to  be  concreted.  This  arrangement 
would  greatly  improve,  the  existing  sanitary  condition,  both  in 
the  matter  of  cleanliness  in  the  vicinity  of  cook  and  mess-houses 
and  in  the  proper  preparation  of  food,  and  is  an  improvement 
greatly  to  be  desired. 
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Ordnance. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  annament  of  the  Guard 
during  the  year,  the  United  States  government  not  yet  being  pre- 
pared to  provide  the  State  with  the  3-inch  breech-loading  steel 
guns  in  exchange  for  the  3.6  guns  now  in  possession  of  Battery 
"A." 

This  exchange  should  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable  on  ac- 
count of  the  lightness  and  greater  efficiency  of  the  new  gun. 

State  Armories. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  seven  armories  owned  by  the 
State  has  been  for  the  year  $11,110.43. 

To  those  already  belonging  to  the  State  will  shortly  be  added 
that  at  Norwich,  now  i'n  process  of  construction. 

These  buildings  are  in  as  good  state  of  repair,  considering 
their  hard  and  constant  usage,  as  careful  attention  to  their  con- 
dition  will  permit,  but  as  they  grow  older  more  general  repairs 
are  becoming  necessary.  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  the 
appropriation  for  their  maintenance  be  not  reduced. 

Long  experience  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of  these  large 
buildings  proves  that  all  buildings,  intended  to  be  used  as 
armories,  should  have  the  most  careful  consideration  in  the 
matter  of  design  and'  adaptability  for  the  purpose  intended,  and 
the  closest  supervision  in  the  matter  of  material  and  construction. 
In  this  way  only  can  a  proper  degree  of  economy  be  maintained 
in  the  way  of  future  repairs. 
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•    Equipments. 
There  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  all  organizations 
during  the  past  year  a  permanent  issue  of  a  Buzzacott  oven, 
shelter  tents  and  ponchos,  which  ^  will  enable  all  commands  to 
take  the  field  fully  armed  and  equipped  for  service. 

Rifle  Ranges. 

There  are  at  present  sixteen  rifle  ranges,  leased  by  the  State, 
for  the  use  of  National  Guard  organizations. 

The  experience  of  this  department  in  keeping  these  in  repair, 
while  in  isolated  localities,  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable 
locations,  and  the  expense  involved  in  rebuilding  some  of  them, 
year  after  year,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  interests  of 
the  National  Guard,  in  the  matter  of  proper  instruction  in  that 
vitally  important  duty  of  the  soldier,  ability  to  use  his  rifle,  as 
well  as  the  State,  in  the  matter  of  economy,  would  best  be  con- 
served by  the  abandonment  of  some  of  these  ranges.  I  would 
recommend  the  maintenance  of  one  first-class  range  in  each 
regimental  district,  and  the  allowance  by  the  State  of  transporta- 
tion  to  companies  not  in  its  immediate  vicinity.  Instruction  to 
be  provided  at  these  ranges,  on  certain  days,  by  officers  skilled 
in  this  duty. 

Transportation. 

The  usual  transportation  was  furnished  the  different  organi- 
zations of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  for  field  days  and  the 
annual  encampment  at  Niantic. 

The  railroad  transportation  was  handled  by  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
&  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.,  in  its  usual  efficient  manner,  and  the 
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thanks  of  this  department  are  due  the  railroad  officials  for  their 
promptness  and  courtesy. 

Transportation,  both  land  and  water,  was  furnished  the  Naval 
Battalion  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Panther,  at  New  London,  during  the 
Army  and  Navy  maneuvers  in  August. 

Funeral  Expenses  and  Headstones  for  Veterans  of 

Civil  War. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  approved  240  applications 
for  payment  of  funeral  expenses  and  293  applications  for  head- 
stones, at  a  total  expense  of  $12,794.75. 

In  this  connection  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  providing  for  the  proper  preservation. of  the  records  of 
burial  expenses  and  headstones  in  a  suitable  book  or  books  good 
for  all  time.  When  this  duty  was  taken  up  by  this  department 
the  record  was  started  in  a  small  book,  which  has  been  duplicated 
again  and  again,  and  while  no  part  of  the  records  are  incomplete 
or  missing,  a  proper  appreciation  of  their  value  would  lead  to 
their  being  transcribed  into  a  large  volume  for  greater  con- 
venience for  reference  and  their  proper  preservation,  the  cost  to. 
be  covered  by  special  legislation  if  necessary. 

For  veterans  of  the  Spanish- war  and  other  service,  since  April 
21,  1898,  there  have  been  approved  11  applications  for  funeral 
expenses  and  13  applications  for  headstones,  at  a  total  expense 

of  $593  00. 

There  was  also  approved  the  funeral  expense  of  one  veteran 
of  the  Mexican  War  ($35.)»  as  authorized  by  the  General  As- 
sembly April  17,  1901. 
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Monuments, 

A  monument  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Regiment,  Conn.  Vols., 
has  been  erected  at  Norwich,  and  was  dedicated  August  19,  1902. 

Also  a  mcmument  to  the  First  Conn.  Heavy  Artillery,  C.  V., 
o-ected  upon  the  Capitol  grounds  at  Hartford,  and  dedicated  with 
imposing  ceremcmies  September  25,  1902. 


In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of 
your  unifcMTn  kindness  and  courtesy  to  me,  and  of  your  manifest 
interest  in,  and  solicitude  for,  the  welfare  of  "the  man  behind 
the  gun/'  in  all  such  matters  as  I  have  brought  to  your  atten- 
tion. It  has  been  a  matter  of  deepest  regret  that  your  long 
illness  has  deprived  the  members  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
pleasure  which  would  have  been  afforded  them  by  your  presence 
on  numerous  occasions,  and  it  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  we 
learn  of  your  progress  toward  recovery. 

I  desire  to  say  a  word  in  commendation  of  my  assistants  in 
this  department,  Colonel  Henry  C.  Morgan,  Assistant  Quarter- 
master-General, Mr.  M.  J.  Wise,  Clerk,  and  Captain  George  A. 
Cornell,  St^^e  Armorer.  Their  long  service  in  these  positions, 
together  with  their  ability  and  faithful  attention  to  duty,  has 
made  my  responsibilities  lighter  and  has  added  to  my  gratifica- 
tion at  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  in  having  been  connected 
your  administration.

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To  His  Excellency,  George  P.  McLean,  Governor  of  Connec- 
ticut: 

Sir:— Complying  with  the  law  which  requires  the  State  Board 
of  Health  to  make  an  Annual  Report  to  you  in  each  year,  "upon 
the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  State,"  the  twenty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Board  is 
herewith  submitted. 

Personnel  of  the  Board. 

No  change  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  has  occurred  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  regular  quarterly  meetings  required  by  law  have  been 
duly  held  and  well  attended.  •  There  have  also  been  five  special 
meetings,  mostly  occasioned  by  the  prevalence  of  small  pox  in 
the  State.  Notice  of  them  will  be  found  in  the  Secretary's 
records. 

The  necessity  of  some  direct  and  systematic  inspection  of  the 
popular  summer  resorts  in  Connecticut  has  seemed  so  urgent 
that  an  inspector  has  been  employed  a  portion  of  the  time  dur- 
ing the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September.  Asso- 
ciated with  the  local  town  health  officer,  he  has  visited  the 
principal  places  of  that  sort,  and  they  have  together  made  a 
sanitary  inspection,  in  accordance  with  a  line  of  specific  in- 
quiries suggested  by  the  State  Board. 

They  have  examined  and  made  written  reports  on  109  houses, 
tight  of  which  were  only  restaurants ;  the  other  loi  were  hotels 
and  boarding  houses.  A  more  detailed  report  of  this  will  be 
found  on  succeeding  pages. 

The  Board  has  held  one  special  meeting  in  the  city  of  New 
Britain,  to  ask  an  interview  with  the  mayor  and  the  city  health 
authorities  with  a  view  of  urging  more  active  and  efficient 
means  of  arresting  the  spread  of  small  pox  prevailing  there  at 
the  time  and  threatening  danger  to  the  State. 
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Subsequently  the  Board  held  another  special  meeting  by 
quest  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  city  of  New  Britair 
erect  a  small  pox  hospital.  The  committee  asked  the  advic 
the  Board  in  regard  to  plans  and  construction. 

Three  special  hearings  have  been  given  to  town  health  aut! 
ities,  respecting  the  approval  of  a  regulation  requiring  chiU 
attending  schools  to  be  vaccinated. 

The  usual  amount  of  "work  of  inspection  of  localities  or  a<] 
ing  in  regard  to  epidemics  when  requested  by  health  offi 
in  various  parts  of  the  State,  has  been  done  by  the  Secretar 
special  committees. 

The  registration  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  State  has  I 
carried  on  throughout  the  year  with  constantly  increasing  a 
racy.  The  results  are  published  regularly  in  the  "Mon 
Bulletin,"  and  generally  reprinted  in  the  daily  press  of  the  S 

Improved  Sanitary  Admimstration. 

Among  the  intelligent,  refined  and  cultivated  people  of  ( 
necticut,  those  who  give  direction,  expression  and  force  to  pi 
sentiment,  there  is  a  very  marked  and  creditable  increasi 
interest  in  public  hygiene.  This  is  manifested,  not  only  in  n 
willing  and  active  cooperation  with  health  officers  in  the 
charge  of  their  official  duties,  but  in  a  decidedly  better  un 
standing  and  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  scienc 

It  is  manifested,  also,  in  the  growing  demand  in  establii 
communities,  not  only  in  cities  but  in  smaller  populations, 
public  water  supplies,  for  more  scientific  and  safe  method: 
sewage  disposal,  for  the  prompt  adoption  of  the  known  metl 
of  controlling  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  for  the  sp< 
abatement  of  unwholesome  nuisances,  for  more  care  and  at 
tion  to  the  construction  of  school  buildings  and  their  appur 
ances,  and  for  other  objects  of  hygienic  import  to  the  pu 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  be  just 
in  putting  on  record  this  growing  appreciation  of  the  import 
and  value  of  applied  sanitary  science. 

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  when  sanitary  regulat 
of  local  concern  disturb  in  any  way  the  customary  habit 
citizens,  or  cause  any  unusual   expense,  or  impose  any 
obligations,  they  are  very  difficult  to  enforce  unless  susta 
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by  public  approval.  The  lack  of  such  approval  has  more  than 
any  other  one  influence  blocked  the  wheels  of  progress  and 
hindered  the  application  of  those  laws  of  health  which  science 
has  revealed.  From  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  an  active  and  continuous  effort  has  been  made 
to  enlighten  the  public  mind  on  the  known  means  of  promoting 
its  health. 

It  is  to  be  observed  also  with  great  satisfaction  that  in  equal 
pace  with  the  advance  in  public  sentiment  there  has  been  a 
corresponding  progress  in  sanitary  administration. 

The  health  officers  of  the  present  day  are  better  informed  on 
the  principles  of  sanitary  science,  greatly  more  interested  in  its 
application,  and  in  official  conduct  present  a  much  higher  stand- 
ard of  fitness  and  proper  qualifications  for  their  duties,  than 
ever  before.  Very  good  reasons  for  the  improved  quality  of 
the  official  timber  now  employed  have  been  given  in  previous 
rqwrts.  The  few  exceptions  to  the  above  eulogy  on  health 
oflkcrs,  now  on  duty,  are  found  in  the  cities  where  partisan 
politics,  rather  than  personal  fitness,  have  controlled  the 
appointments. 

In  order  that  one  may  correctly  appreciate  what  can  rightly 
be  expected  of  boards  of  health,  it  is  necessary  to  get  a  clear 
idea  of  the  limits  of  their  possible  efforts ;  to  know  what  they 
can  do,  and  what  is  beyond  the  boundaries  of  official  authority. 

The  sole  and  only  purpose  is  to  guard  and  promote  human 
health,  upon  which  the  happiness  of  mankind  so  much  depends. 
Let  us  reflect  a  little  upon  the  question.  What  is  Health?  If 
one  looks  at  a  sewing  machine  or  a  typewriter,  or  even  so 
simple  a  contrivance  as  a  wheelbarrow,  one  readily  observes  that 
in  order  that  these  inventions  may  do  their  work  as  intended,  they 
must  have  all  their  parts  properly  adjusted  and  each  in  perfect 
condition.  If  any  one  is^  wanting  or  imperfect,  the  work  is  not 
acccmipUshed  and  we  say  the  machine  is  out  of  repair.  It  would 
not  be  untrue  to  say  it  is  out  of  health. 

The  human  body  is  a  far  more  intricate  and  complicated 
machine  than  any  of  human  invention.  Like  mechanical  con- 
trivances, it  depends  for  the  perfect  performance  of  its  functions 
upon  the  true  adjustment  of  its  several  parts  and  that  each  part 
shall  be  in  perfect  working  order.  No  machine  is  so  perfect 
as  to  be  unaffected  by  time  and  usage.     Sooner  or  later  it  must 
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wear  out.     With  dust  and  friction,  wear  and  tear,  it  will  g 
old  and  cease  to  act ;  some  parts  before  others. 

In  like  manner  the  human  body  must  grow  old,  and  eventi 
it,  too,  must  cease  to  act  and  die.     One  organ  after  ano 
will  fail  and  then  the  end. 
The  One-Horse-Shay  of  the  poet  has  never  been  realize 
"it  went  to  pieces  all  at  once — 
All  at  once  and  nothing  first — 
Just  as  bubbles  do  when  they  burst." 

There  is  still  another  parallel  in  the  active  career  of 
machine  and  the  human  body.  The  machine  that  is  mad 
the  best  material  and  put  together  in  the  highest  styli 
workmanship,  will  do  more  service  and  last  longer  than 
made  of  inferior  stock  and  by  unskilled  workmen.  ExactI 
the  same  way  the  human  machine,  if  descended  from  a  1 
lived  ancestry,  with  organs  in  a  healthy  condition,  will  r 
injurious  influences,  and  live  longer  than  one  of  delicate 
stitution  and  of  which  one  or  more  organs  are  weak 
imperfect. 

Again,  the  usefulness  of  a  machine  can  be  maintained  n 
longer  if  skillfully  used  and  carefully  protected  from  in 
and  from  exposure  to  destructive  influences.  But  no  am 
of  care  can  make  a  machine  of  poor  material  and  bad  y, 
manship  as  good  as  one  of  the  best  stock  and  workmanship. 

The  life  of  the  machine  is  prolonged  by  protection  : 
injury,  by  the  rightful  use  for  which  it  is  intended,  am 
avoidance  of  hurtful  influences  which  may  attack  it.  So  hu 
life  may  be  prolonged  by  the  proper  exercise  of  the  func 
of  the  body,  by  judicious  protection  and  by  avoiding  the  dar 
of  its  environments. 

Dropping  the  metaphor  here,  let  us  inquire,  to  what  e: 
and  in  what  direction  sanitary  science  is  capable  of  pFote< 
the  public  health  and  prolonging  human  life. 

We  can  best  understand  this  by  studying  the  causes  v 
impair  health  and  shorten  life,  and  so  determine  which  of  1 
causes  can  be  controlled  by  sanitarians,  and  which  are  be 
direct  control. 

It  is  an  error  to  say  that  one  has  died  a  natural  death, 
has  been  carried  off  by  typhoid  fever  or  consumption. 
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y  natural  death  is  by  old  age — the  termination  of  life  by  the 
laustion  of  the  vital  organs  in  consequence  of  long  service. 
is  cannot  be  at  any  fixed  period  of  time,  because  some  wear 

much  sooner  than  others,  by  reason  of  the  defective  quality 
the  materials  of  which  they  are  made.  Very  few,  however, 
ipe  the  perils  which  beset  them  on  every  side  through  life 
I  survive  long  enough  to  wear  out. 

Tie  causes  of  death  have  been  carefully  studied  for  many 
rs,  in  large  communities,  and  classified  for  the  purpose  of 
iwing  what  are  most  fatal,  and  where  and  under  what  con- 
ons  they  occur.  Examination  of  the  tabulated  results  of 
b  classification  shows  that  death  attributed  to  old  age  is  very 
equent;  that  seven-eighths  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  com- 
nity  are  ascribed  to  disease,  and  when  you  add  to  these  the 
ths  by  accident  and  violence,  it  leaves  but  a  very  small  per- 
tage  who  have  died  the  natural  death  of  old  age. 
n  reviewing  again  the  tabulated  diseases  to  which  death  is 
ibuted  in  the  Registration  Report  of  Connecticut,  the  classi- 
tion  for  the  purposes  of  applied  sanitary  science  may  be 
Jced  to  two.  Diseases  which  are  preventable,  and  diseases 
ch  are  inherent  in  the  individual. 

t  is  at  once  to  be  recognized  that  a  person  who  is  hereditarily 
>le,  or  in  whom  one  or  more  oi^ns  have  become  impaired 
structure  or  by  tissue  changes,  stands  in  a  very  different 
Hon  to  the  protective  care  of  sanitary  science  from  a  person 
)  has  contracted  typhoid  fever  from  drinking  infected  water, 
ianitary  science  could  have  informed  the  latter  that  the  water 
tained  the  typhoid  germs  and  he  could  have  abstained  from 
ildng  it.     But  sanitary  science  cannot  change  the  quality  of 

ancestry,  or  correct  the  errors  of  a  parentage  which  has 
owed  him  with  a  feeble  constitution. 

t  is  quite  true  that  the  science  of  physiology  and  of  patholc^ 
Id  have  told  him  that  excessive  indulgence  in  tobacco  would 

injuriously  upon  his  heart  and  nervous  system;  that  pro- 
ved violent  exertion  would  dangerously  impair  his  arterial 
tern;  that  intemperance  in  alcoholic  stimulants  would  destroy 

digestive  organs,  disorganize  his  liver,  and  ruin  his  health; 
I  that  other  pernicious  habits  would  be  productive  of  disease. 
t  those  admonitions  relate  to  personal  hygiene,  over  which 

administration  of  puttie  hygiene  has  little  or  no  control. 
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The  conclusion  drawn  from  the  foregoing  statement  is,  th 
the  field  of  work  in  the  administration  of  public  hygiene 
restricted  to  the  control  and  abatement  of  only  a  part  of  tl 
numerous  influences  which  are  hurtful  to  human  health  and  lil 
A  further  examination  of  the  tabulated  causes  of  death  w 
show  that  in  number  they  are  about  equally  divided,  and  th 
only  about  one-half  of  them  can  come  directly  within  the  infl 
ence  of  public  hygiene,  and  that  the  other  half  are  outside  tl 
sphere  of  human  control,  or  are,  properly,  within  the  domain  > 
personal  hygiene,  so  far  as  they  can  be  influenced. 

From  these  facts  it  is  apparent  that  sanitary  science  is  n 
of  universal  application.  There  are  hereditary,  climatic,  ai 
other  influences  beyond  human  power  to  control.  But  it  is  tl 
function  of  sanitary  science  to  study  whatever  causes  m: 
impair  or  destroy  the  health  of  men,  and  to  find,  if  possible,  tl 
means  of  ameliorating  or  removing  them.  It  is  most  direct 
and  effectively  applied  to  the  prevention  and  restriction  of  tl 
communicable  diseases. 

Now,  inasmuch  as  one-half  of  the  causes  of  death  are  n 
directly  preventable  by  public  health  officers,  it  follows  that  pu! 
lie  sanitary  administration  is  not  responsible  for  all  the  deatl 
from  those  causes.  It  is  for  the  same  reasons  evident  that  ev< 
under  excellent  sanitary  administration  the  death-rate  in  a  givt 
community  may  increase,  because  of  neglect  or  gross  violati< 
of  the  laws  of  personal  hygiene.  It  always  happens  that 
every  large  community  there  is  a  considerable  class  who 
lives  are  shortened  by  their  excessive  dissipation  and  their  vice 
There  is  another  class  whose  occupations  are  prejudicial  ■ 
health  and  longevity;  and  there  are  yet  others  whom  poven 
and  the  necessities  and  cares  of  life  compel  to  overtax  the 
strength,  and  whose  ill-nourished  and  ill-clothed  bodies  mal 
a  ready  prey  to  every  unwholesome  influence. 

Finally,  it  may  be  boldly  stated  that  the  majority  of  a  con 
mercial  and  manufacturing  community  are  forced,  by  the  cm 
toms  and  demands  of  such  pursuits,  to  daily  and  habitual 
violate  some  of  the  important  laws  of  personal  hygiene. 

No  one  can  deny  the  insalubrious  effects  of  spending  eig] 
to  twelve  or  more  hours  daily  in  overheated,  dirty  and  ill-vei 
tilated  offices,  stores,  woAshops  and  factories,  where  the  air 
further  polluted  by  the  presence  of  many  others,  often  by  art 
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al  iUutnination,  and  the  gases  of  OHnbustion.  The  atmos- 
■it  of  such  places  is  not  conducive  to  health  and  longevity, 
,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  potent  influence  in  breaking  down 
vital  powers  and  shortening  the  natural  duration  of  human 

?he  death-rate  in  every  city  is  heightened  by  the  violation  of 
laws  of  personal  hygiene,  far  more,  many  times  more,  than 
i  by  the  deaths  due  to  preventable  diseases. 
"he  following  remarks  upon  the  morbidity  and  the  mortality 
Lhe  State  refer  to  the  twelve  months  ending  August  31st, 
2: 

Tie  most  notable  fact  relating  to  the  health  of  the  State  was 
widespread  outbreaks  of  small  pox.  Cases  have  been 
srted  from  thirty-four  di£Eerent  towns,  invading  every 
nty  in  the  State. 

n  only  a  few  towns  did  it  assume  the  character  of  an  epidemic. 
n  two  ways  these  outbreaks  gave  testimony  to  the  protective 
'er  of  vaccination.  First,  as  one  of  the  highly  populated 
es,  in  very  intimate  relations  with  the  rest  of  the  country 
land  and  water,  Connecticut  was  slow  to  entertain  any  cases 
:he  disease  long  after  it  was  claiming  thousands  of  victims 
ither  states.  This  exemption  can  only  be  explained  because 
large  a  proportion  of  its  inhabitants  have  been  rendered 
lune  by  vaccination. 

econdly,  the  spread  of  the  disease  has  been  almost  without 
eption  among  those  who  were  never  vaccinated,  or  where 
cination  was  performed  so  long  ago  that  its  protective 
'er  was  impaired  by  time.  The  very  few  exceptions  sug- 
t  the  belief  that  in  such  instances  the  supposed  vaccination 
been  spurious,  and  the  resulting  inflammation  had  been 
to  septic  inoculation  rather  than  to  vaccine  virus.  In  still 
iher  way  its  value  has  been  verified,  by  promptly  arresting 
spread  of  the  disease  whenever  and  wherever  a  general 
cination  has  been  practiced. 

"here  were  323  cases  of  small  pox  reported  to  the  State 
ird  during  the  year,  of  which  only  22  were  fatal — a  death 
:  of  6.8  per  cent.  This  death-rate  is  surprisingly  low.  In 
mer  epidemics  the  death-rate  has  sometimes  exceeded  50  per 
t  In  all  the  literature  of  the  disease,  there  is  no  record  of 
niJd  a  type  as  during  the  last  few  years. 
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In  only  two  cities  has  the  number  of  cases  exceeded  fort 
Waterbury  and  New  Britain,  In  the  former  city  the  a 
were  concealed  from  the  health  officers  until  many  v 
exposed  to  the  contagion.  When  discovered,  the  prompt  ac 
of  the  authorities,  by  isolation,  disinfection,  and,  especially, 
a  general  public  vaccination,  quickly  arrested  its  pn^ess. 

In  New  Britain,  the  authorities  made  no  efiEort  for  a  gen 
vaccination,  although  they  had  timely  warning  of  its  pres( 
among  them  and  in  adjoining  towns.  Their  neglect,  and 
rapid  spread  of  the  disease  in  that  city,  proved  the  inefficie 
of  other  means  than  vaccination. 

In  Thompson,  a  small  town  where  vaccination  has  been  1 
neglected,  there  were  forty  cases. 

In  the  three  largest  cities  in  the  State,  New  Haven,  Harti 
and  Bridgeport,  there  were  only  sixteen  cases  all  told.  Tl 
cases  were  nearly  all  imported,  and  the  residents  are  so  gener 
vaccinated  that  the  infection  did  not  spread.

[t  is  true,  also,  that  but  a  small  number  of  these  diseases  are 
iject  to  any  direct  control  by  public  health  officers.  The 
ater  part  can  be  influenced,  if  at  all,  only  by  observing  the 
s  of  personal  hygiene. 

"he  results  of  public  sanitary  administration  ought,  therefore, 
appear  most  conspicuously  in  the  abatement  or  suppression 
;hose  special  forms  of  disease  over  which  the  law  gives  some 
nal  control.  Let  us  now  inquire  what,  if  anything,  can  be 
wn  in  Connecticut  as  the  results  of  sanitary  administration, 
'he  communicable  diseases,  for  the  presence  and  spread  of 
ch  health  officers  are  in  a  measure  responsible,  are  the 
owing:  Small  pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whoqp- 
oougfa,  and  typhoid  fever.  In  the  interest  of  public  health, 
dal  authority  of  an  arbitrary  and  peremptory  character  is 
ferred  upon  health  officers  over  the  persons  and  environ- 
il  of  those  affiicted  with  these  diseases,  and  over  those  who 
e  the  care  of  them. 

f  careful  examination  be  made  of  the  vital  statistics  of 
inecticut  during  the  ten  years  preceding  September  ist,  1901, 
ill  be  found  that  during  the  first  five  years,  from  September 

1891  to  October  31st,  1896,  there  were  5,312  deaths 
ibuted  to  the  above  maladies,  and  that  during  the  icA- 
ing  6ve  years,  from  September  ist,  1896  to  October  31st, 
I,  there  were  only  4.027  deaths  from  the  same  diseases. 
IS  during  the  first  series  of  five  years  the ,  deaths  frcun 
iC  diseases  was  over  9  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality,  and 
bg  the  second  series  the  mortality  was  only  5.4  per  cent,  of 
toul. 

:  is  reasonable  to  ask  how  it  has  happened  that  the  sanitary 
linistration  was  so  much  more  successful  in  the  latter  than 
lie  earlier  five  years.  The  answer  is  easy  to  those  acquainted 
1  the  facts.  Ten  years  ago  and  before,  and  for  sometime 
T,  public  hygiene  was  in  a  chaotic  condition. 
Tiere  were  health  officers,  there  were  health  ccanmittees  and 
e  were  boards  of  health  quite  formidable  in  numbers.  These 
llh  authorities  in  most  instances  were  responsible  to  no  one, 

no  fixed  duties,  received  little  or  no  compensation  for  ser- 
:s  rendered.     Each  town  and  city  was  a  unit  in  its  official 
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capacity,  holding  no  relation  whatever  with  any  of  the  o1 
i66  or  167  towns  in  the  State,  nor  with  the  cities. 

They  were  an  army  in  number,  waging  war  against  a  ci 
mon  enemy,  but  unofiicered,  undisciplined,  untrained,  with 
unanimity  of  action  or  purpose,  and  without  a  head.  It  is 
remarkable  that  the  results  were  small. 

During  the  latter  period  a  far  more  satisfactory  organizai 
has  been  accomplished.  A  uniform  code  of  sanitary  regulati 
have  been  in  force  through  all  the  towns  in  the  State.  ' 
reports  of  epidemics,  the  monthly  reports  of  sickness  by 
health  officers  and  of  mortality  by  the  registrars,  have  been  m 
with  increasing  punctuality  and  completeness,  whereas  iorm 
they  were  so  much  neglected,  or  so  tardy,  as  to  greatly  ira] 
their  utility.  Another  exceedingly  important  feature,  wl 
has  contributed  largely  to  successful  administration,  has  t 
the  stated  meetings  of  local  health  officers  for  mutual  con 
ences  and  interchange  of  experience.  The  State  Board  earne 
commends  this  practice,  and  regrets  the  infrequency  of  il 
some  of  the  counties. 

Isolation  Hospitals. 

The  inquisitive  critic  may  now  inquire,  why  is  it,  if  t\ 
diseases  are  preventable,  that  they  are  not  prevented?  Tha 
exactly  what  King  Edward  VII  asked  about  them.  Why  she 
over  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  in  Connecticut  be  cat 
by  preventable  diseases?  The  answer  again  is  easy,  and  1 
by  familiar  illustration.  The  fire  department  of  a'  city  car 
extinguish  a  conflagration  unless  the  city  provide  the  necesE 
appliances,  the  water,  the  engines,  the  hose,  the  ladders, 
It  is  equally  true  of  the  health  department.  It  is  commc 
said  that  the  first  five  minutes  when  a  house  takes  fire  is  of  n: 
importance  in  arresting  its  progress  than  hours  are  afterwa 
It  is  just  as  true  that  the  first  case  of  an  epidemic  disease  i; 
more  importance  than  the  labor  of  days  after  its  uijrestri< 
communicaticm  to  a  neighborhood.  . 

However  well  trained  and  heroic  the  men  of  the  fire  dep 
ment  may  be,  they  cannot  do  much  without  fitting  appara 
So,  too,  however  well  organized  the  health  department  r 
be,  it  also  must  be  supplied  with  means  to  accomplish  its  [ 
poses.  Sanitary  science  teaches  that  the  most  effective  ageni 
for  the  prevention  of  an  epidemic  of  an  infectious  disease

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 
aige  proportion  of  the  epidemics  we  experience  beccme 
nic   because   of   the   opportunity    affot^ed   to   a   single 
to  disseminate   its    disease   germs   in   a   school    full   of 
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children.  The  remarkable  developments  which  have  app< 
by  the  systematic  inspection  of  school  children  in  Hart 
New  Haven,  and  other  cities  have  demonstrated  the  econ 
value  of  such  inspections.  They  have  proved  useful,  not 
in  preventing  epidemics,  but  also  in  detecting  the  begini 
of  severe  diseases  in  their  curative  stages,  and  so  provi 
saving  of  money  as  well  as  health. 

Thus  there  are  three  things  necessary  to  a  better  equip 
of  the  department  of  health  in  Connecticut,  in  order  to  1 
the  percentage  of  preventable  diseases  to  the  minimum. 

First,  isolation  hospitals  for  the  separation  of  primary  > 
of  infectious  diseases.  With  these,  very  few  towns  in  the  . 
are  provided.  They  are  needed  chiefly  for  scarlet  fever 
diphtheria.  There  ought  to  be  in  an  enlightened  communii 
use  for  a  small  pox  hospital.  The  protection  of  vaccinatii 
quite  competent  to  make  them  unnecessary  if  people  w 
practice  it. 

Secondly :  BacterioI<^caI  laboratories.  Provision  is  ma< 
a  few  cities  for  gratuitous  bacteriological  examination  wil 
expense  to  the  residents  of  the  same.  But  the  State  st 
provide,  as  Vermont  and  other  states  have  done,  for  the  bei 
of  needed  bacteriological  examinations  for  any  citizen  ol 
commonwealth. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  desires  to  give  earnest  expre 
to  the  importance  of  providing  for  gratuitous  bacteriolo 
examination  of  any  subjects  in  whom  the  presence  of  coom 
cable  disease  is  in  doubt,  to  decide  which  uncertainty  an  ex 
nation  in  a  bacteriological  laboratory  is  necessary.  Such  e: 
inations  are  not  for  curing  the  patient  but  are  often  oi 
highest  value  to  prevent  or  stop  an  epidemic. 

There  is  no  calamity  more  disastrous  to  the  prosperity 
welfare  of  a  community  than  an  epidemic  of  contagious  dis 
Mild  or  walking  cases  of  communicable  diseases  are  the 
dangerous,  because  they  are  not  recc^nized.  Bacteriolc^ 
shown  that  such  cases  are  frequent-  and  cause  much  increai 
sickness.  While  many  persons  may  be  the  subjects  of  ' 
founded  suspicion,  their  distribution  of  disease  germs  cannc 
restrained  unless  the  suspicion  is  confirmed.  Bacterioli^ 
often  the  only  means  of  positive  confirmation.  On  the  ( 
hand,  suspected  persons  are  sometimes  unnecessarily  restr:

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To  this  end  the  State  Board  has  constantly  urged  upon 
health  officers  the  importance  of  frequent  systematic  sani 
inspections  of  all  premises  within  their  respective  jurisdict 
They  should  maintain  an  oversight  of  the  sources  and  qu 
of  the  water  supplies,  of  the  food  supplies,  especially  the 
and  the  condition  of  the  markets.  They  should  inspect 
public  buildings,  more  particularly  the  condition  of  the  scl 
houses,  in  reference  to  ventilation  and  heating,  not  neglet 
a  watchful  eye  as  to  cleanliness.  Thus  by  obtaining  a 
standard  of  general  sanitation,  not  only  is  much  sickness 
vented,  but  those  who  are  sick  from  unavoidable  causes  1 
a  much  better  chance  of  recovery  in  a  sanitary  atmosphere 
otherwise. 

The  general  condition  of  health  in  the  State  during  the 
has  been  satisfactory  as  compared  with  the  year  previous, 
registration  of  deaths  shows  668  less  than  in  the  correspon 
months  of  the  year  before. 

While  epidemic  diseases  have  widely  prevailed,  they  have 
generally  mild  in  type,  and  have  given  an  exceptionally 
death-rate. 

The  numerous  instances  in  which  only  cases  in  one  family 
town  were  reported  is  indicative  of  the  vigilance  and  prac 
work  of  the  health  officers.

Tuberculosis. 
marked  decrease  in  the  mortality  from  tuberculosis  is  to 
ibserved  since  the  remarkable  discovery  of  the  infection 
h  is  the  cause  of  that  disease.  The  unhappy  victims  of 
disease  are  being  constantly  instructed  in  the  precautions 
ssary  to  prevent  its  communication  to  others,  and  the 
Its  are  manifest  in  the  records  of  the  causes  of  death, 
jurteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  deaths  were  ascribed  to 
the  State  during  the  year,  and  the  average  for  the  previous 
years  was  over  1,550  per  year. 
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One  of  the  achievements  of  sanitary  science  is  the  reduc 
of  the  death-rate  from  typhoid  fever  in  the  State  during 
last  twenty  years. 

During  the  decade  from  1881  to  1890  the  average  death- 
in  100,000  of  the  population  was  40  annually.  From  189 
1900  it  was  reduced  to  29  annually,  and  during  the  year  em 
Aug.  31,  1902  it  was  only  23  per  100,000. 

No  fact  could  demonstrate  more  clearly  the  importanc 
still  better  supervision  of  our  water  supplies,  and  safer  metl 
of   sewage    disposal.      Since   typhoid   fever    germs   are 
known  to  exist  in  human  excrement,  it  follows  that  the  so 
of  the  infection  is  human  sewage.

The  reduction  in  the  death- 
e  of  this  malady,  in  Connecticut,  during  the  last  decade,  can 
Tefore  only  be  attributed  to  an  increasing  purity  of  the  water 
>pHes.  It  will  not  be  unreasonable  on  the  part  of  the  State 
ird  of  Health  to  claim  that  the  annual  reports  of  the  analyses 
the  various  water  supplies  and  their  comparative  degrees  of 
it)-  has  had  a  wholesome  stimulating  influence  in  efforts  to 
)rove  the  quality  of  our  drinking  water,  and  thus  indirectly 
tributed  to  the  reduced  mortality  from  typhoid  fever.

The  Secretary  said  in  part  that  the  registered  mortality 
the  quarter  indicated  a  better  state  of  the  general  health  t 
in  any  previous  quarter  in  the  year. 

The  highest  mortality  was  from  consumption,  328;  the  1 
highest  from  pneumonia,  309;  diphtheria  and  croup  caused 
deaths,  out  of  546  cases  reported,  beii^  a  death-rate  of  1 
17  per  cent.

a.  Immediate  vaccination  of  all  tbe  inmates  of  the  house  and  ( 
who  may  reasonably  be  supposed  to  have  be«n  exposed,  all 
persons  [0  remain  subject  to  the  daily  supervision  of  the  h 
officer  for  fourteen  days  after  last  exposure. 

b.  Immediate  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  isolation  hospital. 

c.  Thorough  disinfection  of  the  house,  furniture  and  we 
apparel  of  inmates  by  a  thoroughly  competent  expert. 

d.  Any  refusing  vaccination  or  disinfection  to  be  strictly  1 
antined. 

e.  Quarantine  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  health  officer, 
necessary  for  the  public  safety. 

4.  No  pupil  to  be  permitted  to  attend  any  public  or  private  si 
unless  he  or  she  can  show  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  recent  succe 
vaccination. 

5.  That  you  urge  employers  to  do  what  they  can  to  encouragi 
prompt  vaccination  of  those  ih  their  employ.

The  four  quarterly  meetings  have  been  regularly  held, 
addition  there  have  been  five  special  meetings  held  during 
calendar  year  1902. 

One  was  held  at  New  Britain  to  consult  with  the  he 
authorities  about  restricting  the  prevalence  of  small  pox  in  1 
city.  Another  was  held  at  New  Haven  to  advise  a  commi 
from  New  Britain  about  the  construction  of  a  small  pox  ho 
tal.  Two  special  meetings  were  held  to  consider  a  regula 
for  towns  respecting  the  vaccination  of  children  attending 
public  schools. 

Still  another  special  was  held  for  a  variety  of  business  I 
needed  prompt  attention. 

The  meetings  were  all  well  attended,  the  members  being 
present  <mi  several  occasions. 

The  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  as  per  monthly  reports  hy 
registrars  of  towns,  for  the  calendar  year  1902  was  14,; 
against  14,747  of  the  previous  year.  This  is  a  death-rate 
15.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  a  death-rate  of  1 
of  the  year  1901. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  notwithstanding  the  unus 
prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  whoc^ing  cough, 
diseases  of  children,  that  the  mortality  of  those  under  five  yi 
of  age  has  not  increased  above  the  average  percentage  of 
total  mortality  of  the  previous  five  years. 

If  an  appropriation  for  free  bacteriological  examination: 
granted  to  the  Board,  it  may  be  confidently  promised  that 
death-rate  from  infectious  diseases  will  be  reduced. 
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Communicable  Diseases. 


it  has  seldom,  if  ever,  happened  in  the  written  history  of 
□necticut  that  there  have  been  so  many  of  the  infectious  dis- 
cs generally  present  as  during  the  calendar  year  1902. 
asles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  have 
vailed  very  widdy  through  the  State  and  small  pox  has  been 
led  to  the  list  with  very  unusual  frequency.  With  the  excep- 
I  of  diphtheria  all  these  contagious  diseases  have  occurred  in 
emarkably  mild  forni.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  per- 
tage  of  deaths  which  the  community  has  suffered  from  each 
iese  disorders,  because  many  of  the  cases  have  been  so  mild 
t  no  medical  attendance  was  required  and  hundreds  of 
s  have  not  been  reported.     Even  the  anall  pox  cases  have 

all  been  reported,  and  some  of  them  were  reported  as 
Jcen  pox. 

his  fact  has  been  a  greater  hindrance  to  success  in  efforts  to 
trd  these  maladies  than  any  other  one  thing.  In  order  to 
Irol  the  further  extension  of  an  infectious  epidemic  three 
gs  are  essential  to  success.  First,  prcMnpt  notification  to 
health  officer  of  the  occurrence  of  the  disease ;  second,  iso- 
in  of  the  patient,  and  third,  complete  disinfection  of  all  the 
harges  from  the  patient  and  of  all  the  things  which  have 
mie  infected.  It  is  at  once  apparent  that  the  successful 
ritiplishment  of  these  three  things  will  require  not  only  the 
aeration  of  all  parties  concerned,  including  the  patient  and 
lis  attendants,  but  will  still  further  depend  upon  the  situa- 

of  the  patient,  whether  or  not  favorable  for  carrying  out 
e  efforts.  Very  commonly  the  impossibility  of  isolating  the 
mt  in  his  own  home  and  the  absence  of  an  isolation  hos{»-- 
n  the  town  prevents  the  full  benefit  of  that  attempt.  Care- 
less in  disinfection  and  unskilful  use  of  disinfectants  are 
uent  causes  of  defeat.  But  during  epidemics  such  as  we 
now  having,  when  the  attacks  in  manj;  instances  are  so  mild 

doctors  are  not  solicited,  the  cases  are  not  reported  to  the 
th  officer,  and  no  restriction  is  put  upon  the  intercourse  of 
I  mild  cases  with  persons  susceptible  to  the  disease,  and 
:e  new  victims  are  constantly  added  to  perpetuate  it. 
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Scarlet  Fever  in  Naugatuck. 

This  experience  has  been  markedly  illustrated  during  the 
two  or  three  years  in  the  borough  of  Naugatuck.  This 
manufacturing  town  and  the  population  is  composed  large!; 
operatives  in  the  mills.  Consequently  large  numbers  are  d 
brought  t<^ether  within  closed  apartments  under  condit 
favorable  to  the  communication  of  infection.  Scarlet  fever 
been  prevalent  there  generally  through  that  town  for  nearly  tl 
years  in  spite  of  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  health  officer  to 
it.  There  has  been  an  unusually  large  percentage  of  instai 
in  adults.  The  disease  has  been  so  mild  that  no  medical  atti 
ance  has  been  given  in  numerous  cases,  and  although  the  s 
tary  regulations  of  the  town  make  it  the  duty  of  househcJi 
to  report  such  disease,  in  no  instance  has  the  health  of 
received  a  notification  from  a  householder.  Without  di 
disinfection  and  quarantining  the  severe  cases  have  retai 
the  spread  of  the  infection  through  the  community,  bu 
obviously  has  done  little  more.  Because  so  long  as  the  i 
and  convalescing  cases  are  promiscuously  mingling  with 
public,  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  susceptible 
have  been  exposed  and  the  disease  must  cease  for  wan 
material  to  feed  upon. 

It  is  a  misdemeanor,  and  should  be  considered  criminal  oti 
part  of  parents  to  conceal  the  presence  of  infectious  disease 
their  families.  It  is  usually  done  purely  from  selfish  motive 
escape  the  restrictions  to  which  they  are  liable  for  public  pn 
tion.  The  public  are  thus  exposed  to  an  enemy  in  ambush, 
have  no  means  of  escape  or  self- protection. 

At  the  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease  in  a  town  or  du 
its  continuance,  the  State  Board  recommend  that  the  follov 
sanitary  regulations,  which  are  in  force  in  all  towns  in  the  S 
should  be  published  in  the  newspapers  of  the  town,  and  :

other  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  except  those  of  a  v 
real  nature,  shall  report  the  same  to  the  town  health  of 
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ithin  twelve  hours  of  the  first  appearance  of  such  disease,  pro- 
ded  no  physician  shall  be  in  attendance," 

"Every  person  violating  any  r^ulation  of  a  town  or  borough 
alth  officer  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars." 

N'o  matter  how  active  and  energetic  the  health  officer  may  be  . 

isobting  sick  cases  of  contagious  disease  and  in  the  practice 

disinfection,  his  efforts  will  be  neutralized  if  other  cases  not 
lown  to  him  are  active  also  in  communicating  the  infection  to 
bjects. 

The  widespread  prevalence  of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whoop- 
5  cough  and  small  pox  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  has 
en  caused  by  the  unrestricted  conduct  of  these  concealed  cases 
ire  than  by  anything  else. 

Small  Pox. 
There  are  several  peculiar  features  in  the  presence  of  small 
X  in  Connecticut  during  the  last  year  or  two  which  are 
serving  of  brief  mention.  So  very  rare  has  the  disease  been 
retofore  that  sometimes  an  interval  of  several  years  has 
rurred  without  a  case  within  the  limits  of  the  State.  So  that 
has  happened  that  up  to  the  year  1900  there  were  many 
ysicians  in  the  State  of  fifteen  or  twenty  years  practice  who 
J  never  seen  a  case  of  variola.  This  failure  to  know  the  dis- 
e  by  personal  observation  has  been  an  active  factor  in  pro- 
ting  its  prevalence. 

Hie  text-books  from  which  the  doctors  (most  of  them  being 
less  than  25  years  experience)  had  derived  all  their  knowl- 
je  of  small  pox — I  say  the  text-books  described  the  disease 
it  has  presented  itself  in  former  epidemics.  They  have 
elt  upon  the  symptoms  which  have  characterized  it  in  severe 
I  fatal  forms,  dwelling  with  most  emphasis  upon  the  con- 
sit  form — the  secondary  fever  and  the  fatal  results.  The 
>ks  give  but  little  prominence  to  the  special  ccmditions  which 
racterize  the  disease  as  it  has  appeared  in  the  majority  of 
es  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  not  only  in  Connecticut 
throughout  the  Union. 

^ence  it  is  not  in  the  least  remarkable  that  when  a  doctor 
t  in  a  single  family  several  cases  in  whom  the  initial  symp- 
is  were  mild,  and  after  two  or  three  days  were  followed  by  a 
ttered  eruption  and  a  disappearance  of  fever  and  acute  suf- 
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feringf,  that  he  would  not  rect^nize  small  pox.  Never  havin 
seen  the  disease  in  any  of  its  varied  forms,  and  retaining  in  hi 
mind  only  the  strong  impressions  which  he  had  acquired  froi 
the  books  of  the  severe  types  of  the  disease,  it  is  not  Strang 
that  his  judgment  was  misled,  and  that  he  decided  that  h; 
patients  had  chicken  pox  or  some  other  form  of  cutaneous  irr 
tation.  That  being  the  diagnosis,  no  precautions  were  take 
to  prevent  further  infection.  Such  has  been  the  exact  histoi 
of  its  introducticm  in  many  towns  in  the  State,  and  not  only  i 
Connecticut  but  in  hundreds  of  other  towns  throughout  tt 
country. 

The  mild  type  of  the  epidemic  has  contribirted  in  large  mea; 
ore  to  its  prevalence.  This  feature  is  unprecedented  in  an 
former  epidemics  of  which  history  gives  us  any  informatioi 
It  is  known  that  in  many  instances  the  patients  suffered  so  litt 
that  after  two  or  three  days  confinement  they  resumed  the 
usual  occupation  and  freely  mingled  with  their  associates  an 
neighbors  at  that  sta^e  of  the  disease  when  it  was  most  coi 
tag^ous. 

It  often  happened  that  the  true  diagnosis  was  not  made  unl 
secondary  cases  resulting  from  exposure  to  the  first,  being  moi 
severe,  attracted  a  closer  attenti(»i  and  c<Misultation  with  a 
expert. 

But  another  condition  far  more  potent  in  spreading  the  di 
ease  was  the  neglect  of  vaccination.  Because  for  so  many  yea 
the  small  pox  had  occurred  so  rarely  the  people  in  great  degri 
had  ceased  to  fear  it  and  neglected  the  tmly  reliable  means  « 
immunity  from  it.  When  inquiry  was  made  in  various  plac 
it  was  found  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  school  children  we 
growing  up  without  vaccination.  Again,  in  many  of  our  fa 
tories  the  operatives  are  of  Canadian  birth  and  entertain  strot 
prejudices  against  vaccination.  When  the  outbreak  h, 
appeared  first  among  them  they  have  generally  attempted 
conceal  its  presence,  and  by  that  means  given  it  a  strong  foe 
hold  before  any  measures  could  be  taken  to  arrest  it. 

Some  of  the  worst  local  epidemics  have  originated  amoi 
the  Canadian  population  in  factory  towns.     In  proportion 
the  population,  small  pox  has  prevailed  much  more  in  facto 
towns  than  dsewhere  for  the  reasons  mentioned. 
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Small  Pox  in  Waterbury. 


There  were  two  distinct  outbreaks  at  the  beginning  of  the 
idemic.  The  first  case  discovered  was  a  tramp  found  an  the 
■e«  in  the  "papular  stage  of  the  disease."  He  had  spent  the 
evious  night  with  forty  other  lodgers  in  a  lodging  house. 
ght  of  the  forty  were  afterwards  victims  of  the  exposure, 
lis  tramp  proved  not  to  be  the  first  case,  for  about  ten  days 
er,  twelve  well  marked  cases  were  found  in  a  tenement  block 
lich  upon  investigation  were  inferred  to  be  the  result  of  two 
;vious  cases  which  had  been  through  the  disease  and  recov- 
d.  Thus  for  some  weeks  the  disease  had  been  lurking  in 
«  overcrowded  tenements,  the  concealment  being  connived 
by  the  doctors,  who  had  called  it  by  other  names. 
Fhe  presence  of  the  disease  having  been  demonstrated,  the 
tlth  authorities  took  hold  of  the  situation  with  commendable 
:rg>-  and  judgment.  Means  of  isolation  were  immediately 
'vided  and  every  facility  for  disinfection  and  for  medical 
itment.  Notwithstanding  the  authorities  had  to  contend 
h  an  organized  hostility  instigated  and  encouraged  by  sev- 
1  medical  ant i- vaccinationists,  the  better  sense  of  the  com- 
nity  prevailed  and  a  very  general  vaccination  and  revacci- 
ion  was  performed.     A  large  proportion  of  the  operatives  in 

factories  accepted  and  acted  upon  the  advice  of  the  health 
:er,  and  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  were  vac 
ited. 

"he  wide  exposure  to  the  infection  before  its  presence  was 
:overed  caused  a  larger  number  of  victims  than  any  other 
letnic  in  the  State.  The  whole  number  of  patients  was  97, 
1  the  remarkably  small  mortality  of  only  three.    It  is  deserv- 

of  mention  that  all  the  subjects  were  unvaccinated  or  had 

been  vaccinated  in  several  years,  and  that  the  fatal  cases 

never  been  vaccinated. 

Small  Pox  in  New  Britain. 
few  Britain  is  a  rapidly  growing  and  prosperous  town  c^ 
rly  30,000  population.  It  is  distinguished  for  its  business 
vity  and  enterprise  in  various  commercial  products.  A 
:e  proportion  of  its  people  is  engaged  in  its  factories  in 
utrial  pursuits. 
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The  earliest  ca^es  of  small  pox  in  New  Britain  were  disct 
ered  in  the  last  vreek  of  December,  1901,  and  in  the  first  part 
January,  1902.  There  were  six  cases,  three  of  them  fa* 
None  of  them  had  been  vaccinated. 

The  health  authorities  failed  to  realize  the  importance  of  tl 
timely  warning,  and  contented  themselves  with  a  reliance  up 
quarantine  and  disinfection,  applying  vaccination  only  to  th( 
who  were  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  the  disease.  T 
effect  was  only  temporary,  but  sufficient  to  give  encouraj 
ment  to  them  to  persist  against  the  advice  of  the  State  Bm 
of  Health  to  institute  a  general  vaccination.  A  considera 
portion  of  the  poulation  of  New  Britain  had  never  been  vac 
nated.  Small  pox  had  already  invaded  Connecticut  in  ma 
places  with  which  the  city  was  in  daily  communicati<Mi.  1 
situation  presented  a  strong  invitation  to  an  epidemic.  T! 
invitation  was  accepted  in  the  following  May  and  June  and  1 
entertainment  of  the  guests  proved  very  costly  to  the  ci 
Still  the  health  authorities  ignored  the  advice  to  vaccina 
The  conditions  in  New  Britain,  by  reason  of  its  intim. 
associations  with  other  towns,  became  a  serious  menace  to  1 
health  of  the  State  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  peremptoi 
called  a  meeting  of  the  Board  at  New  Britain  to  confer  p 
sonally  with  the  health  department  on  the  matter. 

The  interview  with  the  Mayor,  other  members  of  the  hea 
department,  and  many  prominent  citizens,  was  held  on  the 
of  July.  The  Board  was  then  informed  that  since  being  notif 
of  the  meeting  a  general  vaccination  of  the  public  had  b« 
authorized.  Their  idea  of  a  general  vaccination  is  illustra 
by  the  public  notice  to  the  effect  that  free  vaccination  will 
given  to  all  who  do  not  wish  to  pay  for  it,  at  the  crffice  of  1 
(Aysician  during  one  hour  in  the  evening  for  three  success 
evenings.  This  in  a  city  of  over  28,000  inhabitants!  and 
small  pox  epidemic  prevailing! 

During  the  meeting  with  the  city  authorities  the  Bo< 
briefly  outlined  the  means  of  controlling  an  epidemic  of  sn 
pox.  The  merits  of  vaccination  were  discussed  and  an  ai 
vaccination  sentiment  was  strongly  in  evidence. 

The  result  of  the  conference  was  a  written  communicat 
sent  by  mail  on  the  following  day,  the  substance  of  which  1

He  reasi 
requested  that  a  statement  as  public  as  the  other  be  made,  givin 
credit  to  New   Britain  for  what  efforts  they  had  made  to  contri 

The  State  Board  willingly  testifies  to  the  good  intentions  of  the 
Britain  authorities  and  readily  concedes  that  they  have  been  very 
in  doing  a  great  deal  of  expensive  work,  much  of  which  might  havi 
avoided  if  their  energy  and  zeal  had  been  differently  directed. 

They  have  closed  the  schools;  they  have  built  a  hospital  whicl 
admit  is  unsuitable  for  any  but  summer  use.  and  which  sanitarians 
say  is  unfit  for  its  present  use  in  other  ways;  they  have  vaccinatt 
persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  disease ;  they  have  spent  $2,5' 
police  service  in  enforcing  quarantine;  they  have  provided  a  hoi 
detention,  and  yet  they  have  done  but  little  more  than  used  to  be 
by  our  great  great  grandfathers  in  old  Colonial  times,  before  Jei 
great  discovery. 

But  with  a  warning  six  months  ago  that  small  pox  was  among 
with  an  active  epidemic  in  the  neighboring  towns  of  Bristol  and  V 
bury,  with  which  places  there  is  daily  communication  by  rail,  w 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  it  was  present  in  several  adjoining  town 
in  many  other  places  in  the  State,  they  have  persistently  ignore 
advice  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  namely,  to  provide  for  a  gi 
vaccination  of  the  public  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Beside  the  small  amount  of  vaccinating  which  has  been  done,  al 
that  has  been  done  has  not  lessened  the  necessity  of  still  carrying 
general  vaccination.  The  un vaccinated  will  continue  to  supplj 
material  and  the  soil  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  epidemic.  An  epii 
of  small  pox  in  an  unvaccinated  city  or  community  has  never 
arrested  by  tht  segregation  of  the  sick,  by  quarantining  and  disiofe 

Considering  that  New  Britain  has  many  large  manufacturing  estal 
ments  and  a  population  of  more  than  28,000,  with  small  pox  prevailii 
SO  many  sides,  with  close  and  frequent  communication  with  other  ] 
lous  places,  we  regard  an  epidemic  there  as  a  menace  to  the  whole  ! 

If  thorough  vaccination  had  been  practiced  at  the  time  when  the 
break  in  December  and  January  occurred,  the  costly  epidemic  in  Ma] 
June  could  not  have  happened. 

The  State  Board  is  informed  that  during  the  prevalenc 
the  disease  in  May  and  June,  no  accurate  record  of  the  cases 
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ind  therefore  the  exact  number  cannot  now  be  given,  but 
istimated  that  during  the  whole  time  of  its  presence  there 
lumbered  over  sixty.  There  were  only  four  deaths. 
;  Board  is  informed  that  the  city .  has  erected  a  well- 
ped  hospiul  with  thirty  beds,  exclusively  for  small  pox, 
ost  of  about  $11,000.  At  present  there  are  no  patients  in 
there  have  been  none.  If  the  citizens  will  keep  well  vac- 
d,  it  will  be  rarely  occupied.

for  themselves,  they  learn  that  vaccination  is  the  only 
le  means. 

z  result  of  the  last  outbreak  was  about  thirty  cases,  which

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Small  Pox  in  Sprague. 


In  the  autumn  of  1902  several  cases  of  an  eruptive  ■ 
acter  appeared  in  the  village  of  Baltic.

In  cir 
stances  of  such  doubt  and  in  view  of  the  repeated  instanc 
the  same  kind,  it  would  seem  that  a  prudent  health  <^cer  v 
give  the  public  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  enforce  the  1 
precautions  until  the  doubt  was  removed. 

Instead  of  that  the  opposite  course  was  pursued.  Pr 
tions  were  neglected  until  the  diagnosis  of  small  pox  was 
firmed  by  an  extensive  and  costly  epidemic.

The  prevalence  of  small  pox  through  many  parts  of  thi 
has  required  special  means  for  isolating  the  patients  and  i 
ber  of  towns  have  provided  buildings  for  that  purpose, 
some  have  miscalled  pest  houses.  It  seems  wholly  unnet 
to  augment  the  sufferings  of  the  victims  of  that  disease  by 
ing  to  the  house  to  which  they  are  compelled  to  go  the 
viting  name  of  "Pest  House."  This  name  to  many  mine 
veys  only  sentiments  of  discouragement. 

Hospitals  for  the  other  infectious  diseases  are  greatly  n 

Capital  punishment  is  inflicted  upon  the  citizens  of  Coi 
cut  many  times  annually,  because  of  the  unreasonable  h< 
of  communities  to  the  presence  of  a. hospital  for  commui 
diseases,  except  at  so  great  a  distance  from  human  habit 
as  to  render  it  useless.  Many  lives  are  sacrificed  ever; 
because  no  public  provision  is  made  for  separating  th 
cases  of  contagious  disease  from  the  well. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  more  silly  proceeding  tl 
hold  a  public  meeting  to  select  a  site  for  the  location  of 
pitai  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases.  Of  course  n 
estate  owner  will  willingly  consent  to  its  presence  within 
of  his  property.  Every  suitable  site  is  always  nearer  tha 
to  somebody's  property. 

The  authorities  who  have  power  to  decide  such  a  qii 
should  act  as  they  would  in  locating  a  church,  a  school  ho 
a  fire  engine  house.

accumulate.  Now  every  housekeeper  knows,  if  health 
s  do  not,  that  masses  of  decaying  garbage  are  not  sources 
licate  perfumery.     It  will  be  inevitable  that  when  large 
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quantities  of  garbage,  measured  by  many  tons,  are  daily  di 
together,  associated  with  the  excretae  of  the  most  filthy 
domestic  animals,  an  establishment  will  be  created  whii 
stench  manufacture,  for  capacity  of  production,  for  sO 
of  odor,  for  disgusting  quality  and  for  power  of  aerial  dif 
cannot  be  surpassed. 

The  offensive  character  of  the  system  is  not  wholly  due  t 
ing  to  hogs  many  times  as  much  as  they  can  eat,  but  partly 
terms  of  the  contract  with  the  collectors.

It  is  the  part  remaining  after  what  the  1 
heve  eaten.  Why  should  it  be  injurious  to  a  hog,  which  li 
owner  is  an  omnivorous  animal?  The  farmer  utilizes  hi; 
bage  with  profit.  But  he  feeds  it  daily  and  several  times 
while  it  is  fresh  and  therefore  wholesome.  If  garbage 
to  hogs  or  other  animals  while  fresh  and  in  proper  quai 
it  is  a  proper  way  of  using  it.  All  the  unsanitary  effects 
present  methods  of  feeding  to  swine  are  due  to  the  unsci' 
manner  of  feeding  it. 

The  Milk  Traffic. 
It  is  gratifying  to  know  from  the  reports  of  the  town  i 
officers  that  there  is  a  steadily  increasing  effort  on  the  p 
many  dealers  to  adopt  the  modern  and  better  methods  ol 
ducting  dairies.

For  the  better  promotion  of  the  work  which  as  county 
officer  it  is  my  duty  to  perform,  I  find  it  advisable  to  visi 
town  in  the  county  at  least  once  a  year,  and  some  of  the 
towns  more  frequently,  to  consult  with  the  town  health 
and  confer  with  the  registrars.  These  visits  can  frei 
be  made  at  the  time  the  vital  statistics  of  the  respective 
are  examined.  During  the  period  covered  by  my  report 
called  by  my  duties  out  of  town  eighty-four  times. 

I  aim  carefully  to  examine  the  vital  statistics  of  eacl 
in  this  county  at  least  once  a  year,  and  in  the  cities  twice 
making  such  suggestions  as  are  found  necessary  to  the 
cians,  undertakers,  and  registrars. 

Prosecutions  against  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  perfoi 
act  relating  to  vital  statistics  have  been  less  frequent 
county  during  the  past  year  than  formerly. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  medical  practice  - 
been  quite  frequently  violated  in  this  county  during  th 
year,  especially  by  women  practicing  as  midwives.  Unle: 
women  meet  with  an  accident  in  their  practice,  it  is  ext 
difficult  to  obtain  evidence  sufficient  to  warrant  prose 
This  inability  to  obtain  evidence  is  due  mainly  to  two 
first,  if  everything  goes  well  the  woman  practiced  upc 
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not  implicate  the  so-called  midwife ;  second,  because  the  prac- 
tice is  largely  carried  on  among  foreigners  unable  to  speak  the 
English  language.  Out  of  the  several  cases  which  I  investi- 
gated during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  I  only  obtained 
satisfactory  evidence  against  one  woman.  In  this  case  the 
woman  upon  whom  the  so-called  midwife  practiced  died  about 
ten  days  or  two  weeks  after  childbirth.  The  woman  practis- 
ing as  a  midwife  in  this  case  was  prosecuted,  and  probable  cause 
being  found  against  her,  she  was  bound  over  to  the  next  term 
of  the  Superior  Court. 

The  carting  of  garbage  into  a  number  of  towns  in  the  vicinity 
of  Hartford  occasions  many  complaints  from  the  people  residing 
in  those  towns.  The  correct  method  for  disposing  of  garbage 
has  not  yet  been  obtained  in  this  county. 

There  have  been  cases  of  small  pox  in  eleven  towns  within 
this  county  during  the  last  sixteen  months.  As  these  cases 
have  all  been  reported  to  your  Honorable  Board  at  the  time 
they  occurred,  as  the  statute  requires,  very  little  information 
can  be  added.  The  health  officers  of  the  towns  where  the 
disease  has  occurred  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  prevent  its 
spread.  In  most  of  the  towns  in  the  county  there  has  been  a 
very  general  vaccination,  and  in  several  of  the  towns  the  school 
children  are  required  to  be  vaccinated  before  attending  school. 

Among  the  several  duties  performed  by  the  town  health 
oflfcers  are  the  supervision  of  ice  and  water  supplies.  The 
public  water  supplies  and  the  streams  which  feed  them  are 
periodically  examined.  Occasionally  nuisances  are  found  in 
proximity  to  a  public  water  supply,  which  the  town  health  officer 
rquires  to  be  abated.  Even  in  cases  where  no  nuisances  are 
found  about  a  public  water  supply,  the  practice  of  investigating 
is  found  beneficial,  both  because  it  keeps  the  proprietors  of  such 
a  water  supply  on  the  alert  for  nuisances  about  their  water 
worics,  and  because  it  quiets  any  suspicions  in  the  minds  of  the 
consumers  of  the  water  being  unwholesome. 

One  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  town  health  officers,  which 
is  very  satisfactory  to  the  public,  is  the  inspection  of  school 
houses  and  their  surroundings.  Another  duty  highly  com- 
mended by  the  public  is  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  in 
the  city  of  Hartford  in  requiring  all  the  schools  in  the  city, 
now  being  taught  by  over  three  hundred  teachers,  to  be  visited 
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by  a  corps  of  physicians  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  an 
tagious  disease  among  the  pupils,  and  causing  such  pup 
others  suspected  of  any  contagious  disease  to  remain 
from  school  until  their  return  will  not  endanger  the  he; 
the  other  scholars  in  the  schools.  By  this  supervision  th 
ness  among  school  children  has  been  very  much  checked 
knowledge  which  the  physicians,  by  their  frequent  visits 
schools,  impart  to  the  teachers  often  enables  them  to  di 
suspected  contagious  disease,  and  to  temporarily  restrai 
a  child  until  the  physicians  can  make  an  examination 
case. 

One  of  my  constant  duties  as  county  health  of&cer  i 
suiting  with  town  health  officers  and  others  about  all  ki 
questions  relating  to  public  health  and  safety,  and  other  i 
duties  of  a  health  officer.  During  the  period  covered  1 
report  I  have  had  four  hundred  and  eighty  consultation 
have  written  thirteen  hundred  and  focty-four  letters, 
are  times  (only  occasionally  of  course)  when  an  enti: 
will  be  taken  up  by  consultation. 

By  request  from  me  there  have  been  two  resignations  o 
health  officers  in  this  county  during  the  past  year;  theii 
not  having  been  satisfactory.  All  the  old  town  health  i 
whose  term  expired  October  i,  1902,  have  been  reappoini 

Several  appeals  have  been  taken  from  the  orders  ol 
health  officers  to  me  during  the  year.  After  hearing  the 
interested,  the  subject  of  the  appeal  has  in  every  casi 
satisfactorily  adjusted. 

In  the  matter  of  vital  statistics,  I  think  there  is  in  gei 
gradual  improvement,  both  by  those  whose  duty  it  is  to 
the  certificates  and  by  the  registrars.     Perfection  in  n 
and  recording  of  vital  statistics  is  difficult  to  attain.

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Report  of  New  Haven  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut: * 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  the  ninth  annual  report  of 
my  doings  as  county  health  officer  for  New  Haven  County. 
Owing  to  a  change  in  the  statutes,  this  report  will  include  a 
period  of  sixteen  months  from  June  ist,  1901  to  October  ist, 
1902.  There  may  be  a  question  as  to  when  this  office  would 
be  affected  by  the  change,  but  with  your  consent,  I  will  make 
complete  report  to  October  ist. 

In  "causing  the  execution  of  the  laws  relating  to  public  health 
and  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  nuisances  dangerous  to 
public  health,"  the  same  general  plans  have  been  followed,  to 
accomplish  the  desired  results,  as  in  previous  years. 

I  would  first  report  the  meetings  of  the  health  officers  in  this 
county  which,  as  a  preliminary  to  the  actual  work  involved  in 
the  enforcing  of  the  laws  relating  to  public  health,  have  proven 
so  helpful  and  valuable  to  all  engaged  in  the  administration  of 
the  present  sanitary  system  of  Connecticut  in  this  county. 

August  14,  1901,  the  first  meeting,  since  the  making  of  the 
last  report,  was  held  in  West  Haven.  At  this  meeting  the  sani- 
tary regulations  as  finally  adopted  by  the  town  health  officers 
and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  were  considered 
and  reccwnmendations  made.  There  was  a  full  attendance  of 
all  the  town  health  officers  in  the  county. 

September  5th,  1901,  the  quarterly  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Garde,  in  the  city  of  New  Haven ;  no  papers  were  read. 
The  so-called  "garbage  laws"  were  discussed  before  a  com- 
mittee of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

December  5th,  1901,  quarterly  meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel 
Garde,  in  the  city  of  New  Haven.  Dr.  O.  T.  Osborne,  ex-Presi- 
dent of  the  New  Haven  County  Medical  Society  and  a  member 
of  the  committee  from  that  society  to  report  upon  the  care  and 
control  of  tuberculosis,  read  a  paper  before  the  health  officers, 
entitled  "Tuberculosis,  its  Care  and  Control.  Should  reporting 
be  insisted  upon  ?"  Mr.  E.  M.  Yeomans,  County  Health  Officer 
of  Tolland  County,  gave  an  address  upon  the  "Legal  Powers  of 
Town  Health  Officers."  Hon.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,   instructed   the  health  officers   upon 
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"Explicit  Directions  to  Health  Officers  as  to  Quarantii 
Disinfection." 

March  6th,  1902,  another  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Garde,  New  Haven,  Conn.

The  attendance  at  these  meetings  is  not  limited  to  the 
officers  of  New  Haven  County,  as  will  be  noticed  fr( 
names  of  those  who  have  read  papers  at  different  timi 
while  in  attendance  they  have  an  opportunity  to  subn 
advice,  cases  arising  in  their  respective  towns,  and  the  I 
derived  from  personal  conference  with  each  other,  cot 
with  the  information  obtained  by  listening  to  and  discussi 
papers  as  read,  are  shown  by  the  efficient  work  that  ha 
performed  by  them. 

The  result  of  the  practical  work  in  connection  wi 
enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  public  health  and  the 
ment  of  nuisances  detrimental  to  public  health,  so  far 
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county  health  officer  has  been  called  upon  in  connection  there- 
with, shows,  as  in  previous  years,  that  there  is  still  much  to  be 
done,  although  we  have  to  report  again  many  instances  where 
the  laws  have  been  enforced  and  nuisances  detrimental  to 
public  health  abated. 

Following  out  the  practice  of  former  years,  I  have  visited  the 
towns  and  cities  in  the  county  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by 
a  town  health  officer  or  board  of  health,  sometimes  to  advise 
upon  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  frequently  to  prosecute  viola- 
tions, and  often  to  assist  in  procuring  the  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances, without  the  necessity  of  bringing  an  injunction.  Seventy- 
three  such  visits  have  been  made  during  the  period  for  which 
this  report  is  written.  In  some  cases  it  has  been  possible  to 
visit  two  towns  the  same  day,  and  in  two  instances  cases  were 
disposed  of  in  three.  This  work  has  involved  preparation  and 
drafting  of  opinions  that  the  mere  reporting  of  the  individual 
case  would  not  disclose.  Three  hundred  and  four  complaints 
have  been  acted  upon  either  by  consultation  in  the  office,  or  by 
investigation  of  the  conditions  as  reported.  In  connection  with 
this  particular  branch  of  the  work,  I  would  report  that  appeals 
from  the  orders  of  town  health  officers  have  not  been  as  numer- 
ous as  in  scxne  years,  yet  several  have  been  taken  that  involved 
important  questions,  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  community  as 
well  as  the  interest  of  the  individual.  By  reference  to  the 
decisions  in  three  cases,  it  will  be  shown  that  a  local  official  does 
not  always  investigate  as  thoroughly  as  he  should  before  issuing 
the  order  from  which  an  appeal  is  taken.  I  have  held  hearings 
upon  appeals  in  the  towns  where  cases  have  arisen,  or  in  this 
office,  as  the  convenience  of  those  interested  might  be  best 
served.  One  appeal  was  from  an  order  issued,  condemning 
an  ice  pond  as  unfit  for  uses  specified  by  statute ;  another  was 
from  an  order  to  abate  a  nuisance  in  such  a  limited  time  that 
considerable  financial  loss  was  involved;  several  were  from 
orders  issued  in  cases  where  nuisances  were  caused  by  the 
improper  use  of  fertilizer,  and  frequently  an  appeal  is  taken  in 
cases  where  a  local  health  officer  has  ordered  the  abatement  of 
a  nuisance,  necessitating  the  changing  of  a  drainage  system  that 
may  have  been  in  use  for  years,  but  owing  to  changed  conditions 
becomes  dangerous  to  public  health.  We  seldom  find  an  appeal 
taken,  however,  except  in  cases  where  the  parties  interested 
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desire  to  present  their  side  of  the  case  more  fully  than  the; 
had  an  opportunity  to  do  with  the  town  health  officer, 
number  of  appeals  taken  is  very  small  in  comparison  wi 
number  of  orders  issued.  The  decision  of  the  health  ofl 
usually  final,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  order  can  be  t 
plished  without  arrest,  prosecution  or  injunction. 

In  the  beginning  of  our  administration  of  the  duties  of  i 
health  officer,  we  were  frequently  called  upon  to  advise,  ir 
where  an  investigation  disclosed  the  fact,  that  the  compl 
must  have  been  actuated  by  motives  other  than  to 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  a  given  localil 
gradually  such  cases  have  become  less  frequent  until  it  i 
sible  to  report,  this  year,  only  four.  This  change  ha: 
brought  about  by  the  positive  stand  taken  by  the  town 
officers  in  refusing  to  allow  the  position  to  be  used  by  indi^ 
to  satisfy  personal  animosity  toward  a  neighbor.  In  all 
submitted,  the  complaints,  copies  of  orders  issued  and  r 
of  final  termination  of  the  case  are  on  file  in  this  office,  . 
several  cases  have  been  convenient  for  reference  as  sh 
action  taken  previously,  where  similar  conditions  existed 

Of  the  laws  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1901, 
ing  the  duties  of  town  health  officers,  that  providing  foi 
thorough  inspection  of  public  and  private  water  supplii 
the  reporting  of  typhoid  cases,  has  increased  the  work 
office  very  materially.  By  an  understanding  in  this  c 
between  this  department  and  the  officials  of  several  watei 
panies,  or  the  city  officials,  in  cases  where  the  water  suj 
owned  and  managed  by  the  public,  the  law  has  been 
operation  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Of  course,  this  work  is  confined  almost  exclusively 
abatement  of  nuisances  upon  the  banks  of  a  reservoir 
tributaries  leading  into  it,  and  the  caring  for  the  conditioi 
rounding  a  typhoid  case,  to  avoid  contamination.  Severa 
have  arisen  where  it  was  necessary  to  arrest  parties  maint 
nuisances  upon  small  streams  that  were  sources  of  a 
supply.  At  first  it  was  considered  by  some  as  an  infring 
upon  their  rights  of  ownership,  but  the  result  of  the  jut 
enforcement  of  the  law  for  fourteen  months  has  been  to 
come  this  opposition  and  satisfy  them  that  nothing  is 
except  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.     It  was  hard  f 
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owner  to  understand,  why  he  should  not  be  permitted  to  main- 
tain bis  own  fertilizer  factory  by  leaving  the  carcasses  of  dead 
horses  to  decay,  and  the  bones  to  become  fit  to  spread  upon  the 
land  the  following  spring  on  the  banks  of  a  stream,  or  in  a  lot 
that  drained  into  the  stream,  as  he  had  been  doing  for  years. 
.\11  town  health  officers  report  typhoid  fever  cases  occurring 
in  this  jurisdiction  to  the  water  companies,  receiving  compensa- 
tion agreed  upon  at  a  conference  between  representatives  of 
the  companies  and  the  health  officers.  This  cooperation  has 
enabled  prompt  service  and  much  better  protection. 

The  enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to  vital  statistics  con- 
tinues to  require  constant  attention  from  this  office.  I  have 
examined,  since  making  the  last  report,  the  certificates  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths,  the  records  of  registrars  of  vital  statistics 
and  the  returns  of  burials  in  all  but  five  towns  in  the  county. 
It  is  my  purpose  to  examine  the  records  of  each  registrar  once 
a  year,  at  least,  and  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities  more  frequent 
examinations  are  necessary.  It  is  not  often  we  find  certificates 
returned,  after  the  time  provided  by  law,  unless  some  explana- 
tion has  been  given.  The  physicians,  without  exception,  are 
now  complying  with  the  law  in  this  county,  as  it  relates  to  the 
returning  of  birth  certificates.  I  do  not  mean  that  mistakes  do 
not  occur,  but  the  law  has  been  complied  with,  in  nearly  every 
instance. 

Only  three  cases  have  been  called  to  our  attention  where 
clergymen  have  failed  to  return  marriage  licenses,  but  the  ques- 
tion has  been  presented  as  to  the  right  of  a  person  not  an 
ordained  preacher  to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony.  A  case 
was  reported  of  one  who  officiated,  a  reader,  so-called,  in  a 
Jewish  synagogue.  The  registrar  refused  to  accept  the  return, 
and  reported  the  case  to  this  office  for  investigation.  The  par- 
ties were  advised  that  the  ceremony  was  illegal,  and  they  were 
married  by  the  licensed  Rabbi  of  the  synagogue.  An  investiga- 
tion of  the  actual  standing  of  the  party  who  performed  the 
ceremony,  which  involved  the  examination  of  records  in  another 
state,  was  made.  We  found  that  he  was  not  within  the  class 
described  by  the  statute.  A  prosecution  was  brought,  but  upon 
a  complete  explanation  of  the  facts  it  was  not  pressed,  the 
party  who  performed  the  ceremony  leaving  the  state.  The 
laws  of  this  state,  that  provide  for  those  who  may  perform  the 
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marriage  cermony,  are  peculiar  to  Connecticut,  and  man) 
mistakes  are  made,  because  the  perscm  officiating  come; 
another  state,  where  the  provisions  of-  the  law  diflfei 
materially.  Uniform  laws  throughout  the  United  States 
be  an  improvement.  The  returns  of  the  marriage  licen! 
more  nearly  correct,  partly  owing  to  the  fact  that  data  re 
by  law  is  procured  by  the  registrar. 

Since  the  change  made  by  the  superintendent  of  vital  st 
in  the  form  of  death  certificates,  I  have  found  the  recc 
deaths  very  much  improved,  and  undertakers  in  this 
are  working  conscientiously  to  make  complete  certi 
There  are  cases  where  it  is  impossible  to  get  all  the  infor 
required :  for  illustration,  two  children  died  of  scarlet  fi 
Beacon  Falls,  their  parents  were  Slavs,  and  no  one  in  thi 
could  talk  with  them.  The  bodies  must  be  buried, 
incomplete  certificates  of  death.  Such  cases  are  exceptio 
course,  and  as  a  rule  the  certificates  show  marked  improv 

The  returns  made  by  sextons  have  become  a  part  > 
statistical  wcxk.  These  returns  are  valuable  to  enable  th 
ing  of  the  body  of  a  deceased  person.  Such  returns  art 
from  every  cemetery  in  the  county.  In  connection  wi 
work  we  have  examined  nearly  five  thousand  certificates, 
comparing  the  original  with  the  records  as  copied  by  the 
trar.  The  registrars  in  New  Haven  County  are  entii 
much  credit  for  the  efforts  put  forth  by  them  to  have  thi 
of  their  office  neatly  and  correctly  done,  also  to  secure  | 
and  complete  returns  from  the  physicians.  I  am  informi 
in  some  towns  the  registrars  remind  the  physicians  of  tl 
that  the  last  day  for  making  a  return  of  their  birth  cert 
has  arrived ;  undoubtedly  we  should  have  reason  to  enfo 
penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  more  frequent! 
it  not  for  the  work  done  in  this  way. 

While  the  system  of  collecting  and  recording  certifies 
connection  with  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  has  im 
very  much  during  the  past  ten  years,  the  method  of  pre; 
the  original  certificates  is  in  the  towns,  especially,  very 
feet.  It  is  impossible  to  find  the  original  certificates  in  r 
the  towns  in  the  county  for  more  than  ten  years.  The  a 
ties,  outside  the  cities,  do  not  provide  a  proper  place  in  w 
keep  them.     It  is  frequently  the  case  that  a  registrar  is  s 
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town  clerk,  and  has  a  safe  furnished  by  the  town  that  will  hold 
his  record  books,  but  there  is  no  room  for  the  births,  marriage 
and  death  certificates,  and  they  will  be  found  tied  in  bundles 
and  stowed  away  in  the  attic,  or  perhaps,  in  some  drawer.  In 
one  of  our  largest  cities  filing  boxes  have  been  provided,  but 
in  case  of  fire  there  would  be  nothing  to  save  the  certificates 
from  destruction.  In  another  the  certificates  are  filed  in  closets 
outside  the  regular  vault,  because  there  is  not  room  for  them 
inside.  Of  course,  in  later  years,  the  copying  of  certificates  has 
been  more  thoroughly  done,  but  if  a  date  happens  to  be  entered 
wrong  there  is  no  means  of  correcting  it  except  by  reference  to 
the  original,  and  they  should  be  carefully  preserved.  The  town 
of  Guilford  has  probably  the  best  preserved  records  and  certifi- 
cates of  any  town  in  New  Haven  County,  and  a  model  vault  in 
which  they  may  be  filed  away.  Here  will  be  found  original 
certificates  beginning  with  the  time  the  system  was  inaugurated. 
Of  the  cities  in  the  county,  Meriden  gives  us  the  best  illustration 
of  modem  methods,  all  the  certificates  being  filed  away  by  years 
in  a  fire-proof  vault.  In  towns  where  a  new  registrar  is  elected, 
and  the  ofiice  moved  from  one  place  to  another,  certificates  are 
frequently  lost  or  destroyed.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement 
if  every  office  of  a  registrar  of  vital  statistics  were  provided  with 
a  vault  or  safe  large  enough  to  file  all  the  certificates  received. 

There  is  still  a  question  with  the  boards  of  health  in  two  cities 
in  New  Haven  County  as  to  the  power  of  the  county  health 
oflScer  to  cooperate  with  them.  The  supervision  of  the  doings 
of  health  officers  in  this  county  is  limited  to  the  town  health 
ofiicers  and  to  the  boards  of  health  and  city  health  officers  with 
the  exception  of  those  referred  to.  We  are  always  ready  and 
willing  to  cooperate  with  all  boards  of  health  in  our  jurisdiction. 

The  system  of  quarantine  and  care  of  contagious  disease  will 
never  be  uniform  in  this  or  any  other  county  in  the  State,  until 
the  city  boards  of  health  recognize  the  sanitary  system,  which 
the  legislature  must  have  intended  to  create,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  whether  they  were  residents 
of  a  city  or  town.  The  cities  that  have  voluntarily  united  with 
the  health  officials,  in  their  efforts  to  have  the  law  enforced 
uniformly  and  consistently,  have  in  several  instances  either 
adopted  the  regulations  as  enforced  by  the  town  health  officers, 
or  amended  their  by-laws  to  conform  to  them  as  far  as  prac- 
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ticable.  In  the  city  of  Meriden  there  has  been  a  complet 
sion  of  the  by-laws  relating  to  public  health.  It  was  oil 
ilege  to  assist  in  this  work,  having  been  requested  to  do 
the  city  health  ofHcials.  In  Ansonia  the  same  work  wa 
last  winter,  but  for  some  reason  not  known  to  the  writ 
revision  has  not  been  adopted  by  the  board  of  alderme 
the  city  of  Derby,  the  sanitary  regulations  as  adopted  b; 
health  officers  have  been  put  in  operation.  We  certainl 
forward  to  the  time  when  the  city  and  town  health  office 
have  equal  powers,  in  every  jurisdiction  in  the  St^te,  and 
all  those  holding  official  positions,  whether  as  member 
board  of  health,  or  as  city  or  town  officers,  will  cooperat 
each  other  to  bring  about  a  uniform  enforcement  of  the  lai 
While  the  subject  of  quarantine  is  now  generally  unde 
by  the  public,  and  the  town  health  officers  usually  succ 
enforcing  the  laws  relating  thereto,  still,  instances  do 
where  the  individual  does  not  appreciate  the  importance 
and  it  becomes  necessary  to  prosecute  for  violations  of  the 
issued  by  the  health  cheers.  During  an  epidemic  of  sma 
that  occurred  in  one  of  the  cities  during  the  year,  the  < 
appeared  in  an  adjoining  town.  The  family,  consisting 
persons,  were  placed  under  quarantine,  and  in  order  to  e 
the  law,  it  became  necessary  to  employ  guards  to  carry  o 
orders  of  the  health  officer.  This  was  done  by  the  joint  i 
of  the  selectmen  and  the  town  health  officer;  general  vacci 
was  ordered,  the  result  being  absolute  control  of  the  disea 
other  cases  appearing  in  the  town.  In  connection  with  the 
antining  of  cases  of  contagious  disease,  the  accurate  and  p 
reporting  of  a  case,  to  the  health  officer,  by  the  attending 
cian  is,  of  course,  necessary.  This  report  is  not  always 
promptly,  and  in  some  cases  the  health  cfficer  is  not  nt 
Frequently  the  health  officer  is  informed  of  the  fact  that  i 
tagious  disease  has  occurred,  by  neighbors,  who  do  not  w 
have  their  children  unnecessarily  exposed  to  the  contagio 
physician  was  prosecuted  for  failure  to  report  a  case  of 
theria  attended  by  him.  The  case  was  finally  terminated  1 
court  imposing  a  fine  with  costs,  and  since  that  time  no 
plaints  have  been  received  of  the  failure  to  report  cases  i 
city  health  officer.  Where  strict  quarantine  is  carried  out 
tagious  diseases  are  controlled  much  more  successfully  th 
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those  communities  where  the  authorities  are  lax,  and  allow  mem- 
bers of' families  in  which  a  case  occurs  to  go  among  the  people 
in  the  neighborhood 

In  the  work  of  enforcing  the  laws  relating  to  the  practice  of 
medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery,  more  time  has  been  taken 
than  in  any  previous  year.  Three  cases  for  violation  of  the 
law  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  were  brought,  and  one 
party  was  twice  prosecuted  for  different  offences  within  a  period 
of  three  months.  To  successfully  prosecute  a  case  of  this  kind 
involves  the  getting  together  of  evidence  that  is  very  difficult  to 
obtain,  as  a  person  who  is  practicing  without  being  registered 
informs  his  patients  of  the  conditions,  and  they  refuse  to  testify 
against  him.  Many  complaints  are  received  and  investigations 
made,  but  frequently  we  find  the  alleged  physician  is  only  recom- 
mending, in  his  practice,  a  remedy  sold  under  a  copyright,  and 
is  thus  protected  from  the  operaticm  of  the  law.  There  has 
been  much  work  done  among  unregistered  midwives.  Several 
prosecutions  have  been  brought  and  successfully  tried.  One 
persistent  violator  of  the^aw  was  convicted,  and  we  have  found 
no  trace  of  her  practice  since.  Complaints  of  midwives  come 
to  us  through  local  health  officers,  who  receive  information 
from  parents,  and  during  the  past  year  many  cc»nplaints  have 
been  made  by  those  who  have  successfully  passed  examination 
and  received  a  certificate  of  registration  from  your  secretary. 
They  find  that  their  services  are  interfered  with  by  so-called 
midwives,  who  have  ignored  the  law  and  practice  secretly  among 
their  own  people.  A  single  prosecution  in  a  community  usually 
stops  the  practice,  and  all  who  are  able  to  do  so  prepare  for  the 
examination  and  become  licensed  midwives. 

In  enforcing  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons  we  have 
employed  agents  who  have  made  a  special  investigation  among 
the  druggists  in  the  county.  It  was  not  because  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  druggists  were  not  complying  with  the  law,  as 
to  registering  their  sales,  or  labeling  the  package,  but  because 
complaint  had  been  received  of  individual  cases  where  the  law 
was  not  complied  with.  We  have  visited  personally  many  of 
the  proprietors,  and  urged  them  to  comply  with  the  law  in  the 
future,  under  a  warning,  that  if  a  second  violation  is  detected 
they  will  be  brought  before  the  court.  We  could  report  many 
conditions  as  found  that,  I  am  sure,  would  receive  the  condem- 
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nation  of  your  Honorable  Board.  The  licensed  phai 
occupies  a  position  in  the  community  second  to  none  in  i 
ance,  and  his  business  should  be  conducted  in  strict 
pliance  with  the  law.  The  laws  controlling  the  sale  of  [ 
do  not  prevent  dealers  in  hardware  from  selling  paris 
which  we  believe  is  a  serious  mistake.  Why  should  a  di 
be  required  to  register  a  sale  of  arsenic  amounting  to  ten 
when  his  next-door  neighbor,  a  hardware  merchant,  c 
paris  green  in  quantities  to  suit  his  custcwners,  without  at 
caution  whatever?  The  investigation  as  to  the  sale  of  i 
su^ests  the  thought,  that  uniform  record  books  should  1 
nished  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  or  the  Pharmacy 
mission,  to  all  druggists.  The  law  requires  such  record: 
filed  with  the  town  clerk  when  completed,  but  I  know  c 
one  such  record  in  this  county. 

Since  the  last  report  was  submitted,  there  have  bee 
changes  among  the  health  officers  in  the  county,  made  net 
by  resignation  and  expiration  of  terms  for  which  appoin 
were  made  four  years  ago.  All  changes  have  been  repo: 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  required  1: 
I  think  the  health  officers  of  New  Haven  County  are 
organized  than  ever  before,  and  their  work  the  past  year 
a  knowledge  of  their  duties,  familiarity  with  the  sanitarj 
and  an  interest  in  its  enforcement,  equal  to  those  in  the 
counties  of  the  State.

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Report  of  New  Lx)ndon  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

In  accord  with  the  statute  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  returns  of  vital  statis- 
tics over  the  year  previous.  Some  of  the  physicians,  particu- 
larly in  New  London,  have  a  habit,  it  would  seem,  of  collecting  a 
number  of  birth  certificates  and  leaving  them  with  the  registrar 
at  any  time  that  seems  most  convenient.  I  have  called  this  prac- 
tice to  the  attention  of  the  physicians  indulging  in  it  in  such  a 
way  that  I  feel  confident  it  will  not  be  continued.  I  think  there 
is  no  desire  or  intent  on  the  part  of  those  upon  whom  the  duty 
is  cast  to  furnish  this  information  to  disregard  the  law,  but  the 
negligence  comes  rather  from  a  failure  to  realize  the  importance 
of  the  information  and  the  value  in  having  the  returns  promptly 
made.  Xo  criminal  prosecutions  have  yet  been  brought  against 
persons  guilty  of  breaches  of  the  vital  statistics  law,  but  the 
delinquents  will  be  prosecuted  if  they  continue  to  fail  in  being 
prompt.  There  is  a  general  observance  of  the  law  on  the  part 
of  the  registrars. 

For  a  long  time  the  city  of  New  London  had  no  health  officer. 
The  duties  were  ordinarily  performed  by  a  policeman,  who  was 
subject  in  a  measure  to  the  health  committee  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Council.  There  was  apparently  no  uniform  practice  of 
quarantining  or  disinfection,  nor  a  sanitary  system  which  was  to 
any  degree  effective.  Section  2531  of  the  General  Statutes, 
Kev.  1902,  which  provicfes  for  the  appointment  of  a  city  health 
officer,  had  not  been  complied  with  by  the  authorities.  From 
not  having  a  "discreet  person,  learned  in  medical  and  sanitary 
science"  as  health  officer,  New  London  next  had  two  such 
officials.  The  Supreme  Court  determined  who  was  the  health 
officer  and  sustained  the  county  health  officer  in  making  the 
appointment.  There  is  now  in  New  London  a  responsible  sani- 
tarian as  health  officer.  This  is  something  which  has  not  existed 
before  to  my  knowledge,  and  certainly  not  since  1893. 

Consultations  with  health  officers  and  opinions  given  them, 
and  investigation  of  complaints  with  them,  have  formed  a  part 
of  my  routine  duties  during  the  year. 

I  have  been  called  in  consultation  with  the  town  health  officer 
of  two  towns  concerning  the  matter  of  sewage  disposal.     In  the 
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village  of  Pawcatuck,  in  the  town  of  Stonington,  pro 
should  be  made  for  a  sewerage  system.  Complaints  of  nu 
are  frequent  from  that  section  and  they  will  continue  to  be 
the  matter  of  building  a  system  of  sewers  is  taken  up  and  ■ 
through.  In  certain  thickly-settled  portions  of  East  Lyni 
ticularly  during  the  summer,  the  method  of  sewage  d 
exposes  the  well  water  to  possible  contaminating  infl' 
which  may  result  in  an  epidemic  of  those  diseases  which 
,  such  a  condition.  The  health  officers  of  botli  of  these 
are  alive  to  the  dangers  and  take  all  precaution. 

In  the  matter  of  licensing  a  fat-rendering  establishment 
town  of  Groton,  I  advised  the  health  officer  to  hold  a 
hearing,  giving  actual  notice  to  all  persons  interested  am 
plaining,  and  to  publish  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearir 
newspaper  circulated  in  the  town.  This  was  done  and 
quent  results  convinced  me  of  the  wisdom  of  the  course. 

Two  criminal  prosecutions  have  been  brought  for  the 
to  obey  the  town  health  officer's  order.  A  conviction  r 
in  both  cases  and  the  nuisances  were  abated  as  ordered. 

There  have  been  no  appeals  taken  to  me  during  the  year 
could  be  recognized  as  such  under  the  statute.  A  scho 
trict  board  appealed  from  the  Norwich  city  health  officer's 
requiring  the  vaccination  of  school  children  before  they 
attend  school,  but  the  appeal  was  not  taken  within  the  sta 
time  and  was,  therefore,  not  considered  by  me. 

In  some  towns  there  have  been  differences  between  the  i 
ing  physician  and  the  health  officer  as  to  the  diagnosis  of 
In  these  cases  I  have  always  advised  the  health  officer 
was  his  duty  to  accept  the  diagnosis  of  the  attending  ph; 
and  placard  and  quarantine  accordingly. 

Few  of  the  health  officers  have  posted  and  publish 
vaccination  regulation  approved  by  your  board  as  yet.  Ii 
of  the  manufacturing  towns  in  the  county  there  has  been 
eral  vaccination  of  the  mill  employees.  There  is  no  town 
county  where  the  people  have  been  vaccinated  to  any  exter 
recently.  There  have  been  but  three  changes  in  health  < 
during  the  year.

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Report  of  Fairfield  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — Pursuant  to  Section  2520  of  the  General 
Statutes,  Revision  of  1902,  I  present  herewith  my  annual  report 
as  county  health  officer  for  Fairfield  County. 

The  change  in  the  statute,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  county 
health  officer  to  report  during  the  month  of  October  instead  of 
during  the  month  of  June,  renders  it  necessary  to  cover  in  this 
rqx)rt  the  sixteen  months  from  June  ist,  1901  to  October  ist, 
1902. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  in  the  town  health  officers  in 
this  county.  The  resignation  of  Dr.  F.  J.  Wales  of  Monroe 
was  reluctantly  accepted,  and  Mr.  Stephen  B.  Hayes  of  that 
town  was  appointed  in  his  stead.  All  the  other  town  health 
officers,  whose  terms  have  expired,  have  been  reappointed. 

Certain  new  laws  and  regulations  have  gone  into  effect  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report;  among  them  the  statute 
requiring  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  any 
regulation  adopted  by  a  town  health  officer  before  the  same  should 
become  effective.  The  necessity  of  such  approval  of  the  exist- 
ing regulation  was  made  use  of  to  bring  about  a  general  revision 
of  these  regulations,  which  resulted  in  their  improvement  in 
some  respects  where  the  experience  of  the  town  and  county 
health  officers  for  the  past  few  years  showed  need  of  amend- 
ment. Among  other  changes,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
added  to  the  list  of  diseases  required  to  be  reported  to  the  local 
health  officers.  This  received  the  approval  of  your  Board  and 
is  now  in  force  in  all  towns  in  this  county.  The  reports  made 
pursuant  to  it,  however,  are,  I  am  convinced,  not  as  numerous 
as  they  should  be.  The  physicians  are,  however,  making  such 
reports  more  frequently  than  at  first,  and  I  believe  that  in  the 
near  future  this  disease  will  be  reported  quite  as  carefully  as 
anv  other. 

After  the  adoption  of  this  regulation  throughout  the  State, 
I  took  pains  to  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the  cities  where  no 
such  ordinance  existed.  In  Bridgeport  the  medical  society, 
at  my  suggestion,  took  the  matter  up  and  devoted  several  even- 
ings to  its  discussion.  A  committee  of  that  society  was 
appointed,  who  made  a  very  careful  investigation  of  the  ordi- 
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nances  upon  that  subject  in  other  cities  in  this  State  an 
where,  and  their  workings,  and  reported  a  form  of  ord 
which  they  recommended.  The  society  approved  of  the 
and  instructed  the  committee  to  bring  the  matter  befc 
Board  of  Heahh  and  the  Common  Council  and  secure,  if  p( 
the  adc^tion  of  the  ordinance.  This  resulted  in  the  pass 
such  an  ordinance,  which  is  now  in  force.  In  a  similar  r 
the  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Danburj- 
cal  Society,  which  appointed  a  committee  for  a  like  pi 
That  committee  still  has  the  matter  under  consideration  a 
not  yet  reported.  The  other  cities  and  boroughs  in  this 
also  have  similar  ordinances. 

The  new  law  relating  to  the  form  of  death  certificat 
called  for  some  attention,  I  sent  to  all  the  physiciar 
undertakers  in  the  county  a  circular  letter  explaining  il 
visions,  and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  examine  the  i 
of  vital  statistics,  I  believe  the  results  are  more  satisfactor 
they  were  under  the  old  system. 

Another  regulation  has  been  generally  adopted  throi 
the  county  by  the  town  health  officers  so  recently  that  it  1 
yet  receivjed  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Heal 
requires  the  vaccination  of  school  children  before  they  si 
permitted  to  attend  school.  Since  it  was  submitted 
State  Board  I  have,  at  the  request  of  that  body,  caused  i 
to  be  made,  through  the  town  health  officers,  as  to  the  pro[ 
of  school  children  already  vaccinated.  The  results,  wj 
yet  incomplete,  are  rather  surprising  in  some  of  the  s 
towns.  Bridgeport  and  Huntington  are  the  only  towns 
county,  so  far  as  I  have  learned,  where  the  school  board 
required  a  certificate  of  vaccination,  as  they  may  und 
statute,  before  admitting  a  child  to  school.  In  the  other 
the  proportion  of  vaccinated  children,  including  the  cii 
Danbury,  Norwalk  and  South  Norwalk,  show  that  there 
at  the  time  of  the  inquiry,  10,988  children  in  attendance,  of 
only  3,162.  or  a  little  less  than  47  per  cent.,  were  vaccin: 

The  incorporation  by  the  last  legislature  of  the  boroi 
Ridgefield  raised  some  interesting  questions  of  jurisd 
which  were  amicably  solved  by  the  Joint  appointment  I 
borough  and  myself,  under  Section  2531  of  the  General  Si 
of  1902,  of  Dr.  R.  W.  Lowe,  the  town  health  officer,  as 
officer  of  the  borough. 
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During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  I  have  heard  appeals 
from  the  action  of  town  health  officers  in  about  the  usual  num- 
ber of  cases,  none  of  which  present  any  unusual  features.  The 
one  of  most  importance  was  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  the 
town  health  officer  of  Norwalk,  relative  to  a  private  sewer  with 
which  a  number  of  dwellings  \vere  connected,  discharging  upon 
the  mud-flats  in  East  Norwalk.  At  low  tide  these  flats  were 
left  bare  and  nuisance  was  claimed  to  result.  I  held  several 
public  hearings  at  which  both  sides  were  fully  heard  and  the 
order  of  the  health  officer  affirmed  in  the  main. 

I  have  brought  criminal  prosecutions  in  ten  cases,  and  have 
investigated  complaints  in  a  considerable  number  of  others. 
In  all  cases  where  prosecutions  have  been  brought,  compliance 
with  the  law  has  been  obtained,  and  all  those  that  have  been 
pressed  for  trial  have  resulted  in  conviction.  Complaint  was 
made  to  me  against  a  physician  practicing  without  registration 
in  Bridgeport.  Pending  the  issuance  of  a  warrant  he  departed 
from  the  jurisdiction  and  no  further  steps  were  taken.  One 
midwife  was  successfully  prosecuted  in  the  town  of  Huntington 
and  penalties  were  inflicted  in  three  cases  for  violation  of  orders 
of  town  health  officers.  One  prosecution  for  violation  of  quar- 
antine is  now  pending. 

I  was  called  upon  to  prosecute  for  a  violation  of  an  ordinance 
in  the  borough  of  New  Canaan  and  went  there  for  that  purpose. 
I  found,  however,  upon  investigation  that  the  requirement  of 
the  borough  charter  as  to  publication  of  the  ordinance  had  not 
been  complied  with.  This  defect  was  fatal  and  no  prosecution 
was  brought.  The  investigation  resulted,  however,  in  a  proper 
publication  of  the  ordinance. 

Defective  service  of  notice  resulted  similarly  in  South  Nor- 
walk, where  I  was  asked  to  bring  a  prosecution  by  the  city  board 
of  health. 

Two  cases  of  small  pox  in  a  thickly-settled  part  of  the  town 
of  Norwalk,  lying  just  outside  the  city,  called  for  some  time 
and  attention  from  me.  Several  legal  questions  arose  out  of 
the  conditions  existing,  among  them  a  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
occupants  of  the  premises  quarantined,  for  reimbursement  for 
property  necessarily  destroyed  in  the  fumigation  and  disinfec- 
tion of  the  house.  The  patients  afflicted  with  the  disease  were 
temporarily  visiting  Norwalk  when  they  were  taken  ill.    The 
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regular  occupants  of  the  house  were  removed  to  tents  a 
house  used  as  an  isolation  hospital  until  their  convale 
Some  articles  of  clothing  were  necessarily  injured  in  tl 
infection  process,  and  claim  was  made  upon  the  town  fo 
value.  The  selectmen  were  advised  that  no  legal  liability  i 
and  declined  to  pay  the  bill.  Proceedings  were  threateni 
none  have  as  yet  been  brought. 

An  unusual  problem  was  presented  by  a  petition  of  a  r 
of  citizens  of  the  town  of  Ridgefield  to  the  town  health 
of  that  town,  requesting  relief  from  a  shortage  of  water  ! 
The  water  company,  which  supplies  Ridgefield  with  wate 
artesian  wells,  was  unable  from  that  source  to  furnish  su 
water  at  certain  times  of  the  day  during  the  dry  season 
citizens  who  petitioned  the  health  officer  contended  th 
shortage  was  a  menace  to  public  health,  and  desired  him 
steps  for  temporary  relief  by  bringing  about  a  connectio 
a  small  pond  of  good  water  a  short  distance  from  the  pv 
station  of  the  water  company.  The  health  officer  called 
to  advise  him  as  to  his  powers  and  duties  in  the  premisi 
I  was  compelled  to  advise  him  that  the  steps  which  th 
tioners  asked  him  to  take  would  be  in  excess  of  his  jurisc 
The  shortage  was  of  but  a  brief  duration  and  the  supp 
soon  sufficient. 

There  has  been  one  meeting  of  the  town  health  officers 
county  held  at  Bridgeport,  which  was  well  attended  an 
ductive  of  good  results.  Its  deliberations  showed  th 
standard  of  interest  in  the  work  was  being  kept  up,  am 
other  evidence,  convinced  me  that  the  standard  of  effi 
among  the  town  health  officers  in  this  county  is  higher  1 
has  been  at  any  time  previous. 

The  town  of  Greenwich  during  the  past  year,  throuj 
munificence  of  one  of  its  citizens,  has  been  supplied  wi 
most  complete  and  modem  isolation  plant  which  exists 
State,  if  not  in  the  country.  A  considerable  tract  of  la 
some  distance  frmn  any  residences,  has  been  secured  ant 
have  been  erected  four  buildings  i  one  a  dwelling  house 
keeper,  and  three  separate  and  distinct  isolation  hos 
These  buildings  are  of  stone,  and  when  completed  v 
equipped  with  all  the  most  modem  sanitary  appliances, 
the  purpose  to  devote  one  to  the  reception  of  scarlet  fever 
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one  to  diphtheria  cases,  and  one  to  cases  of  small  pox,  should 
such  exist. 

I  know  of  nothing  in  the  county  which  marks  greater  advance 
in  sanitary  matters  than  the  erection  of  this  complete  and 
modem  isolation  hospital.  A  similar  step,  although  of  less 
importance,  has  been  taken  in  Bridgeport  by  a  considerable 
enlargement  and  modernizing  of  the  isolation  hospital  in  that 
city.  Bridgeport  is  able  now,  with  a  considerable  degree  of 
efficiency,  to  take  care  of  such  cases  of  contagious  diseases  as 
may  be  incapable  of  proper  isolation  in  the  homes  of  the  patients. 
This  has  only  been  partially  true  up  to  the  present  time,  as  the 
isolation  plant  has  been  insufficient  in  size  and  incomplete  in  its 
appointments.  While  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  a 
considerable  step  in  advance  has  been  taken.  I  may  with  pro- 
priety repeat  my  convictions,  as  expressed  in  previous  reports, 
that  every  town  of  any  considerable  size  would  find  it  advan- 
tageous, not  only  from  a  humanitarian  standpoint,  but  from  the 
standpoint  of  economy  as  well,  if  they  were  supplied  with  a 
modem,  commodious,  well-kept  isolation  hospital. 

Considerable  time  has  necessarily  been  devoted  to  routine 
matters,  such  as  have  been  described  in  previous  reports,  and 
necessarily  recur  year  after  year.  I  need  not  occupy  the  space 
necessary  to  enumerate  them.

Report  of  Windham  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

The  work  of  the  past  year  was  greatly  increased  by  the  exist- 
ence of  many  cases  of  small  pox  in  the  county.  Troublesome 
situations,  the  control  of  which  was  naturally  attended  with 
great  solicitude,  developed  several  times.  Questions  involving 
the  quarantine  of  those  who  had  been  exposed  to  small  pox,  as 
^ell  as  those  already  affected  with  the  disease,  arose  and  called 
for  a  good  deal  of  anxious  and  careful  deliberation.     Other 
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problems,  which  of  necessity  must  arise  during  an  outbr 
small  pox,  presented  themselves, — such  as  the  most  f 
methods  of  securing  protection  by  vaccination,  etc. 

The  locaJ  authorities  cooperated  with  the  efforts  of  the 
officers,  and  wherever  the  disease  appeared  prompt  and  d 
methods  of  repression  were  adopted.  The  State  Boa 
Health  was  freely  called  upon  for  advice  and  assistanci 
proved  of  inestimable  benefit  in  emergencies  which  arose, 
county  health  officer  rendered  such  service  as  he  could. 

To  the  working  together  of  all  the  officials  may  w 
attributed  the  success  which  attended  the  measures  adop 
protect  our  communities. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  made  to  me  that  the  M 
Practice  Act  was  being  repeatedly  violated  by  a  resident 
county,  who  was  making  a  specialty  of  treating  cancers, 
consultation  with  the  state's  attorney,  a  criminal  prosecutic 
instituted  against  the  alleged  offender.  The  accused  was 
over  to  the  Superior  Court,  but  at  the  trial  there  in  Septi 
1902,  the  jury  acquitted  him. 

To  the  State's  attorney,  as  well  as  to  myself,  it  seen 
though  the  claim  of  the  accused  that  the  patient  had  been  ; 
ently  cured  weighed  with  the  jury  rather  more  strongly  th 
claim  of  the  prosecution  that  the  cure  had  been  illegally  ef 

The  old  corps  of  town  health  officers  remain,  except 
towns  of  Thompson,  Brooklyn  and  Plainfield,  where  re 
tions  of  efficient  officers  made  it  necessary  to  fill  the  vac 
with  new  men. 

I  have  given  considerable  attention  to  vital  statistics, 
have  been  occasional  lapses  on  the  part  of  physicians  in  n 
returns,  but  they  were  few  in  number,  and  almost  alway 
sisted  of  delays  in  making  returns  rather  than  of  defects 
certificates  themselves. 

The  work  of  correspondence  and  consultations  was  lar 
volume  than  in  any  previous  year.  This  doubtless  resultei 
the  small  pox  epidemic  and  the  allied  matter  of  vaccinatioi 
the  same  time  the  longer  the  present  health  system  contin 
force  and  the  more  efficient  it  becomes,  the  greater  is  tht 
devolving  on  the  county  health  officer. 

I  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  who,  on  several  occasions,  during  the  p 
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of  our  small  pox  epidemic,  came  to  our  county  at  the  instance 
of  the  town  authorities  and  myself,  and  gave  us  timely  and 
almost  indispensable  help.

Report  of  Litchfield  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

The  following  report  of  my  doings  as  county  health  officer 
for  Litchfield  County  is  for  the  period  extending  from  June  ist, 
1901  to  October  ist,  1902. 

During  that  time  three  new  health  officers  have  been  appointed, 
viz.:  Dr.  John  W.  Ives,  health  officer  of  Cornwall,  in  place  of 
Dr.  W.  M.  Curtiss,  removed  to  Bristol ;  L.  W.  Whittlesey,  Esq., 
health  officer  of  Morris,  to  succeed  Mr.  H.  C.  Alvord,  resigned, 
and  Dr.  R.  G.  Hassard,  health  officer  of  Thomaston,  in  place 
of  Dr.  T.  St. John,  resigned.  All  of  the  other  health  officers 
(except  Dr.  E.  L.  Smith,  who  is  holding  over  as  health  officer 
of  Bethlehem)  have  been  reappointed  upon  expiration  of  their 
respective  terms. 

As  has  been  said  in  former  reports  to  your  Honorable  Board, 
the  work  of  the  county  health  officer  includes  a  vast  amount  of 
detail  covering  the  different  towns,  the  work  of  one  town  being 
so  similar  to  that  of  another  in  many  respects  and  such  a  con- 
stant repetition,  as  to  render  an  itemized  statement  impracticable 
and  useless,  at  this  time. 

It  consists  of  numerous  consultations  with  health  officers  and 
others  concerning  matters  relating  to  public  health,  advice  to 
and  cooperaticMi  with  health  officers  in  the  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances and  disposition  of  perplexing  questions  constantly  arising 
with  the  local  health  officer,  searching  for,  noting,  and  securing, 
as  far  as  possible,  correction  of  errors  which  constantly  occur 
in  the  records  of  vital  statistics,  returns  of  physicians,  clergy- 
men, undertakers  and  sextons,  acting  upon  the  accounts  of  the 
various  health  officers,  etc. 
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While  upon  examination  of  vital  statistics  and  regisi 
records,  I  find  steady  improvement,  yet  new  errors  cCMist 
creep  in ;  important  omissions,  wrong  dates,  returns  unindc 
etc.,  are  found  necessitating  many  letters  to  physicians,  cl< 
men,  undertakers,  sextons  and  others,  responsible  for  said  ei 
in  the  effort  to  secure  as  complete  and  correct  returns  as 
sible.  Marriages  are  occasionally  recorded  as  of  the  da 
issuing  the  license;  burials  are  frequently  reported  as  o 
date  of  death ;  removal  permits  are  sometimes  returned  b 
sexton  without  the  endorsement  required  by  law.  While 
omissions  are  few  compared  with  the  total  returns,  it  is 
the  less  important  that  they  be  corrected  when  possible.  " 
errors  are  diminishing  in  number  and  yet  they  occasic 
occur.  In  some  instances  the  registrars  receive  most  any 
from  the  physicians,  sextons  and  undertakers,  no  matter 
imperfect,  but  most  of  them  are  conscientious  and  careful 
insist  upon  proper  returns  being  made  to  their  offices,  and 
such  returns  are  received  are  equally  thorough  and  efficie 
the  keeping  of  their  own  records. 

August  1st,  1901,  the  new  law  went  into  effect  requirin 
undertaker  to  join  with  the  physician  in  making  certificat 
death  occurring  after  that  date.

respect  have  been  found.  Registrars  have  been  instructe<i 
burial  permits  must  not  be  issued  until  a  proper  death  certi 
has  been  filed.  All  physicians  have  been  asked  to  make 
returns  in  ink;  a  few  have  heretofore  been  careless  about 
Occasionally  a  marriage  certificate  will  be  found  with  no 
thereon  to  indicate  that  the  person  performing  the  marri^i 
duly  qualified.  Such  omissions  are  corrected  whenever  pos 
Instances  have  been  found  of  physicians,  who  have  duly  p 
the  required  examination,  practicing  without  the  requisite  li 
on  record  as  required  by  law,  in  ignorance  of  such  require: 
Such  matters  have  been  easily  and  properly  remedied,  but 
the  same  research  which  discloses,  to  ultimate  prosecutior 
ill^al  practitioner. 

There  has  been  one  general  meeting  of  the  health  office 
Canaan,  at  which  matters  of  interest  were  discussed  with  ; 
to  all  present. 
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It  has  been  the  policy  in  this  county,  as  heretofore,  for  the 
health  officer  of  each  town  to  secure  personal  knowledge  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  all  school  buildings  and  premises  in  his 
town  during  the  summer  months  and  require  before  the  opening 
of  the  fall  term  such  cleansing  or  changes  as  were  necessary 
for  the  health  of  the  scholars  soon  to  assemble  there. 

In  September,  1901,  health  regulations,  from  i  to  28  inclusive, 
as  generally  adopted  throughout  the  State  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  were  adopted  in  every  town  and 
borough  in  this  county.  In  several  instances,  upon  the  request 
of  local  health  officers,  I  have  given  my  approval  for  the  send- 
ing, by  the  local  officer,  for  examination  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  of  samples  of  water  from  wells  and  other  water  supply, 
which  it  was  feared  had  become  dangerous  to  health. 

The  existence  of  a  shallow  cesspool  located  in  the  main  street 
of  Falls  Village  in  the  town  of  Canaan,  with  which  was  con- 
nected every  modem  convenience  from  the  adjoining  house,  and 
which  overflowed  and  ran  along  the  street  making  a  most  oflfen- 
sive  odor,  was  reported  to  me  by  the  local  health  officer,  with 
a  request  for  advice  as  to  the  best  method  of  disposing  of  the 
nuisance.  I  visited  the  place  with  the  local  health  officer  and 
found  that  every  time  the  closet  was  flushed  the  contents  of  the 
cesspool  arose  to  the  surface  and  overflowed.  Upon  consulta- 
tion with  him  and  the  occupant  of  the  building  we  secured  a 
promise  for  the  early  removal  of  the  nuisance. 

In  January  last,  cards  upon  which  were  printed  regulation 
No.  5,  pertaining  to  duties  of  superintendents,  teachers,  etc.,  con- 
cerning contagious  diseases,  were  distributed,  so  that  one  might 
be  tacked  up  in  each  school  room  and  the  teacher  have  con- 
stantly before  her  the  text  of  said  regulation  and  the  necessity 
of  compliance  therewith  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  her 
scholars. 

I  have  endeavored  to  secure  regular  and  prompt  monthly 
reports  from  all  health  officers  for  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
atnd  compliance  with  the  law  as  to  annual  reports,  and  the  print- 
ing thereof  with  the  reports  of  the  selectmen,  thus  enabling  all 
to  know  of  any  important  matters  upon  which  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  local  health  officer. 

Fortunately  for  the  towns  of  Litchfield  County,  the  epidemic 
of  small  pox  from  which  so  many  towns  suffered  in  this  State 
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only  developed  three  cases  within  our  borders,  one  in  Tho 
ton  in  March  last,  and  two  in  Watertown  in  April, — all  thr 
which  cases  by  careEuI  supervision  were  prevented  from  spi 
ing  further.  In  this  matter  no  expense  was  spared  to  crusj 
the  disease. 

The  boards  of  education  in  a  number  of  towns  took  pn 
action  to  secure  the  early  vaccination  of  all  children  atter 
school,  thus  greatly  assisting  in  the  protection  of  their  towr 
in  lessening  the  work  of  the  health  officer  in  the  event  o: 
disease  being  found  in  their  midst.  In  one  instance, 
request,  I  advised  the  local  health  officer  of  his  authority  t 
the  law  to  order  general  vaccination  at  the  expense  of  the  t 
advising,  however,  harmonious  action  with  the  other 
officials  where  possible. 

In  the  early  fait  of  1901,  it  came  to  my  attention  that 
Joseph  Robinson,  who  resided  in  Massachusetts,  was  ir 
general  practice  of  medicine  in  the  town  of  Cornwall  and 
been  for  some  time,  though  never  having  been  license 
accordance  with  the  law.

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  Board  a  report  > 
doings  as  county  health  officer  for  Tolland  County  durin 
past  year. 

There  has  been  only  one  change  of  health  officers  durir 
year:  Robert  H.  Fiske,  Esq.,  of  Stafford  Springs,  resign 
borough  health  officer  and  Amos  N.  Nichols,  Esq.,  was  app< 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

During  the  year  1901,  303  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
reported,  against  549  the  year  before.  The  reduction 
chiefly  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  c 
There  was  a  very  bad  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  St; 
Springs  in  December  and  January.  The  disease  got  a  sti 
the  failure  of  the  attending  physician  to  recognize  the  first 
and  many  were  exposed.  I  am  also  inclined  to  think  thi 
earlier  cases  were  released  from  quarantine  too  soon  anc 
the  epidemic  was  continued  in  that  way.  Later,  cultures 
taken  in  every  case,  and  no  one  released  from  quarantine 
all  signs  of  the  disease  had  disappeared.

Eleven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  during  th< 
occurring  in  nine  different  families.

The  two  exceptions  were  where  a  mother  coirt 
the  disease  while  caring  for  her  child,  and  a  maid  in 
family  contracted  it  through  washing  clothing  not  tbor< 
disinfiected.

Four  cases  of  diphtheria  and  two  of  membranous 
occurred  in  six  different  families.  These,  as  well  as  all 
of  scarlet  fever,  were  immediately  and  strictly  quarantine 
after  convalescence  the  rooms,  and  in  most  cases  the 
house,  thoroughly  disinfected,  thus  checking  any  further 
opment  of  the  disease.  There  were  no  deaths  from  eithei 
let  fever  or  diphtheria. 

Four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported. 

Small  pox,  which  has  been  so  prevalent  throughout  the 
and  country  during  the  past  two  years,  has  not,  as  yet, 
its  appearance  among  us.

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Isolation  hospital — ^This  has  been  enlarged  and  greatly  im- 
proved during  the  past  year. 

School  houses — ^These  are  constructed  under  the  care  and 
direction  of  the  city  building  inspector. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  issued  a  circular  printed  for  dis- 
tribution among  the  teachers  of  the  city  schools,  relating  to  per- 
sonal and  school  sanitation. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  health  boards  and  sanitarians  of  to-day 
that  the  dementary  laws  of  hygiene  should  receive  the  same 
attention  as  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  Qeanliness, 
decency,  refinement  and  manners,  like  good  health,  are  depen- 
dent upon  personal  hygiene. 

First — ^Teach  the  children  that  it  is  offensive  and  unnecessary 
to  spit 

Second — ^That  the  saliva  or  secretions  from  the  nose  or 
throat,  even  in  the  case  of  a  healthy  person,  may  contain  germs 
capable  of  propagating  disease. 

Third — ^Discourage  that  most  unsanitary  habit  of  using  a  com- 
mon drinking  cup. 

Fourth — ^Teach  the  children  that  the  mouth  was  not  intended 
as  a  receptacle  for  pens,  pencils  or  other  foreign  substances,  as 
such  practice  is  dangerous  and  disease  may  be  contracted  in 
this  way. 

Fifth — Each  child  should  have  its  own  working  materials. 

Sixth — ^Teach  the  children  to  keep  their  books  clean.  Do 
not  permit  them  to  turn  leaves  with  fingers  moistened  with 
saliva  or  to  put  the  pencil  in  the  mouth  when  writing. 

Seventh — ^Teach  the  children  to  exercise  consideration  for 
others  when  coughing  or  sneezing  by  turning  the  head  aside, 
as  the  gemls  of  diphtheria  or  tuberculosis  may  be  transmitted 
in  this  way. 

Eighth — ^Teach  the  children  that  frequent  washing  of  the 
face  and  hands  is  necessary  not  only  for  cleanliness  but  for  the 
prevention  of  disease. 

The  water  and  milk  supplies  for  the  city  are  ample  and  sat- 
isfactory.

The  patient  was  a  y 
man  that  was  exposed  in  Boston,  Mass.,  as  we  learned  latei 
came  straight  to  Bristol,  saying  nothing  of  his  recent  expost 
Boston  till  after  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease  was  made. 
Lindsley,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  at 
notified  and  under  his  instructions  the  other  boarders  were  ^ 
nated  and  allowed  to  leave  the  house,  all  of  whom  in  due 
came  down  with  the  disease,  exposing  others,  but  owing  to 
recent  exposure  were  carefully  watched  and  isolated  as  sa 
the  first  symptom  appeared  and  were  kept  so  till  taken  t< 
pest  house,  which  was  prepared  as  soon  as  it  was  known 
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we  had  more  than  one  case  to  deal  with.  About  the  time  the 
first  case  appeared  one  of  our  townsmen  took  a  trip  to  New 
York  City  and  came  back  on  the  boat,  and  in  two  weeks  after 
was  taken  sick  with  small  pox,  exposed  over  twenty  persons,  but 
fortunately  only  one  was  unhappy  enough  to  contract  the  dis- 
ease. All  were  strictly  quarantined  and  a  watch  kept  on  them 
ni|^t  and  day  to  prevent  any  possible  further  spread  of  the 
disease. 

All  patients  were  removed  to  the  emergency  hospital  at  night 
and  in  a  closed  hack  to  prevent  any  possible  spread  of  the 
disease  in  transporting  them  from  their  homes  to  the  hospital. 

The  garbage  is  carried  to  the  public  dumping  ground. 

The  borough  is  well  supplied  with  sewers,  which  were  put  in 
seven  years  ago,  and  empty  into  beds  built  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  sewerage  and  enlarged  from  time  to  time  as  is 
necessary  to  accommodate  the  ever-increasing  flow  to  them. 
The  beds  are  situated  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  town  and 
well  away  from  any  houses.  So  far  they  have  given  the  best 
possible  results. 

The  only  public  provision  made  for  the  care  of  contagious  dis- 
eases undertaken  during  the  past  year  was  the  emergency  hos- 
pital, for  the  care  of  small  pox  patients  which  we  had  to  deal 
with  last  winter. 

All  the  school  houses  have  been  thoroughly  fumigated  and 
renovated  and  put  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

All  the  public  buildings  in  town  are  in  good  sanitary  condi- 
tion and  are  kept  so. 

The  town  is  supplied  with  water  through  a  system  of  pipes 
which  get  their  supply  of  water  from  reservoirs  situated  among 
the  hills  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  town  and  fed  by  springs 
and  small  rivers  from  the  adjacent  hills. 

There  are  four  ice  ponds  in  town,  all  of  which  have  been 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

All  the  milkmen  have  large  tanks  of  water  to  place  their 
milk  cans  in  to  cool  the  milk  as  soon  as  possible,  and  as  we 
have  never  been  able  to  trace  any  disease  to  the  milk  supply 
trust  to  the  honesty  of  the  dealers  to  furnish  us  with  pure  milk. 

The  sewer  system  has  been  extended  on  several  streets,  and 
we  are  now  extending  it  to  Stewart  and  Woodland  streets,  which 
will  relieve  the  residents  of  those  streets  of  all  cesspools  and 
surface  drainage.

This  town  has,  for  another  year,  been  very  nearly  e 
from  infectious  diseases. 

During  the  past  year  only  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  ha 
reported. 

It  is  noted  that  oonsumption  has  greatly  decreased  i 
town  during  the  last  forty  or  fifty  years. 

Public  buildings,  water  and  ice  supplies  are  all  right. 

More  care  is  given  to  protect  the  purity  of  milk  thai 
before. 

Vaccination  has  been  practiced  to  a  large  extent  and  a 
of  smalt  pox  has  occurred  in  town. 

Cornwall — Dr.  John  W.  Ives,  Health  Officer. 

Typhoid  fever,  one  case,  the  origin  ntrt  traceable,  Th 
was  duly  cared  for. 

Cerebro- spinal  fever,  one  case. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  much  1 
in  most  cases,  than  it  was  last  year.  The  sanitary  oondit 
public  buildings  is  not  very  good. 

But  few  of  the  dairymen  take  any  precautions  beyor 
customary  practice  of  the  past. 

Coventry — Dr.  C.  E.  Simonds,  Health  Officer. 

The  town  has  been  exceptionally  free  from  infection 
eases.  Two  children  visiting  in  South  Coventry  had  mi 
bringing  the  disease  from  home,  probably.  They  expc 
third,  which  is  all  we  have  had.  There  was  one  case  of  tj 
fever  imported  from  neighboring  town.  One  mild  ca 
diphtheria ;  it  did  not  spread. 

I  have  heard  of  no  new  cases  of  pulmonary  consumptio 
know  of  no  efforts  to  restrict  it. 

The  parties  who  deliberately  threw  the  carcases  of  deac 
pies  into  the  lake  from  which  we  take  our  drinking  water, 
prosecuted  and  were  brought  to  Justice. 

Regarding  milk  supply  I  can  say  in  nearly  all  cases  < 
thing  is  done  in  cleanly  manner  and  in  well  ventilated  stat 
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During  the  past  winter  I  saw  fit  to  order  a  general  revacci- 
nation  in  this  town,  and  although  some  opposition  was  met  wkh, 
nearly  all  the  school  children  were  vaccinated  and  large  numbers 
of  the  others.  Over  half  the  entire  population  was  vaccinated. 
We  went  through  the  schools  while  in  session,  causing  little 
or  no  disturbance.  I  have  to  thank  the  teachers  and  my  col- 
leagues, Dr.  Havens  and  Dr.  Higgins,  for  their  hearty  coopera- 
tion. This  revaccination  was  not  ordered  through  fear,  but 
from  a  sense  of  duty  and  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  any 
small  pox  getting  into  town. 

Cromwell — Dr.  Charles  E.  Bush,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  diseases  have  been  reported  to  me :  Whooping 
cough  one ;  typhoid  fever  three.  The  three  of  typhoid  all  in  one 
family,  the  outbreak  beginning  shortly  after  they  moved  to  this 
town.  The  infection  was  undoubtedly  received  outside.  The 
town  has  been  free  from  other  contagious  cases. 

In  the  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  instructions  to  patients 
and  families  are  given  as  to  the  disinfection,  etc.,  of  sputa,  uten- 
sils, etc. 

A  new  brick  school  house  of  eight  rooms  and  basement  has 
been  built  and  occupied.  The  building  is  modem  throughout. 
Modem  heating  and  ventilating  plants  installed.  It  is  provided 
with  running  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Cromwell  Water  Co., 
which  provides  for  the  sanitary  closets,  urinals,  etc. ;  altogether 
a  most  satisfactory  building,  and  a  credit  to  the  town.  The  old 
school  houses  in  the  north  and  northwest  districts  have  been 
well  cleaned  and  repaired  and  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 
Condition  of  other  public  buildings  good. 

Water  suf^ly  is  from  wells,  cisterns  and  the  Cronrwell  Water 
Co.    Taken  all  in  all,  it  is  good. 

Conditions  of  milk  supply  fair;  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment in  condition  of  stables  and  handling. 

City  of  Danbury — Dr.  G.  E.  Lemmer,  Health  Officer, 

Infectious  diseases:  Diphtheria  fifty-eight;  scarlet  fever 
thirty ;  typhoid  fever  eight ;  measles  five ;  small  pox  one. 

Xo  whooping  cough  was  reported.  I  am  satisfied,  however, 
that  there  have  been  quite  a  number  of  cases  at  intervals  dur- 
ing the  year.

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The  small  pox  patient  was  taken  ill  shortly  after  a  vi 
New  York  City;  was  placed  under  rigid  quarantine;  n< 
CMid  case  occurred. 

Nuisances — One  hundred  and  thirty  cases;  cesspools, 
houses,  etc.  While  much  and  steadily  increasing  improvi 
obtains  year  after  year  in  the  matter  of  disposal  of  hous 
table  refuse,  the  fact  becomes  daily  more  evident  that  i 
interest  of  even  ordinary  safe  sanitation,  the  city  should  ei 
garbage  carts  and  maintain  them  in  daily  use. 

Our  water  supply  has  continued  pure,  as  shown  by  fre 
analyses  of  samples  forwarded  to  State  Chemist  Smith,  at 
Haven, 

The  school  buildings  are  all  in  a  fair  sanitary  conditioi 
needed  improvement,  however,  is  being  arranged  for  at 
street  and  Balmforth  avenue  schools,  wHh  reference  tc 
proved  sewage  and  ventilation. 

Town  of  Danbury — Dr,  G,  E.  Lemmer,  Health  Offic, 

Infectious  diseases:  Diphtheria  ten;  scarlet  fever  t 
typhoid  fever  three;  whooping  cough  fifteen.  The  cas 
diphtheria  were  so  scattered  among  the  several  district; 
occurred  at  such  intervals  between  cases,  as  to  predudt 
probable  inter-contagion. 

Just  before  the  close  of  school  last  June  whooping  c 
became  epidemic  at  Mill  Plain  and  Pembroke  districts. 

In  the  matter  of  garbage  and  house-sanitation,  much  imp 
ment  has  obtained  during  the  year,  especially  in  the  n 
of  removing  privies,  cesspools  and  garbage  heaps  to  a 
distance  from  springs  and  wells.  There  is  one  gross  viol 
of  the  health  laws,  against  which  repeated  warnings  see 
avail  little,  viz.,  the  dumping  of  refuse  from  the  city  ma 
alongside  the  country  highways.  As  this  is  done  secretlj 
after  nightfall,  detection  becomes  difficult.  But  when  info 
tion  against  such  law-breakers  sufficient  for  prosecutic 
secured,  these  chronic  transgressors  may  be  assured  thai 
county  health  officer  will  have  little  leniency. 

Regarding  public  provision  for  care  of  contagious  dis« 
especially  small  pox,  the  pest  house,  after  the  discharge  of  a  ! 
pox  patient  two  years  ago,  was  thoroughly  disinfected,  bedi 
etc.,  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  building  made  ready  foi 
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again.  In  view  of  the  recent  outbreak  of  small  pox  in  neigh- 
boring cities,  the  selectmen  in  addition  have  put  in  repair  the 
dwelling  west  of  the  old  town  farm  building,  and  under  the 
direction  of  Superintendent  Geo.  P.  Foote,  seven  rooms  have 
been  fitted  up^  with  bedding  and  stoves,  etc.,  affording  accommo- 
dations for  twelve  or  fourteen  prospective  patients.  (Which 
you  will  never  have  if  your  people  are  vaccinated. — C.  A.  L.) 
Our  district  schools,  ten  in  number,  are  all  in  a  cleanly  and 
sanitary  condition;  to  this  rule  I  make  the  single  exception 
against  the  location  and  dilapidated  condition  of  the  privies  at 
Long  Ridge  School. 

Our  ice  ponds,  five  in  number,  have  been  frequently  inspected 
and  maintained  in  a  good  sanitary  condition  throughout  the 
year.  The  increasing  severity  of  the  State  laws  relative  to  ice 
and  water  pollution  led  county  health  officer,  Geo.  E.  Hill,  to 
condemn  the  privies  that  formerly  stood  on  one  of  the  pleasure 
grounds  at  Lake  Kenosia,  in  consequence  of,  which  their 
removal  was  ordered. 

Regarding  drinking  water,  I  beg  to  repeat  the  warning  con- 
tained in  last  year's  report  against  the  trouble  that  may  come 
through  the  close  proximity  to  East  Lake  of  the  bam  and 
dwelling  on  the  Birdsell  place.  Constant  attention  to  bam- 
}'ard  sanitation  has  kept  within  bounds  the  danger  of  pollution 
from  this  source,  but  should  a  case  of  contagious  or  infectious 
disease  occur  on  the  premises,  especially  typhoid  fever,  the  prob- 
ability of  specific  poisoning  of  this  large  drinking  pond  becomes 
very  great. 

Our  milk  supply,  judging  from  the  results  of  its  consump- 
tion, must  be  wholesome,  since  during  the  past  year  the  infant 
populaticm  of  both  town  and  city  has  been  almost  free  from 
the  intestinal  disorders  resulting  from  drinking  impure  milk. 
As  to  t)rphoid  fever,  in  both  city  and  town  a  total  of  but  eleven 
cases  were  reported,  three  of  which  were  contracted  elsewhere. 

Borough  of  Danielson — Daniel  H.  Johnson,  Esq.,  Health 

Officer. 

Of  contagious  diseases  twenty-four,  one  being  a  severe  case 
of  chicken  pox. 
Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported.     Each  of  the 
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houses  were  disinfected  and  no  secondary  cases.  Eight  c: 
diphtheria  and  two  deaths. 

One  case  of  whooping  cough. 

We  have  had  thirteen  cases  of  small  pox.  The  first  tw( 
were  reported  October  21st,  in  a  family  just  arrived 
Canada.  The  next  one  was  a  grocer  who  suppHed  then 
goods,  and  later  his  son.  The  next  case  was  in  a  fan 
twelve  persons  that  came  from  Canada  with  the  family  th 
it  first.  The  borough  not  having  any  building  to  quai 
contagious  diseases  in  we  closed  in  each  family  in  theii 
ments,  and  kept  a  guard  so  that  it  spread  no  farther  and 
oughly  disinfected  ever}'thing  about  the  place  and  em 
there. 

Darien— Db.   G.  H.   Noxon,  HeaHh  Officer. 

The  past  year  has  been  comparatively  free  from  cont; 
diseases. 

Eight  cases  of  measles  were  repented,  which  original 
Groton.     Four  of  diphtheria  and  croup. 

A  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred  during  the  v 
Two  of  typhoid  fever  and  one  of  cerebro-spina!  fever  wer 
reported. 

Small  pox  occurred  in  the  towns  on  either  side  of  us, 
very  fortunately  escaped.  Vaccination  has  been  the  rul< 
with  few  exceptions. 

We  have  no  public  water  supply.  The  water  is  u 
obtained  from  wells  or  springs  and  at  this  season  of  th( 
some  of  them  are  dry,  or  nearly  so,  and  entirely  unfit  for  us 
good  pure  water  supply  would  be  invaluable  to  the  town. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  that  owing  to  the  draining  of  the  s 
between  Darien  and  Noroton,  there  were  fewer  mosq 
and  less  malaria  in  that  vicinity.  In  the  center  of  our  tov 
have  a  railroad  bridge  crossing  the  highway;  whenever  it 
the  dirt  from  the  road  is  washed  down  into  the  depression 
the  bridge  and  forms  a  pool  of  black  mud,  making  a  ver 
agreeable  and  unsanitary  place  to  drive  or  ride  througl 
seems  as  if  paving  with  stone  or  asphalt  back  to  the  level  i 
road  on  all  sides  would  rid  us  of  this  nuisance. 

It  is  noticed  in  going  about  the  town  that  we  have  a 
deal  of  rhus  toxicodendron  (poison  ivy)  growing  on  the  f 
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and  trees.  Many  cases  of  poisoning  occur  every  year.  It 
could  be  easily  avoided  if  some  concerted  efforts  should  be 
made  to  rid  the  country  of  so  dangerous  a  plant.  The  effects 
of  poisoning  from  "mercury,"  as  it  is  commonly  called  about 
here,  are  sometimes  quite  serious  and  at  all  times  disagreeable. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  steps  may  be  taken  to  do  away 
with  this  poisonous  plant.

Derby — Dr.  G.  L.  Beardsley,  Health  Officer. 

In  my  previous  report,  that  for  the  six  months  ending  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1902,  allusion  was  made  to  several  matters  of  public 
sanitation  and  hygiene  which  do  not  call  for  additional  com- 
ment in  this,  my  second  statement.  Briefly,  however,  refer- 
ence should  be  made  to  a  change  in  the  public  sentiment  as 
to  the  safest  of  drinking  waters.  The  time  is  fast  passing  when 
dug  wells  are  found  in  cities  or  towns  where  the  dangers  of  soil 
contaminations  have  been  preached  and  are  understood,  and  it  is 
a  matter  of  congratulation  in  Derby  that  a  greater  confidence  in 
the  purity  of  the  present  water  supply  is  evidenced.  The  idea 
that  water  from  a  well  a  long  distance  from  a  dwelling  or  bam 
ought  to  be  drinkable  and  free  from  contamination,  is  being 
relegated  to  a  dead  past ;  and  the  fear  of  impurity  in  water  from 
wells  in  the  vicinity  of  porous  sewer  mains  or  pipes,  is  possess- 
ing our  people  largely,  and  leading  them  so  wisely  to  the  use 
of  filtered  reservoir  water.  To  this  departure  from  the  drink- 
ing of  so  much  well  water  and  the  consumption  of  the  city 
water,  is  to  be  credited  the  city's  remarkable  exemption,  the 
present  season,  from  dysentery  and  the  typhoid  phases  of  dis- 
ease.   A  note  should  be  made  of  the  introduction  in  several 

« 

of  our  factories  of  Pasteur  filters.  The  operatives  in  these  con- 
cerns are  not  only  thus  provided  while  at  work  with  an  up-to-date 
desirable  water,  but  in  this  way  made  acquainted  with  the  value 
to  health,  at  their  homes,  of  a  drinking  water  that  will  not 
breed  intestinal  disturbances. 

During  the  past  seven  months  the  city  has  been  especially 
favored  in  an  exemption  from  any  evidence  of  a  disorder  of 
a  pestilential  character.  Particularly  from  a  violent  or  alarming 
prevalence  of  the  diseases  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever  has 
the  community  escaped ;  and  it  is  quite  probable  the  thorough 
disinfection  of  the  rooms  where  cases  have  started,  and  the 
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watchfulness  that  has  been  taught  as  to  bad  drinking 
infected  milk,  and  direct  exposure  to  the  germs  on  the  cl 
of  the  sick,  are  an  explanation  of  our  low  rate  of  moi 
There  have  been  no  cases  of  death  from  scarlet  fever.  Bu 
deaths  have  occurred  from  dysentery.  The  cases  of  puln 
consumption,  few  as  they  have  been,  continue  to  teach 
importance  of  greater  public  safeguards  against  it  Phys 
it  is  true,  are  reporting  all  the  cases  of  consumption  withii 
practice  (the  city  ordinance  requires  this),  and  the 
regulations  of  the  city  are  sufficiently  strict,  so  far  as  a  g 
law  is  concerned,  to  check  somewhat  the  spread  of  the  d 
We  refer  to  the  law  making  spitting  in  public  places  ; 
demeanor  that  merits  a  fine ;  and  the  city  ordinance  gov 
the  disinfection  of  the  room  where  a  consumptive  has  die 
the  placing  for  burial  in  a  hermetically  sealed  casket  the  b 
such  an  unfortunate.  Still,  not  until  some  statute  requi 
regular  quarantine  of  such  a  home,  or  the  isolaticn  of  ■ 
patient  in  an  institution  specialty  fitted  for  the  treatmei 
care  of  these  sad  cases,  can  we  hope  for  any  positive  pr 
a  curbing  or  limiting  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  ippei 
of  a  single  case  of  small  pox  is  sufficient  to  well  nigh  disp 
a  community  of  coolness  or  courage,  and  drives  the  tir 
immediate  vaccination.  But  it  is  a  strange  inconsistency 
part  of  so  many,  that  they  will  live,  work  aind  cwne  inti 
tact  with  a  consumptive  patient,  without  for  an  instant 
ing  it  dangerous  to  their  own  health,  and  give  no  thou; 
a  thorough  use  of  germicides  to  kill  the  bacilli  of  tuberc 
The  quite  recent  establishment  of  certain  hospitals  in  the  v 
states  for  the  medical  care  of  tubercular  patients  is  a 
stride  in  the  direction,  not  only  of  relieving  the  sufferii 
those  patients  most  deserving  of  sympathy,  but  even  mor< 
this  errand  of  mercy  to  the  sick,  by  the  isolation  of  these 
in  such  institutions. 

During  the  last  summer  an  experiment  has  been  triec 
crude  kerosene  oil,  just  now  believed  to  be  the  enemy  i 
mosquito.  There  are  fifty  or  more  manholes  in  the  sewer- 
in  our  city,  and  into  these  catch-basins  a  pint  of  oil  was  sp 
The  experiment  is  to  be  continued,  and  the  result  will  be  wi 
with  interest. 

The  city  of  Derby  is  to  be  congratulated  that  so  far  si: 
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not  been  invaded  by  small  pox.  In  reply  to  the  question  asked 
by  legions  of  our  citizens,  why  has  Derby  been  so  fortunate  in 
this  respect,  there  is  but  one  answer,  and  that  is,  the  very 
extensive  or  general  vaccination  which  occurred  a  few  years 
since,  and  in  addition  a  very  proper  habit  the  school  board  has 
each  summer  of  thoroughly  disinfecting  every  school  house. 
Besides  there  is  a  growing  disposition  among  those  who  are  at 
all  conversant  with  the  protective  pow^r  of  vaccination,  not  to 
wait  till  the  scare  teaches  them  their  duty.  Travelling  men, 
clerks,  and  the  operatives  in  our  factories  are  much  more  on 
the  alert  to  be  vaccinated  than  they  were  five  years  ago,  a  fact 
that  bodes  well  for  our  health  statistics,  no  less  than  it  is  a  com- 
pliment to  the  intelligence  and  good  sense  of  our  people. 

There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  No  charge 
whatever  could  be  written  up  against  the  milk,  nor  the  water,  as 
these  were  found  to  be  wholesome.  In  more  than  one  instance 
the  health  officer  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  disease 
could  be  reasonably  traced  to  the  eating  of  raw  oysters  that 
were  cultivated  in  water  that  was  quite  likely  contaminated. 
In  this  connection  a  general  caution  may  well  be  expressed  as 
to  the  eating  of  uncooked  or  green  vegetables,  particularly  those 
that  enter  into  the  preparation  of  salads.  If  such  garden  pro- 
ducts are  taken  into  the  stomach  in  the  raw  state,  the  propagation 
of  disease  is  not  at  all  improbable,  as  the  germs  are  not  killed 
save  by  cooking.  The  use,  therefore,  of  fruit,  lettuce,  celery, 
cabbage  and  similar  greens,  in  the  uncooked  form,  may  not 
prove  uncomfortable  to  every  consumer,  but  the  probability  of 
disease-breeding  germs  thus  entering  the  systiem  is  not  to  be 
laughed  away,  because  some  have  pursued  this  diet  for  years 
and  still  live. 

The  new  milk  ordinance  passed  last  fall  was  not  suffered  to 
commence  its  operations,  owing  to  an  objection  raised  as  to  the 
constitutionality  of  the  clause  setting  a  license  on  every  vender 
of  milk.  It  was  not  tmtil  last  spring  that  this  feature,  which 
was  displeasing  to  the  milk  fraternity,  was  reconsidered,  and 
then  again  passed.  There  are  at  present  forty-eight  licenses  to 
sell  or  distribute  milk  in  this  city.  Every  wagon  is  marked,  and 
the  stores  where  the  article  is  sold  display  licenses.  There  are 
no  known  instances  of  milk  peddlers  carrying  garbage  or  kitchen 
refuse  home  in  their  wagons. 
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In  concluding  this  report  the  health  officer  desires  to  « 
his  appreciation  of  the  cordial  way  the  physicians  have 
erated  with  him  in  a  thorough  enforcement  of  the  laws  1 
ing  contagious  diseases,  and  the  generally  amiable  mam 
which  those  who  have  required  his  official  visits  have  rei 
him.  To  a  few  some  of  our  health  ordinances  have  a 
needless  or  meddlesome,  but  when  it  is  remembered  th£ 
city  has  been  spared  such  disturbing  and  expensive  im 
tions  of  disease  as  Waterbury,  Hartford  and  New  Britain  r 
no  one  will  rationally  question  that  a  strict  investigation  inti 
interference  with,  every  contagious  disease  is  vital  to  our 
fort  and  health,  annoying  as  sometimes  may  be  the  cardin 
fumigating  of  the  homes  of  our  citizens. 

Durham — Dr.  E.  A.  Markham,  Health  Officer. 

Only  two  contagious  diseases  occurred  in  this  town  ij 
the  year.  One  was  a  case  of  diphtheria.  Isolation  and 
gat  ion  prevented  any  secondary  cases. 

The  other  was  the  return  home  from  the  city  of  a  younf 
who  died  of  consumption. 

The  school  buildings  had  the  usual  cleansing  during  the 
mer  vacation. 

Malaria  has  been  prevalent  in  some  localities  and  the  dra 
of  the  great  swamp  is  as  far  off  as  ever.  The  north  s 
has  been  improved,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  M.  T.  Mi 
by  the  opening  of  the  streams.  This  was  done  during  two 
on  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  per  acre.  The  south  swamp  was  or 
drained  three  years  ago  by  advice  of  the  State  Boa: 
Health,  but  was  postponed  indefinitely  by  the  dispute  be 
the  attorney  for  the  town  and  the  county  board  as  to  wh 
belonged  to  pay  the  cost.  A  small  dam  has  existed  si 
years  on  the  town  highway,  which  sets  the  water  back  som 
feet  deep  upon  the  south  swamp.  The  selectmen  have  no 
fit  to  remove  the  obstruction  until  the  question  of  expense  : 
tied.  For  days  after  a  heavy  shower  in  the  summer  thei 
places  where  the  fermentation  is  equal  to  a  pot  of  yeas 
the  stench  is  something  fearful. 

The  creameries  are  the  same  as  last  year  and  there  are  s 
public  drains. 
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Eastford — Dr.  H.  H.  Converse,  Health  Officer. 

There  has  been  reported :  Measles  forty- four  cases,  none  fatal ; 
diphtheria  three  cases,  one  death ;  membranous  croup  one  case, 
fatal ;  consumption  one  case,  and  fatal.  The  young  man  moved 
from  Boston. 

This  town  is  free  from  pulmonary  consumption. 

We  have  four  ice  ponds,  three  in  good  sanitary  condition, 
the  other  being  condemned. 

The  condition  of  milk  is  not  so  good  as  it  should  be  in  this 
town,  for  which  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  to  this  fact ;  the  milk  producers  have  not  stepped  into 
the  ranks  of  the  sanitary  observers.  If  the  Board  will  bear  with 
me  I  will  give  a  few  reasons :  First,  many  of  the  milk  producers 
have  a  silo  that  is  filled  with  the  chopped  green  com,  which 
ferments  and  partly  decomposes,  then  during  the  winter  it  is 
fed  to  milch  cows ;  it  can  be  tasted  and  smelled  in  the  milk  where 
it  is  used,  and  does,  in  my  judgment,  unfit  the  milk  for  a  healthy 
substance.  Second,  the  impure  condition  of  stables  and  unclean- 
ness  of  milkings,  and  of  pails,  cans  and  cooling  of  milk.  I  do 
believe  that  in  milk  is  nested,  hatched  and  crawls  forth  many 
of  the  diseases  that  invade  our  land. 

I  have  advised  vaccination  throughout  the  town,  as  I  believe 
it  to  be  a  shield  of  safety.  I  have  vaccinated  between  one  and 
two  hundred  with  no  bad  results. 

East  Haddam — Dr.  M.  W.  Plumstead,  Health  Office. 

The  general  health  of  this  town  has  been  very  good,  no  serious 
epidemic  of  any  kind. 

In  November  I  had  complaint  that  a  child  was  sick  with  an 
eruption  which  looked  like  small  pox  and  no  physician  in  attend- 
ance. I  looked  after  the  case  and  found  it  was  chicken  pox.  I 
also  found  there  were  several  cases  in  the  school  which  the  child 
attended.  Some  of  the  cases  were  among  adults,  which  is  quite 
rare.  These  cases  were  in  the  Moodus  Center  School  district 
during  November  and  December.  Some  were  attended  by  a 
physician,  but  no  cases  were  reported  to  me.  As  there  has  been 
several  cases  of  small  pox  this  year,  diagnosed  as  chicken  pox, 
in  the  State,  I  think  every  case  should  be  quarantined  till  posi- 
tive that  it  is  chicken  pox. 

In  May  a  snudl  epidemic  of  mumps  occurred  in  Hadlyme  dis- 
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trict  and  quite  a  number  of  adults  were  victims.  Then 
four  cases  of  measles  in  one  family,  but  no  cases  outside 
house  quarantined. 

The  water  in  most  of  the  wells  this  year  has  been  va 
and  as  a  result  some  sickness  from  that  cause. 

As  far  as  I  know  none  of  the  dairymen  take  any  prccai 
beyond  the  custcmiary  practice  of  the  past,  to  protect  pui 
the  milk. 

East  Hartford — Dr.  F.  H,  Mayberry,  Health  Offu 

The  following  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported: 
sles  three  cases;  scarlet  fever  thirty-five  cases;  diphther 
cases ;  typhoid  fever  seven  cases.  Fr<Mn  the  above  it  \ 
seen  that  there  has  been  a  great  falling  oS  in  the  num 
cases  of  both  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria,  due  in  a  grea 
no  doubt,  to  the  much  improved  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
The  town  must  be  very  free  from  tuberculosis,  or  the 
rule  of  the  health  ofRcer  must  be  a  dead  letter,  as  no  ca 
deaths  from  it  have  been  reported  during  the  past  year. 

Forty-four  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  receiv 
which  number  thirty-two  have  been  abated. 

The  sewer,  which  was  constructed  last  year,  is  giving 
satisfaction,  and  there  has  been  a  great  diminution  in  the 
ber  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever  within  the  d 
embraced  by  it. 

There  has  been  constructed  a  hospital  for  the  recepti 
small  pox  cases,  which  has  not  had  to  be  used  for  such  ; 
The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  public  buildings  and  : 
houses  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  state,  but  an  improv 
could  be  made  in  some  of  the  districts  if  the  schod  comn 
would  attend  to  the  cleaning  of  the  outhouses  at  more  fre 
intervals. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Glastonbury  reservoir  con 
to  be  satisfactory,  and  some  improvement  has  been  ma 
abolishing  a  very  unsanitary  condition  which  existed  ne: 
brook  emptying  into  the  reservoir,  and  there  is  still  an  c 
tunity  for  a  further  improvement  along  the  same  lines. 

The  ice  ponds  are  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  except  the 
voir  pond  in  Bumside,  the  ice  from  which  is  unfit  for  doi 
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The  public  works  of  sanitary  importance  have  only  been 
the  short  extension  of  the  sewer,  and  the  provision  for  the 
drainage  of  surface  water  from  a  few  streets. 

East  Haven — ^Dr.  Chas.  W.  Holbrook,  Health  Officer. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  measles.  By  placarding  and 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  family  the  spread  of  the  disease 
was  prevented. 

Scarlet  fever  occurred  in  only  one  instance ;  although  the  case 
was  in  the  very  heart  of  the  village  and  many  children  lived 
close  by,  the  disease  went  no  further. 

Whooping  cough  prevailed  to  a  very  unnecessary  extent.  If 
the  first  case  had  been  reported  to  the  health  officer  the  epidemic 
might  have  been  prevented.  As  it  was,  I  traced  sixteen  cases 
back  to  the  original  one  and  how  many  more  occurred  in  con- 
sequence of  it  I  do  not  know.  Whooping  cough  is  very  con- 
tagious and  should  be  reported  as  soon  as  its  existence  is  known. 

Typhoid  fever  occurred  in  two  instances,  widely  separated  in 
time  and  place. 

All  cases  of  consiunption  are  required  to  be  reported  to  the 
health  officer,  in  order  that  he  may  advise  the  family  how  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  In  such  cases,  no  placards  are 
affixed  to  the  house  and  no  publicity  is  given. 

The  accumulation  of  the  surface  water  of  the  neighborhood 
in  front  of  the  Episcopal  church  promises  to  become  a  source 
of  danger  if  neglected  much  longer,  and  calls  for  speedy  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  town. 

Occasionally  the  need  of  some  isolated  building  to  which  con- 
tagious cases  could  be  taken  for  treatment,  is  very  great. 

The  taste  and  odor  of  the  water  occasionally,  while  not 
directly  harmful,  are  very  disagreeable.  This  is  due  to  the 
presence  in  the  water  of  a  minute  quantity  of  an  oil,  not 
altogether  unlike  fish-oil,  and  which  is  excreted  by  microscopic 
animalcules  of  two  varieties  known  as  uroglena  and  S3mura.  It 
is  to  these  that  the  "fishy"  taste  and  odor  are  due. 

Three  ice  ponds  have  been  examined.  Of  these,  the  drain- 
age area  of  one  was  found  very  filthy  and,  consequently,  it  was 
condemned.     The  other  two  were  approved. 
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East  Lyme — ^Dr.  F.  H.  Dart,  Health  Officer, 

We  have  had,  during  the  past  year,  three  cases  of  measles, 
twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  a  mild  type,  one  fatal  case  of 
diphtheria  and  two  imported  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

In  the  summer  colonies  the  removal  of  the  excreta  and  gar- 
bage at  frequent  and  regular  intervals  is  extending. 

The  milk  dealers  have  made  no  change  in  the  past  year  in  the 
methods  of  handling  their  milk. 

Easton — ^Dr.  Benj.  W.  White,  Health  Officer. 

Reports  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  very  few  in  num- 
ber; three  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  two  of  measles  and  one  of 
diphtheria  constitute  all  cases  reported  to  me. 

In  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  the  usual  rigid 
forms  of  isolation  and  destruction  of  germs  of  propagation  were 
carried  out  and  no  spread  was  noticed.  No  cases  of  tubercu- 
lar disease  have  been  reported  to  this  office,  though  there  must 
be  such  dwelling  within  the  town. 

East  Windsor — Dr.  H.  O.  Allen,  Health  Officer. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  very  good.  There 
have  been  reported  seven  cases  of  diphtheria,  three  of  scarlet 
fever  and  one  of  small  pox. 

Some  of  the  buildings  in  districts  where  a  contagious  disease 
had  (xrcurred  during  the  year  were  very  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Ellington — Dr.  Edwin  T.  Davis,  Health  Officer. 

No  epidemic  of  contagious  disease  has  occurred  during  the 
year.  Five  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported,  two  or  three 
cases  of  typhoid  fever,  and  only  two  or  three  of  scarlet  fever. 

A  large  number  of  the  school  children  have  been  vaccinated. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  is  very  good. 

Water  and  ice  supply  is  the  same  as  in  former  years,  and  ver>' 
good. 

Enfield— Dr.  George  T.  Finch,  Health  Officer. 

To  the  casual  observer  or  to  one  coming  to  this  locality  for  the 
first  time,  our  town  has  presented  a  forlorn  and  ragged  appear- 
ance during  the  entire  year.     Roads  blocked  up  by  the  trolley 
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construction  gangs,  streets  impassable  from  trenches  and  build- 
ing material,  buildings  undergoing  destruction  and  new  build- 
ings going  up  on  all  sides.  Our  old  town  has  not  had  such  an 
awakening  during  its  history.  There  will  be  no  more  rest  and 
quiet  for  the  west  part  of  the  town  until  it  has  passed  from 
the  easy-going  country  village  and  is  launched  as  a  wide-awake 
modem  city.  This  new  growth,  this  increase  which  is  pushing 
upon  us  so  rapidly,  will  give  new  impetus  to  all  sanitary  mat- 
ters and  awaken  a  lively  interest  in  questions  of  hygiene.  Where 
a  few  people  are  grouped  together,  careless  sanitary  measures 
may  serve  for  a  time:  multiply  the  people  and  safety  is  only 
found  in  a  strict  application  of  sanitary  law. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  village  of  Thompsonville  was  not 
laid  out  with  more  regard  to  future  development,  and  that  no 
consideration  was  given  to  attractive  features.  Our  streets  are 
narrow  and  not  always  straight,  our  blocks  are  irregfular  and 
often  inconvenient.  We  have  no  parks  nor  even  an  open  square. 
These  defects  will  be  emphasized  in  the  process  of  develop- 
ment through  which  we  expect  to  pass.  These  features  are  as 
they  are  and  very  little  can  be  done  to  alter  them.  Provision 
should  be  made  for  the  proper  execution  of  all  public  work  in 
the  future.  New  streets  should  be  straight,  intersecting  streets, 
regular  and  convenient.  Our  water  system  stands  out  as  a 
bright  and  shining  example  of  what  systematized  work  is  worth. 
This  plant  was  put  in  evidently  with  an  intelligent  regard  for 
future  growth  and  enlarged  demands.  Its  capacity  is  ample  for 
a  large  increase,  its  layout  and  general  arrangement  easily 
adapt  it  to  expansion. 

When  we  consider  the  increase  in  population,  the  large  number 
of  new  houses,  the  enormous  volume  of  additional  sewage,  what 
can  we  find  to  say  for  our  so-called  sewer  system.  For  a  long 
time  it  has  been  evident  that  our  sewers  were  barely  able  to 
fulfill  their  functions.  The  long  lines  of  almost  level  pipe  are 
becoming  choked  with  sand  and  gravel  in  consequence  of  defec- 
tive and  neglected  catch  basins.  Overflows  into  cellars  are  of 
frequent  occurrence.  It  is  possible  to  locate  every  catch  basin 
and  manhole  on  the  darkest  night  by  the  horrible  stench  which 
emanates  from  them.  If  this  is  the  state  of  affairs  now,  what 
sort  of  condition  will  we  be  in  when  the  sewers  are  called  upon 
to  do  four  times  as  much  work  as  they  are  doing? 
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Was  there  ever  a  more  simple  problem  presented  to  an  engi- 
neer than  that  of  sewering  the  village  of  Thompsonville  into 
the  Connecticut  river.  A  village  situated  on  high  ground,  the 
river  running  along  the  very  edge  of  it.  To  the  ordinary  mortal 
the  idea  would  be  to  get  the  pipes  to  the  river  by  the  shortest 
possible  route.  How  this  simple,  plain  problem  was  tortured  and 
saddled  with  difficulties  which  never  belonged  to  it!  Instead 
of  running  the  sewers  towards  the  river  they  were  run  parallel 
to  it.  They  were  run  parallel  to  the  river  about  as  far  as  it 
was  possible  to  carry  them  to  the  north  without  infringing  on 
the  territory  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
voyage  of  a  particle  of  sewage  from,  say,  the  comer  of  Church 
and  Chapel  streets  would  make  interesting  reading,  "How  I 
reached  the  Connecticut  by  way  of  Agawam."  It  is  within  the 
possibilities  that  many  of  our  sewers  will  become  blocked  in  the 
near  future  and  require  rebuilding.  The  sewer  on  Windsor 
street  has  been  completely  occluded  at  one  time  this  summer. 
The  sewer  on  Church  street  was  cut  into  for  a  connection  and 
was  found  to  be  very  much  filled  up  with  sand  and  gravel;  a 
portion  of  the  Pleasant  street  sewer  is  in  the  same  condition. 
There  are  none  of  us  who  care  to  pay  the  second  time  for  build- 
ing the  same  sewer.  If  it  becomes  necessary,  let  us  hope  that 
a  large  trunk  sewer  will  be  run  directly  to  the  river  and  the 
collaterals  run  into  it.  Then  the  sewers  would  be  short,  they 
would  have  sufficient  fall,  they  would  be  sufficiently  deep,  and 
best  of  all  we  would  have  the  beginning  of  a  system  and  not  a 
patchwork  of  individual  sewers. 

Enfield  has  been  unusually  free  from  sickness  of  a  serious 
nature  during  the  past  year.  Very  few  cases  of  contagious  dis- 
eases have  been  reported. 

Six  cases  of  measles  were  reported.  These  were  scattered 
over  the  whole  town  and  no  connection  could  be  traced  between 
the  cases.  It  is  very  probable  that  the  contagion  was  carried 
over  from  last  year  in  some  way.  Last  season  measles  were  ven* 
prevalent. 

For  several  seasons  scarlet  fever  of  an  unusually  mild  type 
has  been  in  evidence  in  most  of  the  towns  of  the  State.  During 
ihe  year  eighteen  cases  were  reported  in  Enfield.  Most  of  our 
cases  were  so  light  as  to  scarcely  deserve  the  name.  Many 
patients  were  about  their  room  during  the  whole  course  of  the 
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fever.  When  a  disease  is  mild  it  is  more  difficult  to  impress 
upon  people  a  realization  of  its  gravity,  and  to  get  the  proper 
precautions  observed.  Very  grave  and  serious  cases  often 
develop  from  exposure  to  exceedingly  mild  ones.  This  point 
was  well  illustrated  by  an  experience  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
town.  By  the  carelessness  of  one  family,  not  only  was  the  dis- 
ease spread,  but  several  children  were  very  seriously  ill.  Very 
stringent  measures  and  a  great  amount  of  unnecessary  work 
were  demanded  from  the  health  officer  before  the  spread  of  the 
disease  was  checked. 

We  have  had  one  case  of  diphtheria  and  two  cases  of  mem- 
branous croup  during  the  year. 

On  the  night  of  May  25th,  1902,  after  an  immunity  of  four- 
teen years,  a  case  of  small  pox  was  reported  in  Enfield.  After 
the  experience  of  so  many  towns  in  the  State  our  case  was  hardly 
unexpected,  but  like  the  woman  who  at  last  found  a  man  hidden 
under  her  bed  after  looking  for  him  all  her  life,  we  were  shocked. 
To  those  who  had  the  handling  of  our  small  pox  patients,  upon 
whose  shoulders  rested  the  responsibility  of  the  whole  situation ; 
to  those  whose  duty  and  work  it  was  to  protect  this  community 
from  an  epidemic  of  small  pox,  the  results  achieved  seemed 
emmently  satisfactory.  The  cases  were  confined  strictly  to  those 
people  who  were  known  at  the  start  to  have  been  directly 
exposed.  No  person  in  the  town  outside  the  circle  of  original 
suspects  contracted  the  disease.  So  thorough  and  complete 
were  the  precautions  taken  that  the  disease  seems  to  have  been 
effectually  stamped  out.  With  these  facts  in  view  the  selectmen 
have  been  advised  to  buy  the  property  used  as  pest  house  and 
detention  hospital,  tear  down  the  houses  and  erect  buildings  suit- 
able for  future  use.  The  ground  could  be  inclosed  with  a  sub- 
stantial fence  and  the  work  of  patroling  and  guarding  made 
comparatively  easy.  Under  the  circumstances  we  did  manage 
to  make  those  houses  do  service,  but  a  building  in  which  you 
are  obliged  to  raise  an  umbrella  during  every  shower,  and  to 
go  to  bed  in  a  mackintosh  and  rubber  boots  every  rainy  night 
leaves  a  great  deal  to  be  desired  when  you  turn  it  into  a  hospi- 
tal for  sick  people.    This  could  be  done  at  very  little  expense. 

The  contagiousness  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  so  well  estab- 
lished that  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  included  this  disease 
in  the  list  of  contagfious  diseases,  and  it  is  to  be  reported  within 
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twelve  hours  after  its  recognition  the  same  as  diphtheria  or  scar- 
let fever. 

The  only  laws  of  which  we  have  any  knowledge  that  have 
never  been  amended  or  altered  in  any  way,  are  the  laws  once 
delivered  unto  Moses.  These  have  served  for  the  guidance  of 
many  generations  of  men.  Lapse  of  time,  scientific  investigation, 
the  accumulated  wisdom  and  research  of  the  ages  have  demon- 
strated the  necessity  for  a  new  commandment.  "Thou  shalt  not 
spit,"  should  be  written  large  upon  the  comprehension  of  the 
coming  generations  and  impressed  with  awful  earnestness  upon 
the  minds  of  all.  It  should  be  taught  in  homes  and  schools. 
This  command  should  become  a  household  motto,  and  worked 
in  varied  and  mysterious  patterns,  should  hang  with  "God  Bless 
our  Home"  and  other  familiar  and  time-honored  decorations. 
What  necessity  there  exists  in  a  normally  constituted  person  for 
constant  and  frequent  spitting  is  beyond  the  power  of  explana- 
tion. Experience  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  done,  however,  not 
only  constantly  and  frequently,  but  in  all  places,  public  and 
private,  on  all  occasions,  openly  and  unblushingly,  copiously,  dis- 
gustingly, filthily.  Public  sentiment  must  be  educated  to  sup- 
press this  practice  as  a  vice,  for  in  it  lurks  a  terrible  menace  to 
public  health. 

Fewer  complaints  than  usual  have  been  received  regarding 
nuisances.  This  is  doubtless  due  in  a  measure  to  the  cool  tem- 
perature of  the  sixmmer.  No  sweeping  order  was  issued  regard- 
ing privies.  When  a  complaint  came  in  concerning  an  offending 
privy  it  was  ordered  removed  and  an  indoor  closet  put  in  wher- 
ever an  existing  sewer  made  this  possible.  Many  property 
owners  have  of  their  own  accord  put  in  closets  during  the  year. 
We  have  certainly  rid  ourselves  of  dozens  of  privies  the  past 
season.  This  must  come  to  every  householder ;  attend  to  it  at 
once. 

Our  school  houses  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  cleaned  and 
fumigated  during  the  summer  vacation.  It  will  be  a  real  pleas- 
ure to  go  into  them  when  school  opens  in  September,  as  they 
are  as  sweet  and  clean  as  careful  cleaning,  paint  and  varnish, 
and  disinfectants  can  make  them.  The  other  public  buildings 
of  the  town  seem  to  be  in  good  sanitary  condition.  No  com- 
plaint has  been  registered  against  our  water  system  since  the 
very  complete  and  satisfactorj-^  improvements  were  made  at  the 
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source  of  supply.  We  are  surely  fortunate  in  the  possession 
of  an  abundant  and  pure  supply  of  water. 

The  subject  of  pure  milk  is  certainly  an  important  one.  No 
measures  have  ever  been  taken  in  our  town  to  insure  the  purity 
of  our  milk.  It  seems  that  something  could  be  done  to  advan- 
tage along  this  line,  as  this  is  the  only  way  to  place  all  dealers 
upon  an  equal  footing.  Rules  and  regulations  governing 
methods  of  milking;  immediate  cooling  and  care  of  milk,  ven- 
tilation and  cleanliness  of  stables  and  health  of  cows,  cleanliness 
of  utensils  used,  could  be  established,  and  inspection  would 
insure  the  same  degree  of  care  on  the  part  of  every  one  handling 
milk  sold  to  the  public. 

Quite  an  extensive  addition  is  soon  to  be  made  to  the  section 
of  territory  covered  by  sewers  in  Thompsonville.  When  this 
new  sewer  is  laid  many  objectionable  features  can  be  eliminated 
in  this  locality  and  many  improvements  made  possible.  We  are 
told  that  this  sewer  will  be  built  according  to  scientific  plans. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  health  officer  all  the  scholars  attending 
the  public  schools  of  Enfield  were  ordered  to  present  certificates 
of  vaccination  on  April  ist.  The  order  was  complied  with  very 
readily  and  cheerfully  by  all  parties. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  state  that  my  relations  with 
physicians  and  public  during  the  past  year  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties  as  health  officer,  have  been  most  amicable.  I  appre- 
ciate considerations  shown  and  pleasant  compliance  with  orders 
issued. 

Essex — Dr.  A.  Shaffer,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  Usual  precautions 
were  taken.  The  school  was  closed  and  thorough  disinfection 
practiced.    No  deaths. 

Ten  cases  of  whooping  cough  have  been  reported  with  one 
death. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

Three  cases  of  meningitis  in  children  were  reported.  Two 
fatal. 

Twenty  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received.  All  have 
been  abated. 
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Fairfield — Dr.  W.  H.  Donaldson,  Health  Officer. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one  for  the  health 
officer,  due  to  the  large  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported. 
There  were  only  three  cases  of  diphtheria.  Scarlet  fever  has 
been  unusually  prevalent.  Forty  cases  were  reported,  of  which 
three  were  fatal.  We  have  been  free  from  it  but  two  months 
in  the  year. 

Each  case  seemed  independent  of  any  other  case  in  town, 
being  in  different  localities,  but  all  were  apparently  brought  in 
from  outside  sources. 

We  have  had  five  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  Our  usual  average 
is  only  one  or  two. 

Two  of  these  cases  were  caused  by  infected  drinking  water, 
another  was  contracted  at  a  school  in  Pennsylvania,  and  two 
were  unaccounted  for.  Two  cases  proved  fatal.  Our  remark- 
able freedom  from  consumption  still  continues,  no  cases  having 
been  reported  and  only  two  deaths  recorded. 

Thus  far  we  have  been  spared  a  visitation  from  small  pox, 
now  so  prevalent  throughout  the  State.  Our  citizens  are 
reminded  that  we  are  in  constant  danger  of  it  so  long  as  so  many 
of  our  people  remain  indifferent  to  vaccination.  In  such  an 
emergency  the  town  will  be  found  unprepared  for  it. 

An  isolation  hospital  should  be  built  at  once  and  our  new 
town  farm  is  an  excellent  spot  for  it.  The  lot  on  the  salt 
meadows,  bought  for  this  purpose  several  years  ago,  should  be 
sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  this  object. 

I  regjet  to  report  little  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  our  schools. 

Although  the  water  supply  has  been  available  for  nearly  a 
year,  none  of  the  schools  have  been  given  the  benefit  of  it. 

An  inspection  of  the  water  supply  of  the  town  revealed  several 
points  of  contamination.  The  attention  of  the  Hydraulic  Com- 
pany was  called  to  them,  but  they  have  been  slow  in  remedying 
the  trouble.  For  some  time  the  water  will  not  be  safe  for  drink- 
ing. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  two  obstructed  water  courses,  one 
violation  of  the  fertilizer  regulation,  and  three  unburied  animals. 

A  review  of  the  vital  statistics  reveals  the  singular  fact  that 
the  births  have  numbered  nearly  the  same  each  year  for  six 
years, — eighty-three  to  eighty-seven. 
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The  death-rate  was  16.2  per  thousand.  That  of  the  State  was 
15.6.  Last  year  there  were  eighty-three  births  and  seventy- four 
deaths. 

Farmington — Dr.  J.  B.  Newton,  Health  Officer. 

With  the  exception  of  twenty-two  cases  of  diphtheria  and  two 
of  scarlet  fever,  the  town  has  been  free  from  all  other  infectious 
diseases.  No  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been  reported 
during  the  year. 

Seventeen  nuisances  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  and 
abated  without  difficulties. 

Franklin — ^J.  Henry  King,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

As  I  have  hdd  the  office  of  town  health  officer  only  about 
three  months,  and  this  town  being  small,  my  report  will  con- 
sequently be  brief. 

Only  one  case  among  the  list  of  diseases  mentioned  has  been 
reported  to  me,  that  was  typhoid  fever. 

No  ccmiplaint  has  been  made  of  any  nuisance.  The  method 
of  disposing  of  garbage  is  haphazard ;  no  improvement  on  it 
for  ten  years  past. 

Sanitary  condition  of  school  houses,  etc.,  is  fair. 

Glastonbury — ^Dr.  Chas.  G.  Rankin,  Health  Officer. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases, 
and  yet  there  has  been  no  epidemic. 

There  have  been  reported  six  cases  of  measles;  as  four  of 
these  were  children  attending  the  same  school,  it  is  probable  that 
the  disease  was  contracted  in  the  school  room. 

There  were  reported  twenty-seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever;  of 
these  fifteen  occurred  in  four  families  in  Addison  and  appeared 
about  the  same  time  in  three  of  the  families.  The  primary 
source  of  the  disease  was  not  known,  but  the  opinion  was 
expressed  by  the  attending  physician  and  the  health  officer  that 
there  was  probably  a  mild  case  in  the  school  that  had  not  been 
detected  or  possibly  to  which  no  physician  was  called.  With 
two  or  three  exceptions  all  were  mild  cases. 

There  were  eleven  cases  of  diphtheria  reported.  With  two 
exceptions  all  were  primary  cases,  and  we  were  unable  to  locate 
the  source. 
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There  were  reported  four  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  Four  ccHn- 
plaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received  and  abated. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  sewage  disposal  or  the  water 
supply  during  the  past  year.  The  health  officer  has  visited  the 
reservoir  of  the  East  Hartford  Water  Company  and  has  made 
suggestions  in  regard  to  some  changes  that  ought  to  be  made 
there,  but  nothing  has  been  done.  At  present  it  is  certainly 
a  menace  to  the  health  of  those  who  are  dependent  upon  it 
for  their  water  supply. 

Three  sources  of  ice  for  public  use  were  examined  last  fall, 
but  nothing  to  criticise  was  noticed. 

The  three  principal  milk  producers  have  been  visited  and  their 
stock  and  equipment  were  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

Goshen — Dr.  J.  Howard  North^  Health  Officer. 

For  some  years  the  township  has  been  almost  free  from  infec- 
tions and  in  the  rare  instances  of  the  occurrence  of  such,  have 
been  isolated  cases  and  have  run  a  mild  course,  with  no  after 
results. 

Among  the  contagious  diseases,  only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever 
reported,  of  a  mild  type. 

There  are  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported,  or  under  observa- 
tion. 

Nuisances — None. 

Methods  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  such  as  is  common 
to  an  agricultural  town. 

No  public  works  immediately  bearing  on  sanitary  influences 
undertaken  during  the  past  year,  and  we  have  no  public  parks, 
though  through  the  influence  of  the  V.  I.  S.  of  Goshen,  our 
center  street  in  the  summer  is  somewhat  park-like,  and  many 
of  the  outlying  homes  show  nicely  mowed  lawns  and  more  or 
less  elimination  of  ugly  hedgerows  of  stone  and  brush  heaps, 
adjacent  thereto. 

Granby — ^Dr.  R.  B.  Chatfield,  Health  Officer. 

Of  the  contagious  diseases  there  has  been  but  one  mild  case  of 
typhoid  come  to  my  notice. 

Tuberculosis  is  an  uncommon  disease ;  to  my  knowledge  there 
have  been  but  two  or  three  cases  originated  in  the  town  during 
the  last  decade. 
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Greenwich — Dr.  Leander  P.  Jones,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  oflScer  of  the  town  and  borough  of  Greenwich 
respectfully  reports  the  following  cases  of  contagious  diseases: 
Measles  sixteen;  scarlet  fever  sixty- four;  diphtheria  twenty- 
five;  typhoid  fever  six. 

During  the  spring  Greenwich  was  visited  in  its  western  por- 
tion by  a  small  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  The  character  of  the 
population  in  this  neighborhood  is  especially  favorable  to  the 
spread  of  disease  and  it  was  considered  advisable  to  put  guards 
on  watch  to  help  maintain  the  ordinary  precautionary  measures. 
East  Portchester  has  always  been  the  focus  of  distribution  of 
contagious  material  throughout  Greenwich.  This  is  due  to  the 
large  proportion  of  foreign  population,  who  are  not  at  all  appre- 
ciative of  sanitary  measures.  In  a  short  time  the  disease  was 
under  control  and  eradicated  and  no  return  has  occurred.  It 
was  of  a  mild  type  and  comparatively  few  deaths  resulted. 

Pulmonary  consumption  is  not  prevalent  in  Greenwich.  Such 
cases  as  occur  are  usually  individual  ones  among  the  farming 
population. 

The  garbage  within  the  borough  limits  is  collected  by  a  sani- 
tary covered  garbage  wagon,  removed  to  a  thinly  settled  part  of 
the  town  and  buried.  Outside  of  the  borough  it  is  cared  for 
privately. 

During  the  last  year  a  new  sewer  has  been  laid  on  the  east  side 
of  the  borough.  This  corresponds  to  the  one  on  the  west  side 
and  is  a  great  addition  to  our  sewage  system.  We  should  have, 
however,  without  delay,  the  sewer  which  was  voted  last  year  for 
Orchard  place,  also  one  on  East  Putnam  avenue. 

Owing  to  the  generosity  of  Mr,  Robt.  M.  Bruce,  four  build- 
ings are  being  completed  on  the  Parsonage  road,  for  the  care  of 
contagious  diseases. 

During  a  portion  of  the  summer  the  taste  and  odor  of  the 
public  water  was  not  agreeable.  This  was  when  the  water  was 
low  in  the  reservoir.  It  was  carefully  analyzed  by  the  State 
Chemist  and,  while  considerable  vegetable  matter  was  found,  it 
was  pronounced  free  from  disease-producing  elements. 

Griswold — Dr.  George  H.  Jennings,  Health  Officer, 

The  only  diseases  reported  were  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 
Scarlet  fever — There  was  but  one  case  of  a  mild  form,  the 
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patient  was  isolated,  the  rooms  were  disinfected ;  there  was  no 
spreading  of  the  disease.  The  source  of  infection  of  this  case 
was  a  letter  received  from  outside  the  State. 

Diphtheria — ^There  were  three  cases  in  September,  one  in 
February  and  one  in  March ;  in  each  instance  there  was  but  one 
case  in  a  single  family;  the  cases  were  isolated  and  the  rooms 
disinfected  after  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Vaccination — For  several  years  small  pox  has  been  unusually 
prevalent  throughout  many  sections  of  the  United  States ;  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  disease  has  been  present  in  some  part  of 
this  State  most  of  the  time;  the  presence  of  small  pox  during 
October  in  adjoining  towns  made  it  seem  very  possible  that  the 
disease  might  appear  in  this  town,  especially  as  there  is.  a  fre- 
quent changing  of  families  from  one  manufacturing  village  to 
another.  The  only  protection  that  can  safely  be  relied  on  is 
thorough  vaccination  of  every  one.  The  past  has  shown  that  it 
is  impossible  to  trust  to  quarantine  as  a  protective  measure 
wholly ;  the  number  of  mild  cases  that  have  occurred  show  that 
the  patient  has,  either  innocently  or  designedly,  exposed  many 
people  by  appearing  in  some  public  place  while  in  a  condition 
to  communicate  the  disease. 

In  November  steps  were  taken  to  vaccinate  all  the  school 
children  in  the  town  who  were  unvaccinated ;  the  selectmen 
were  consulted  and  they  readily  agreed  to  pay  for  the  vacci- 
nating of  any  who  were  unable  or  indisposed  to  pay  the  neces- 
sary fee;  a  fee  of  only  twenty-five  cents  was  charged,  so  that 
all  might  be  induced  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  be 
vaccinated ;  the  teachers,  or  committee,  were  notified  that  on  a 
given  date  some  physician  would  be  at  the  school  house  for  this 
purpose,  and  that  those  children  whose  parents  or  guardians 
so  wished,  would  be  vaccinated.  All  the  schools  were  visited. 
In  two,  all  the  children  were  vaccinated,  in  several  other  dis- 
tricts but  a  few,  and  in  the  remaining  districts  not  any. 

The  reason  for  this  condition  of  apathy,  or  hostility,  to  vacci- 
nation was  without  doubt  largely  owing  to  the  gross  misrepre- 
sentation of  cases  where  some  complication  followed  vaccination, 
such  as  the  cases  of  tetanus,  or  lockjaw,  that  occurred  in  Cam- 
den, New  Jersey,  last  fall.  This  condition  was  by  no  means 
confined  to  our  immediate  vicinity,  but  spread  to  all  sections  of 
the  country.    The  prejudice  against  vaccination  was  so  general 
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that  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  New  Jersey  thoroughly 
investigated  the  matter  and  made  a  printed  report ;  this  report 
included  all  cases  of  tetanus  that  occurred  at  that  time,  including 
one  case  where  the  cause  was  a  wound  from  a  bullet,  and  showed 
conclusively  that  in  every  case  tetanus  was  not  due  to  the  vacci- 
nation, but  was  the  result  of  injury  to  the  arm  at  a  later  date; 
tetanus  always  develops  within  nine  days  after  being  intro- 
duced into  the  wound ;  in  these  cases  no  case  of  tetanus  occurred 
within  twenty-one  days  after  vaccination. 

The  contrasting  of  highly  civilized  countries,  where  vaccina- 
tion is  the  custom  and  where  epidemics  of  small  pox  never 
occur,  the  disease  being  generally  of  rare  occurrence,  and 
countries  where  civilization  is  of  a  lower  type,  as  in  China, 
where  epidemics  are  frequent,  and  in  large  cities  the  disease  is 
never  absent;  the  universal  rule  practiced  by  both  our  army 
and  navy  of  enforcing  general  vaccination — sl  condition  that 
exists  in  all  other  civilized  nations;  the  demand  of  all  life 
insurance  companies  that  policy  holders  shall  be  vaccinated,  or 
waive  all  rights  of  receiving  insurance  in  case  of  death  from 
small  pox;  all  go  to  show  the  value  placed  by  nations,  as  well 
as  of  large  corporations,  where  life  and  health  of  the  people  are 
considered — even  from  a  financial  standpoint — on  this  means  of 
protection. 

The  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  from  small  pox  for 
more  than  a  century  has  given  rise  to  a  feeling  of  security 
that  is  very  general,  a  condition  where  safety  lies  only  in  the 
continuation  of  this  wise  custom.  Few  know  of  the  horrors 
of  small  pox  previous  to  the  discovery  of  vaccination.  The 
civilized  world  was  frequently  scourged  by  this  terrible  disease, 
and  at  no  time  were  the  centers  of  population  free  from  the  dis- 
ease. The  death-rate  was  enormous ;  it  is  stated  that  in  London, 
England,  one-half  of  the  children  died  from  this  disease  under 
ten  years  of  age;  while  many  who  recovered  were  disfigured, 
or  disabled  by  some  of  the  many  complications  that  so  often  fol- 
lowed the  malady.  So  common  was  the  disease  and  so  fatal — 
the  rate  of  death  being  about  one  in  every  three — that  tlie  inocu- 
lation of  small  pox  itself  was  customary,  as  it  was  found  that 
by  this  method  the  death-rate  was  reduced  to  about  one  in  fifty. 
This  was  practiced  for  more  than  one  hundred  years.  We  may 
imagine  with  what  relief  men  turned  frcMn  this  method  to  vacci- 
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nation,  that  in  a  healthy  individual  is  wholly  without  danger, 
and  can  appreciate  the  saying  of  an  eminent  physician  who 
likened  the  disease  to  a  deep,  rapid  river  that  must  be  crossed 
by  swimming  and  where  many  were  drowned;  the  inoculation 
of  the  disease  to  crossing  in  a  leaky  boat,  fatal  to  some;  tlie 
vaccination  to  a  strong  bridge,  that  all  might  cross  in  safety. 

That  there  should  never  be  any  complications  where  general 
vaccination  is  done  is  too  much  to  expect;  this  may  be  at  the 
beginning  of  some  disease,  or  where  the  general  health  is  poor, 
as  a  child  with  scrofulous  glands,  that  will  make  some  serious 
disturbance.  It  might  be  properly  asked  in  such  a  case,  what 
would  have  been  the  result  had  the  factor  been  small  pox 
instead  of  vaccination?  Of  about  two  and  a  half  millions  of 
people  vaccinated  in  the  year  1901,  there  were  thirty-five  deaths 
that  might  have  been  due  to  vaccination ;  a  percentage  that  is 
very  small.  No  daily  paper  can  be  scanned  without  some  rail- 
road accident  being  mentioned,  yet  who  fears  to  take  a  journey 
on  the  train  ? 

Groton — ^A.  M.  PuRDY,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  were  re- 
ported by  the  physicians  of  the  town  of  Groton  from  January 
I  to  October  i,  1902: 

Measles  eighteen,  of  which  two  died  (11%);  scarlet  fever 
fifteen,  of  which  three  died  (20%)  ;  diphtheria  two,  of  which 
none  died;  whooping  cough  thirty-eight,  of  which  one  died 
(2.5%)  ;  typhoid  fever  eleven,  of  which  none  died. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  have  been  very  prevalent;  the 
above  figures  give  little  idea  of  the  actual  extent  of  the 
visitation  of  these  two  diseases,  as  many  mild  cases  are  not 
reported.  The  public  has  never  yet  realized  the  importance  of 
these  reports ;  many  are  not  aware  of  a  law  which  directs  them 
to  make  these  reports.  No  State  can  boast  of  a  more  efficient, 
thorough  and  hard-working  health  board  than  Connecticut,  but 
the  more  thorough  the  health  officer's  report  in  matters  of  con- 
tagious diseases  the  more  accurately  they  can  determine  the 
need  of  the  State,  and  the  greater  the  benefit  received  in  con- 
sideration of  the  same. 

Scarlet  fever  made  its  appearance  January  loth,  no  new  cases 
appearing  after  the  first  week  of  May.    The  value  of  disinfec- 
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tion  and  the  power  of  disinfectants  to  kill  the  infection  of  this 
disease  was  proven  by  the  success  which  attended  our  efforts 
to  prevent  its  escape  from  any  of  the  four  points  at  which  it 
successively  appeared. 

Suli^iur  was  the  fumigant  used,  3j4  pounds  to  each  i,ooo 
cubic  feet  of  space.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  process  of  disin- 
fection two  points  cannot  be  too  emphatically  explained,  and 
insisted  on ;  these  are :  first,  that  the  scrublady  be  impressed  with 
the  necessity  of  washing  out  every  comer,  particularly  window- 
sash,  and  explain  the  reason. 

Another  important  rule  is  not  to  remove  the  bedclothes  until 
they  have  soaked  two  hours  in  a  bichloride  mere,  solution,  i  to 

1,000. 

Diphtheria — Two  cases,  mild ;  origin  not  determined. 

Typhoid  fever — ^Eleven,  distributed  as  follows:  One  case  in 
each  of  two  houses,  two  in  one  house  and  seven  in  one  house. 
The  first  single  case,  after  using  the  cistern  water  all  summer, 
the  wife  of  the  house  was  taken  ill  the  later  part  of  Septem- 
ber and  developed  typhoid.  This  caused  the  tenant  to  clean  the 
cistern  himself,  after  vainly  trying  to  get  the  owner  to  do  it. 
They  found  in  the  water  a  miscellaneous  collection  of  articles ; 
among  the  most  desirable  were :  six  mice ;  one  pair  rubber  boots ; 
three  paint  pails  of  paint,  with  brush  for  each,  and  a  few  bricks ; 
all  these  things  were  mixed  up  in  about  one  barrel  of  the  vilest 
muck  and  but  eight  inches  of  water,  just  about  a  saturated  solu- 
tion. Still,  if  as  is  taught,  typhoid  fever  cannot  be  produced  in 
the  absence  of  its  specific  principle  (the  bacillus  of  Eberth),  the 
sanitary  condition  has  little  to  do  with  the  cause  of  the  disease. 

Consumption — What  can  be  done  to  restrict  the  scourge? 
The  anti-spitting  law,  if  it  could  be  absolutely  enforced,  should, 
theoretically,  be  a  tremendous  factor  in  its  restriction;  but 
the  New  Englander  suffers  from  catarrh,  choriza,  bronchitis 
and  bronchorhea,  and  should  not  be  condemned  off-hand  with 
the  man  who  squirts  tobacco-stimulated  saliva  on  the  sidewalks, 
on  floors  of  public  buildings  and  trolley  cars.  The  law  certainly 
does  have  a  salutary  effect  decreasing  the  extent  of  spitting. 

Provision  made  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases — Nonel 
Xonel  There  is  not  the  slightest  provision  made  for  such  cases 
and  the  result  is  an  injustice  done  the  citizens  in  many  cases. 
I  have  no  idea  what  I  could  do  in  the  case  of  small  pox,  should 
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the  victim  happen  to  be  a  non-resident.  A  case  last  May  illus- 
trates this  point.  A  young  man  was  taken  with  scarlet  fever  at 
his  boarding  place,  a  private  family,  composed  of  man,  wife  and 
two  sons ;  it  is  a  small  house,  but  upstairs  is  another  family  com- 
posed of  man,  wife  and  two-year  old  child.  There  was  no  alter- 
native but  to  keep  the  patient  there.  The  result  of  this  was,  the 
man  and  two  sons  boarded  from  home,  but  one  son  caught  the 
fever  and  was  taken  home ;  finally  the  child  upstairs  took  the  dis- 
ease, for  which  a  graduate  nurse  was  obtained,  and  the  nurse 
took  it  and  was  very  ill.  A  nurse  was  obtained  for  the  young 
man,  who  has  not  been  paid.  The  family  are  poor  and  can- 
not afford  to  suffer  such  loss.  Their  house  closed,  while  the 
patient  and  nurse  had  to  be  boarded  six  weeks,  for  which  she 
gets  no  redress;  it  is  a  rank  injustice.  There  is  no  reason  why 
this  family  should  have  to  stand  the  loss,  but  the  town  have 
thus  far  refused  to  pay  the  nurse.  This  is  liable  to  be  repeated 
at  any  time  till  some  arrangements  are  made  whereby  non- 
residents can  be  cared  for  at  the  expense  of  the  many,  in  which 
case  the  payment  is  an  easy  matter. 

Nuisances — ^Twenty-nine.  Abated  twenty-seven ;  abated  with- 
out complaint  seven. 

Complaints  were  largely  of  the  offensive  closets  and  cess- 
pools, usually  attended  to  promptly  upon  notifying  the  owners, 
and  invariably  in  good  feeling;  in  none  of  the  cases  has  there 
been  a  word  of  protest.  Most  cases  are  those  to  whom  the 
tenants  have  complained,  and  though  perfectly  willing  to  do  the 
work,  put  it  off,  and  either  forget  it  or  wait  so  long  that  the 
tenants  think  they  will  not  do  anything,  and  send  a  complaint 
to  the  health  officer,  usually  reporting :  "I  have  asked  the  land- 
lord, but  he  will  not  do  anything."  I  find  all  willing  to  do  all 
that  is  asked  of  them,  if  properly  approached.  Authority  is 
a  good  thing  to  have,  but  keep  from  using  it  as  long  as  possi- 
ble, as  it  depreciates  with  frequent  use. 

The  establishing  of  a  large  shipbuilding  interest  on  Groton 
bank  two  years  ago  necessitated  the  building  of  a  large  number 
of  houses  in  a  hurry.  As  a  result,  the  village  has  reached  and 
passed  the  point  at  which  the  privy  pits  and  nasty  cesspools 
become  inadequate  to  dispose  of  the  excreta,  and  the  result  has 
been  an  increase  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  some 
sort  being  present  most  of  the  time.     Building  is  going  on 
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Steadily,  the  condition  growing  worse,  which  is  the  inevitable 
consequence  with  every  new  building  erected ;  the  cesspools  and 
privies  are  not  cemented  and  are  small  and  shallow.  The  doc- 
tors are  getting  fat  financially,  and  live  on  the  fat  and  sweet 
of  the  land.  I  don't  know  whether  the  State  has  any  authority 
in  a  case  of  this  kind  (in  which  the  need  of  a  sewer  is  so  impera- 
tive) ;  they  will  not  take  much  notice  of  the  advice  of  the  health 
officer's  unsupported  statement,  although  the  two  leading  physi- 
cians have  urged  this  necessity  long  before  I  said  anything 
about  it.  The  natural  conditions  are  perfect,  all  the  require- 
ments in  building  a  sewer  are  there,  and  it  could  be  established 
for  less  money  than  usual.  Flushing  could  be  done  away  with 
on  account  of  the  steep  grade.  It  is  a  question  that  should  be 
taken  up  at  once,  but  it  will  not  be  probably,  till  an  epidemic 
brings  the  people  to  a  realizing  sense  of  the  danger. 

State  Inspector  Ham  made  his  visit  here  on  his  tour  of  sum- 
mer hotel  inspection,  August  8th.  We  visited  Fort  Griswold 
House,  and  were  courteously  received  by  the  proprietor,  who 
expressed  his  conviction  that  these  inspections  would  be  produc- 
tive of  much  good  if  continued  yearly. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  establishment  of  a  public  water 
works,  water  brought  from  a  pond  three  miles,  and  analysis  has 
proven  it  a  wholesome  and  beautiful  water.  This  will  make 
practical  a  system  of  sewers. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  supervision  of  the  milk  supply  might 
be  productive  of  much  good.  I  bought  a  glass  of  milk  in 
a  city  recently ;  there  was  no  attempt  to  cover  the  fact  that  a 
large  part  was  water ;  one  could  not  drink  enough  to  obtain  the 
requisite  amount  of  nourishment.  Pure  milk,  in  the  summer 
bowel  troubles  of  the  already  ill-fed,  ill-nourished  babies  of  the 
city  tenement  houses,  would  be  the  salvation  of  many  little 
lives.  The  mother,  knowing  this,  with  her  last  dime  perhaps, 
buys  a  quart  of  milk,  and  with  newborn  hope  feeds  the  little  one ; 
but  weaker  and  weaker  it  grows,  or,  perhaps  its  downward  course 
will  be  checked,  just  enough,  however,  to  indicate  the  probable 
saving  power  of  the  pure  sweet  article,  and  then  comes  the 
relapse,  and  the  little  one  dies,  a  victim  to  man's  greed.  A  man 
who  waters  his  milk  to  gain  a  few  dollars  cannot  foresee  the 
result,  but  the  time  will  come  when,  the  great  Book  being  opened, 
the  debtor  side  will  contain,    "Lives  of  two  infants,"    which 
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will  require  the  heat  of  2,000  summers  to  balance.  The  penalty 
should  be  so  heavy  that  the  risk  will  be  too  great  to  warrant  the 
attempt.  This  milk,  pure  and  fresh,  is  brought  to  the  car  in 
ten-quart  cans  for  which  the  farmer  gets  18  cents,  less  than 
2  cents  a  quart.  The  consumer  must  pay  8  cents  for  the 
diluted  article.    Here  is  a  chance  for  the  reformer. 

Guilford— Dr.  Redfield  B.  West,  Health  Officer. 

The  record  of  contagious  diseases  shows  an  increase  over  the 
preceding  year. 

Scarlet  fever  during  the  spring  months  caused  some  alarm. 
The  contagion  was  introduced  from  different  sources.  The  dis- 
ease was  confined,  fortunately,  to  eight  houses  with  no  fatal 
results. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  at  Moose  Hill,  confined  to  six 
families. 

Two  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred,  not  fatal. 

A  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported. 

Influenza  of  a  mild  type  has  been  more  or  less  prevalent  dur- 
ing the  cool  months.  The  usual  amount  of  malarial  illness  has 
also  prevailed. 

Some  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  school  houses.  The 
High  School  building,  in  particular,  has  been  equipped  with  a 
water  supply  from  the  mains  and  sanitary  drainage. 

Haddam — Dr.  LeRoy  A.  .Smith,  Health  Officer, 

The  town  has  been  quite  free  from  infectious  diseases  dur- 
ing the  year. 

There  have  been  but  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported. 
One  case  of  measles  in  May,  one  of  scarlet  fever  in  February, 
one  case  of  diphtheria,  four  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  one  of 
consumption. 

I  think  you  cannot  help  but  notice  the  freedom  from  typhoid 
fever,  and,  in  fact,  from  all  the  other  diseases  that  are  required 
by  law  to  be  reported  to  the  health  officer. 

I  have  been  greatly  pleased  in  seeing  the  hearty  cooperation 
by  the  parties  concerned  and  by  following  instructions  given. 
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Hamden — Dr.  Henry  H.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  of  any  community  is  its  most  valuable  asset.  Upon 
it  depends  its  prosperity. 

Whatever  improves  it  should  be  encouraged,  and  anything 
that  injures  it  should  be  combatted  and  removed.  To  guard  and 
protect  the  individual  and  common  health  becomes,  then,  a 
most  important  duty.  Any  expenditure  that  accomplishes  this 
end  should  be  looked  upon  as  an  investment  likely  to  yield  the 
largest  returns. 

The  intelligent  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  sanitation  by  the 
health  c^cer  is  a  measure  of  public  safety,  and  he  should  receive 
the  hearty  support  and  cooperation  of  every  citizen. 

This  year  has  been  an  unusual  one  for  the  prevalence  of  scar- 
let fever  and  diphtheria.  With  the  exception  of  July  and 
August,  we  have  had  scarlet  fever  reported  every  month.  It 
was  especially  prevalent  during  November  and  December,  Jan- 
uary and  February. 

In  Highwood  and  Centerville  it  became  an  extensive  epidemic. 
In  Centerville  especially,  it  was  widespread  and  of  a  severe  type. 
The  utmost  vigilance  of  the  health  officer  failed  to  discover  the 
focus  from  which  the  disease  was  being  spread,  until  one  family 
was  found  where  the  disease  had  been  through  the  entire  family 
of  children  in  a  somewhat  mild  form.  They  had  no  physician 
and  their  movements  were  not  restricted.  They  came  and  went 
as  they  liked,  their  friends  went  back  and  forth,  and  "the  result 
was  an  epidemic  of  a  serious  character.  After  the  origin  of  the 
disease  was  discovered  a  most  rigid  quarantine  was  instituted 
over  every  case  and  the  disease  was  stamped  out,  but  not  until 
several  deaths  had  resulted. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  greatest  factor  in  causing  the 
spread  of  scarlet  fever  is  a  mild  case,  and  the  efforts  on  the 
part  of  the  families  to  conceal  its  existence  and  thus  avoid 
the  placarding  of  the  house  and  the  consequent  isolation  period. 
It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  before  long  the  people  will  realize 
the  immense  importance  of  reporting  every  case,  however  mild, 
and  thus  avoid  the  spreading  of  a  disease  so  fraught  with  danger 
to  the  community. 

Diphtheria,  too,  has  been  more  prevalent  than  for  many  years. 
Much  of  it  was  of  a  severe  type,  but  the  early  administration  of 
full  doses  of  antitoxin  has  robbed  this  disease  of  much  of  its 
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former  malignancy.  When  cases  of  either  scarlet  fever  or  diph- 
theria- are  reported,  the  house  is  immediately  placarded  and  the 
patient  removed  to  a  separate  room,  with  a  nurse  who  has  no 
communication  with  the  family.  In  scarlet  fever  when  desqua- 
mation is  fully  completed,  and  in  diphtheria,  when  a  bacteriologi- 
cal examination  of  the  secretions  from  the  throat  and  nose  shows 
none  of  the  bacilli,  the  patient  and  nurse  are  disinfected  and 
allowed  to  go  from  the  room.  The  room  is  then  tightly  closed 
and  treated  to  the  vaporization  of  formaldehyde.  The  impor- 
tance of  having  this  done  with  thoroughness  can  hardly  be 
over-estimated,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  always  done  by  the 
health  officer  personally.  No  case  has  occurred  after  disin- 
fection in  this  manner.  It  causes  some  expense,  but  is  money 
well  expended. 

After  any  contagious  disease  occurring  in  a  school  where  there 
is  any  reason  to  suspect  infection,  the  room  is  thoroughly  disin- 
fected with  formaldehyde  gas.  It  has  been  necessary  to  dis- 
infect seven  schools  this  year.  The  health  officer  is  frequently 
called  upon  to  settle  disputes  between  neighbors  in  regard  to 
cesspools,  drains,  or  privies.  Many  times  bad  feelings  between 
them  is  the  real  reason  for  bringing  the  complaint,  but  in  most 
cases  a  grievance  is  found.  Many  of  them  could  be  settled  by 
the  parties  themselves  without  the  aid  of  the  health  officer,  if 
both  were  anxious  to  do  the  right  thing.  In  most  instances  the 
nuisance  has  been  of  a  minor  character  and  promptly  abated,  the 
parties  acting  at  once  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  health  officer. 
In  only  a  few  instances  has  it  been  necessary  to  take  any  other 
measures.  Twelve  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported 
from  the  different  sections  of  the  town,  most  of  them  during 
October  and  December.  These  were  entirely  independent  of 
each  other,  no  two  cases  having  a  common  origin. 

It  has  been  somewhat  difficult  to  get  prompt  reports  of  these 
cases,  some  cases  being  reported  by  the  water  company's  agent 
many  days  before  notice  from  the  physician  in  attendance  is 
received.  Reports  to  be  of  any  value  should  be  made  as  early 
as  possible.  There  is  no  organized  method  of  disposing  of 
garbage.  Each  family  makes  such  disposal  as  is  most  economi- 
cal and  convenient.  There  is  no  sewer  system.  Cesspools  and 
surface  drainage  are  the  only  methods  of  caring  for  sewage. 

There  is  no  public  provision  for  caring  for  contagious  dis-

eases.  The  school  buildings  are  kept  in  good  repair,  and  every 
care  is  taken  to  keep  them  in  as  good  sanitary  condition  as  is 
compatible  with  surface  privies  and  no  drainage.  Such  public 
buildings  as  the  town  affords  are. kept  in  the  best  condition. 
The  water  supply  is  derived  entirely  from  wells,  all  the  recent 
ones  being  of  the  driven  variety.  Most  of  them  are  very  deep, 
few  less  than  a  hundred  feet,  and  many  nearly  two  hundred. 
These  wells  afford  the  best  of  water,  probably  free  from  con- 
tamination. The  ice  supply  is  derived  from  four  ponds,  all  of 
which  have  been  inspected  and  pronounced  free  from  pollution. 
The  dairjinen  of  Hamden  are  constantly  improving  their  plants, 
and  are  taking  every  year  greater  precautions  to  protect  their 
milk  from  contamination:  greater  cleanliness  in  the  stables, 
more  care  in  milking,  quick  cooling  of  the  milk,  care  of  the 
bottles  and  cans  in  which  the  milk  is  kept,  and  insisting  upon 
better  feeding  of  the  cows. 

The  erection  of  two  new  school  houses  is  to  be  noted,  one  in 
Whitnejrville  and  one  in  Hamden  Plains.  Both  these  buildings 
are  large,  light  and  sunny.  The  one  in  Whitneyville  is  heated 
by  a  furnace;  the  other  is  not  yet  completed.  Another  and 
larger  school  building  is  very  much  needed  in  the  Highwood  dis- 
trict to  replace  the  old  one  there.  This  district  is  growing 
rapidly  and  the  present  house  is  inadequate.  The  garbage 
dumping  ground  and  pig  styes  in  the  western  part  of  Highwood 
still  continue  a  menace  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  a  large 
number  of  residents,  and  the  unloading  of  car  loads  of  stable 
manure  at  the  railroad  siding  near  Dixwell  avenue  is  a  great 
source  of  discomfort,  if  not  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  resi- 
dents in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Hampton — Dr.  L.  W.  Spencer,  Health  Officer. 

A  mild  type  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  past  winter ;  four  or 
five  cases  were  reported. 

Measles  two  or  three  cases. 

Do  not  know  of  any  pulmonary  consumption  in  the  town. 

Water  supply  is  from  wells. 

What  ice  is  used  in  town  is  from  a  pond  of  very  good  water. 

Milk  is  of  the  best  that  can  be  produced.  Our  farmers  take 
great  pride  in  their  herds,  also  in  the  care  of  the  milk  before 
it  is  sent  to  the  Boston  market. 
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Hartford— Dr.  Jas.  H.  Naylor,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health, 

Scarlet  fever  was  very  prevalent  last  year,  having  546  cases 
reported,  with  thirty-eight  deaths. 

Of  diphtheria  two  hundred  and  forty-four  cases  were  reported 
(which  is  about  half  the  number  reported  the  year  previous), 
eighteen  were  fatal. 

The  typhoid  fever  cases  reported  to  the  board  were  seventy- 
one,  being  one-third  less  than  last  year,  with  twenty  fatal. 

Only  three  cases  of  whooping  cough  reported,  which  shows 
that  the  attention  which  should  be  shown  this  disease,  by  ph}  si- 
cians,  is  lacking,  as  there  were  five  deaths. 

We  had  a  very  preceptible  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
chicken  pox  reported,  which  was  due  to  the  small  pox  scare,  and 
the  note  which  the  board  sent  to  physicians,  urging  theni  to 
report  chicken  pox. 

In  the  last  year  we  have  had  seven  cases  of  small  pox,  with 
two  deaths.  This  disease  was  probably  brought  here  from  Bris- 
tol. Every  case  was  imported  from  suburban  places.  Each 
case  was  immediately  removed  to  the  contagious  hospital,  ex- 
posed people  were  vaccinated,  taken  to  the  isolation  house  and 
were  kept  in  strict  quarantine  for  fourteen  days.  The  health 
board  made  a  strong  effort  to  have  the  public  vaccinated.  A 
letter  was  sent  to  all  manufacturers,  department  stores  and  other 
business  places,  asking  them  to  cooperate  with  the  health  board, 
with  very  good  results,  which  is  shown  by  the  18,000  free  vac- 
cinations by  the  health  board,  and  reports  from  other  sources 
show  that  between  40,000  and  45,000  of  our  present  population 
of  80,000  were  vaccinated. 

Our  bacteriologist  made,  during  the  year,  1,102  examinations 
for  diphtheria,  and  found  392  of  true  and  710  pseudo  diphtheria. 
Widal's  reaction  of  blood  for  typhoid  fever  gave  thirty-eight 
positive  reactions  out  of  forty-two  examinations. 

Number  of  children  inspected  in  our  public  schools  were 
26,190.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  cultures  were  taken. 
Klebs  LofHer's  found  in  ninety-two  cases. 

There  were  7,768  free  vaccinations  of  school  children. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  children  were  excluded  from 
school  on  account  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  mumps,  measles, 
chicken  pox  and  skin  diseases. 

Our  sanitary  inspector  made  2,863  inspections.  Nuisances 
found  and  abated,  1,100. 
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Our  plumbing  inspector  made  2,914  inspections.  Defects 
found  and  remedied,  1,893. 

Our  special  inspector  made  2,574  inspections.  Nuisances 
fomid  and  abated,  872. 

Tenements  disinfected,  836. 

Harwinton — Dr.  C.  L.  Blake,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  cases  have  been  reported :  Scarlet  fever  three ; 
diphtheria  two ;  typhoid  fever  one. 

I  know  of  but  one  case  of  pulmonary  consumption  in  town. 

The  methods  of  garbage  disposal  are  the  same  as  in  years 
past 

Sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  and  public  buildings  is 
good. 

All  the  ice  ponds  examined  are  in  good  condition. 

Have  had  several  of  the  school  houses  cleaned. 

Hebron — Dr.  Cyrus  H.  Pendleton,  Health  Officer. 

There  occurred  twenty-four  cases  of  measles,  all  in  one  school 
district.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  primary  cases  were  two, 
appearing  at  about  the  same  time  in  two  separate  families  in 
the  same  neighborhood.  Their  origin  could  be  ascertained  only 
conjecturally.  It  would  appear  more  probable  that  they  were 
contracted  on  the  train  between  Turnerville  and  Willimantic, 
as  both  the  parties  had  visited  Willimantic,  going  in  that  way 
not  long  previously.  Of  scarlet  fever,  including  scarlatinal 
angma  without  eruptions,  there  were  about  twenty  known  cases. 
The  origin  of  the  primary  case  could  not  be  traced.  The  cases 
in  the  Eighth  School  district  were  contracted  from  the  school 
teacher.  She  was  in  school  one  day  or  part  of  a  day  suffering 
from  what  the  sequel  proved  to  be  scarlatinal  angina. 

The  cases  in  the  Third  School  district  in  June  were  the  result 
in  all  probability  of  a  visit  by  a  person  suffering  probably  from 
mild  scarlet  fever  or  scarlatinal  angina.  The  two  other  cases, 
one  in  the  Fourth  and  one  in  the  Eighth  School  district,  could 
hardly  be  traced,  but  were  more  likely  from  some  unknown 
case  of  scarlatinal  angina. 

There  were  three  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one  in  September  in 
the  Fifth  School  district,  a  severe  case  terminating  in  death  at 
about  the  beginning  of  the  third  week.     The  other  two  cases  in 
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September  were  both  in  the  same  family  in  Hebron  village,  the 
one  perhaps  secondary  to  the  other,  both  fairly  mild  cases.  The 
origin  of  the  fatal  case  was  probably  local.  It  certainly  could 
not  be  traced  to  any  outside  source.  The  primary  one  of  the 
other  two  cases  may  have  been  contracted  while  the  party  was 
on  a  journey  to  the  Middle  West,  as  the  case  developed  soon 
after  the  person's  return. 

To  restrict  the  spread  of  measles,  dwelling  houses  in  which 
measles  occurred  were  placarded.  Scarlet  fever  cases  were  pla- 
carded and  quarantined  and  the  premises  subsequently  disin- 
fected. In  cases  of  t3rphoid  fever  the  discharges  from  the  patient 
are  disinfected. 

Huntington — Dr.  W.  Sherman  Randall,  Health  Officer. 

Thirty-five  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  twenty  for  the  preceding 
year. 

These  are :  Measles  six  cases ;  scarlet  fever  six  cases ;  diph- 
theria and  membranous  croup  five  cases;  whooping  cough 
eighteen  cases. 

Although  there  have  been  fifteen  more  cases  reported  for 
this  year  than  the  year  preceding,  yet  all  recovered  except  a 
case  of  severe  membranous  croup  in  an  infant.  The  measles  all 
occurred  in  the  Isinglass  School  district,  the  source  of  infection 
being  unknown.  The  source  of  infection  in  scarlet  fever  is 
clearly  traced  to  one  or  more  cases  residing  within  the  borough, 
and  who  attended  school  during  desquamation,  the  same  not 
having  been  reported  to  the  health  officer  until  too  late. 

The  five  diphtheria  cases  occurred  in  three  families,  the 
source  of  infection  not  known. 

Whooping  cough  reported  more  freely  this  year  than  usual, 
although  there  were  many  cases  not  reported.  The  rules  require 
every  case  of  this  disease  to  be  reported,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
people  of  this  town  will  cooperate  with  the  health  (rfScer  in 
reporting  every  case  of  this,  as  well  as  all  other  infectious  dis- 
eases. 

Only  one  case  of  nuisance  required  legal  procedure  by  the 
county  health  officer.  The  offender  came  before  the  court  and 
paid  his  fine  promptly,  admitting  that  he  had  been  negligent, 
and  promising  to  attend  to  the  matter  immediately. 
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The  public  schools,  numbering  ten,  have  been  in  active  opera- 
tion during  the  past  year,  and  were  visited  by  me  between  Sep- 
tember 24,  1 90 1,  and  February  6,  1902.  Previous  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  term,  such  buildings  as  required  it  were  fiuni- 
gated  and  otherwise  placed  in  a  sanitary  condition.  The 
teachers  were  instructed  in  the  matter  of  reporting  any  conta- 
gious or  even  suspicious  cases  which  might  occur  among  the 
pupils.  Reports  along  these  lines  have  been  made  as  occasion 
required,  and  satisfactory  results  obtained.  During  the  past 
year,  the  board  of  education  has  made  a  rule  requiring  all 
children  to  be  vaccinated  before  entering  school,  or  show  a 
physician's  certificate  exempting  them  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons.    This  is  a  wise  rule,  and  should  be  strictly  observed. 

Jewett  City — Dr.  Geo.  H.  Jennings,  Health  Officer. 

Scarlet  fever — ^There  were  three  cases  in  one  family.  It  was 
thought  that  the  disease  was  brought  by  a  peddler.  The  father, 
who  acted  as  nurse,  had  a  severe  attack  of  diphtheria  (scarlatinal 
angina?). 

Diphtheria — There  were  four  cases.  In  the  first  case  no 
attempt  was  made  to  isolate  the  patient  until  the  day  of  his  death ; 
the  whole  family  mingling  freely  in  the  sick  room.  There  were 
two  cases  following  this  case,  but  after  removal  from  the  bor- 
ough. 

Typhoid  fever — One  case  of  a  mild  form;  the  source  of  the 
disease  was  unknown. 

Vaccination — ^In  November,  1901,  on  account  of  the  preva- 
lence of  small  pox  in  adjoining  towns,  an  attempt  to  vaccinate 
the  school  children  was  made.  Vaccination  was  urged,  but  not 
made  compulsory.  A  nominal  fee  was  charged  for  all  children, 
and  all  who  felt  unable  or  not  inclined  to  pay  were  vaccinated 
free.  Partly  on  account  of  indifference,  but  more  generally 
because  of  the  distrust  caused  by  the  sensational  account  in  many 
newspapers  of  the  cases  where  tetanus  followed  vaccination, 
particularly  in  New  Jersey,  but  comparatively  few  took  advan- 
tage of  the  oflfer.  At  a  later  period  many  more  were  vaccinated, 
but  there  is  still  a  large  number  of  children  who  have  never 
been  vaccinated.

Kent — ^Jerome  F.  Gibbs,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

There  were  fifteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  fourteen  in  January, 
one  in  July;  two  were  fatal. 

One  case  of  measles,  one  case  of  typhoid  fever. 

The  water  supply  has  not  been  changed  during  the  year. 

KiLLiNGLY — Dr.  W.  H.  Judson,  Health  Officer. 

We  have  cared  for  seventeen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  nine 
families. 

One  family  had  diphtheria,  which  was,  I  think,  from  sink 
drain,  not  severe,  and  premises  were  taken  care  of. 

One  case  of  membranous  crop  from  same  cause.*  Three  or 
four  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

Only  three  complaints  of  nuisance,  and  two  were  abated. 
The  third  complaint  was  of  river  water  entering  a  drinking 
water  reservoir  and  involved  former  land  and  water  rights 
given  before  the  water  was  used  for  drinking;  so  that  after 
notifying  the  parties  who  were  said  to  be  polluting  the  river 
water  I  told  those  who  claimed  to  be  injured  to  bring  suit  in 
their  own  name  against  the  others.  I  notified  the  county  health 
officer  and  there  it  rests.  I  cannot  prove  the  water  is  any  more 
detrimental  to  health  than  it  was. 

In  this  case  a  little  money  will  buy  the  privil^e  of  shutting 
off  the  overflow  from  the  river  water  and  I  consider  it  a  case 
of  money  on  one  side  and  indisposition  on  the  other,  and  just 
now  ought  not  to  involve  the  town,  but  should  be  settled  by  the 
courts.    Of  course,  I  have  left  it  with  the  county  health  officer. 

Killing  worth — Dr.  E.  P.  Nichols,  Health  Officer, 

Two  children  from  New  York  City  soon  after  their  arrival 
developed  scarlet  fever. 

In  August  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  brought  here  from 
Cromwell. 

All  drinking  water  is  from  wells. 

*  If  one  cause  can  produce  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  can  they 
be  different  diseases?— C.  A.  L. 
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Lebanon — Dr.  E.  L.  Danielson,  Health  Officer, 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred ;  one  in  October, 
1901,  and  one  in  August,  1902. 

Five  cases  of  measles  have  occurred,  all  in  one  family. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  one  family. 

Three  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  August,  1901,  all  in 
one  family.     No  deaths. 

A  number  of  persons  have  been  vaccinated,  but,  as  yet,  it  has 
not  been  universal. 

The  outhouses  of  schools  are  not  cared  for  as  promptly  as  they 
should  be. 

Ledyard— James  A.  Stoddard,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  only  contagious  disease  which  has  been  reported  to  me 
since  I  assumed  the  office  of  health  officer  is  measles. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  of  any  nuisances. 

There  is  no  public  ice  supply  in  the  town  and  the  individual 
sources  of  supply  in  my  judgment  are  sanitary  and  good. 

The  usual  precautions  are  taken  in  keeping  the  dairy  pure  and 
there  is  nothing  about  the  health  of  the  town  which  would  in 
any  way  indicate  that  there  was  any  impure  milk  distributed. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  is  good  and  there  is  nothing 
out  of  the  ordinary  which  I  could  report  or  feel  that  I  needed  to. 

Lyme — Dr.  J.  G.  Ely,  Health  Officer. 

The  matter  of  health  in  this  town  for  the  past  year  has  been 
at  wide  variance  with  what  usually  occurs.  The  winter  of 
1901  and  1902  was  exceptionally  healthy,  while  the  past  summer 
has  been  as  far  the  other  way.  Malarial  types  of  disease  have 
been  steadily  increasing  for  the  past  three  or  four  years  and  the 
present  year  shows  no  falling  off  in  the  rate  of  increase — ^the 
reason  is  not  apparent. 

Some  of  the  school  buildings  need  some  slight  repairs. 

Several  complaints  have  been  entered  in  regard  to  the  filthy 
and  unhealthy  conditions  existing  about  certain  places  of  abode 
in  this  town.  They  were  just  complaints  and  received  attention, 
and  for  the  most  part  have  been  put  in  better  shape,  although  not 
quite  as  it  should  be  yet. 

I  have  nothing  better  to  recommend  at  this  time  to  the  people 
of  this  town  than  wholesale  vaccination. 
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The  present  status  of  small  pox  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern 
to  the  medical  authorities  of  the  State  and  it  behooves  the  select- 
men as  a  measure  of  economy  and  protection  that  means  are 
provided  for  the  vaccination  of  all  children  whose  parents  are 
not  able  to  meet  the  expense. 

Lisbon — F.  E.  Olds,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

This  has  been  a  very  favorable  year  for  the  town  of  Lisbon  so 
far  as  the  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  is  concerned.  Mea- 
sles ;  there  was  one  case  reported ;  very  mild  t)rpe.  Diphtheria, 
two  cases  in  one  family.  The  disease  was  communicated  from 
child  to  mother ;  one  fatal.  The  rooms  occupied,  clothing  and 
furniture  were  disinfected.  There  was  no  spreading  of  the  dis- 
ease. One  complaint  of  nuisance  received,  and  abated  when 
owner  was  requested  to  do  so.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  small 
pox  throughout  the  State  the  school  children  of  the  town  have 
been  earnestly  requested  to  be  vaccinated. 

Madison — Dr.  Geo.  M.  Burroughs,  Health  Officer. 

Since  March  ist,  1902,  when  I  was  appointed  town  health 
officer,  the  following  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been 
reported : 

Measles — One  case. 

Scarlet  fever — ^Two  cases  in  one  family,  caused  by  a  child, 
who  had  the  disease  in  New  Jersey,  being  brought  to  the  house 
before  desquamation  had  ceased. 

Whooping  cough — Four  cases  in  one  family,  brought  here 
from  New  Haven  with  the  disease. 

Typhoid  fever — One  case,  a  non-resident,  who  had  the  disease 
when  he  came  here. 

One  death  from  consumption  has  been  reported. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  very  good.  An  inspec- 
tion of  all  hotels  and  boarding  houses  was  made  by  order  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  all  found  to  be  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

Nuisances — Five  complaints  have  been  made  and  all  promptly 
abated. 

Schoolhouses  have  not  been  inspected. 
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Manchester — Dr.  M.  S.  Bradley,  Health  Officer. 

The  last  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  health  officer.  The 
number  of  typhoid  cases  in  the  autumnal  months  showed  a 
most  gratifying  decrease  over  the  preceding  year,  and  it  is 
thoroughly  believed  that  the  money  expended  by  the  town  for 
a  sanitary  inspector  for  a  few  months  in  the  summer  and  a 
collector  of  garbage  could  not  be  better  employed.  About 
twenty  loads  of  garbage  are  collected  each  week  and  the  ques- 
tion arises  what  became  of  this  mass  of  material  before  the  col- 
lection system  was  inaugurated. 

For  nine  years  there  had  not  been  a  case  of  small  pox  in  the 
town  of  Manchester.  People  had  forgotten  that  such  a  disease 
existed  and  comparatively  few  people  thought  of  having  their 
children  vaccinated.  On  the  20th  of  last  November  three  cases 
of  small  pox  broke  out  on  the  west  side  of  the  town.  The  people 
were  French  Canadians,  and  it  was  found  on  investigation  that 
a  young  lady,  who  had  come  down  from  Canada  with  some 
kind  of  an  eruptive  disease,  had  been  sick  at  home  a  few  days 
and  never  consulted  a  physician,  and  then  on  recovery  went  to 
work  in  a  woolen  mill — ^weaving.  It  is  believed  that  this  girl 
had  varioloid.  On  the  discovery  of  the  cases  the  house  was 
quarantined  and  guards  placed  around  it  night  and  day.  As 
the  house  was  isolated  it  was  decided  not  to  take  the  patients 
to  the  cc»itagion  hospital. 

The  employees  in  the  woolen  mill  were  vaccinated,  and  as 
some  members  of  the  family  worked  in  Cheney  Bros/  silk  mill, 
it  was  decided  to  vaccinate  the  help  in  the  rooms  where  these 
people  were  employed.  These  small  pox  cases  fortunately 
proved  very  mild  and  the  house  was  carefully  fumigated.  No 
new  cases  developed  until  January — when  four  cases  appeared 
within  two  weeks.  In  only  one  of  these  cases  could  infection 
be  traced  to  other  cases,  and  in  no  case  could  it  be  traced  to 
the  original  case.  Several  more  cases  developed  in  the  same 
family  from  these  patients.  With  the  exception  of  one  family 
the  cases  were  transferred  to  the  contagion  hospital. 

In  the  spring  a  case  broke  out  on  Charter  Oak  street,  followed 
by  another  case  in  the  same  family.  Then  two  people  who 
visited  the  house  before  the  cases  were  diagnosed  and  who  had 
never  been  vaccinated,  contracted  the  disease.  These  patients 
were  transferred  to  the  contagion  hospital. 
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To  cap  the  climax— on  June  20th  one  of  the  consulting  phy- 
sicians on  the  Charter  Oak  street  case  developed  the  disease. 
His  son,  who  is  a  physician  in  St.  Louis,  reported  the  case, 
remained  quarantined  and  took  care  of  his  father  all  through 
his  illness. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  conduct  of  the  first 
selectman  during  this  epidemic.  With  many  to  criticize  and 
few  to  aid  in  any  way,  he  fought  and  overcame  obstacles  and 
the  result  was  that  we  had  seventeen  cases  of  small  pox  without 
a  death  and  at  less  expense  pro  rata  to  the  tax  payers  than  in 
any  other  town  in  the  State. 

We  have  had  fifty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  past 
year — the  largest  number  of  cases  in  any  one  month  being  seven. 
Diphtheria  was  a  close  second  with  thirty  cases — six  being  the 
largest  in  any  one  month. 

Twenty  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received  and  nine- 
teen abated.  ^ 

Some  new  sewers  have  been  laid  at  the  south  end  and  the  filter 
beds  improved.  In  spite  of  a  strong  effort  at  the  north  end, 
the  district  would  not  vote  to  build  a  badly  needed  sewer. 

Mansfield— Dr.  E.  G.  Sumner,  Health  Officer. 

Of  measles  we  have  had  one  mild  case,  scarlet  fever  three— 
and  all  in  one  family ;  diphtheria,  two  cases,  remote  from  each 
other ;  typhoid  fever,  three  cases,  separated  from  each  other  by 
many  miles — two  of  which  proved  fatal. 

The  scarlet  fever  cases  occurred  in  a  family  soon  after  they 
moved  into  this  town.  All  recovered.  The  diphtheria  cases 
very  remote  from  each  other ;  one  proved  fatal. 

Our  physician  reported  to  me  a  case  of  pulmonary  consump- 
tion. 

The  disposal  of  garbage  and  sewage  is  not  unlike  most 
country  towns ;  every  householder  is  a  '*law  unto  himself,"  and 
usually  sees  that  it  does  not  find  its  way  into  the  drinking  water. 
We  have  not,  as  a  town,  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  any 
public  provisions  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases. 

Returned  cans  from  Providence  and  Boston  are  not  all  sanitary, 
and  I  have  more  than  once  by  letter  called  their  attention  Ho  the 
fact,  and  for  a  while  there  was  some  improvement. 
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Marlborough — Willis  W.  HXll,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Haven't  had  any  reports  of  contagious  diseases  in  this  town 
in  the  last  eleven  months.  There  has  not  been  any  deaths  in  this 
town  within  the  last  eleven  months. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  are  all  right. 

The  water  supply  is  good. 

There  are  only  three  or  four  ponds  in  town  and  the  condition 
of  them  is  first  class. 

Meriden — Dr.  Edgar  Adams  Wilson,  Health  Officer. 

Measles,  one  case ;  scarlet  fever,  seven  cases ;  diphtheria,  two 
cases;  membranous  croup,  two  cases;  typhoid  fever,  two  cases. 

Small  pox — The  only  case  that  came  under  my  observation 
was  one  found  in  the  city  and  removed  to  isolation  hospital. 
Was  exposed  in  New  Jersey  and  developed  the  disease  soon 
after  arrival  here.  Owing  to  prompt  and  efficient  action  of 
Dr.  Meeks,  city  health  officer,  no  other  cases  occurred. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  in  my  juris- 
diction. 

Pulmonary  consumption — One  case  reported. 

The  death-rate  of  Meriden  (city  and  town)  continues  to  be 
the  lowest  of  any  of  the  larger  municipalities  in  the  State. 

MiDDLEBURY — Frank  A.  Tyler,  Esq.^  Health  Officer. 

For  the  year  ending  September  ist,  there  has  been  reported 
two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  both  of  a  mild  form. 

Whooping  cough  prevailed  to  some  extent. 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  reported ;  the  patient 
bids  fair  to  recover. 

The  school  houses  and  other  public  buildings  are  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 

Miix>L£TOWN — Dr.  Joseph  H.  McDougall,  Health  Officer. 

Very  few  nuisances  were  reported.  Most  of  my  duties  were 
in  quarantining  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  and  fumi- 
gating after  the  same;  fumigations  after  all  deaths  from  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  and  the  examination  of  several  cases  of 
alleged  small  pox  which  happily  proved  either  chicken  pox  or 
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some  Other  eruptive  disorder.  Although  small  pox  occurred 
in  several  places,  but  a  few  miles  from  here,  Middletown 
escaped,  as  in  the  previous  year,  without  a  single  case. 

Very  few  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred,  and  the  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  was  a  mild  one,  with  few  cases  and  no  fatalities. 
Two  cases  of  an  eruptive  fever  at  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  caused  some  anxiety,  but  proved  to  be  an  irregular  type 
of  chicken  pox,  although  small  pox  was  at  first  suspected. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  healthy  one. 

Very  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported. 

I  have  begun  the  distribution  at  the  schools,  of  the  printed 
notices  from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  regarding  contagious 
diseases,  and  trust  that  this  will  impress  the  parents  of  the  pupils 
with  a  realization  of  our  efforts  to  protect  their  children  from 
communicable  diseases. 

MiLFORD — Dr.  E.  B.  Heady j,'  Health  Officer. 

The  following  diseases  have  been  reported  the  past  year :  Mea- 
sles, three  cases ;  scarlet  fever,  two ;  diphtheria,  eleven,  all  of  mild 
form.  Antitoxin  was  used  in  some  of  the  cases :  in  one  or  two 
cases  the  attending  physician  was  in  doubt  as  to  the  disease.  A 
bacteriological  examination  showed  the  case  to  be  one  of  diph- 
theria, which  was  a  very  wise  course,  in  that  way  protecting 
other  members  of  the  family  and  the  community.  Typhoid 
fever,  nine  cases.  Not  in  any  of  the  cases  was  the  source  of 
the  disease  known.  The  water  of  several  wells  was  examined, 
but  in  only  one  was  the  colon  bacillus  found,  which  without 
doubt  was  the  cause  of  one  of  the  cases.  One  case  developed, 
soon  after  being  at  the  Buffalo  Exposition,  where  typhoid  was 
known  to  prevail. 

Every  case  of  pulmonary  consumption  in  the  town  is  reported. 

Monroe — Stephen  B.  Hayes^  Esq.^  Health  Officer. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria,  one  of  whooping  cough  and  one 
of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported,  from  which  there  was  no 
spread  and  whose  origin  could  not  be  traced.  There  has  been 
no  complaint  of  any  nuisance. 

The  ordinary  up-to-date  precautions  in  regard  to  cooling  of 
milk,  cleanliness,  etc.,  are  taken. 
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MoNTviLLE — Dr.  Morton  E.  Fox,  Health  Officer. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  has  been  very  satisfactory. 
The  following  diseases  have  been  reported :  Measles,  eight  cases, 
no  fatality ;  diphtheria,  three,  mild  in  type.  Whooping  cough 
has  been  epidemic  during  the  summer  months.  Typhoid  fever, 
one  case  only,  source  of  infection  unknown. 

There  are  no  cases  of  consumption  in  town  that  I  know  of. 

Morris — ^L.  W.  Whittlesey^  Esq.^  Health  Officer. 

The  only  cases  of  disease  reported  are  three  of  measles.  No 
complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  made  and  none  abated. 

Naugatuck — William  C.  Smith,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

There  were  six  cases  of  measles  reported  by  the  physicians 
during  the  past  year.  Scarlet  fever,  prevalent  all  the  year, 
became  epidemic  in  the  fall  months  of  1901,  and  remained  so 
until  the  summer  vacation  of  1902,  when  it  was  quickly  brought 
under  control.  At  present  writing,  there  is  but  one  case  in  the 
borough;  176  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Diphtheria 
was  reported  to  the  extent  of  35  cases  during  the  fall  months 
of  1901.  Whooping  cough,  10  cases  reported.  Typhoid  fever, 
13  cases  were  reported.  This  is  the  least  number  reported  since 
the  town  became  a  borough.  This  fact  speaks  well  for  an 
improved  sanitary  condition.  One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever 
reported;  small  pox  none.  The  borough  prepared  a  hospital 
to  be  used  in  case  we  were  visited  by  the  scourge,  but  happily 
it  was  not  needed. 

Nuisances — Seventeen  were  reported  to  the  health  officer  and 
abated  at  once ;   19  were  abated  without  complaint  being  made. 

The  garbage  has  been  collected  in  the  most  satisfactory  man- 
ner during  the  past  year ;  in  fact  the  borough  has  had  the  best 
service  in  this  line  that  has  been  given  since  the  town  became 
a  borough.  The  method  of  disposal  is  by  the  collector  main- 
taining a  piggery*  on  his  farm.  This  he  can  do,  as  he  is  situated 
some  distance  from  neighbors. 

Three  sewers  have  been  completed  the  past  year ;  we  are  mak- 
ing  steady  progress  in  this  line.  In  a  few  years  more  we  will 
have  a  complete  system.  Our  method  of  disposal,  I  regret  to 
say,  is  by  emptying  into  the  Naugatuck  river. 

*  But  the  method  is  seldom  commendable. — ^C.  A.  L. 
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The  public  schools  were  thoroughly  fumigated  and  cleaned 
during  the  summer  vacation,  also  the  text-books,  and  are  in  as 
good  sanitary  condition  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them. 

Our  water  supply  is  very  good,  with  one  exception.  The 
Naugatuck  Water  Co.  has  connected  the  Beacon  Valley  Broc* 
to  its  system  this  summer.  The  water  is  of  excellent  quality 
and  will  make  a  valuable  addition  to  its  supply. 

Nine  ice  ponds  have  been  examined  the  past  year  by  the  health 
officer,  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception 
in  the  case  of  some  property  owners  who  lived  on  some  streams 
that  emptied  into  the  ponds  were  using  the  land  adjacent  to 
empty  wastes  onto  from  their  premises.  This  was  promptly 
stopped  by  order  of  the  health  officer.  The  ice  from  Scholtze 
pond  that  was  being  sold  to  the  people  was  not  satisfactory. 
A  sample  of  the  ice  was  analyzed  by  Prof.  H.  E.  Smith  of  Yale. 
It  was  deemed  by  him  unfit  for  domestic  purposes  and  I  so 
ordered,  with  the  proviso  that  it  could  be  used  for  storage 
purposes. 

The  purity  of  the  milk  that  is  supplied  to  the  borough  is 
maintained  by  the  best  methods  that  can  be  used.  The  milk 
dealers,  without  exception,  use  or  follow  these  rules  in  milking 
the  cows :  (a)  The  udders  are  thoroughly  cleansed  before  milk- 
ing, (b)  The  milk  is  cooled  before  leaving  in  the  milk  house, 
(c)  The  stables  are  well  ventilated  and  kept  in  a  cleanly  con- 
dition, (d)  The  utensils  are  thoroughly  cleansed  in  the  most 
approved  manner,  (e)  The  health  of  the  cows  on  the  farms 
has  been  excellent  to  my  personal  knowledge. 

Our  public  buildings  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

New  Britain — Dr.  W.  P.  Bunnell,  Health  Officer. 
* 
One  case  of  measles,  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  five  of 

diphtheria  reported  during  the  year. 

Garbage  is  collected  in  covered  carts  and  buried.  Result  very 
unsatisfactory  and  no  improvement  over  former  years. 

Sewage  is  carried  by  small  streams  to  the  Connecticut  river, 
with  unsatisfactory  results,  no  improvement  being  made  over 
former  years. 


health  of  towns.  i4i 

Town  and  Borough   of  New   Canaan — Dr.   Charles   B. 

Keeler^  Health  Officer. 

There  has  been  more  sickness  in  New  Canaan  during  the 
last  year,  though  not  of  a  contagious  character,  than  we  have 
had  for  several  seasons. 

Two  cases  of  measles  have  been  reported;  eleven  cases  of 
diphtheria ;  five  of  typhoid  fever. 

In  cases  where  pulmonary  consumption  exists,  the  family  is 
kept  informed  as  to  the  mode  of  contagion,  and  the  necessity 
of  keeping  the  sputum  moist  until  it  is  burned. 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  mostly  the  old  time  cesspool,  and 
is  very  unsatisfactory. 

There  is  an  isolated  building  at  the  town  farm  that  can  be 
used  for  contagious  diseases  if  occasion  requires. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  fair. 

The  ventilation  of  public  buildings  has  not  been  improved. 

A  swamp,  known  as  the  Rockwell  Swamp,  in  the  Noroton 
valley  is  a  menace  to  public  health  and  a  drawback  to  the  growth 
of  the  town  in  that  quarter.  This  swamp  is  a  breeding  place 
for  disease  and  I  think  the  cause  of  much  of  the  sickness  in  that 
locality.  The  attention  of  the  health  officer  and  the  borough 
board  has  been  called  to  this  green  swamp.  A  survey  has  been 
made  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  another  year  will  see  this  swamp 
drained.  That  part  of  the  town  will  then  be  free  from  mosqui- 
toes, which  transmit  malaria  found  near  there. 

Sewerage  system — In  the  consideration  of  the  question  of 
sewerage  the  entire  borough  has  been  investigated  and,  although 
not  complete,  provision  has  been  made  for  the  sewerage  of  the 
entire  borough,  which  will  probably  be  accomplished  soon. 

New  Fairfield — Dr.  W.  S.  Watson,  Health  Officer. 

I  find  there  have  been  no  contagious  diseases  reported  this 
past  year.  Some  cases  of  measles  I  only  know  by  hearsay,  they 
having  had  no  medical  attendant.  There  has  been  very  little 
sickness  from  any  cause. 

Of  pulmonary  consumption,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  there 
is  not  a  case  in  town  at  the  present  time. 

There  being  no  large  buildings  or  institutions  where  large 
ntunbers  are  massed  together,  sewage  and  garbage  disposal  are 
not  considered. 
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The  school  houses,  six  in  number  (all  small),  are  in  fair 
condition,  as  are  also  the  two  churches. 

The  milk  supply  is  from  home  production;  many  of  the 
farmers  sell  their  milk  to  creameries  and  to  milkmen  from 
nearby  towns,  but  the  bulk  of  it  goes  to  Brewsters,  N.  Y.,  to 
the  Borden  Condensed  Milk  works. 

New  Hartford — Dr.  Josiah  Swett,  Health  Officer, 

New  Hartford  has  been  very  free  from  contagious  diseases 
for  the  most  part  of  the  past  year,  having  had  only  one  case  of 
measles,  and  this  in  August.  Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
reported  during  the  year,  the  first  being  in  December,  and  I 
think  was  imported,  as  the  family  had  within  two  or  three  days 
returned  from  a  visit  to  New  York. 

A  second  member  of  this  family  contracted  scarlet  fever  from 
the  first,  and  was  taken  sick  in  January.  In  June  one  more 
case  of  scarlet  fever  was  reported,  and  in  this  instance  the 
family  had  recently  obtained  servant  girls  in  an  adjoining  town, 
in  which  town  scarlet  fever  is  known  to  have  been  prevalent. 

In  July  two  more  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  one  family,  imported 
from  a  neighboring  city.  The  medium  of  transportation  was 
probably  a  carpet  which,  being  made  up  and  of  the  proper 
dimensions  to  fit  the  room  for  which  it  was  required,  the  father 
of  the  family  had  been  induced  to  buy,  upon  the  assurance  of 
the  dealer  that  it  had  not  been  used. 

Thirty-three  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported  during 
the  year,  but  not  until  August,  when  twenty-three  cases  were 
reported  in  five  families.     Did  we  have  any  sort  of  an  epidemic? 

Of  its  origin  I  am  not  certain,  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
it  was  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  imperfect  drains,*  as  in 
four  of  the  five  houses  in  which  diphtheria  existed  very  imper- 
fect and  dangerous  systems  of  sewerage  were  found.  In  no 
case  was  there  any  sort  of  trap  in  the  kitchen  sink,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  one  sink  drain  was  connected  with  a  sewer, 
two  with  cesspools  and  one  emptied  itself  on  the  ground  at  the 
back  door.  I  need  not  advise  you  that  a  sink-drain  imperfectly 
trapped  or  not  trapped  at  all  is  exceedingly  dangerous. 

The  methods  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  remain  the  same 

*  It  could  not  originate  from  drains,  unless  the  drains  were  infected 
with  the  diphtheria  germs. — C.  A.  L. 
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as  in  past  years,  and  there  is  much  room  for  improvement  in 
this  respect. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  good.    The  water  supply  of  the  village  is  excellent.

New  Haven — Dr.  Frank  W.  Wright,  Health  Officer, 

I  believe  this  report  can  be  much  more  concisely  and  correctly 
shown  by  the  accompanying  tables  than  by  a  detailed  account. 

The  tables  show  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  and  typhoid  fever  and  the  mortality  from  each  disease; 
the  work  of  the  bacteriologist,  the  sanitary  inspectors,  the 
plumbing  inspector  and  the  milk  and  food  inspector  from  the 
first  of  March,  1902,  the  date  he  began  his  duties.

146  STATE  BOARD   OF   HEALTH. 

Newington — ^JoHN  S.  KiRKHAM,  EsQ,,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  the  past  year  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever ;  one 
death.  One  case  of  diphtheria,  a  girl  of  nine;  her  father 
peddles  milk  in  New  Britain,  whence  come  many  plagues. 

Last  winter  and  spring  small  pox  prevailed  in  several  towns 
around  us,  and  in  New  Britain  became  epidemic.  Fearmg  the 
disease  would  invade  our  borders  through  some  of  the  many 
avenues  of  travel,  and  knowing  that  vaccination  was  the  only 
known  protection,  I  provided,  through  the  school  board,  for 
a  free  vaccination.  About  sixty,  mostly  children,  were  vac- 
cinated ;  many  others  were  vaccinated  by  other  physicians.  The 
expense  to  the  town  for  material  was  six  dollars.  There  are 
many  others,  mostly  children,  yet  unvaccinated  by  reason  of 
prejudice,  fear  or  carelessness  in  regard  to  consequences  of 
neglect. 

School  houses  and  public  buildings  in  fairly  good  condition. 

Some  milk  producers  are  using  lime  wash  for  stables  and 
milk  rooms — others  are  inquiring  the  object  of  all  this  waste. 
Some  require  the  milkers  to  be  clean  before  entering  the  stalls- 
others  start  the  dirt  from  their  hands  by  milking  into  them  over 
the  milk  pail  (personal  observation).  The  great  majority  are 
improving  in  practice. 

New  London — Dr.  F.  N.  Braman,  Health  Officer. 

Since  March  of  this  year  measles  has  been  prevalent,  becom- 
ing epidemic  during  the  months  of  June  and  July.  During 
those  months  106  cases  were  reported — 50  in  June  and  56  in 
July.  No  deaths  occurred,  notwithstanding  there  has  been  138 
cases  during  the  year.  The  spread  of  this  disease  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  a  great  many  families  did  not  employ  physicians 
and  consequently  these  cases  were  not  reported. 

Sixty-seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported ;  of  this 
number  three  cases  were  fatal. 

Thirty-one  cases  of  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  have 
been  reported.  Six  cases  of  diphtheria  and  two  cases  of  mem- 
branous croup  were  fatal. 

It  is  a  very  significant  fact  that  about  80  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  houses  that  were  not  con- 
nected with  the  sewer  system,  but  with  vaults  and  cesspools. 
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I  believe  that  a  more  rapid  extension  of,  and  connection  with, 
the  sewer  system  would  tend  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this 
disease. 

Whooping  cough  has  been  epidemic  since  May,  although  but 
ten  cases  were  reported  to  me,  owing  to  the  fact  that  very  few 
families  called  in  a  physician  under  the  mistaken  notion  that  it 
was  a  mild  disease  and  required  no  great  amoimt  of  attention, 
and  yet  there  has  been  eleven  deaths  from  whooping  cough, 
the  largest  number  from  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
with  the  exception  of  pulmonary  consumption.  I  believe  whoop- 
ing cough  to  be  the  hardest  of  all  the  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases  to  control  and  suppress,  because  of  the  fact  that  a  whole 
family,  neighborhood,  or  school  may  have  been  infected  before 
the  nature  of  the  disease  is  recognized  by  any  one. 

Twenty  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported.  It  is 
quite  probable  that  all  these  cases  were  imported  or  contracted 
outside  of  the  city.  Indeed  after  careful  investigation  I  have 
been  unable  to  trace  any  one  of  these  to  a  local  cause. 

Notwithstanding  the  exposed  position  of  this  city,  it  being 
quite  an  important  railroad  and  steamboat  center,  as  well  as  a 
station  for  the  transfer  of  emigrants,  there  has  been  but  one 
case  of  small  pox,  and  that  a  mild  one. 

An  early  recognition  of  the  disease,  and  immediate  quarantine 
of  the  patient  and  premises,  with  subsequent  vaccination  of  all 
exposed  persons  prevented  its  further  spread.  No  order  for 
general  vaccination  was  issued,  but  the  public  was  advised  of 
its  importance  and  a  large  number  of  adults  and  children  were 
^'accinated. 

There  have  been  twenty-nine  deaths  from  pulmonary  con- 
sumption. In  each  and  every  case  reported  to  me  the  premises 
were  thoroughly  fumigated. 

Twenty  nuisance  complaints  have  been  made,  all  of  which 
have  been  investigated. 

The  schools  of  New  London  are  in  excellent  sanitary  condi- 
tion, as  arc  also  most  of  the  other  public  buildings. 

The  water  supply  from  Lake  Konomoc  is  very  pure  and  could 
hardly  be  surpassed. 

Most  of  our  ice  ponds  are  in  good  condition,  the  owners  hav- 
ing thoroughly  drained  and  cleansed  the  same. 

No  new  sanitary  work  undertaken  during  the  year  other  than 
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the  regular  sewer  and  water  extensions,  and  continued  work  on 
the  new  reservoir  to  be  connected  with  Lake  Konomoc. 

The  parks  have  received  careful  and  well  directed  attention, 
which  has  been  highly  appreciated  by  the  public  in  general. 

New  Milford — Dr.  James  C.  Barker,  Health  Officer, 

The  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 
Measles,  four;  scarlet  fever,  five;  diphtheria,  four;  typhoid 
fever,  three ;  and  two  deaths  from  consumption.  The  cause  of 
all  contagious  diseases  has  been  duly  looked  for  and  duly  quar- 
antined, and  the  houses  fumigated. 

I  have  had  eighteen  complaints,  in  the  shape  of  ten  foul 
privies,  four  drains,  and  four  pig  pens,  all  of  which  have  been 
abated. 

The  sewage  system  is  good.  After  the  recent  fire,  which 
burned  the  entire  business  portion  of  the  town,  sewage  pipes 
were  laid  on  the  public  "Green"  to  accommodate  the  temporar>- 
buildings  erected  there.  These  pipes  were  connected  with  the 
main  sewer. 

All  the  school  houses  have  been  inspected  and  five  ordered 
renovated.  They  are  now  in  excellent  sanitary  condition,  also 
the  public  buildings. 

In  every  dairy  visited  I  found  commendable  care  of  all  utensils 
used. 

Newtown — ^Dr.  Albert  L.  Schuyler,  Health  Officer, 

Cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  remarkably  few.  Of 
measles  but  one  case ;  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  occurred. 
Five  cases  of  diphtheria  in  one  house  in  Hottertown  district, 
but  was  limited  to  that  one  place  by  careful  management  One 
case  of  whooping  cough  and  one  of  typhoid  occurring,  com- 
pletes the  list. 

The  sanitary  ccmdition  of  the  schools  and  other  public  build- 
ings is  very  fair,  though  some  of  the  school  houses  need  repairs. 

Norfolk — ^Dr.  Irving  L.  Hamant,  Health  Officer. 

There  were  29  births  and  22  deaths.    The  latter  figure  gives 
us  the  lowest  death-rate  per  thousand  in  over  ten  years. 
None  of  the  most  serious  contagious  diseases  have  prevailed 
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to  any  extent.  There  were  two  cases  of  measles  in  separate 
families  shortly  after  their  arrival  here.  Quarantine  probably 
stopped  the  spread  of  this  contagion.  There  was  one  case  of 
scarlet  fever  in  December.  Its  origin  could  not  be  traced. 
Quite  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  prevailed  during  March 
and  April;  about  50  cases  were  reported  during  these  two 
mcMiths.  Cases  were  also  reported  in  the  autumn.  The  whole 
number  amounted  to  65.  The  cases  were  generally  of  a  mild 
type  and  no  rigid  quarantine  measures  were  ordered. 

We  report  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  Both  of  these  were 
among  our  summer  visitors,  and  the  disease  was  contracted 
elsewhere.  One  came  from  the  Hill  School,  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
among  the  students  of  which  a  number  of  cases  developed — ^the 
other  from  the  southern  part  of  this  State. 

Very  few  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received.  Only 
one  was  made  in  writing,  and  that  unsigned.  As  a  matter  of 
duty  the  health  officer  investigated  the  cause  and  had  the  nui- 
sance abated.  Three  other  complaints  were  abated  without 
orders. 

To  my  knowledge,  however,  no  new  cesspools  have  been  made 
within  the  sewer  district  and  old  ones  are  gradually  being  dis- 
used. Quite  a  number  of  connections  have  been  made  with  the 
public  sewer  during  the  year,  making  the  total  now  connected 
about  85.  The  system  is  working  well,  although  the  large 
amount  of  rain  this  season  has  required  rather  more  care  in 
the  management  of  the  disposal  beds.  A  visit  to  the  beds  with 
the  warden  in  the  early  part  of  the  summer  showed  them  to  be 
in  good  order.  The  filtrate  from  the  lowest  bed  was  clear  as 
spring  water  and  entirely  odorless. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  and  other  public 
buildings  is  good.  An  inspection  of  the  hotels  and  summer 
boarding  houses  was  made  in  July  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Ham,  for  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  Two  hotels  and  six  boarding  houses 
were  inspected  and  foimd  in  satisfactory  condition.  Only  a 
few  recommendations  and  of  a  minor  importance  were  at  all 
necessary. 

The  water  supply  remains  the  same  except  that  the  lake  water 
is  being  more  generally  used.  By  the  recent  purchase  and 
generous  gift  to  the  Norfolk  Water  Co.  of  the  lodge  property, 
the  company  now  controls  almost  the  entire  watershed  of  the 
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lake — a  most  fortunate  circumstance  to  the  town  in  these  days 
of  camping  out  and  building  upon  the  shores  of  all  our  wooded 
lakes.  Regarding  the  purity  of  the  water,  I  need  only  quote 
from  the  State  chemist's  report  of  an  analysis  made  July  i8, 
1902:  "These  results  show  that  the  water  contains  a  small 
amount  of  mineral  matter  only,  that  it  is  soft  and  that  it  is  of 
good  organic  purity.  The  figures  for  chlorine  and  nitrates 
indicate  that  the  water  is  free  from  sewage  and  objectionable 
drainage,  and  in  my  opinion  is  an  excellent  one  of  its  class  and 
should  give  good  satisfaction  for  drinking  and  other  domestic 
uses." 

Not  much  public  work  of  a  sanitary  character  has  been  done 
this  year,  except  some  extensions  of  the  water  supply. 

Some  excellent  drainage  and  road-making  is  in  construction 
at  the  north  end  of  the  "Green,"  and  several  good  pieces  of 
grading  have  been  completed  on  roads  leading  out  of  the  village. 
The  Village  Improvement  Association  have  again  contributed 
good  work  in  grading  and  laying  flag  walks  on  Greenwoods 
road  and  Grant  street. 

The  individual  communion  cup  service  was  introduced  into 
the  Congregational  Church  by  a  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
January.  This  is  a  very  decided  sanitary  advance  and  the  com- 
municants of  this  society  may  well  be  congratulated. 

North  Bilvnford — Dr.  C.  W.  Gaylord,  Health  Officer. 

The  report  of  your  health  officer  for  the  year  just  closed  will 
be  necessarily  brief. 

There  were  five  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year: 
two  in  one  family  and  three  in  another.  These  cases  were  all 
contracted  by  children  attending  school  in  Branford,  and  should 
be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  epidemic  which  occurred  there. 
These  cases  were  strictly  quarantined  and  there  was  no  spread 
of  the  disease  outside  of  these  two  families.  In  November  of 
last  year  my  attention  was  called  to  the  presence  of  scarlet  fever 
in  a  school  situated  in  the  northeast  district  of  Northford.  I 
visited  the  school  and  found  a  child  sick  with  scarlet  fever,  living 
in  Wallingford,  but  attending  school  in  Northford.  This  child 
and  other  children  in  the  family  had  been  in  school  and  other 
public  assemblies,  and  the  conditions  seemed  extremely  favorable 
for  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  the  village.     I  advised  the 
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closing  of  the  school — s.  step  the  school  authorities  had  already 
decided  upon.  The  school  room  was  thoroughly  disinfected, 
all  school  books  belonging  to  the  infected  family  ordered  burned, 
and  the  school  room  and  outbuildings  thoroughly  cleaned. 
Fortunately  no  secondary  case  occurred.  No  other  case  of 
infectious  diseases  of  childhood  has  been  reported. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  in  December  of 
last  year — one  death.  The  disease  in  one  case  was  undoubtedly 
contracted  in  New  Haven,  the  origin  of  the  other  unknown. 

No  complaint  of  existence  of  nuiMince  has  been  received  and 
none  came  under  my  observation. 

Inspection  shows  school  buildings  and  grounds  to  be  in  an 
improved  sanitary  condition  as  compared  with  conditions  exist- 
ing a  few  years  ago. 

Two  ice  ponds  from  which  ice  is  cut  for  public  use  were 
inspected  in  the  late  fall,  ind  found  free  from  all  probable 
sources  of  contamination,  and  the  ice  should  be  safe  for  family 
use. 

During  the  year  your  health  officer  has  attended  all  meetings 
of  coimty  health  officers,  three  in  number,  and  one  meeting  with 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  At  all  these  meetings  sanitary  mat- 
ters of  importance  to  the  general  public  were  fully  discussed. 

North  Canaan — ^Dr.  Charles  W.  Camp,  Health  Officer. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  public  buildings  is  good.  The  school  houses 
have  been  inspected  and  thoroughly  cleaned.  The  water  supply 
is  unusually  good. 

North  Haven — Dr.  Robert  B.  Goodyear,  Health  Officer. 

Of  the  contagious  diseases,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  and  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported.  With 
the  exception  of  two  fatal  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  the  diseases 
were  exceptionally  mild. 

Two  primary  cases  of  measles  were  reported  and  the  dwell- 
ings of  each  were  placarded  in  accordance  with  the  law.  Other 
cases  of  a  mild  type  were  not  reported.  The  total  number  of 
cases  estimated,  including  those  reported,  were  twelve. 

Five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  during  the  year. 
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Whooping  cough  was  quite  prevalent,  but  no  cases  were 
reported.  The  number  of  cases  estimated  was  25,  which  is 
probably  a  low  estimate. 

There  were  nine  typical  cases  of  tjrphoid  fever  reported,  and 
others  of  a  mild  character  lacking  in  some  of  the  symptoms  of 
typhoid,  making  the  diagnosis  doubtful.  All  were  quarantined 
and  the  dwellings  disinfected.  In  only  one  of  the  seven  families 
in  which  the  disease  occurred  was  there  more  than  one  case. 
In  this  exceptional  family  there  was  a  previous  history  of 
typhoid  fever ;  three  members  of  the  family,  a  nurse,  and  a 
domestic  employed  in  the  family,  each  had  a  definite  course 
of  typhoid  fever.  A  bacteriolc^cal  examination  of  the  blood 
in  the  latter  case  showed  the  characteristic  reaction  to  the  Widal 
test. 

An  analysis  of  the  water  in  the  well  on  the  premises  furnish- 
ing the  water  supply,  made  by  l^rof.  H.  E.  Smith,  of  the 
Yale  Medical  Laboratory,  showed  a  possible  cause  of  the  out- 
break. The  well  was  declared  unsanitary  and  measures  taken 
to  make  a  renovation  of  this  source  of  infection. 

Of  the  other  houses  infected,  no  local  cause  was  ascertained. 
The  number  of  dwellings  quarantined  and  disinfected  were  as 
follows:  for  scarlet  fever,  three,  for  typhoid  fever,  six,  for 
diphtheria,  three,  total  twelve. 

The  school  buildings,  seven  in  number,  were  put  in  a  sanitary 
condition  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  schools.  The  result 
has  been  to  lessen  the  liability  to  sickness  among  the  children. 

Small  pox,  more  than  any  other  of  the  infectious  diseases, 
is  within  the  control  of  preventive  measures.  The  protective 
power  of  vaccination  is  a  well  established  principle,  and  its 
economic  value  in  the  prevention  of  expensive  epidemics,  and 
its  humane  character  in  lessening  the  mortality  rate,  cannot  be 
too  highly  estimated. 

Nuisances — Six  have  been  inspected  on  complaints  and  abated. 

Three  quarterly  meetings  of  the  New  Haven  Public  Health 
Association,  and  two  meetings  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
have  been  attended  by  the  town  health  officer. 

The  people  of  the  town  are  generally  in  favor  of  vaccination. 
Notices  of  compulsatory  vaccination  of  the  school  children  have 
been  posted,  but  not  enforced.  The  people  have  accepted  the 
warning  and  the  teachers  have  been  instructed  not  to  exclude 
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any  child  from  school  not  vaccinated,  but  to  make  a  canvass  and 
report  the  number  not  vaccinated.  This  report,  not  quite  com- 
plete, shows  that  a  very  small  number  have  not  been  vaccinated, 
and  all  are  being  treated  as  fast  as  they  can  be  seen. 

The  health  officer  is  of  the  opinion  that  compulsory  vac- 
cination should  become  a  State  law,  but  that  if  town  health 
officers  are  not  too  obtrusive,  nearly  all  will  voluntarily  adopt 
this  means  of  protection. 

North  Stonington — Dr.  E.  H.  Knowles,  Health  Officer, 

There  has  been  no  case  of  contagious  disease  in  the  town 
during  the  past  year,  except  two  cases  of  diphtheria,  from  which 
no  secondary  cases  were  contracted.  One  of  these  cases,  I 
think,  was  caused  by  the  child  sleeping  in  a  room  where  the 
floor  timbers*  were  very  much  decayed  and  no  chance  for  ven- 
tilation under  the  floor.  There  was  a  bad  odor  in  the  room, 
and  the  parents  said  that  whenever  the  children  slept  in  that 
room  they  complained  of  sore  throats.  I  could  find  no  cause 
for  the  other  case.  The  houses  in  both  cases  were  thoroughly 
fumigated  and  the  disease  entirely  stamped  out. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  school  houses  is  fairly  good. 

City  of  Norwalk — Dr.  William  J.  Tracey,  Health  Officer. 

Infectious  diseases  reported  were  as  follows:  Measles,  two 
cases;  scarlet  fever,  seven;  diphtheria,  seven;  typhoid  fever, 
eleven,  and  tuberculosis,  five  cases. 

Although  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  prevailed  throughout 
the  year  the  number  of  cases  was  small — due  to  rigid  precau- 
tions. 

Typhoid  fever  prevailed  as  usual  throughout  the  year,  due  to 
contaminated  well  water.  As  long  as  the  public  persists  in  the 
use  of  such  water  this  disease  will  prevail. 

The  five  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  represented  but  a  small 
percentage  of  the  number  that  existed. 

Vaccination — ^The  school  children  of  the  town  were  vacci- 
nated during  the  months  of  May  and  June  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  town  health  officer.  About  80  per  cent,  of  the 
school  children  have  been  vaccinated,  the  other  20  should  be. 

*  How  did  the  floor  timbers  get  infected  ?— C.  A.  L. 
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Town  of  Norwalk — Dil  William  J.  Tracey,  Health  Officer. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  occurred.  Of 
this  number  one  was  a  case  of  measles,  two  were  scarlet  fever, 
eleven  were  diphtheria,  ten  were  typhoid  fever,  two  were  small 
pox,  and  two  were  tuberculosis. 

Scarlet  fever — The  two  cases  of  this  disease  reported  were  of 
a  mild  type. 

Diphtheria — Although  this  disease  was  of  a  severe  type, 
modem  treatment  of  it  caused  the  death-rate  to  be  low.  Of 
the  eleven  cases  reported,  six  of  the  above  cases  occurred  in 
the  County  Home  among  the  children  of  that  institution. 

Typhoid  fever — For  the  past  few  years  this  disease  has  been 
quite  prevalent,  due  to  c(Mitamination  of  our  well  water.  In 
thickly  settled  communities  wells  are  a  menace  to  health,  and 
as  long  as  they  are  permitted  to  exist,  typhoid  fever  will  prevail. 

Small  pox — A  mother  and  child  residing  in  Stamford  came 
to  Norwalk  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  relative,  and  while  here, 
was  stricken  with  the  loathsome  disease.  On  inquiry  it  was 
discovered  that  they  were  anti-vaccinationists,  and  of  course  had 
never  submitted  to  this  operation.  The  family  whom  they  were 
visiting  on  Bouton  street  consisted  of  seven  persons.  After 
vaccinating  this  family  they  were  isolated  in  tents,  and  after 
expiration  of  two  weeks  they  were  permitted  to  resume  their 
usual  occupations. 

A  doctor  and  a  nurse  were  procured  for  the  patients  and  a 
strict  quarantine  was  established  and  maintained  for  a  period 
of  eight  weeks,  with  a  watchman  on  duty  night  and  day.  At 
the  expiration  of  this  time  the  patients  being  fully  convalescent, 
the  house  was  thoroughly  disinfected. 

All  persons  living  in  that  vicinity  were  vaccinated — a  house 
to  house  inspection  being  made  for  that  purpose.  Some  opposi- 
tion was  met  as  was  expected;  this,  however,  was  not  a  time 
for  argument  or  opposition,  but  for  action.  It  was  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  public  health  that  they  should  be  vaccinated, 
and  they  were  vaccinated. 

Some  people  profess  to  be  much  opposed  to  the  practice  of 
vaccination,  and  in  support  of  their  views  allege:  first,  that 
vaccination  neither  prevents  nor  modifies  small  pox,  and 
secondly,  that  it  is  a  dangerous  practice,  as  it  often  gives  rise 
to  other  diseases. 
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In  answer  to  the  first  allegation,  I  will  state  that  no  one  open 
to  conviction,  who  has  studied  statistics,  can  believe  that  vac- 
cination does  not  prevent  small  pox.  In  reply  to  the  second 
allegation,  I  will  state  that  vaccination  is  a  surgical  operation. 
When  properly  performed,  it  is  free  from  danger  and  never 
causes  other  diseases. 

The  truths  concerning  vaccination,  enunciated  in  1796,  rest 
on  an  impregnable  foundation  and  to-day  remain  unaltered  and 
unshaken.  Vaccination  has  stood  the  test  of  experience,  it  has 
proved  to  be  effective.  Its  blessings  have  removed  untold 
misery  and  suffering  and  saved  thousands  of  lives.  For  all  this 
humanity  is  indebted  to  one  man — ^the  immortal  Jenner.  We 
acknowledge  him  to  be  one  of  our  greatest  discoverers,  and  the 
public  should  recognize  him  as  one  of  its  greatest  benefactors. 

Tuberculosis — Although  this  disease  is  recognized  as  infec- 
tious, classified  as  such,  and  included  among  the  diseases  to  be 
reported  to  the  health  officer,  the  majority  of  our  physicians  fail 
to  do  so.  When  we  consider  that  it  causes  more  deaths  than 
all  other  infectious  diseases  combined,  and  at  the  present  time 
we  have  over  one  hundred  cases  in  our  town,  it  should  not  be 
necessary  for  me  to  call  the  attention  of  the  physicians  to  the 
necessity  of  reporting  it. 

Isolation  hospital — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
selectmen  to  utilize  the  building  formerly  occupied  as  a  children's 
home  for  the  care  of  infectious  diseases.  The  cases  of  small 
pox  which  occurred  recently,  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing such  a  building. 

The  cities  should  make  provisions  for  the  proper  collection 
and  disposal  of  their  garbage.  At  present  it  is  allowed  to 
accumulate  until  it  becomes  a  nuisance  and  then  is  frequently 
dumped  upon  some  vacant  lot  or  unfrequented  highway. 

Poisonous  drugs — Duty  compels  me  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  public  to  the  indiscriminate  sale  and  use  of  poisonous  drugs. 
When  properly  given  for  definite  symptoms  such  drugs  are  a 
blessing,  but  when  injudiciously  taken  they  frequently  prove  to 
be  a  curse.  The  drug  habit  is  easily  acquired,  but  difficult  to 
overcome.  It  is  better  to  suffer  pain  than  to  become  addicted 
to  the  use  of  drugs  for  relief  which  produces  worse  symptoms 
than  the  disease  for  which  they  were  given. 

We  have  in  our  midst  arsenic  eaters,  opium,  acetanilids  and 
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phenacetine  habituates,  who  purchase  these  drugs  at  many  of 
our  drug  stores  as  often  as  they  wish.  I  am  aware  of  the  fact 
that  druggists  have  a  legal  right  to  sell  such  drugs  indiscrimi- 
nately although  by  this  use  health  and  life  may  be  sacrificed ;  but 
even  though  they  have  the  right,  there  is  a  duty  which  they  owe 
to  the  public  as  well  as  a  moral  obligation,  which  they  should 
not  ignore. 


City  of  Norwich — Dr.  Witter  K.  Tingley,  Health  Officer. 

The  city  of  Norwich  has  had,  with  exception  of  the  small  pox 
scare,  a  year  of  tranquility  and  peace  but  for  the  anti-vaccina- 
tionists.  Measles  has  not  been  epidemic,  but  scattered  cases  have 
happened  all  the  year.  Scarlet  fever  was  confined  to  five  or  six 
cases.  The  patients  were  strictly  quarantined  and  no  more 
cases  developed.  Diphtheria  fortunately  has  been  very  little  in 
evidence  during  the  year ;  the  same  may  be  said  of  membranous 
croup.  Whooping  cough  has  been  very  prevalent  but  has  been 
of  a  mild  type  and  has  had  no  complications.  Typhoid  fever  has 
been  confined  to  six  cases  and  these  were  brought  from  abroad. 
In  Norwich  we  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  no  citizen 
drinking  the  city  water  has  ever  had  typhoid  fever  since  the 
water  works  were  started.  Small  pox  was  confined  to  one 
case,  this  a  severe  case  of  confluent  small  pox  that  resulted 
fatally  in  six  days.  The  case  was  under  observation  within 
three  hours  after  the  onset;  the  diagnosis  of  small  pox  made 
by  the  health  officer  and  attending  physician ;  the  house  quar- 
antined; the  family,  of  whom  there  were  three  unvaccinated 
brothers  and  sisters,  vaccinated,  and  although  a  number  of  peo- 
ple were  exposed,  prompt  vaccination  was  efficacious  and  no 
case  of  even  the  mildest  type  of  varioloid  developed.  Imme- 
diately after  the  case  of  small  pox  occurred  I,  contemplating  a 
general  vaccination  of  the  people,  ordered  the  school  children, 
of  whom  there  were  2,500  unvaccinated,  and  consequently 
unprotected,  attending  school,  to  be  vaccinated  before  entering 
school  in  the  fall.  This  law  has  been  enforced  in  spite  of  the 
opposition  of  a  number  of  anti-vaccinationists,  so  that  to  date 
there  are  only  about  35  children  attending  school  unvaccinated. 
These  children  are  provided  with  certificates  of  ill  health  that 
are  false  on  the  face  of  it  and  signed  by  two  homeopathic  {Ay- 
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sicians  who  are  publicly  opposed  to  vaccination.  No  regular 
I^ysician  in  the  whole  city  has  sent  a  certificate  of  exemption 
to  the  school  teacher  on  the  ground  of  sickness.  A  peculiar 
feature  of  the  vaccination  disturbance  has  been  the  spectacle  of 
the  mayor  of  the  city,  Chas.  F.  Thayer,  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Central  district,  advising  and  lead- 
ing the  anti-vaccinationist  members  of  the  board,  elected  by  a 
packed  meeting,  in  defying  the  health  officer's  order,  and  inci- 
dentally the  law  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  Pulmonary  con- 
sumption in  the  city  of  Norwich  is  fortunately  not  frequent. 

A  large  number  of  nuisances  have  been  abated.  Three  hun- 
dred complaints  have  been  made  to  health  officer ;  two  hundred 
and  fifty  have  been  abated,  ten  of  these  without  complaint.  Our 
garbage  is  dumped  on  vacant  squares  in  the  city  limits.  No 
improvement  in  this  respect. 

We  need  very  much  a  hospital  for  contagious  cases. 

We  are  constantly  building  sewers  and  doing  away  with 
^'aults  and  cesspools,  although  there  are  many  more  than  we 
would  like  still  existing  in  the  city. 

Town  of  Norwich — Dr.  E.  H.  Linnell,  Health  Officer, 

The  most  noteworthy  event  of  the  past  year  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  town  was  the  occurrence  of  three  cases  of  small 
pox  in  Taftville  in  the  month  of  June.  The  first  case  was  in 
the  person  of  a  woman  who  arrived  only  a  few  days  previously 
from  Canada. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  other  portions  of 
the  State  the  possibility  of  its  appearance  in  Norwich  was  con- 
sidered, and  precautionary  measures  were  instituted  as  early 
as  last  February.  '  Placards  were  posted  in  all  schools,  mills 
and  other  public  places,  calling  attention  to  the  protection 
which  successful  vaccination  affords,  and  urging  all  persons  to 
be  vaccinated  by  their  family  physicians.  The  desirability  of 
the  measure  was  also  urged  in  the  public  press.  The  advice 
was  heeded  by  a  large  number  of  persons,  so  that  when  the  dis- 
ease appeared  in  a  crowded  tenement  village,  it  found  the  inhab- 
itants largely  protected.  To  this  fact,  as  well  as  to  the  imme- 
diate vaccination  of  all  persons  known  to  have  been  exposed, 
and  to  the  strict  quarantine  which  was  maintained,  may  be  attri- 
buted the  fortunate  circumstance  that  the  disease  was  strictly 
limited  to  the  immediate  family  of  the  person  first  affected. 
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Another  good  result  of  the  general  vaccination  preceding  the 
outbreak  of  the  small  pox  was  the  saving  to  the  town  of  a  large 
expense.  It  was  deemed  wis^  to  require  all  operatives  in  the 
mill,  and  all  school  children  to  be  vaccinated  at  the  public  cost 
when  necessary,  but  the  previous  measures  adopted  left  but  a 
small  minority  who  would  not,  or  could  not,  pay  for  the  service. 
I  think  comparison  with  other  towns  where  small  pox  has  pre- 
vailed will  demonstrate  that  Norwich  has  suffered,  proportion- 
ately, much  less  pecuniarily  by  reason  of  this  disease. 

An  important  lesson  from  this  experience  is  the  imperative 
need  of  a  suitable  place  where  such  cases  can  be  cared  for.  If 
the  pest  house  is  the  only  place  where  they  can  be  received,  as 
seems  to  be  the  case,  it  should  be  kept  in  readiness  for  imme- 
diate use,  and  provision  for  suitable  nursing  and  care  of  any 
unfortunate  occupants  should  be  made. 

Another  lesson  wihich  should  be  impressed  upon  the  public  is 
the  efficacy  of  vaccination.  It  is  not  claimed  that  it  affords 
complete  protection.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  abundantly  proven, 
that  vaccination  has  modified  very  much  the  severity  of  the  dis- 
ease and  lessened  its  prevalence,  and  that  if  a  person  who  has 
previously  been  vaccinated  does  contract  small  pox,  it  runs 
a  much  milder  course,  and  is  very  rarely,  I  might  almost  say 
never,  fatal.  Another  fact  which  ought  to  be  thoroughly 
understood  and  remembered  is  that  serious  results  are  almost 
invariably  due  to  lack  of  care  either  in  the  selection  of  the  virus 
in  its  introduction,  or  in  the  subsequent  care,  or  lack  of  care, 
of  the  arms  and  are  therefore  avoidable.  The  methods 
employed  by  the  health  officer  may  perhaps  be  profitably  men- 
tioned as  showing  the  extreme  care  exercised,  and  it  may  also 
be  well  to  state  that  among  the  hundreds  of  individuals  vacci- 
nated by  him  during  the  past  few  months,  he  has  yet  to  learn 
of  a  single  instance  of  serious  or  permanent  ill  result.  The 
virus  was  obtained  from  a  source  that  insured  its  purity.  In 
every  instance  the  arm  was  carefully  disinfected,  and  the  scari- 
fier was  sterilized  each  time  both  before  and  after  use,  and  the 
wound  was  protected  by  a  shield,  and  careful  instructions  were 
given  as  to  subsequent  care. 

With  the  exception  of  the  three  cases  of  small  pox  mentioned, 
there  has  been  a  remarkable  absence  of  contagious  diseases  dur- 
ing the  past  year ;  altogether  but  twelve  cases  were  brought  to 
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my  attention,  viz:  four  of  diphtheria,  of  which  only  one,  I 
think,  was  fatal,  four  of  typhoid  fever,  two  of  measles,  and  two 
of  whooping  cough.  This  is  by  far  the  best  record  during  my 
eight  years  experience  as  town  health  officer. 

The  town  has  been  kept  in  a  more  sanitary  and  cleanly  con- 
dition, as  evidenced  by  fewer  complaints  of  nuisances  demand- 
ing attention ;  all  were  abated,  although  legal  measures  were 
required  in  one  instance. 

The  work  of  constructing  sewers  in  Taftville  is  to  be  highly 
commended  as  a  much  needed  sanitary  measure,  which  will,  I 
am  sure,  conduce  much  to  the  healthfulness  of  this  locdity. 

Old  Lyme — Dr.  J.  L.  Burn  ham.  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  about  twenty  cases  of  measles  in  town  during 
this  summer.  The  primary  case  came  on  a  visit  from  New 
York  city  and  broke  out  four  days  after  arriving  here.  There 
has  been  one  case  only  of  scarlet  fever  in  town,  occurring  in  a 
cottage  at  the  shore.  Patient  was  taken  sick  the  day  after  com- 
ing from  Hartford.  Strict  quarantine  and  adequate  disinfec- 
tion prevented  any  secondary  cases.  Whooping  cough  has  been 
prevalent  in  a  portion  of  the  town.  There  have  been  no  other 
contagious  diseases. 

There  is  very  little  consumption  in  town.  The  patients  are 
instructed  in  the  care  and  disposal  of  their  sputa  so  as  not  to  be 
a  great  menace  to  others. 

Old  Saybrook — Dr.  J.  H.  Granniss,  Health  Officer, 

Very  little  of  interest  to  health  officers  has  occurred  in  this 
town  during  the  past  year.  Three  cases  of  measles  and  three 
of  scarlet  fever,  all  followed  by  recovery ;  one  case  of  diphtheria 
which  proved  fatal.  Very  few  cases  of  tuberculosis  have 
occurred  in  this  town  during  the  past  thirty  years.  We  have 
but  one  school  house  and  that  is  as  well  ventilated  as  the  average 
public  building. 

Beyond  this  the  record  of  this  is  but  a  duplicate  of  the  last 
few  years. 

Orange — ^Dr.  Charles  A.  Bevan,  Health  Officer. 

Contagious  diseases — ^During  the  past  year  seven  cases  of 
measles  have  been  reported.    No  one  believes  that  these  seven 
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were  all  of  the  cases  which  occurred.  Parents  think  it  is  not 
incumbent  upon  them  to  report  contagious  diseases. 

Nuisances — Almost  the  only  nuisances  are  created  by  those 
who  collect  garbage  to  be  fed  to  pigs. 

School  houses — With  the  exception  of  the  Tyler  City  and 
the  First  District  our  school  houses  are  in  fairly  good  condition. 

Oxford — Dr.  Lewis  Barnes,  Health  Officer. 

Our  annual  report  shows  that  with  a  population  slightly  van- 
ing  from  a  thousand  for  two  decades,  this  year's  mortality  list 
is  the  smallest  on  record  for  any  year  of  that  time;  also  a 
marked  decrease  has  existed  in  the  number  of  invalids,  and  we 
have  had  abundant  health  as  compared  with  former  years ;  this 
is  of  course  due  in  part  to  climatic  conditions,  but  largely  to  the 
notably  increased  attention  given  to  the  hygienic  condition  of 
the  home  premises  and  to  the  growing  dread  of  impure  water. 

It  is  enjoined  upon  us  to  treat  in  summary  order  various 
topics,  uniformly  assigned  us  year  by  year,  including  infectious 
diseases,  with  other  retarding  health  factors,  and  therefore  the 
reports  may  seem  monotonous  in  their  character  to  the  fellow 
townsman  who  reads  them,  but  they  will  always  have  an  especial 
value  to  the  statisticians  of  the  State  and  county  in  determining 
the  progressive  results  in  eradicating  communicative  disease,  or 
it  may  be  in  exceptional  cases  to  ascertain  and  obviate  if  possi- 
ble hidden  and  retarding  factors  opposed  to  health. 

Scarlet  fever  by  infection  from  Beacon  Falls  occurred  in  one 
family  only.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  first  case  had  the  char- 
acteristic fever,  angina,  etc.,  without  any  erupticxi,  and  on  the 
fourth  day  of  the  attack  he  attended  a  large  social  gathering 
with  no  untoward  result.  The  following  week  a  sister  had  a 
fully  developed  attack,  which  fully  cleared  up  before  that  of 
her  brother,  on  whom  the  cuticle  was  peeling  on  the  fifth  week. 

Diphtheria  is  credited  with  one  very  mild  case  in  March. 
There  was  no  local  cause.  It  was  probably  by  infection  from 
Waterbury. 

Whooping-cough  was  limited  to  two  families  in  July  and 
August.  One  of  these  families,  before  I  was  aware,  had  tented 
apart  on  the  Mil  ford  shore.  It  was  a  preventive  act  for  us. 
How  it  operated  in  Milford  I  have  not  learned. 

Typhoid  fever,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  and  small  pox  have 
not  occurred. 
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Nothing  is  said  or  done  publicly  to  restrict  tuberculosis. 
There  is  no  dread  of  incurring  the  disease  from  tuberculous 
milk.  Our  farmers  hang  bovine  tuberculosis  on  the  same  peg 
with  peach  yellows.  Both  are  viewed  with  regard  it  is  true,  but 
awdt  scientific  investigation.  One  or  two  cases  of  incipient 
tuberculosis  exist  as  the  result  of  imperfect  cell  growth  in 
infancy — ^being  a  legacy  from  the  parent  stock ;  but  as  "air  and 
exercise"  cause  us  "to  live  and  thrive  and  grow,"  so  these  in 
their  purity  and  freedom  are  great  checks  to  this  disease.  Five 
complaints  of  nuisances  were  all  abated  at  the  owner's  expense, 
save  (me.  The  town  in  its  liberality  paid  for  killing  a  fox  and 
also  for  its  burial. 

Garbage  seldom  becomes  a  nuisance  in  a  farming  community, 
except  through  the  pig-sty  with  an  over  abundance.  A  moder- 
ate supply  at  frequent  intervals  and  cleanliness  are  antidotal.  It 
is  not  allowed  to  become  a  nuisance.  Sewage  is  largely  by 
open  surface  drains  with  no  dead  levels  to  check  its  flow.  Some 
of  our  farmers  utilize  the  waste  by  tanks  mounted  on  wheels, 
thereby  giving  irrigation  to  nearby  fields. 

Provision  for  contagious  diseases  could  be  readily  and  quickly 
made  at  the  almshouse  with  complete  isolation.  No  special 
arrangement  exists.  All  our  public  buildings  are  in  good  sani- 
tary condition.  The  school  houses  and  closets  are  cared  for  in 
a  proper  manner  and  likewise  all  our  public  buildings  are  cleaned 
and  renovated  sufficiently. 

The  water  supply  from  wells  and  springs  is  of  a  far  better 
quality  than  most  of  the  towns  in  the  State  can  boast  of  having. 

No  test  has  been  made  of  the  potability  of  the  water  in  Eight 
Mile  Brook  since  the  rec^>ening  of  the  paper  mill  above  us,  but 
appearances  indicate  that  for  general  purposes  ice  from  that 
stream  must  be  unhealthy  and  should  not  be  gathered. 

Plainville — ^Dr.  J.  N.  Bull,  Health  Officer. 

The  endemic  of  scarlet  fever,  probably  about  fifty  cases,  was 
mild  in  type.  There  were  four  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  all  in  one 
family.  One  case  of  small  pox,  medium  severity,  and  proba- 
bly two  or  three  mild  cases,  seen  too  late  for  positive  diagnosis. 
One  case  of  tuberculosis,  abdominal. 
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Plymouth — ^Dr.  T.  G.  O'Connell,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  no  epidemics,  all  contagious  diseases  having 
been  stamped  out  to  such  an  extent  that  the  town  has  been  prac- 
tically free  from  such  diseases. 

Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  to  me.  None  of 
them  were  fatal. 

At  the  time  when  small  pox  was  reported  to  be  in  a  neighbor- 
ing town,  rumor  had  it  that  there  were  two  cases  in  our  town, 
but  a  thorough  investigation  failed  to  discover  them. 

Notices  have  been  posted  in  all  public  buildings  in  regard  to 
the  spitting  nuisance.    Two  nuisjmces  have  been  abated. 

In  August  a  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported ;  the  disease  was 
confined  to  one  member  of  the  family. 

No  efforts  have  been  made  to  restrict  the  prevalence  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  except  the  posting  of  sig^s  in  regard  to  the 
spitting  nuisance. 

PoMFRET — Charles  O.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported: 
Measles,  five  cases ;  the  origin  of  four  cases  was  traceable  to 
another  state,  and  transmitted  here  by  a  boy  returning  to  a  pri- 
vate school.    The  other  case  originated  from  an  adjoining  town. 

Scarlet  fever,  three  cases,  all  in  one  family ;  origin  traceable 
to  an  adjoining  town. 

Typhoid  fever,  two  cases ;  originated  in  Massachusetts. 

Portland — Dr.  Frank  E.  Potter,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  fewer  cases  of  contagious  diseases  than  for 
many  years  preceding.  The  only  cases  reported,  tubercular 
disease  excepted,  have  been  two  of  scarlet  fever  and  a  few  cases 
of  whooping  cough.  No  secondary  cases  occurred.  A  few 
cases  of  whooping  cough  were  introduced  during  the  summer 
months,  but  its  spread  was  limited  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  had 
been  epidemic  during  the  summer  of  1899.  Of  all  the  conta- 
gious diseases  tuberculosis  is  the  most  widespread  and  fatal. 

There  have  been  eight  deaths  from  this  disease  in  Portland 
during  the  year  out  of  a  total  of  fifty-seven,  almost  one  in  seven, 
bearing  about  the  same  ratio  as  the  oft-repeated  statement  that 
one-seventh  of  the  entire  human  family  die  from  consiunption. 
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Now  that  the  contagious  nature  of  the  disease  is  known  a  world 
wide  efiPort  is  being  made  to  greatly  decrease  the  death-rate 
from  this  source. 

A  consumptive  patient  treated  in  the  ordinary  family  is  a 
grave  menace  to  other  members  of  the  household.  Every  care 
should  be  taken  to  dispose  of  the  sputum  before  it  dries  and 
floats  in  the  air  as  germ-laden  dust  for  others  to  breathe;  and 
all  rooms  occupied  by  the  consumptive  should  be  thoroughly 
disinfected  before  being  used  by  others. 

In  Portland  the  practice  in  cases  of  consumption  is  to  warn 
thie  patient  and  his  family  of  the  contagious  nature  of  the  dis- 
ease and  the  necessity  of  care  in  disposing  of  the  sputum  before 
it  dries.  In  cases  of  death  from  consumption  the  rooms  which 
have  been  occupied  by  the  patient  are  fimiigated  with  formalde- 
hyde. This  is  an  efficient  germicide  and  without  the  objec- 
tionable features  of  sulphur. 

Malaria  has  been  more  prevalent  than  for  many  preceding 
years.  It  began  very  early  in  the  spring  and  has  continued 
through  the  summer.  Its  general  prevalence  and  early  appear- 
ance may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  year  previous 
was  a  wet  one,  so  that  in  the  fall  there  were  many  persons  with 
chronic  malaria  to  carry  the  disease  through  the  winter.  The 
mosquitoes  becoming  early  infected  by  these  persons,  were  then 
ready  to  carry  the  infection  to  others. 

At  the  John  Murphy  tenement  house  on  Waverly  avenue  a 
large  cesspool  has  been  put  in  this  summer  which  it  is  supposed 
will  quite  effectually  dispose  of  the  nuisance  of  a  too  small  cess- 
pool overflowing  onto  the  sidewalk  and  street.* 

No  public  provision  has  been  made  for  the  care  of  oontagious 
cases.  It  would  be  well  for  the  town  to  own  some  isolated 
building  where  a  contagious  case,  like  small  pox,  breaking  out 
in  a  thickly  settled  district  could  be  sent  and  cared  for. 

The  water  supplied  from  a  reservoir  among  the  hills  has  been 
cool  enough  and  palatable  enough  for  drinking  purposes  during 
the  entire  summer.  We  have  had  sufficient  rain  to  keep  the 
reservoir  full.     But,  as  soon  as  we  have  a  dry  season  to  drain 

*The  small  cesspool  was  the  safer  one.  Not  only  on  the  rule  "of  two 
evils  choose  the  least/'  but  because  so  much  of  the  contents  as  were 
overflowing  was  exposed  to  the  air  and  nature's  best  method  of  disposal; 
while  the  confined  contents  were  generating  deleterious  and  poisonous 
8>ses,— C.  A.  L, 
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the  water  from  the  bottom  of  the  upper  end  of  the  reservoir,  the 
organic  matter  resting  there  will  begin  to  ferment  and  decom- 
pose and  be  certain  to  give  the  water  an  unpleasant  odor  and 
taste.  This  organic  matter  will  have  to  be  removed  before  the 
reservoir  can  be  said  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Prospect — S.  A.  Talmadge,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

Diseases — There  has  been  no  infectious  diseases  in  town  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  the  town  is  so  situated,  water  pure;  conse- 
quently it  is  a  healthy  place. 

Nuisances — Two  complaints,  both  abated. 

Garbage  not  allowed  to  accumulate. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  and  public  buildings 
is  good. 

Water  supply — From  springs  and  wells  of  purest  water. 

Ice  ponds — ^The  ice  is  in  individual  ice  houses,  and  from  clean 
ponds. 

Putnam — Dr.  Omer  LaRue,  Health  Officer. 

Have  seen  a  few  cases  of  German  measles. 

We  have  had  almost  every  month  reports  of  two  or  three 
light  cases  of  scarlet  fever  without  bad  sequences. 

Of  membranous  croup  and  diphtheria  we  have  had  a  couple 
of  cases. 

But  we  must  not  forget  that  we  have  gone  through  a  period 
of  small  pox.  From  the  first  of  January  we  had  north  and 
south  of  us,  in  the  neighboring  villages,  many  cases  of  small  pox. 
Thompson  had  seven  or  eight  and  Danielson  as  many.  As  a 
preventive  the  school  board  ordered  a  general  vaccination  of  the 
school  children.  We  are  sorry  to  say  that  certain  letters,  pub- 
lished then  in  the  newspai>ers  of  the  city,  have  been  the  cause 
that  many  of  the  parents  looked  for  excuses  not  to  obey  the 
order  of  the  board.  On  February  17th  we  were  sent  to  Mes- 
senger's block  to  see  a  suspicious  case.  We  reserved  our  diag- 
nosis, but  the  next  day  we  had  to  admit  that  Mr.  Tourville,  the 
patient,  had  genuine  small  pox.  The  block  contained  six  fami- 
lies, two  families  using  the  same  stairs  and  entrance.  Having 
no  pest  house,  we  immediately  quarantined  the  two  families 
using  the  same  stairs  and  entrance  where  patient  was  confined 
and  notified  the  others  that  they  would  do  well  in  moving  from 
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the  premises.  We  engaged  the  services  of  a  nurse  and  a  physi- 
cian. Guards  were  on  duty  night  and  day.  We  vaccinated 
every  one  in  the  block  and  kept  using  all  the  disinfectants 
employed  in  such  cases.  A  brother  of  the  patient  giving  symp- 
toms of  small  pox  was  confined  in  the  same  room.  In  three 
weeks  these  patients  had  recovered.  House  was  disinfected 
with  formaldehyde  and  we  burnt  the  feather  beds,  mattresses 
and  pillows  used  by  the  patients. 

On  the  4th  day  of  April  we  were  called  at  night  to  see  the 
body  of  a  man  who,  having  been  sick  for  a  week  without  calling 
a  physician,  had  died  unexpectedly  one  hour  before  at  Vandal's 
house  on  Woodstock  avenue.  We  sent  the  callers  to  our  coro- 
ner, Dr.  J.  B.  Kent.  This  doctor  visited  the  body  the  next 
morning  and  reported  that  the  man  had  died  of  small  pox. 
From  that  same  house  three  perscxis  had  been  working  in  the 
mills  during  the  whole  week  and  another  had  been  peddling 
from  200  to  250  quarts  of  milk  every  morning.  We  quaran- 
tined the  house  and  vaccinated  the  whole  family  except  the 
father  and  mother,  who  had  had  small  pox  years  before.  The 
body  was  buried  at  night.  The  hall  through  which  they  passed 
with  the  body  and  the  room  where  he  died  was  fumigated  thor- 
oughly with  a  formaldehyde  gas  apparatus.  The  feather  bed, 
mattresses  and  pillows  were  burned.  In  spite  of  all  these  pre- 
cautions, three  days  after,  one  of  the  boys  was  taken  sick,  and 
after  another  three  days  the  eruption  was  characteristic.  After 
a  period  of  four  days  another  one  was  taken  sick  and  so  on  until 
four  of  them  were  confined  in  bed  with  small  pox  of  the  worst 
type.  To  prevent  the  spreading  of  the  disease  we  used  there  the 
same  means  which  we  had  used  in  Messenger's  block.  We 
kq)t  disinfectants  constantly  evaporating  on  an  oil  stove, 
sprinkled  the  floors  with  the  same  solution,  buried  all  the  dejec- 
tions of  the  patients  and  the  sweepings,  and  kept  sheets  dam- 
pened in  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  on  the  doors,  washing  all 
the  woodwork  with  one  in  one  thousand  solution  of  bichloride 
of  mercury,  etc.,  etc.  Nobody  could  come  near  the  house  but 
the  physician,  guards  being  kept  on  duty  night  and  day.  Forty 
days  after  the  first  patient  was  taken  sick  the  last  one  was  over 
his  trouble.  Every  patient  was  given  an  antiseptic  bath,  while 
their  clothes  were  fumigated  in  a  next  room  with  formaldehyde 
gas.    After  having  dressed  they  were  sent  out  and  the  whole 
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house  was  fumigated  with  our  fonnaldehyde  gas  apparatus.  Six 
hours  later  the  house  was  ventilated  and  the  family  allowed  to 
go  in. 

How  did  these  cases  originate?  In  the  beginning  we  had 
thought  that  young  Tourville  had  caught  small  pox  in  Central 
Falls,  R.  L,  where  he  had  been  visiting  fifteen  days  before  being 
taken  sick,  but  we  have  heard  since  that  the  daughter  of  the  man 
where  Tourville  boarded  had  c<xne  from  Canada  with  what  she 
called  a  skin  disease  but  what  the  people  thought  was  small  pox, 
that  they  had  called  no  physician  for  her  or  for  her  brother,  who 
had  the  same  trouble.  If  so,  we  may  thank  God  not  to  have  had 
more  cases.  As  to  the  Woodstock  avenue  cases,  the  man  who 
came  there  sick  was  the  son-in-law  of  the  proprietor  of  the  house. 
He  was  a  drunkard  and  a  tramp  and  never  came  to  see  them 
only  when  in  trouble  of  some  kind.  They  always  unwillingly 
had  to  give  him  shelter  and  let  him  get  over  his  trouble  or  dis- 
ease the  best  he  could ;  only  this  time,  to  their  misery  and  dam- 
age, it  happened  to  be  small  pox. 

The  only  precaution  which  we  have  taken  against  consump- 
tion is  to  forbid  expectoration  in  public  places,  as  theaters, 
churches,  etc. 

We  have  only  one  public  sewer  and  it  is  understood  and 
ordained  that  the  sewer  shall  be  used  only  to  take  care  of  sur- 
face water,  but  it  is  a  known  fact  that  it  has  been  tapped  during 
the  night  at  several  places  to  take  care  of  all  the  sink  drains  of 
our  main  business  blocks. 

When  we  see  the  wealthiest  people  of  the  city  breaking  so 
openly  and  with  such  impunity  the  law  and  order  for  sanital 
regulations,  bow  can  we  act  very  severely  against  the  poor 
people  who,  to  save  the  expense  of  cleaning  their  cesspools  and 
privy  vaults  at  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar  a  load,  empty  them  into 
the  streets  in  the  darkness  of  a  rainy  night  ? 

One  of  our  ice  ponds  is  at  the  foot  of  a  hill  covered  with  pri- 
vate residences.  All  these  houses  have  their  cesspools  and  privy 
vaults.  The  natural  drain  of  the  land  being  towards  that  pond, 
it  follows  that  it  cannot  be  very  good  for  public  health  to 
gather  ice  from  such  a  pond;  but  as  this  state  of  things  has 
been  existing  for  over  twenty  years  and  as  we  have  not  seen 
any  trouble  which  could  directly  be  traced  to  the  use  of  this  ice, 
we  have  not  taken  any  action. 
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Redding — Dr.  Ernest  H.  Smith,  Health  Officer, 

The  town  has  been  unusually  free  from  infectious  diseases. 

Eight  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported  with  one  death. 
Most  of  these  cases,  however,  have  been  extremely  mild  and  in 
no  case  has  the  disease  spread  outside  of  the  family.  Three 
very  mild  cases  of  whooping  cough  have  come  to  the  notice  of 
the  health  ofBcer ;   doubtless  there  were  others. 

In  one  district  at  least  the  school  has  been  at  times  during  the 
past  year  overcrowded. 

Ridgefield — ^Dr.  R.  W.  Lowe,  Health  Officer, 

Public  health  in  my  town  is  exceptionally  good.  We  have 
had  few  infectious  diseases,  the  total  number  of  cases  of  measles 
being  nine ;  with  one  case  of  typhoid,  which  properly  belonged 
to  the  borough  of  Ridgefield,  having  moved  here  only  a  few 
days  before  his  illness. 

During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March  we  had 
several  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia  with  no  deaths. 

No  complaints  in  the  township  of  nuisances. 

Garbage  is  disposed  of  by  individuals,  and  in  the  more  thickly 
populated  center  the  Ridgefield  Village  Improvement  Society 
have  placed  cans  for  the  reception  of  garbage,  etc. 

Sanitary  condition  of  schools  only  fair. 

Water  supply  is  derived  from  wells,  spring,  and  Ridgefield 
Water  Supply  Co. 

The  different  milk  supplies  in  the  town  were  examined  thor- 
oughly by  Prof.  Smith  of  Yale  University  last  year  and  found 
in  excellent  condition.  Nearly  all  dairymen  use  the  immediate 
cooling  process,  much  more  attention  being  paid  by  our  dairy- 
men in  r^ard  to  cleanliness  of  stables,  food,  and  care  of  cattle. 

Rocky  Hill — Dr.  F.  L.  Burr,  Health  Officer, 

I  have  to  report  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  January  and  Feb- 
ruary. The  number  of  cases  at  this  outbreak  was  twenty-eight. 
Houses  were  placarded  where  the  disease  existed,  and  extreme 
care  reduced  the  spread  of  the  contagion.  Type  severe;  no 
deaths.    One  school  was  closed. 

We  have  had  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  history  of 
said  cases  throws  no  possible  light  on  the  source  of  contagion, 
except  in  one  case  it  was  thought  the  contagion  was  transmitted 
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by  letter  from  a  relative  in  the  state  of  California.  Vigorous 
measures  prevented  any  secondary  cases  or  further  extension  of 
the  dread  disease.  One  case  was  fatal.  The  houses  were  sub- 
sequently disinfected. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  reported  in  November.  No  sec- 
ondary cases ;  cause  could  not  be  traced. 

There  has  been  but  one  death  from  tuberculosis,  as  it  is  rare 
in  this  town. 

The  death-rate  for  this  year  is  the  lowest  for  many  years. 

Every  town  should  have  a  pest  house. 

The  ice  supply  is  procured  from  an  excellent  pond  and  could 
not  be  improved  upon. 

The  milk  produced  in  town  is  nearly  all  sent  to  Hartford  mar- 
ket, and  so  far  as  I  know  the  farmers  take  pains  to  have  it 
delivered  to  customers  in  good  condition  and  in  clean  utensils. 
I  have  personal  knowledge  of  said  particulars. 

RoxBURY — Dr.  Louis  J.  Pons,  Health  Officer. 

With  the  exception  of  malaria  we  have  been  unusually  free 
from  disease.  Chills  and  fever,  of  the  tertian  variety,  have  been 
very  prevalent  the  last  three  years,  but  more  especially  the  past 
summer ;  probably  40  per  cent,  of  the  population  residing  in  the 
Shepaug  valley  have  been  affected.  How  much  mosquitoes  are 
responsible  for  malaria  is  still  a  mooted  question.  That  some 
mosquitoes  are  capable  of  conveying  the  germs  from  a  malarial 
patient  to  the  well,  I  have  no  doubt,  but  can  hardly  believe  that 
this  is  the  sole  cause. 

Of  the  contagious  diseases  only  four  cases  were  reported,  two 
of  scarlet  fever  and  two  of  diphtheria. 

I  am  not  aware  of  the  existence  at  present  of  a  case  of  puhno- 
nary  consumption  in  this  town. 

Ninety  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  have  been  vaccinated 
by  order  of  the  school  board,  and  little  trouble  or  opposition 
was  experienced  in  enforcing  the  order. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  has  been  greatly 
improved  during  the  past  year ;  one  new  building  is  being  erected 
and  six  others  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  improved  by 
better  ventilation  and  light. 

The  condition  of  the  town  hall  is  also  better  than  formerly. 

The  water  supply  is  generally  good,  about  90  per  cent,  coming 
from  wells  and  the  remainder  from  springs. 
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Salem — Dr.  C.  F.  Congdon,  Health  Officer. 

There  was  one  case  of  membranous  croup. 

Last  winter  scarlet  fever  made  its  appearance  in  two  families. 
The  origin  could  not  be  traced.  There  were  no  secondary  cases 
from  either  the  scarlet  fever  or  croup. 

I  would  again  warn  the  public  against  small  pox  that  is 
prevalent  throughout  the  country,  and  urge  that  every  one 
whose  age  or  health  does  not  forbid  it,  be  vaccinated.  The 
best  time  is  now;  not  next  month,  nor  next  year.  The  pre- 
ponderance of  evidence  is  in  favor  of  vaccination.  Since  the 
use  of  lymph,  direct  from  the  bovine,  and  the  abandonment  of 
arm  to  arm  vaccination,  the  old  objection  to  the  operation  on 
account  of  the  transmission  of  disease  is  obliterated. 

Salisbury — Dr.  Wm.  B.  Bissell,  Health  Officer. 

Measles  appeared  in  March,  May  and  June,  each  group  of 
cases  originating  from  a  different  source. 

There  were  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever;  one  case  occurring 
in  the  Hotchkiss  School,  the  others  in  private  families. 

October  and  April  produced  several  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  was  reported,  and  one  case 
of  diphtheria. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  school  houses  can  be  classed 
as  good,  bad  and  indifferent. 

Our  water  supply  is  excellent  most  of  the  year,  but  it  has 
its  "oflF  days  when  it  goes  a-fishing"  for  two  or  three  weeks 
at  a  time. 

Our  dairy  farms  are  kept  in  much  better  condition  than 
formerly. 

The  filter  for  disposal  of  sewage  ait  the  State  School  for 
Imbeciles  is  in  course  of  construction,  and  will  be  completed 
this  fall. 


Saybrook — Dr.  H.  T.  French,  Health  Officer, 

The  only  infectious  diseases  which  occurred  were  twelve 
cases  of  whooping  cough. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  observed  within  the  last 
two  years  in  the  care  and  distribution  of  milk ;  most  of  it  now 
being  delivered  in  bottles,  securely  sealed,  after  having  been 
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freed  from  animal  heat.  .The  quality,  with  rare  exceptions,  is 
good.  It  is  believed  that  our  milkmen  are  making  an  effort 
to  produce  only  a  pure  and  wholesome  product,  and  to  see 
that  it  is  delivered  to  their  customers  in  good  condition. 

Scotland — ^Dr.  Amos  Avery,  Hedth  Officer. 

There  have  been  but  four  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  this 
town,  viz.,  one  each  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  and  two 
of  typhoid  fever.  The  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  traced 
to  no  source  of  infection. 

The  case  of  diphtheria  was  that  of  a  student  attending  high 
school  in  Willimantic,  going  and  returning  each  day  by  train. 
He  did  not  know  of  having  been  exposed  to  the  above  disease. 
The  disease  was  confined  to  a  single  case.  The  attendii^ 
physician  administered  full  doses  of  antitoxin  to  the  patient 
and  immunizing  doses  of  the  same  to  exposed  members  of  the 
family.  There  were  four  or  five  other  members  of  the  family 
in  the  house  at  the  time. 

In  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  the  only  discoverable  source  of 
contagion  was  some  bedding  and  clothing  that  had  been  used 
about  a  scarlet  fever  case  twenty  years  before.  The  family 
were  preparing  to  move  to  another  house  and  they  were  shak- 
ing out,  airing  and  packing  their  goods,  which  included  the 
above  named  articles.  The  family  had  always  lived  in  the 
house ;  the  patient  twenty  years  previous  was  sick  in  the  same 
house.  Strict  quarantine  was  enforced,  till  desquamation  was 
complete — ^thorough  disinfection  afterwards.  No  new  cases 
were  contracted  from  the  above. 

There  has  been  more  interest  in  sanitary  matters  the  past 
year,  as  a  number  of  families  have  asked  the  health  officer  to 
inspect  their  sink  drains,  vaults,  etc.,  wells  and  springs  and 
suggest  improvements  or  changes. 

Seymour — William   S.  Cooper,  Health  Officer, 

The  contagious  diseases  reported  were:  Measles  two,  scarlet 
fever  twenty-five,  diphtheria  one,  typhoid  fever  three,  consump- 
tion three.  The  cases  of  measles  were  light.  The  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  were  scattered  over  the  whole  town.  In  no 
instance  did  the  disease  spread  from  one  family  to  another. 
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In  three  families  where  there  were  small  children  secondary 
cases  followed.  The  case  of  diphtheria  was  severe,  but  no 
secondary  cases  followed.  The  three  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
were  light  and  the  origin  not  known. 

The  school  houses  have  all  been  cleaned  and  renovated  during 
the  summer  vacation.  The  public  library  and  buildings  and 
town  hall  have  been  thoroughly  renovated. 

The  milk  supply  is  from  dairymen,  who  live  in  this  vicinity, 
2nd  the  milk  is  thoroughly  cooled  in  spring  and  ice  water.  The 
stables  are  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated.  The  bottles  and  cans 
are  sterilized  with  boiling  water  every  time  used.  It  is  evident 
that  our  dairymen  are  taking  more  precautwn  than  formerly 
to  keep  their  milk  pure. 

Our  cemeteries  are  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  the  drive- 
ways free  from  weeds ;  their  neat  appearance  attracts  many  to 
visit  them. 

Our  public  park  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past 
year.  New  roads  have  been  built  and  some  rough  places  have 
been  made  smooth.  Six  hundred  dollars  have  been  given  dur- 
ing the  year  for  this  purpose  and  the  improvements  will  continue. 

Our  one  ice  pond  is  far  removed  from  all  contamination  and 
is  pure. 

Sharon — Dr.  Robert  P.  Knight,  Health  Officer. 
No  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported  to  this  office. 


Shelton — Dr.  Gould  A.  Shelton,  Health  Officer, 

Of  contagious  diseases,  we  have  to  report  nine  of  measles, 
thirteen  of  scarlet  fever,  three  of  diphtheria,  fourteen  of  whoop- 
ing cough,  and  nine  of  typhoid  fever. 

Measles  gave  us  <mly  a  single  visitation,  and  that,  too,  of 
very  mild  type. 

Scarlet  fever  appeared  numerically  in  greater  force  than  last 
year,  yet  unattended  with  any  mortality.  It  was  present  in 
several  parts  of  the  borough,  in  different  seasons  of  the  year, 
showing  an  absence  of  epidemic  character,  through  the  guarded 
quarantine  employed. 

In  two  families,  the  disease  of  a  mild  form  appeared.  These 
cases,  not  being  cared  for  by  a  physician,  were  not  reported  to 
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the  health  officer,  and  the  children  on  their  return  to  school 
were  found  to  present  the  secondary  symptoms  so  much  to  be 
avoided  in  the  contagiousness  of  the  disease.  These  families 
were  at  once  quarantined,  the  school  building  immediately  dis- 
infected, and  the  further  progress  of  the  disease  prevented. 
After  the  exposure  of  so  many  pupils  in  the  school,  it  was 
most  fortunate  that  no  serious  epidemic  followed  this  act  of 
thoughtlessness  on  the  part  of  tHe  parents  of  these  children, 
while  passing  through  the  disease.  This  shows  the  great  neces- 
sity of  an  immediate  report  to  the  health  officer  of  all  cases  of 
contagious  diseases,  whether  attended  by  physicians  or  other- 
wise, in  order  that  an  epidemic  may  be  prevented. 

Whooping  cough,  so  frequently  present  in  thickly  settled 
communities,  disturbed  many  families,  but  that  also  was  of  the 
milder  type,  and  attended  with  no  serious  complications. 

Diphtheria  came  to  us  in  only  three  cases. 

Typhoid  fever  came  in  nine  cases ;  for  the  most  part  attribut- 
able to  influences  outside  of  our  borough. 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  that  one  case  of  traumatic  tetanus 
developed  in  the  latter  part  of  September,  1901,  from  an  incised 
wound  on  the  palmer  end  of  the  third  finger  of  the  right  hand. 
The  case  was  an  especially  severe  one — ^which  fortunately  yielded 
after  the  fifth  day  to  the  treatment  by  anti-tetanic  serum — from 
which  the  patient  recovered  in  the  early  part  of  the  third  week. 

A  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  reported,  and 
instructions  given  as  to  the  sanitary  conditions  surrounding 
the  cases,  which  have  been  kindly  received,  and  believed  to  have 
been  judiciously  carried  out. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  1902,  upon  the  urgent  advice  of 
the  board  of  health,  the  board  of  education  of  the  town  of 
Huntington  passed  the  following  resolution : 

"Voted  that  any  child  attending  or  hereafter  entering  any  of 
the  public  schools  in  the  town  of  Huntington,  be  required  to 
furnish  a  physician's  certificate  of  vaccination  to  the  principal 
or  teacher,  on  or  before  March  ist,  1902,  or  within  two  weeks 
from  the  time  of  entering  school.  No  child  will  be  permitted 
or  allowed  to  continue  in  school  without  such  certificate." 

The  execution  of  this  order  was  promptly  carried  out,  and 
such  pupils  were  vaccinated  who  could  not  show  evidence  of  a 
successful  vaccination  within  a  reasonable  period,  or  produce 
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a  certificate  of  the  same  from  some  medical  authority  satisfac- 
tory to  the  principal  of  the  school.  Through  this  wise  sanitary 
measure,  not  only  the  school  has  been  protected,  but  largely 
the  family  as  well.  With  us,  this  measure  seemed  most  reason- 
ably imperative,  inasmuch  as  many  of  our  factory  operatives 
were  constantly  bringing  their  families  to  us  from  districts 
infected  by  small  pox,  thereby  endangering  our  community  to 
a  serious  extent.  It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  know  that 
this  rule  of  the  board  of  education  has  been  very  cheerfully 
complied  with,  only  one  family  having  opposed  its  enforcement. 
In  this  case,  legal  proceedings  within  the  provision  of  the  rul- 
ings of  the  board  brought  about  the  return  of  the  pupil  to 
school  duties. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  to  tell  of  the  commendable  act,  on  the 
part  of  the  management  of  some  of  our  factories,  in  protecting 
the  interests  of  their  industries,  by  requiring  at  their  own 
expense  the  vaccination  of  their  operatives,  conditional  upon 
their  continuing  in  the  service  of  the  company.  As  a  sanitary 
measure  this  became  most  important  as  many  of  the  operatives 
were  frequently  coming  from  districts  infected  with  small  pox, 
thus  endangering  the  present  healthful  conditions  surrounding 
their  mills. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  and  public  buildings  has 
been  carefully  guarded  through  frequent  inspection  and  dis- 
infecticMi. 

The  usual  attention  to  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  fills  every 
need,  and  little  or  no  cause  for  complaint  or  disease  can  arise 
from  this  source. 

The  borough  has  under  construction  a  very  considerable 
extension  of  the  sewer  system  in  the  southern  district  known 
as  "South  End."  It  is  being  laid  through  portions  of  Myrtle, 
Park,  Crescent  streets,  and  Howe  avenue,  and  when  completed, 
about  one  mile  of  new  sewers  will  have  been  laid,  which  will 
greatly  relieve  this  growing  part  of  the  borough  and  furnish 
for  this  portion  of  the  village  a  much  needed  sanitary  improve- 
ment. 

The  water  supply  is  abundant,  the  watershed  thoroughly 
protected,  and  the  ice  supply  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of 
excellent  quality.  A  recent  examination  of  the  city  water  by 
the  State  chemist  gives  a  most  satisfactory  report  of  its  health- 
fulness  and  safety  for  public  use. 
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The  character  of  the  milk  supply  has  undergone  no  change 
during  the  past  year,  so  far  as  its  protection  from  unsanitary 
conditions  is  required.  The  dairymen,  while  under  no  strict 
regulations  from  the  board  of  health,  are  known  to  carefully 
guard  everything  connected  with  the  supply  of  this  necessity, 
showing  a  commendable  desire  to  assist  in  the  general  protec- 
tion of  the  public  health. 

Sherman — Dr.  John  N.  Woodruff,  Health  Officer. 

We  have  had  one  case  of  measles  and  two  cases  of  typhoid 
fever,  and  both  of  these  are  supposed  to  have  come  frcxn  Ac 
city  of  Bridgeport. 

SiMSBURY — Dr.  W.  R.  Munson,  Health  Officer, 

We  have  had  three  cases  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  small  pox. 
There  was  one  death  from  diphtheria,  and  our  case  of  small 
pox  terminated  fatally  (the  small  pox  patient  had  not  been 
vaccinated)  ;  this  case  was  of  the  confluent  type.  We  have, 
however,  the  pleasure  of  knowing  that  every  case  of  contagious 
disease  has  been  confined  to  the  point  where  started.  It  is  but 
justice  to  say,  however,  that  this  was  due  in  a  large  degree 
to  the  good  sense  the  people  of  this  town  showed  in  observing 
the  quarantine  regulations. 

SouTHBURY — Wm.  H.  Wakely,  Esq.^  Health  Officer. 

The  following  contagious  diseases  were  reported:  Measles 
one,  typhoid  fever  two,  tuberculosis  one,  small  pox  one. 

In  the  cases  of  tjrphoid  fever  one  originated  in  Waterbury, 
the  other  seemed  to  be  an  initial  case.  No  secondary  cases 
occurred  from  them. 

The  one  case  of  small  pox  came  from  Waterijury,  althougii 
seven  persons  were  exposed;  no  secondary  case  occurred. 
Strict  quarantine  was  established  at  once  and  every  one  known 
to  have  come  in  contact  with  the  patient  was  vaccinated  at  once 
by  my  orders.  I  at  once  consulted  with  the  board  of  education, 
who  issued  an  order  that  no  child  should  attend  school  without 
having  been  vaccinated.  I  found  several  people  had  come  here 
from  their  home  in  the  quarantine  district  of  Waterbury  during 
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the  epidemic  of  small  pox  there.  I  at  once  had  them  vaccinated 
and  returned  to  their  home. 

The  death-rate  of  our  town  has  been  unusually  small ;  only 
twelve  deaths  occurred  and  several  of  these  from  accident. 

I  examined  two  ice  ponds,  jfinding  one  in  proper  condition, 
the  other  I  condemned  except  where  the  ice  was  used  for  cold 
storage  only. 

I  have  personally  inspected  the  majority  of  the  large  milk 
producing  barns,  finding  the  bams  in  sanitary  condition  and 
the  milk  cared  for  by  up-to-date  methods. 

I  procured  enough  "Sanitary  Regulations"  as  approved  by 
the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health,  and  sent  a  copy  into 
every  household  in  the  town  and  find  it  very  helpful,  as  many 
were  not  familiar  with  these  regulations;  many  who  had  not 
taken  an  interest  before  have  since  lent  their  hearty  cooperation 
with  me  in  my  endeavors  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  town  and  stop  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 

All  orders  from  my  office  have  been  quickly  and  pleasantly 
complied  with. 


SouTHiNGTON — Dr.  W.  G.  Steadman,  Health  Officer. 

All  told,  there  were  about  twenty  to  twenty-five  cases  of 
measles.    We  have  had  one  mild  case  of  scarlet  fever. 

Diphtheria — Four  cases;  one  of  these  was  posted  as  mem- 
branous croup.  No  whooping  cough  reported,  though  I  heard 
rumors  of  a  case. 

One  malignant  case  of  typhoid  fever.  Patient  was  a  travel- 
ing man,  thirty  years  of  age,  and  presumably  contracted  the 
disease  somewhere  in  Pennsylvania. 

I  have  had  one  case  of  what  seemed  to  be  cerebro-spinal  fever 
dependmg  upon  malarial  poisoning.  There  was  a  continuous 
fever  with  grave  head  symptoms  and  convulsions  persisting  for 
a  number  of  days.  The  microscope  showed  malarial  germs  in 
thebkxxL 

One  case  of  small  pox,  imported  from  Berlin.  The  diagnosis 
was  made  early  in  the  disease  while  only  a  slight  eruption  on 
the  forehead  and  wrists,  and  the  patient  removed  to  the  pest 
house  at  once. 

The  inmates  of  the  boarding  hous^  where  the  man  was  taken 
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sick  were  immediately  vaccinated.  The  house  was  quarantined, 
put  under  g^ard  night  and  day,  and  all  precautions  were  sub- 
sequently taken  with  the  premises.     No  more  cases  resulted. 

Vaccination  was  not  so  generally  practiced  as  it  should  have 
been.  There  must  be  a  large  nimiber  of  people  in  the  ocmi- 
munity  who  are  unprotected.  The  knowledge  of  the  general 
public  as  to  the  scope  and  uses  of  vaccination  is  superficial, 
particularly  as  to  its  limitations.  They  do  not  appreciate  the 
importance  of  re-vaccination.  The  patients  in  our  case  had 
never  been  vaccinated. 

No  inspection  or  supervision  of  ice  ponds.  I  know  there  is 
drainage  into  at  least  one  pond  where  ice  is  cut. 

No  examination  of  milk.  So  far  as  I  know  milkmen  follow 
the  customs  of  the  past  in  protecting  milk.  The  article  fur- 
nished is  of  all  degrees  of  impurity,  some  apparently  very  good 
milk.  Methods  of  milking  same  as  ever.  Some  men  are  very 
careful,  others  1511  the  nrilk  with  dirt.  Cooling  is  done  in 
different  ways :  setting  cans  in  cold  water  for  an  hour  sooo 
after  milking;  using  aeration  cans,  etc. 

There  has  been  no  public  work  of  importance  during  the 
year. 

I  wish  physicians  could  be  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
filling  out  the  cards  furnished  them  for  the  purpose  when 
reporting  contagious  and  infectious  diseases.  They  frequently 
report  by  telephone  and  forget  the  card. 

South  Norwalk — Wm.  J.  Tracey^  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  following  infectious  diseases  were  reported:  Scarlet 
fever  four  cases,  diphtheria  eleven,  typhoid  fever  eight,  and 
tuberculosis  three  cases. 

The  type  of  the  scarlet  fever  was  mild. 

Diphtheria  was  rather  of  a  severe  type. 

Most  of  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever  gave  a  history  of  using 
well  water,  which  on  examination  by  the  State  chemist  were 
found  to  be  contaminated.  In  a  city  as  densely  populated  as 
South  Norwalk  most  wells  are  contaminated  and  therefore 
should  be  abandoned. 

Tuberculosis — I  regret  very  much  that  physicians  fail  to 
report  their  cases  of  this  disease. 
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South  Windsor — Dr.  H.  A.  Deane,  Health  Officer. 

The  diseases  were :  Diphtheria  nine,  scarlet  fever  five,  typhoid 
fever  three,  and  cerebro-spinal  fever  one.  Whooping  cough 
and  mumps  have  not  been  reported,  although  there  have  been 
many  cases. 

All  school  children  not  already  protected  were  vaccinated  by 
order  of  the  school  board,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a 
physician's  certificate  of  successful  vaccination  be  a  requisite 
for  admission  to  our  public  schools. 

I  have  issued  one  license  for  bringing  garbage  from  Hart- 
ford; do  not  know  of  any  others  in  the  business. 

The  school  houses  were  all  thoroughly  fumigated  by  order  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  each  district  committee  notified 
to  have  everything  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Sprague — Dr.  T.  I.  Stanton^  Health  Officer, 

The-  town  of  Sprague  has  escaped  any  epidemics  of  con- 
tagious diseases  this  year. 

We  have  had  three  cases  of  measles.  Two  cases  of  diphtheria 
very  mild. 

The  collecting  of  garbage  and  cleaning  of  cesspools  frequently 
is  an  improvement. 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  not  up  to  the  standard. 

The  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs.  A  few  of  the 
wells  in  the  village  of  Baltic  are  very  bad. 

The  dairymen  take  all  precautions  to  protect  the  purity  of 
the  milk. 


Stafford — Dr.  F.  L.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

Diphtheria  has  prevailed  in  the  town  and  borough  to  an 
extent  hitherto  unknown,  a  remarkable  feature  of  the  epidemic 
being  that  of  something  over  one  hundred  cases,  all  but  eleven 
were  confined  to  the  borough ;  most  prompt  attention  was  given 
to  quarantine,  and  fumigation  was  faithfully  attended  to  in 
every  case.  The  first  case  went  through  its  course  unrecognized 
by  the  attending  physician,  the  other  children  of  the  family 
attending  school  and  mingling  freely  with  others,  thus  giving 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  spread  of  the  contagion.  The 
disease  occurred  principally  in  the  months  of  December,  Janu- 
12 
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ary  and  February,  gradually  disappearing  by  April,  but  is 
now  re-appearing  in  families  wherein  it  occurred  last  winter; 
whether  this  is  due  to  germs  that  were  not  destroyed  by  fumiga- 
tion and  that  remained  dormant  up  to  the  present  time  or  to 
fresh  infection,  is  a  question  difficult  to  answer. 

In  one  case  occurring  in  the  town  in  July,  being  its  second 
appearance  in  six  months,  it  seemed  possible  to  trace  the 
source  to  a  fresh  infection,  through  a  member  of  the  family 
visiting  in  a  locality  where  the  disease  was  prevailing,  and  the 
case  appearing  after  just  about  the  regular  period  of  incuba- 
tion after  his  return  home.  It  is  unfortunate  that  in  reporting 
this  epidemic,  the  report  cannot  include  both  town  and  borough. 
Antitoxin  was  used  in  nearly  every  case  and  quarantine  was 
not  removed  until  cultures  taken  from  the  throat  showed  the 
absence  of  diphtheria  bacilli,  as  determined  by  the  microscope. 

But  two  cases  of  t)rphoid  fever  have  been  reported. 

There  is  no  public  provision  made  for  the  care  of  contagious 
diseases,  although  it  would  be  a  wise  move  if  the  town  and 
borough  would  unite  in  making  such  provision. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  is  the  same  as 
heretofore,  fairly  good,  but  the  privies  pertaining  to  school 
houses  are,  in  certain  instances,  almost  invariably  found  in  a 
bad  condition. 

Stafford  Springs — Amos  N.  Nichols,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

I  was  appointed  to  this  office  December,  1901. 

There  have  been  reported  three  cases  of  measles  and  two  of 
scarlet  fever. 

December  ist  we  were  entering  upon  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria; 
eight  cases  were  reported  in  the  record  book.  This  epidemic 
continued  through  the  winter;  109  cases  were  reported  to  the 
health  officer ;  all  were  quarantined  by  isolation  and  placarding. 
The  churches,  opera  house  and  library  were  closed  five  weeks, 
and  the  schools  closed  seven  weeks.  No  public  gatherings  were 
allowed  during  this  time ;  antitoxin  was  used  freely  witli  good 
results.  There  were  only  fifteen  deaths ;  all  of  these  occurred 
before  January  ist,  with  the  exception  of  one  in  January. 

At  the  time  of  convalescence  a  culture  from  the  throat  of 
the  patient  was  sent  away  for  examination;  when  the  report 
came,  ''the  culture  shows  no  diphtheretic  bacilli,"  the  quarantine 
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was  raised,  and  the  house  thoroughly  disinfected  with  formalde- 
hyde gas.    The  clothing  was  disinfected  or  destroyed. 

Two  cases  of  membranous  croup,  one  death,  and  Ifive  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported. 

The  sewerage  system  is  good,  and  being  extended. 

The  largest  dairy  in  this  vicinity  is  within  the  borough  limits. 
Great  care  is  taken  in  every  department  by  the  managers  of  this 
establishment  to  give  the  people  wholesome  milk. 


City  of  Stamford — Dr.  C.  H.  Borden,  Health  Officer. 

The  city  of  Stamford  has  had  an  unusual  number  of  con- 
tagious diseases.  We  have  had  193  cases  of  measles  against 
two  for  last  year;    the  cases  have  been  of  fairly  mild  type. 

Nine  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported,  of  a  rather 
severe  tjrpe. 

Fourteen  cases  of  diphtheria ;  most  of  them  have  been  severe 
and  several  have  resulted  in  death. 

One  case  of  membranous  croup,  and  that  resulted  fatally. 

Sixty  cases  of  whooping  cough,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
many  have  not  been  reported. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported, 
fifteen  more  than  last  year ;  it  seems  to  be  on  the  increase. 

One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 

Four  cases  of  small  pox  have  been  taken  care  of  at  the  hospital. 
All  of  these  cases  were  of  the  confluent  or  semi-conflict  variety. 
I  find  that  the  first  case  came  from  Waterbury,  Conn.,  and 
the  last  one  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Several  cases  of  impetigo  contageosa  have  been  reported, 
but  there  have  been  a  large  number  of  cases  not  reported.  It 
has  been  very  prevalent  among  the  school  children,  and  at  the 
present  time  there  are  several  cases. 

Nuisances — 716  complaints — 652  abated.  Total  number  of 
nuisances  abated,  891. 

Milk — In  one  instance  extraordinary  precautions  are  em- 
ployed, and  the  milk  sold  at  a  much  higher  price. 

I  have  made  one  prosecution  for  the  selling  of  milk  with 
preservative  in,  and  have  had  many  analyses  made  for  the 
detection  of  chemicals. 

Our  sewerage  system  is  being  largely  extended  and  consider- 
able drainage  work  has  been  done. 
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Our  small  parks  are  kept  in  excellent  condition. 
Water  supply  is  same  as  last  year.     Plans  for  filter  are  being 
considered. 

Town  of  Stamford — Dr.  F.  J.  Rogers,  Health  Officer. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever,  one  of  measles,  and  three  of  diph- 
theria— one  of  which  was  fatal  and  all  the  latter  in  the  same 
family — is  the  extent  of  contagious  diseases  reported  at  this 
office. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  rare. 

Garbage  and  sewage  disposal  may  be  made  wholly  unobjec- 
tionable and  harmless,  even  with  the  primitive  methods  at  hand, 
and  this  has  generally  been  the  rule  observed. 

All  our  schools  have  been  overhauled,  cleaned  and  painted, 
as  is  the  custom  pursued  every  year. 

Milk,  which  comes  to  us  from  so  many  sources,  needs  to  be 
carefully  prepared,  for  in  the  care  and  preparation  of  this  pro- 
duct lies  the  source  of  much  good  or  evil.  It  lies  with  the  dairy- 
maid and  the  dealer  which  it  shall  be. 

Number  of  deaths  under  five  years,  four,  which  speaks 
volumes  for  the  health  of  the  town  of  Stamford.  No  other 
comment  seems  necessary. 

Sterling — O.  W.  Bates,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  reported. 

Two  deaths  during  the  year  from  tuberculosis,  but  at  present 
we  know  of  no  case  in  the  town. 

The  health  officer  receives  cordial  support  and  cooperation 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Stonington — Dr.  O.  M.  Barber,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  reported  three  cases  of  measles,  two  of 
scarlet  fever,  seven  of  typhoid  fever,  and  a  number  of  cases  of 
whooping  cough  have  occurred  which  have  not  been  reported. 
The  most  of  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred  in  houses 
depending  on  wells  for  their  water  supply,  while  houses  depend- 
ent on  the  public  water  system  have  been  almost,  without 
exception,  free  from  it,  thus  showing  the  purity  of  water  fur- 
nished by  this  system. 
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Fifteen  complaints  of  nuisances  have  received  attention,  and 
a  number  have  been  referred  to  the  county  health  officer  for 
legal  action. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  we  regard  as 
improving. 

Borough  of  Stonington — ^J.  F.  Leahy,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  one  case  of  measles,  five  of  scarlet  fever,  two 
of  diphtheria,  and  one  of  typhoid  fever.  All  cases  excepting 
one  of  measles  were  placed  under  strict  quarantine,  and  no 
spread  of  the  disease  has  been  reported. 

The  water  furnished  the  borough  is  by  the  Mystic  Valley 
Water  Co.,  and  is  of  good  quality.    A  few  still  have  wells. 

Garbage  is  removed  as  in  past  years. 

The  Village  Improvement  Society  is  very  instrumental  in 
keeping  the  streets  in  good  appearance. 


Stratford — Dr.  G.  F.  Lewis,  Health  Officer, 

One  case  of  measles,  seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  three 
cases  of  diphtheria,  with  no  fatal  cases,  is  the  report  for  the 
year.  It  is  the  smallest  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported 
in  the  history  of  the  office. 

The  fact  that  there  were  so  few  cases  shows  the  effect  of 
vigorous  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  laws,  and  this  was  diffi- 
cult in  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  as  the  type  was,  for  the  most 
part,  very  mild. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  better  than  usual. 

Nuisances — The  want  of  a  sewer  system  in  the  town  is  felt 
more  and  more,  especially  in  the  thickly  settled  portions,  where 
the  houses  are  supplied  with  water  by  the  Hydraulic  Company. 
Cesspools  are  inadequate  to  carry  away,  the  excess  of  water, 
and  overflowing  cesspools  are  common  as  a  result. 

Water  supply — ^At  three  different  times  during  the  past  year 
the  complaints  about  the  water  furnished  by  the  Hydraulic  Com- 
pany have  been  many  and  long.  The  water  at  those  times  was 
foul  smelling  and  totally  unfit  for  use.  The  Hydraulic  Com- 
pany did  all  in  their  power  to  remove  the  trouble  and  stated  that 
in  the  future  the  water  would  be  all  right,  as  the  trouble  was 
caused  by  opening  new  reservoirs. 
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School  and  other  public  buildings — The  sanitary  condition  of 
the  school  and  other  public  buildings  is  good,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Hollister  Heights  School.  This  school  is  so  situated  that 
for  several  months  in  the  school  year  there  is  water  in  the  cellar. 
That  this  condition  has  been  the  cause  of  sickness,  I  have  no 
doubt. 

SuFFiELD — Dr.  Jarvis  K.  Mason,  Health  Officer, 

The  greater  frequency  and  violence  of  storms,  with  their 
accompanying  changes  in  temperature  and  humidity,  have 
doubtless  done  much  to  increase  the  prevalence  of  neuralgic, 
rheumatic  and  malarial  diseases.  But  these  are  less  fatal  than 
the  more  contagious  cases  like  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles 
and  last,  but  not  least,  small  pox.  .This  latter  disease  broke  out 
in  a  family  in  June  last,  and  straightway  caused  great  con- 
sternation in  that  section,  which  led  to  the  construction  of  a 
pest  house  and  the  quarantining  of  the  two  patients,  one  in 
this  and  the  other  in  his  own  house.  Thus  no  spread  of  the 
disease  occurred,  and  with  numerous  vaccinations  we  trusted 
that  nothing  more  would  come  of  it.  But  a  month  later,  in 
July,  another  family  was  reported  to  be  attacked,  although 
having  had  no  communication  with  the  first,  and  living  a  mile 
distant.  Upon  investigation  it  was  learned  that  the  attack  was 
supposed  to  be  chicken  pox  at  first,  and  so  little  attention  was 
paid  to  it.  In  this  way  more  persons  had  been  exposed,  and 
another  scare  occurred  greater  than  the  first.  But  in  this  family 
of  thirteen  members  two  had  had  the  disease  and  all  had  been 
vaccinated,  some  in  childhood  and  some  later.  The  family  was 
immediately  quarantined  and  several  of  its  members  re\^c- 
cinated. 

Measles — Only  three  cases  reported,  all  in  one  family. 

Scarlet  fever — Nine  cases  reported,  one  fatal ;  also  one  case 
of  roseola. 

Typhoid  fever — Six  cases  reported.  One  was  believed  to 
have  been  contracted  while  the  patient  was  attending  school 
in  New  Jersey.  Another  was  thought  to  have  been  occasioned 
by  a  filthy  road  gutter  into  which  several  sink  drains  emptied. 
This  led  to  a  somewhat  spirited  discussion  in  a  school  meeting 
in  that  district,  some  claiming  that  the  owners  of  house  lots  on 
this    street  had  no   right  to  endanger  the  health  of  school 
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children  by  emptying  their  slops  into  the  street  gutter)  especially 
as  there  was  no  proper  and  safe  outlet.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  will  probably  have  to  be  consulted  in  this  case,  as  they 
have  been  in  others ;  they  alone  having  authority  to  say  what 
shall  be  done. 

Diphtheria — Only  one  case  reported,  which  was  thought  to 
have  been  contracted  in  New  Hartford. 

Whooping  cough — Two  cases  have  been  reported  the  past 
year,  but  some  districts  have  been  visited  and  their  school  houses 
placarded,  the  teachers  being  told  to  dismiss  all  children  having 
a  suspicious  cough.  In  this  way  the  State  Board  has  done 
much  to  protect  the  community  against  a  disease  which  is  very 
liable  to  terminate  in  consumption. 

The  school  buildings  have  been  put  in  good  condition  the  past 
vacation,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  State  Board  and 
our  efficient  school  superintendent. 

Thomaston — Dr.  Theo.  St.John^  Health  Officer. 

This  report  is  from  September  ist,  1901,  to  March  17th,  1902. 

In  the  month  of  September  there  were  two  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  in  the  south  part  of  the  town,  caused  by  defective  sewer- 
age, and  one  case  on  the  east  side,  arising  from  a  visit  to 
Springfield,  Mass.,  the  month  before. 

There  were  five  cases  of  diphtheria,  with  one  death,  all  in  the 
lower  village,  also  one  case  of  scarlet  fever. 

Inspected  one  ice  pond,  and  caused  nuisance  to  be  removed. 

Thomaston — Dr.  Robert  G.  Hassard,  Health  Officer. 

Since  the  27th  of  March,  1902,  there  have  been  the  following 
contagious  diseases  reported:  one  case  of  varioloid,  two  cases 
of  scarlet  fever — ^all  of  a  mild  type,  four  cases  of  mimips. 
There  were  other  cases  of  mumps  which  were  not  reported, 
these  are  all  the  contagious  diseases  reported. 

In  some  parts  of  the  town  there  are  sewers.  Other  portions 
are  dependent  on  two  brooks  and  cesspools.  The  brooks  in 
some  parts  of  their  course,  through  the  center  of  the  town,  are 
nothing  more  than  open  sewers,  which  are  only  flushed  by  the 
rain  storms  and  are  at  times  offensive,  and  at  all  times  a  source 
of  danger. 

The  water  supply  is  from  springs,  wells  and  a  reservoir  on 
Plymouth  Hill. 
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Thompson — ^Dr.  G.  W.  H.  Williams,  Health  Officer. 

Eighty-nine  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported, 
which  were  as  follows : 

During  April  and  May  seventeen  cases  of  measles  were 
reported,  of  quite  a  severe  type,  with  two  deaths.  No  doubt 
there  were  many  more  cases  that  were  not  reported;  many 
do  not  call  a  physician  and  physicians  do  not  always  report. 
Houses  were  placarded,  disinfectants  used  freely.  No  second- 
ary cases  occurred  to  my  knowledge. 

Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported,  all  of  a  mild 
type  with  one  exception. 

Seventeen  cases  of  whooping  cough  came  under  my  observa- 
tion during  November  and  December;  many  cases  were  not 
reported. 

One  fatal  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  occurred;  its  source 
could  not  be  traced. 

This  town  has  suffered  from  three  outbreaks  of  small  pox 
during  the  past  year,  the  first  occurring  in  Mechanicsville  in 
the  month  of  January.  The  disease  was  imported  from  Woon- 
socket  to  a  boarding  house  occupied  by  a  family  of  three,  with 
twenty-five  boarders,  all  of  whom  had  been  exposed ;  the  case 
having  been  mistaken  for  chicken  pox  was  not  reported  until 
the  eighth  day,  in  the  full  pustular  stage.  Restricticm  by 
quarantining  the  house,  isolation  and  disinfecting;  one  second- 
ary case. 

The  second  outbreak  occurred  during  the  same  month,  in 
North  Grosvenordale.  A  family  of  six  members  visited  a 
family  in  Southbridge,  where  the  disease  existed;  the  father 
and  one  child  contracted  the  disease.  There  were  four  sec- 
ondary cases,  all  confined  in  this  one  family. 

The  third  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Grosvenordales  in  the 
month  of  July,  when  it  was  discovered  that  there  were  several 
cases,  mostly  in  the  pustular  stage.  It  was  soon  ascertained 
that  these  cases  were  the  result  of  several  cases  that  had  been 
successfully  concealed.  It  was  soon  apparent  that  we  had  cases 
in  all  stages  from  incubation  to  fully  developed  cases.  This 
was  an  alarming  affair,  much  work  was  to  be  done,  and  as 
expeditiously  as  practical  if  we  were  to  bring  this  epidemic  to 
a  favorable  termination.  Restriction  by  promptly  investigating 
all  suspected  subjects  and  removing  all  those  having  the  disease 
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to  the  pest  house  and  placing  all  those  that  had  been  exposed 
under  observation  for  two  weeks.  Three  formaldehyde  gas 
generators  were  put  in  active  service,  and  all  infected  houses 
fumigated  and  quarantined.  A  most  thorough  general  vaccina- 
tion was  ordered  and  faithfully  carried  out.  In  a  comparatively 
short  time  new  cases  became  rare  and  at  the  present  writing 
our  pest  house  has  been  thoroughly  fumigated  and  the  grounds 
adjacent  thereto  thoroughly  sprayed  with  formaldehyde  and  a 
strong  solution  of  carbolic  acid  and  is  no  longer  required.  I 
wish  to  say  that  our  success  in  wiping  out  so  formidable  an 
enemy  after  it  had  acquired  so  strong  a  foothold  was  due  in 
a  very  great  measure  to  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  board 
of  selectmen  and  the  management  of  the  Grosvenordale  Co. 
Twenty-three  cases  were  treated  at  the  pest  house  and  five  at 
tiieir  homes. 

The  milk  supply  is  generally  good.  Some  of  the  dairymen 
are  taking  unusual  precautions  with  regard  to  ventilation  and 
cleanliness  of  stables,  cows  and  utensils  used,  while  others  are 
only  using  the  ordinary  means  for  supplying  pure  milk.  The 
milk  is  usually  supplied  direct  from  the  stable  to  the  consiuner. 


Tolland — Edwin  S.  Agard,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Contagious  diseases  have  been  more  than  usually  prevalent 
in  different  sections  of  the  town  during  the  past  year. 

The  nimiber  of  cases  is  as  follows :  Scarlet  fever  four  cases, 
diphtheria  six  cases,  typhoid  fever  four  cases. 

The  school  houses  have  been  inspected  and  their  sanitary 
condition  is  good. 

Trumbull — E.  S.  Fairchild,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

There  have  been  sixteen  cases  of  measles  reported,  of  a  mild 
form,  none  fatal. 

Scarlet  fever — One  case  originated  out  of  town,  restriction 
by  quarantine  and  fumigation. 

Typhoid  fever — Two  cases,  origin  unknown. 

Union — E.  W.  Upham,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

The  general  health  has  been  good.  Three  cases  of  diphtheria 
were  reported  in  one  family.  The  house  was  disinfected  and 
no  more  cases  occurred.

Early  in  January  small  pox  made  its  appearance  in  a  young 
woman  who  had  never  been  vaccinated,  and  the  case  proved 
fatal.  She  was  cared  for  by  her  mother,  who  contracted  the 
disease,  but  recovered.  The  house  was  quarantined  to  the 
inconvenience  and  distress  of  the  victims,  but  to  the  wdfare  of 
the  community.  It  was  also  disinfected  under  the  direction  of 
the  physician. 

The  scholars  of  the  public  schools  were  ordered  vaccinated 
and  the  school  buildings  were  closed  for  a  short  period. 

Dairymen  do  not  take  any  precautions  beyond  the  customary 
practice  of  the  past  to  protect  the  purity  of  their  milk. 

Vernon — ^Dr.  A.  R.  Goodrich^  Health  Officer. 

No  epidemic.  S(>oradic  cases  of  measles  of  a  mild  character 
were  reported  following  the  great  epidemic  the  previous  year; 
no  deaths.  One  fatal  case  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  scarlet 
fever.  We  have  been  remarkably  free  from  cholera  infantum; 
two  deaths  only.  The  exemption  from  this  summer  disease  of 
children  I  attribute  to  the  cool  weather  during  the  summer, 
combined  with  an  improvement  in  hygienic  conditions.  Twelve 
deaths  from  consumption  far  exceeds  that  for  many  years. 
Pneumonia  claims  four  deaths.  Whooping  cough  has  prevailed 
to  a  limited  extent.    Typhoid  fever  less  than  usual. 

The  opening  of  the  consumption  hospital  in  Hartford  is  of 
too  recent  a  date  to  show  results  whereby  we  can  form  any 
opinion  as  to  its  usefulness  beyond  isolation.  Even  from  that 
alone  good  results  must  follow. 

The  town  has  thus  far  been  exempt  from  small  pox,  although 
it  has  been  all  around  us,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  advent 
of  cold  weather  will  be  the  means  of  its  introduction.  What  is 
to  be  done  to  prevent  its  introduction?  I  say  vaccination!  It 
will  save  the  town  thousands  of  dollars  should  it  appear,  and 
the  taxpayers  unnecessary  expense  for  its  termination. 

The  joint  board  of  selectmen  and  board  of  education  passed 
a  resolution  requiring  all  school  children  to  be  vaccinated,  or 
to  show  a  certificate  from  a  physician  that  they  had  been  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated  before  entering  school.  It  was  made  com- 
pulsory only  so  far  as  school  children  were  concerned. 

School  houses  and  outbuildings  have  been  twice  examined 
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during  the  year  and  placed  in  a  sanitary  condition  for  the  com- 
ing winter. 

I  have  inspected  nearly  all  of  our  large  milk  dairy  farms, 
where  more  than  300  cows  are  kept  for  the  purpose  of  procur- 
ing milk  and  cream  for  the  production  of  butter,  and  found 
most  of  them  in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  free  from  all  odors 
and  uncleanliness.  The  udders  of  the  cows  are  either  washed 
or  wiped  with  a  dry  cloth,  the  milkers  hands  washed  before 
milking,  the  milk  immediately  put  in  cans  and  placed  in  water 
containing  ice;  ventilation  of  stables  good,  and  cleanliness  of 
utensils  insisted  upon. 

All  means  are  used  to  promote  cleanliness  of  cows  as  weH 
as  all  surroundings,  thus  preventing  odors  from  filling  the 
building. 

The  health  of  cows  is  strictly  attended  to,  and  all  appeared 
to  be  in  good  condition.  Good  ventilation,  exercise  in  the  open 
air  during  the  day,  both  summer  and  winter. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  appoint  a  com- 
mission to  look  after  the  details  connected  with  the  production 
of  milk  and  butter. 

VoLUNTOWN — Dr.  W.  R.  Davis,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  has  been  exceptionally  good.  There  has  been 
some  few  cases  of  whooping  cough,  but  not  reported. 

Nuisances  none.     Garbage  disposed  of  the  easiest  way. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  are  good. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  mostly  from  wells  and 
cisterns. 


Wallingford — Dr.  William  P.  Wilson,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  measles  during  past  year,  the 
first  occurring  in  the  month  of  January.  These  cases  were  con- 
tracted in  New  York  City,  among  friends  where  the  disease 
was  prevalent  at  the  time.  The  outbreak  was  confined  to  this 
family,  due  to  strict  quarantine,  and  to  the  cooperation  of  the 
family.  In  April  the  second  outbreak  occurred,  limited  also  to 
three  cases.     This  time  brought  from  New  Haven. 

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  numbered  twenty-four.  Most  of 
the  cases  were  in  Yalesville,  and  necessitated  the  closing  of  the 
school  there  for  a  fortnight.     The  disease  was  brought  from 
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Meriden  by  visit  to  friends,  where  the  scarlet  fever  was  prev- 
alent. Since  then  a  case  was  reported  on  Hanover  street, 
Yalesville.  The  disease  in  this  case  was  evidently  contracted 
from  a  box  containing  infected  clothing  brought  from  New 
York. 

Diphtheria  has  been  prevalent  during  the  past  year,  owing 
to  the  fact  of  light  cases  not  being  reported  or  not  recognized. 
This  was  true  in  one  instance  where  the  child  died  in  Meriden, 
and  the  body  was  brought  to  Yalesville  for  interment.  Several 
persons  contracted  the  disease  at  the  funeral,  and  two  persons 
died,  as  a  result  of  this  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  doctor, 
or  health  officer,  or  some  one  responsible  for  the  first  case. 

Eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported,  but  I  think  other 
cases  were  concealed  under  the  name  of  malarial  fever. 

There  has  been  no  progress  made  in  improving  the  method 
of  disposing  of  garbage.  In  most  of  the  yards  at  this  time  of 
year  you  will  find  standing  a  pile  of  garbage,  which,  in  most 
cases,  will  remain  there  till  the  following  spring,  and  even  then 
will  not  be  removed  till  the  nuisance  is  ordered  abated  by  a 
legal  order  from  the  health  officer.* 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  sewers,  but  many  new  sewers  are 
needed.  Where  sewers  are  laid  connection  with  them  should 
be  compulsory. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  borough  schools  is  good,  but  in 
the  outlying  districts  the  privies  are  poorly  constructed,  and 
for  both  sexes  are  joined,  in  nearly  every  instance;  this  is,  I 
sup(>ose,  to  save  expense.  It  is,  however,  a  great  mistake  from 
a  moral  point  of  view.  A  visit  to  those  places  will  show  that 
this  is  no  imaginary  evil,  and  that  money  spent  to  erect  separate 
privies,  as  far  removed  from  each  other  as  circumstances  will 
permit,  would  be  money  well  spent ;  then,  too,  most  of  these 
privies  are  built  on  a  poor  plan,  and  new  ones  should  be  con- 
structed. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  public  buildings  is  good,  with 

*The  report  gives  a  graphic  description  of  the  cesspools  and  privy 
vaults,  as  being  excessive  in  number  and  deplorably  defective  in  con- 
struction, and  the  writer  even  boldly  offers  to  inform  the  health  com- 
mittee how  they  can  be  improved.  The  only  improvement  known  to 
sanitary  science  is  to  remove  their  contents  and  fill  them  up  with  clean 
soil. — C.  A.  L. 
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the  exception  of  the  lock-up,  where  the  plumbing  is  in  a  very 
bad  condition. 

The  water  supply  is  of  the  very  best,  and  the  pressure  in  the 
water  pipes  so  great  that  in  case  of  fire  an  engine  is  seldom 
needed. 

There  is  a  custom  among  store-keepers  of  the  borough  of 
sweeping  the  dirt  from  their  stores  out  into  the  street,  where 
it  may  mix  with  the  dirt  and  filth  already  there,  and  thus 
remain  indefinitely.  The  attention  of  the  warden  has  been 
called  to  the  practice,  but  nothing  has  been  done.  Another 
matter  needs  attention,  the  collection  of  bones  and  tallow  from 
the  markets.  The  teams  in  use  at  present  are  not  properly 
constructed,  being  simply  open  ones,  with  sometimes  a  canvass 
cover.  Even  this  cover  is  not  always  used,  so  that  the  stench 
from  them  during  their  stay  in  the  neighborhood  is  sickening. 
It  is  hoped  the  health  committee  will  take  some  action  to  rem- 
edy some  of  the  evils  mentioned. 

Washington — Dr.  Robt.  S.  Marcy,  Health  Officer. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever 
of  mild  type  mainly. 

In  methods  of  garbage  and  sewage  disposal  there  is  a  gradual 
improvement. 

Dair)anen  are  taking  no  precautions  beyond  the  customary 
practice  of  the  last  year  or  two. 


City  of  Waterbury — Dr.  C.  W.  S.  Frost,  Health  Officer. 

With  the  exception  of  the  epidemic  of  small  pox,  the  num- 
ber of  contagious  diseases  occurring  in  this  city  during  the 
past  eight  months  is  comparatively  low  when  we  consider  that 
the  present  city  comprises  all  the  territory  formerly  divided 
into  city  and  town  and  having  two  distinct  health  departments. 

There  were  reported  fifty-three  cases  of  measles,  seventy- 
four  of  scarlet  fever,  fifty-six  of  diphtheria,  seven  of  whooping 
cough,  forty-seven  of  typhoid  fever,  three  of  cerebro-spinal 
fever  and  ninety-seven  of  small  pox,  making  a  total  of  three 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  as  compared  to  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  last  year  and  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  the  year  pre- 
vious. 
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The  epidemic  of  small  pox,  beginning  February  2Sth  and 
lasting  until  July  26th,  was  the  occasion  of  the  largest  expense 
to  the  city  and  the  greatest  menace  to  the  health  of  its  inhabi- 
tants. The  disease  had  two  distinct  beginnings  in  this  city  and 
in  both  instances  the  contagion  was  brought  from  outside 
places. 

The  first  case  reported  was  a  tramp  found  on  the  street  in 
the  papular  stage  of  the  disease,  having  arrived  a  few  days 
previously  from  New  Jersey.  Before  his  discovery  he  had 
stopped  at  a  cheap  lodging  house  with  about  forty  inmates  and 
the  result  was  eight  more  cases  within  a  very  short  time. 
About  ten  days  after  this  case  had  been  attended  to,  twelve 
well-marked  cases  were  discovered  in  a  tenement  block,  but 
two  of  them  having  been  reported  with  a  history  of  three  cases 
fully  recovered  that  had  never  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  officials.  As  a  result  of  his  negligence,  before  we  were 
entirely  free  from  the  disease  ninety-seven  cases  had  been 
attended.  Every  precaution  was  taken  from  the  very  beginning 
to  stamp  out  the  disease;  patients  were  immediately  isolated; 
all  inmates  of  the  houses  were  vaccinated;  thorough  fumiga- 
tion (sulphur  and  formaldehyde)  was  carried  out  and  a  rigid 
quarantine  preserved.  The  disease,  however,  continued  to 
spread  owing  to  the  great  amount  of  exposure  and  the  fact  that 
in  several  instances  it  was  concealed  by  the  families  and  mis- 
understood by  some  physicians.  Vaccination  was  general; 
a  very  large  percentage  of  the  employees  of  factories  comply- 
ing with  the  request  of  the  Health  Board  and  about  90  per 
cent,  of  the  school  children  obeying  the  order  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

Free  vaccination  is  at  present  provided  for  school  children. 
In  proportion  as  the  number  vaccinated  increased,  the  disease 
abated  until  the  city  was  entirely  free  from  contagion.  The 
epidemic  was  a  very  mild  one,  in  keeping  with  the  conduct  of 
the  disease  throughout  the  country :  the  mortality  being  about 
three  per  cent.  A  well-equipped  isolation  hospital  with  a 
temporary  addition  served  for  the  occupation  of  most  of  the 
patients.  Two  visits  to  the  city  by  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  aided  materially  in  strengthening  the  precau- 
tions taken  against  the  spread  of  the  disease,  thereby  helping 
to  check  the  epidemic. 
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Since  the  abatement  of  the  disease  the  work  of  renovating  the 
isolation  hospital  has  been  going  on  and  it  will  soon  be  in  con- 
dition to  serve  the  city  in  the  event  of  another  visitation. 

The  ordinance  in  regard  to  the  reporting  of  all  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  and  a  thorough  fumigation  of  the  house  in  which 
the  death  occurred  is  the  only  precaution,  with  the  exception 
of  an  inadequate  anti-spitting  law,  against  the  spread  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

The  report  of  the  sanitary  inspector  in  the  matter  of  nuisances 
is  as  follows :  Inspection  of  water  closets,  1 10 ;  sink  pipes,  86 ; 
surface  drains,  35;  surface  closets,  331 ;  cesspools,  34;  stables, 
41 ;  yards,  558 ;  garbage  complaints,  48. 

Ordered  cleaned — Surface  closets,  221 ;  cesspools,  17;  stables, 
38;  yards,  362. 

Ordered  abolished — Surface  closets,  112;  cesspools,  8. 

Dead  animals  removed — Dogs,  19 ;  cats,  14. 

The  collection  of  garbage  and  offal  in  suitable  wagons  and 
its  disposal  by  cremation  is  still  the  custom  and  is  productive  of 
ver>'  few  complaints. 

There  has  been  no  actual  work  performed  during  the  past 
year  with  a  view  to  the  betterment  of  the  present  system  of 
sewage  disposal. 

The  school  houses  of  the  city,  with  a  single  exception,  are 
furnished  with  all  modern  sanitary  improvements.  Every 
school  house  in  the  city  has  been  thoroughly  fumigated  during 
the  recent  summer  vacation. 

The  milk  inspector  reports  strict  observance  of  the  rules  of 
cleanliness  in  methods  of  milking  and  cooling  the  milk.  As  a 
result  of  his  watchfulness  the  stables  are  in  good  sanitary  con- 
dition. Proper  steps  are  taken  for  the  disposal  of  unhealthy 
cows  whenever  discovered.     Report  of  milk  inspector:

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Town  of  Waterbury — Dr.  B.  A.  O'Hara,  Health  Officer, 

The  consolidation  of  the  city  and  town  governments  of 
Waterbury  disposed  of  the  office  of  town  health  officer,  which 
necessarily  confines  my  report  to  the  four  months  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1901. 

During  that  period  the  town  of  Waterbury  wzs  in  compara- 
tively good  health  and  at  the  final  wind-up  of  the  office  of 
Waterbury  town  health  officer  there  was  not  a  case  of  con- 
tagious disease  under  my  jurisdiction. 

During  the  four  months  ending  December  31,  1901,  there 
were  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  eight  of  diphtheria,  three  of 
typhoid. 

The  dumping  of  litter  mixed  with  garbage,  such  as  decayed 
fruit,  etc.,  which  proved  such  a  nuisance  in  past  years,  has  at 
last  been  completely  suppressed  and  during  these  four  months 
no  occurrences  of  that  nature  have  been  discovered,  a  grati- 
fying result  of  years  of  vigilance. 

Upon  my  appointment  as  town  health  officer,  a  few  years 
ago,  I  found  the  sanitary  condition  of  Waterbury  town  districts 
in  a  deplorable  way.  The  town  was  infested  with  numerous 
filthy  piggeries  large  and  small,  nauseating  bone- fat  boiling  fac- 
tories, ill  smelling  and  illy  kept  slaughter  houses.  Many  streets 
were  reeking  with  surface  drainage  from  drain  pipes,  cesspools 
and  closets.  To-day  there  are  two  small  piggeries  remote  from 
neighbors  and  in  as  gxxxi  condition  as  it  is  possible  for  such 
places  to  be.  There  is  but  one  fat-boiling  establishment  con- 
ducted on  the  very  latest  scientific  principles,  and  one  slaughter 
house  admirably  conducted. 

The  surface  drainage,  which  was  such  an  obnoxious  nuisance 
in  many  of  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  town  districts,  has 
been  completely  abolished  and  I  have  the  highly  gratifying  privi- 
lege of  turning  over  to  the  board  of  health  of  Greater  Water- 
bury a  district  as  nearly  free  from  sanitary  transgressions  as 
human  vigilance  can  make  it. 

Watertown — Dr.  Walter  S.  Munger,  Health  Officer, 

Of  measles  there  has  been  but  one  case  reported. 
Of  scarlet  fever  there  have  been  twenty-two  cases  reported. 
These  were  distributed  through  the  year,  and  in  various  parts 
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of  the  town,  and  we  could  not  be  sure  of  their  source  in  any 
case.    But  one  case  proved  fatal. 

Of  diphtheria  but  one  case. 

Of  whooping  cough  eight  cases  reported,  resulting  in  three 
deaths. 

Of  typhoid  fever  six  cases ;  one  of  which  was  fatal.  They 
were  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  and  did  not  seem  to  have 
any  connection  with  each  other. 

Of  malarial  fever  there  has  been  less  than  in  some  previous 
years. 

Of  small  pox  we  have  restricted  ourselves  to  two  cases ;  one 
of  which  was  pretty  severe,  and  the  other  rendered  quite  mild, 
by  vaccination,  which  took  effect  two  days  before  the  small 
pox  developed.  These  two  cases  were  in  one  family,  and  the 
young  man  had  refused  to  be  vaccinated,  while  the  father  and 
mother  were  vaccinated  in  childhood,  and  the  three  younger 
children  had  been  vaccinated  about  three  weeks  when  the  small 
pox  appeared  in  the  fanlily,  and  none  of  the  five  had  any 
sjinptoms  of  the  disease;  each  one  can  draw  his  own  con- 
elusion  as  to  the  protecting  power  of  the  vaccination. 

The  water  supply  is  as  heretofore,  with  the  addition  of  a 
good  supply  brought  from  Bethlehem,  which,  is  used  very 
largely  in  the  village,  and,  I  think,  with  good  satisfaction. 


West  Hartford — F.  H.  Stadtmueller,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

Thirty-four  cases  of  contagious  diseases  were  reported  for 
the  year  as  follows : 

Measles — Six  cases ;  five  of  these  were  due  to  a  mild  epidemic 
which  prevailed  a  year  ago  and  one  was  contracted  in  Canada. 

Scarlet  fever — Seventeen  cases ;  twelve  of  these  were  sporadic 
and  five  resulted  from  certain  ones  of  these.  The  unusual  pre- 
valence of  scarlet  fever  in  Hartford  during  the  past  year,  the 
objections  entertained  by  the  Hartford  authorities  to  suitably 
placard  places  of  its  occurrence,  and  the  close  inter-communi- 
cation of  the  residents  of  that  city  and  this  town  probably 
accounts  in  a  large  measure  for  the  marked  increase  of  scarlet 
fever  the  past  year. 

Diphtheria — Five  cases;  all  sporadic  and  no  satisfactory 
source  of  infection  could  be  established.

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Typhoid  fever — Two  cases;  this  is  the  lowest  record  for 
years.     Both  cases  were  probably  contracted  without  the  town. 

Small  pox — ^Three  cases;  two  of  these  were  contracted  in 
Canada  and  they  in  turn  produced  the  contagion  for  the  remain- 
ing case.  These  were  discovered  at  a  boarding  house  of  about 
thirty-five  men,  employed  in  a  brickyard,  all  of  the  men  sleeping 
in  two  rocwns.  Prompt  diagnosis  by  the  attending  physician, 
removal  and  isolation  of  the  patients,  disinfection,  immediate 
vaccination  of  all  employed  at  the  yard  and  enforcement  of 
rigid  quarantine  prevented  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  above  outbreak  occurred  April  15th.  On  January  15th 
the  following  notice  was  published  at  all  the  schools : 

"Owing  to  the  continued  prevalence,  and  closer  proximity, 
of  small  pox,  it  becomes  imperative  to  resist  an  invasion  of  this 
dreadful  disease.  The  proper  course  to  be  pursued  rests  in 
vaccination.  In  order  that  such  action  may  be  fully  taken 
regarding  all  children  of  the  town  of  West  Hartford,  the  health 
officer  has  made  arrangements  with 'Dr.  R.  W.  E.  Alcott,  Dr. 
C.  O.  Purinton,  and  Dr.  E.  O.  Elmer  to  vaccinate  at  their 
respective  offices,  free  of  charge,  all  children  the  guardians  of 
which  may  be  restrained  from  executing  the  above  recommenda- 
tions by  the  expense  involved. 

Every  healthy,  vigorous  child  should  be  vaccinated. 

F.  H.  Stadtmueller, 

Town  Health  Officer." 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  vaccinations  were  made  under 
this  provision.  From  data  at  hand  it  appears  that  about  t^venty 
per  cent,  of  the  school  children  have  not  been  vaccinated.  This 
may  prove  to  be  a  serious  neglect  and  every  child  unless  ex- 
empted by  competent  medical  advice  should  be  vaccinated. 

The  most  prolific  source  of  nuisances  in  the  past  was  the 
traffic  in  city  garbage  for  hog  and  poultry  feeding.  This  had 
been  about  suppressed  by  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  a 
rule  prohibiting  such  practices  and  was  coming  within  ready 
control.  However,  the  statute  regulating  this  traffic  was  modi- 
fied by  the  last  legislature  in  such  a  way  as  to  instruct  health 
officers  to  license  those  who  desired  to  pursue  this  industry. 
The  violation  of  the  privileges  thus  conveyed  materially  enhances 
the  difficulty  of  sui>pressing  nuisances  arising  from  this  source. 
Seventeen  licenses  have  been  issued. 
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The  sewer  commissioners  have  arranged  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage  from  an  area  of  several  hundred  acres  lying  north  and 
south  of  Park  street  and  west  of  Prospect  avenue,  and  suitable 
sewers  for  collecting  the  sewage  in  this  section  may  now  be  con- 
structed, as  occasion  demands.  One  sewer  is  now  in  process 
of  construction. 


Borough  of  West  Haven — Dr.  Charles  D.  Phelps,  Health 

Officer. 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  past  year 
is  94.  All  but  six  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the  month 
of  June  and  the  first  two  weeks  in  July.  The  way  in  which  the 
epidemic  started  has  not  been  discovered,  but  its  spread  was 
doubtless  increased  by  the  presence  at  a  large  social  gathering, 
where  many  children  were  present,  of  a  child  having  the  erup- 
tion still  on  the  body,  the  disease  in  her  case  being  so  mild  that 
the  parents  had  not  considered  it  necessary  to  keep  her  at 
home.  The  epidemic  also  received  impetus  by  the  presence  on 
the  "last  day  of  school"  of  children  who  either  on  that  day  or 
the  next  showed  the  characteristic  eruption  and  would  have 
been  kept  at  home  by  the  parents  had  it  not  been  for  that  special 
occasion. 

Failure  on  the  part  of  parents  to  realize  that  a  disease  con- 
tracted from  a  person  having  a  mild  attack  may  assume  a 
severe  or  fatal  form  in  the  next  case,  is  responsible  for  much 
of  the  difficulty  in  limiting  a  disease  like  measles.  The  deaths 
of  three  children  during  this  epidemic  ought  to  impress  upon 
all  the  duty  of  cooperating  in  every  effort  to  limit  the  spread 
of  this  disease,  mild  though  it  may  appear  in  the  average  case. 

Scattered  through  the  year  there  have  been  eleven  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  fourteen  cases  of  diphtheria  and  nine  of  typhoid 
fever.  For  the  restriction  of  consumption  the  practice  has  been 
begun  of  disinfecting  the  apartments  vacated  by  death  of  the 
patient. 

Garbage  disposal  is  by  feeding  swine  on  farms  outside  the 
borough  limits.  During  the  height  of  the  season  at  Savin  Rock 
the  garbage  which  accumulates  is  more  abundant  than  is  desired 
by  the  collectors  and  as  a  consequence  there  is  considerable  com- 
plaint from  hotels  and  houses  not  centrally  located,  of  negligence 
in  removing  garbage.     Sewage  disposal  continues  to  be  by  cess- 
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I  am  satisfied  from  some  observations  that  the  milk  producers 
are  taking  more  interest  in  the  matter  of  milk,  and  an  effort  is 
made  to  deliver  to  the  consumer  a  purer  article  than  in  foraier 
years. 

WiLLiMANTic — Dr.  J.  A.  GiROUARD,  Health  Officer, 

My  appointment  to  the  office  dates  from  the  first  of  the 
present  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  city  has  been  remarkably  good  dur- 
ing the  past  nine  months,  and  but  for  a  limited  number  of  small 
pox  cases,  we  had  no  epidemic  of  any  serious  nature.  The  con- 
tagious diseases  reported  to  me  were  as  follows:  Measles  two; 
scarlet  fever  five;  diphtheria  one;  typhoid  fever  two,  and 
small  pox  nine. 

The  city  of  Willimantic  is  to  be  congratulated  that  not  a 
greater  number  of  cases  of  this  dreaded  disease  was  declared, 
for  the  exposure  to  it  was  very  great,  from  the  fact  that  four 
persons,  inmates  of  the  first  infected  house,  were  mill  hands 
and  in  daily  contact  with  hundreds  of  people,  for  a  whole 
week  before  the  case  was  declared  one  of  small  pox. 

Measles  and  scarlet  fever — The  two  cases  of  measles  and  the 
five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  of  a  very  mild  type  and  no 
bad  results  followed. 

Diphtheria — The  only  case  of  diphtheria  reported  was  treated 
early  in  the  disease  with  antitoxine,  making  a  very  rapid  recov- 
ery. 

Typhoid  fever — Only  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been 
reported,  although  I  think  a  few  other  cases  existed  without 
being  made  known  to  me.  Their  origin  is  unknown,  both  per- 
sons occupying  houses  sui>plied  with  city  water. 

Small  pox — The  first  case  of  small  pox  was  reported  in  the 
month  of  January,  and  it  is  ^v^ell  to  note  that  the  patient  had 
been  a  visitor  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  few  days  previous  to  her 
illness.  In  the  space  of  two  weeks,  four  other  members  of  the 
same  family  contracted  the  disease.  Two  persons  of  another 
family,  living  in  the  neighborhood,  who  had  come  in  contact 
with  the  first  case  before  the  diagnosis  was  made,  were  also 
taken  ill  with  the  same  disease.  The  eighth  case  was  a  phy- 
sician, called  in  consultation  for  one  of  these  patients  and  con- 
tracting varioloid  from  the  exposure. 
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In  May  last,  Hi  Henry's  minstrel  troupe  arrived  in  Williman- 
tic,  and  was  detained  under  quarantine  for  a  few  hours  out- 
side the  city  limits,  owing  to  the  illness  of  one  of  its  memb^s 
suffering  from  small  pox,  and  who  had  been  removed  the  pre- 
vious day  to  the  pest  house  in  the  city  of  Hartford.  After  an 
investigation,  it  was  thought  best  by  the  city  authorities  to 
grant  the  removal  of  the  cars  to  an  unused  siding  past  the  city, 
where  a  suitable  place  had  been  found  for  maintaining  the 
quarantine,  and  to  be  left  to  the  supervision  of  the  town  health 
officer. 

The  last  case  reported  to  me  was  in  August  last ;  it  was  that 
of  a  married  woman  who  contracted  the  disease  in  Monson, 
Mass. 

Of  the  nine  cases,  eight  were  adults  and  one  a  child,  who 
died. 

Two  had  previously  been  vaccinated,  and  were  sick  of  vario- 
loid ;  the  other  seven  had  not  been,  but  after  their  exposure  to 
the  disease  had  variola. 

Quarantine — On  each  occasion  there  was  strict  quarantine 
maintained.  Policemen  guarded  the  places  day  and  night  to 
help  to  enforce  the  quarantine  law. 

In  every  instance  a  physician  of  good  standing  attended  the 
cases  and  had  no  communication  whatever  with  the  community. 

General  vaccination — As  soon  as  the  first  case  of  small  pox 
was  reported,  general  vaccination  was  ordered,  and  a  vaccinat- 
ing committee  composed  of  six  physicians  went  from  mill  to 
mill,  through  the  public  and  parochial  schools,  and  was  met 
with  courteous  treatment  by  employers  and  employees.  The 
public  vaccination  was  done  with  strict  care  to  cleanliness  and 
antisepsis,  as  well  as  could  be  carried  out  in  such  places,  on  the 
part  of  the  physicians  and  people ;  and  it  was  in  general  very 
successful. 

The  operation  was  done  as  follows:  The  arm  was  washed 
with  warm  water  and  green  soap,  dried  with  sterilized  gauze ;  a 
new  asepticized  needle  was  used  for  every  individual;  Mul- 
ford's  dry  points  were  employed,  also  celluloid  shields  which 
were  removed  after  twenty- four  hours. 

Disinfection  and  fumigation — Regarding  the  patients  under 
quarantine  and  their  infected  homes,  the  following  precautions 
were  taken :   When  the  patients  had  completely  recovered  and 
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were  through  desquamating,  there  was  disinfection  and  fumi- 
gation before  the  inmates  were  allowed  to  leave  the  quaran- 
tined houses.  Useless  and  cheap  linen,  mattresses  and  pillows 
were  burned;  some  articles  were  boiled;  others  put  in  anti- 
septic solutions  the  necessary  length  of  time  for  complete  dis- 
infection. All  furniture  was  washed  with  the  same  solutions, 
after  which  there  was  fumigation  with  formaldehyde  gas  of 
all  the  apartments  and  clothing.  Every  one  was  given  an 
antiseptic  bath  before  leaving. 

In  every  instance  the  family  removed  to  other  houses,  so  that 
it  gave  ample  opportunity  for  complete  disinfection  of  the 
houses.  The  floors,  windows  and  wood-work  were  washed 
with  antiseptic  solutions  and  all  wall  paper  torn  off  and  burned; 
the  wall  and  ceilings  then  lime-washed. 

No  other  cases  of  small  pox  have  been  reported  in  this  dty 
since,  showing  that  the  general  vaccination  and  the  thorough 
disinfection  of  the  infected  houses  have  been  effectual. 

Tuberculosis  —  Only  two  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption 
have  been  reported,  as  a  certain  amount  of  negligence  attends 
the  reporting  of  this  disease.  I  know  of  no  case  of  tubercu- 
losis contracted  from  the  use  of  milk. 

Nuisances  —  Twelve  written  complaints  of  nuisances  have 
been  received  and  were  abated. 

Other  topics — ^A  little  more  than  half  of  the  city  has  good 
sewer  system;  a  slight  improvement  in  this  respect  is  noted 
during  the  past  year.  Garbage  is  removed  as  in  the  past 
There  is  yet  no' public  provision  made  for  contagious  diseases. 

WiLLiNGTON — Geo.  a.  Cosgrove,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

There  were  eleven  deaths.  Most  of  the  deaths  were  from  old 
age ;  one  was  93,  three  over  80,  three  between  69  and  78.  The 
above  figures  well  illustrate  the  healthfulness  of  country  life. 

There  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria  in  one  family  (postmaster) 
at  East  Willington.  The  family  and  premises  were  promptly 
quarantined,  the  mail  matter  fumigated  and  transferred  to 
another  building  and  ex-postmaster  Holt  sworn  in  as  assistant 
postmaster. 

The  P.  O.  Department  at  Washington  was  then  notified  of 
the  action  taken  and  approved  of  it. 
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So  far  as  I  am  aware  there  are  no  cases  of  consumption  in 
town. 

There  have  been  no  nuisances. 

I  notified  the  committee  in  three  districts  to  have  the  build- 
ings cleaned  before  school  commenced. 


Wilton — Dr.  A.  B.  Gorham,  Health  Officer, 

The  infectious  diseases  reported  were :  Scarlet  fever  one  case, 
diphtheria  five  cases  in  all,  typhoid  fever  two  cases. 

Garbage  is  disposed  of  as  usual;  the  quickest  and  easiest 
method  is  employed. 

Windham — Dr.  F.  E.  Wilcox,  Health  Officer. 

Measles — Sixty-six  cases  of  measles  in  twenty-five  families, 
at  South  Windham,  occurred  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February.  Every  house  was  placarded,  such  restrictions  made 
as  seemed  practicable,  and  the  school  in  that  district  closed. 
In  my  opinion,  however,  the  result  was  the  same  in  that  locality 
as  it  would  have  been  had  no  measures  been  taken  to  check 
the  disease;  though,  undoubtedly,  the  precautions  prevented 
it  from  spreading  to  surrounding  communities. 

My  report  last  year  contained  a  record  of  twenty-eight  cases 
that  were  divided  between  South  Windham  and  Windham  Cen- 
ter, which  were  placarded  and  such  restrictions  made  as  seemed 
advisable.  In  this  instance,  it  is  very  probable  that  there  was 
a  less  number  of  cases  than  would  have  occurred  had  no  restric- 
tive measures  been  adopted. 

Scarlet  fever — The  case  of  scarlet  fever  reported  was  a  sec- 
ondary case  that  occurred  in  a  family  of  two  children  and  was 
the  last  of  a  mild  epidemic,  particulars  of  which  appeared  in 
my  report,  of  last  year. 

Typhoid  fever — Of  the  three  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one 
occurred  in  South  Windham  early  in  May.  This  was  the  only 
case  in  a  family  of  seven  and  no  source  of  infection  could  be 
found. 

August  1st,  there  were  reported  two  cases  in  a  family  living 
on  a  farm  about  one  mile  south  of  South  Windham  village. 
An  examination  of  the  premises  revealed  no  probable  source  of 
infection.    The  sink  drain  discharged  on  the  ground  at  a  much 
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lower  level  than  the  well  and  at  a  considerable  distance  from 
it ;  the  pigsties  were  in  good  condition  and  situated  much  lower 
than  the  well  and  several  hundred  feet  from  it;  the  contents 
of  the  privy  was  dry  and  frequently  removed.  Not  only  was 
nothing  of  a  suspicious  nature  discovered,  but  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions in  general  were  apparently  better  than  the  average,  and 
it  did  not  appear  that  there  could  be  any  drainage  contamina- 
tion affecting  the  well ;  but  the  presence  of  two  cases  of  typhoid 
in  the  house,  occurring  in  patients  who  had  not  recently  been 
away  from  home,  was  much  in  evidence  of  contagion  some- 
where on  the  premises.  Under  these  circumstances  the  well 
was  turned  to  as  the  only  possible  source  of  contamination,  and 
a  sample  of  the  water  was  procured  and  sent  to  Prof.  Herbert 
E.  Smith,  Chemist  State  Board  of  Health,  for  analysis. 

The  analysis  of  this  water  showed  that  it  contained  8.06  parts 
of  chlorine;  while  a  perfectly  normal  water  of  this  vicinity 
should  not  exceed  2.  parts  per  million.  The  fact  that  this 
sample  contained  8.06  parts  indicated  that  the  water  supplying 
the  well  had  received  some  drainage,  or  sewage  contamination, 
from  which  it  had  been  largely  purified  by  percolating  through 
the  soil. 

The  number  of  bacteria  was  large,  among  which  were  a  few 
belonging  to  the  colon  group.  Considering  the  past  contam- 
ination and  the  presence  of  the  colon  bacilli,  necessitated  that 
the  water  should  be  regarded  with  suspicion  as  a  possible  source 
of  infection,  and  under  such  conditions,  the  presence  of  two 
cases  of  typhoid  in  the  house  was  considered  sufficient  to  justify 
a  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  the  water  by  others. 

Small  pox — ^On  the  morning  of  May  15th  there  arrived  in 
Willimantic,  from  Hartford,  two  special  cars  containing  thirt}- 
six  members  of  Hi  Henry's  minstrel  troupe.  One  of  these  cars 
was  an  apartment  car,  the  property  of  Mr.  Henry,  the  other, 
an  ordinary  passenger  coach,  loaned  by  the  railroad  company  for 
the  occasion. 

While  at  Hartford,  the  day  previous,  one  of  the  members  of 
the  company,  who  had  been  ill  for  several  days,  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  small  pox.  He  was  removed  to  the  pest 
house  in  that  city  and  the  car  in  which  he  had  been  sick  was 
detained  to  be  fumigated.  Then,  without  inspection,  the  other 
members  of  the  troupe  were  allowed  to  leave  there  the  next 
morning. 
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On  their  arrival  in  Willimantic  they  were  detained  under 
quarantine  for  several  hours;  then,  as  there  was  no  suitable 
place  for  maintaining  quarantine  within  the  city  limits,  an  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  between  the  mayor,  the  selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Windham  and  the  county  health  officer,  with  the  result 
that  the  cars  were  removed  to  an  unused  siding  about  one  mile 
east  of  the  city  and  I  was  notified  to  take  charge  of  the  com- 
pany. 

I  immediately  asked  Mayor  Barrows  for,  and  was  granted  the 
services  of  six  policemen  to  act  as  guards.  It  was  arranged 
to  have  two  on  duty  at  a  time,  changing  every  eight  hours, 
and  this  was  kept  up  while  the  quarantine  was  maintained. 
As  there  was  plenty  of  room,  liberal  space  was  allowed  for 
exercise,  and  the  limits  marked  by  flags. 

The  following  day  I  inspected  the  troupe  and  found  one 
man  who  had  only  recently  recovered  from  a  light  attack  of 
small  pox,  and  one  who  had  not  fully  recovered. 

My  diagnosis  of  the  first  case  was  made  from  the  history 
and  the  scars  left  by  the  eruption  on  the  body.  The  second, 
from  the  history,  scars  and  the  sca^bs  still  remaining  on  the  face 
and  body ;  and  my  diagnosis  of  this  case  was  verified  by  Dr. 
C.  A.  Lindsley,  of  New  Haven,  who  also  saw  the  patient. 

At  this  time  I  foimd  one  man  with  a  slight  fever  and  com- 
plaining of  sore  throat  and  pain  in  the  back  and  extremities, 
but  did  not  diagnose  his  case  as  small  pox  until  the  next  day. 
Then  the  passenger  coach  was  placed  at  the  extreme  end  of 
the  siding  and  established  as  a  pest  car;  the  patient  removed 
to  it,  and  a  nurse  and  medical  attendance  provided. 

By  permission  of  Mr.  Henry,  his  second  car,  which  had  now 
been  fimiigated,  was  brought  from  Hartford  and  placed  with 
his  other  car  at  the  disposal  of  the  company. 

There  now  remained  thirty-three  persons  who  were  subjects 
for  vaccination.  The  arms,  to  be  scarified  were  thoroughly 
scrubbed  with  soap  and  water,  then  washed  with  alcohol  and 
rubbed  dry  with  septic  gauze.  The  virus  used  was  P.  D.  & 
Co.'s,  glycerinized,  in  tubes.  The  wounds  were  covered  with 
shields  and  instructions  given  that  they  be  worn  not  longer 
than  twenty-four  hours.  One  week  from  the  date  of  vaccina- 
tion, an  examination  of  these  thirty-three  patients,  showed 
twent)^-six  well-developed  vesicles;    two  imperfect  ones,  and 
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five  cases  in  which  no  vesicle  had  formed.  Out  of  the  five  in 
whom  vaccination  failed,  two  had  been  soldiers  in  the  Spanish 
War  and  were  successfully  vaccinated  at  the  time  of  their  en- 
listment. This  would  practically  leave  but  three  persons  in 
whom  vaccination  was  unsuccessful;  and  one  of  these  was 
already  infected  with  small  pox  at  the  time  of  his  vaccination, 
as  the  disease  developed  two  days  later. 

With  the  foregoing,  if  we  include  one  member  of  the  com- 
pany, who  was  not  quarantined,  but  was  successfully  vaccinated, 
and  the  case  of  small  pox  detained  at  Hartford,  we  have  a 
total  of  thirty-eight  people,  showing  some  interesting  evidence 
in  favor  of  vaccination. 

Out  of  thirty-eight  people,  all  of  whom  had  been  continually 
exposed  to  small  pox,  twenty-nine  were  successfully  vaccinated 
and  did  not  contract  the  disease,  while  out  of  the  nine  who  had 
not  recently  been  vaccinated,  five  had  small  pox. 

Another  point  worthy  of  note,  was  that  from  the  thirty-four 
successful  vaccinations  there  were  no  sore  arms-,  ivhich  tends 
to  show  that  the  sore  arms  following  vaccination,  in  ordinary 
healthy  subjects,  is  due  to  septic  material  introduced  at  the 
time  of  operation,  or  to  carelessness,  or  accident  on  the  part 
of  the  patient  afterwards,  productive  of  the  same  result. 

On  May  31st  the  two  cars  in  which  the  company  had  been 
quarantined,  together  with  all  their  clothing,  etc.,  were  fumi- 
gated with  formaldehyde  and  closed  for  six  hours,  after  which 
they  were  opened  and  aired. 

Then  the  members  of  the  company,  after  a  thorough  scrub- 
bing with  corrosive  sublimate  soap  and  water,  were  allowed  to 
enter  the  car  and  dress  in  their  clothing  which  had  been  fumi- 
gated, and  all  the  clothing  that  was  removed  before  taking  the 
baths  was  burned.  They  were  then  allowed  to  depart,  and  the 
cars  to  be  removed. 

The  two  patients  in  the  pest  car  remained  quarantined  until 
June  1 6th,  when  they  were  scrubbed  with  a  solution  of  cor- 
rosive sublimate,  followed  by  a  thorough  bath  with  corrosive 
sublimate  soap  and  water.  All  of  their  clothing,  bedding, 
blankets,  etc.,  were  burned.  The  pest  car  was  fumigated  in 
the  following  manner.  The  upholstering  and  floor  were  thor- 
oughly sprinkled  with  formaldehyde  solution  and  the  car  closed 
for  twenty-four  hours.    It  was  then  opened  and  all  the  wood,

glass  and  metal  parts,  washed  with  a  strong  solution  of  corrosive 
sublimate,  when  it  was  then  again  sprinkled  with  formaldehyde 
and  kept  closed  for  three  days,  after  which  quarantine  was 
removed  and  the  car  turned  over  to  the  railroad  company. 

So  far  as  known,  no  cases  of  small  pox  have  been  attributed 
to  infection  from  any  of  this  troupe,  or  from  any  of  the  three 
cars,  since  released  from  quarantine;  which  is  good  evidence 
that  the  disinfection  was  thoroughly  effectual. 

During  the  month  of  January  complaint  was  made  of  three 
families  in  which  small  pox  was  supposed  to  exist.  I  inves- 
tigated these  cases  and  found  the  first  to  be  erythema,  the  result 
of  vaccination ;  the  second,  chicken  pox,  and  the  third,  measles. 

Consumption — Only  one  case  of  consumption  has  been  re- 
ported, and  though  this  number  seems  small,  I  have  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  existence  of  other  cases. 

Including  this  disease  in  the  list  of  infectious  disease  to  be 
reported  by  attending  physicians,  is  a  move  in  the  right  direc- 
tion; and  besides  instructing  the  family,  where  there  is  an 
afflicted  member,  concerning  the  nature  of  the  disease,  the 
precautions  to  be  taken,  etc. ;  there  should  be,  if  the  patient 
removes  from  the  house,  or  dies,  the  same  thorough  disinfec- 
tion of  the  premises  as  after  other  infectious  diseases. 

In  former  years  there  were  a  great  many  complaints  ot 
nuisances:  dead  animals,  drains,  privies,  pigsties,  etc.  Last 
year  the  number  was  reduced  to  nine,  and  this  year  there  was 
not  a  single  complaint  that  came  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  health  officer. 

I  mention  this,  particularly  to  illustrate  that  the  people  of  this 
town  thoroughly  understand  that  nuisances,  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, will  not  be  tolerated. 

Sewage  disposal  is  in  part  by  cesspools,  but  more  generally 
by  surface  drainage. 


Windsor — Dr.  Newton  S.  Bell,  Health  Officer, 

Contagious  diseases  reported  as  follows:  Measles,  one  case 
reported,  no  doubt  there  were  others. 

Scarlet  fever,  six  cases,  none  fatal. 

Of  diphtheria  there  were  twelve  cases,  also  one  of  membra- 
nous croup. 
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Typhoid  fever,  three  cases  only  reported,  a  smaller  average 
than  for  many  years  previous. 

Cerebro-spinal  fever  one  case,  fatal. 

About  the  last  of  April,  1902,  we  had  an  outbreak  of  small 
pox  which  promised,  at  first,  to  be  wide  spread,  as  it  was  in  three' 
diiferent  sections  of  the  town;  the  cases  all  being  men,  who 
had  worked  together  in  a  tobacco  stripping  establishment  But 
by  the  prompt  and  efficient  help  and  support  of  our  selectmen 
the  people  in  these  different  sections  (Poquonock,  Hayden  Sta- 
tion and  Cook  Hill),  numbering  about  one  hundred  and  fifty, 
were  promptly  vaccinated  and  quarantined  for  eighteen  days. 
We  had  in  all  eleven  cases,  without  a  single  fatal  ending. 
There  was  built  a  temporatory  pest  house. 

There  was  also  held  in  July,  a  meeting  of  the  school  board  and 
health  officer,  and  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  every  scholar 
should  show  a  certificate  of  successful  vaccination  signed  by  a 
physician,  not  later  than  November  ist,  1902;  as  only  by  these 
strict  measures  and  the  working  in  harmony  of  all  those  who 
have  to  do  with  the  public  welfare,  can  this  dread  disease  be 
stamped  out. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn  by  inquiry  of  the  different  dealers,  the 
night's  milk  is  put  into  cans  and  cooled  by  sinking  the  cans  into 
a  well,  an  ice  house,  or  a  spring  house,  where  the  cans  are 
placed  in  water.  The  morning's  milk  is  put  directly  into  cans 
and  delivered  en  route  to  the  different  customers. 


Windsor  Locks — Dr.  Joseph  A.  Coogan,  Health  Officer. 

Scarlet  fever — Four. 

Diphtheria — Four. 

Typhoid  fever — One. 

Small  pox — Fifteen. 

Nine  cases  of  small  pox  were  directly  traceable  to  people  mov- 
ing here  from  Canada. 

The  other  six  were  all  in  one  family  and  no  doubt  the  source 
of  contagion  was  received  from  cases  existing  in  our  neigh- 
boring hamlet  of  Hayden's  Station. 

Strange  to  relate,  of  the  only  two  fathers  of  families  objecting 
to  vaccination  in  the  public  school,  that  one  of  them  should  be 
aflflicted  by  having  his  six  children  down  with  the  disease  and 
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costing  the  town  hundreds  of  dollars  through  his  ignorance  or 
criminal  negligence. 

The  garbage  disposal  of  the  town  is  satisfactory,  and  the 
public  as  well  as  the  officer  realize  that  a  great  improvement 
has  occurred  since  the  purchase  of  the  plot  on  the  river  bank 
a  few  years  ago  for  garbage  reception.  The  town  has  pur- 
chased land  and  erected  a  building  during  the  past  year  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

We  are  fully  alive  as  to  its  necessity  and  feel  that  the  select- 
men took  a  proper  course  when  they  decided  that  the  town 
should  own  its  hospital  and  not  be  compelled,  as  in  years  past, 
to  have  to  buy  at  extravagant  prices  when  a  case  of  contagion 
sprang  up  in  the  community. 

Young  blood  on  the  school  board  has  made  itself  felt  and 
to-day,  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  public  school  children 
realized  that  they  had  not  been  forgotten  during  their  long  vaca- 
tion. The  painter  and  carpenter  had  used  up  more  than  a 
thousand  dollars  in  remedying  defects  which  all  intelligent  ob- 
servers knew  to  exist. 

Instead  of  a  sand  lot,  turfless  and  neglected,  we  have  a  neat 
fence,  neat  steps,  neat  walks  and  something  that  strikes  the 
eye  of  the  visitor  or  traveller  as  a  public  school  with  a  commit- 
tee of  the  strenuous  kind. 

Following  in  the  wake  the  parochial  school  grounds  are  in 
process  of  repair  and  improvement,  and  a  neat  iron  rail  now 
announces  that  several  hundred  front  feet  of  Grove  street  be- 
long to  the  children  of  this  school. 

Windsor  Locks  had  a  large  percentage  of  typhoid  fever  cases 
annually,  until  the  introduction  of  the  water  supply;  since 
then  the  cases  are  few  and  last  year  only  one  case  reported 
and  that  due  to  an  ascertained  cause. 

The  supply  of  milk  to  the  town  we  have  reason  to  feel  is 
handled  according  to  the  latest  methods,  as  much  more  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  cleanliness  of  stock  and  utensils  than  in  years 
gone  by. 


Borough  of  Winsted — S.  C.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  Health  Officer. 

Measles — Only  one  case  reported. 

Scarlet  fet'cr — Thirteen  cases,  all  of  the  cases  were  of  mild 
type. 
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Diphtheria  and  croup — Five  cases,  the  origin  could  not  be 
found. 

Whooping  cough — Two  cases. 

Typhoid  fever — Three  cases  reported,  one  of  said  cases  was 
a  young  man  who  worked  out  of  town  and  came  home  and 
typhoid  fever  developed ;  the  origin  of  the  other  cases  could  not 
be  learned. 

Garbage — Collected  in  the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  bor- 
ough. 

WoLCOTT — ^J.  Henry  Garrigus,  Esq.,  Health  Officer, 

There  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria  reported,  one  mile  apart 
The  source  of  contagion  could  not  be  established.  No  other 
cases  occurring. 

There  is  one  person  from  our  town  who  is  sick  with  consump- 
tion in  the  hospital  at  Hartford. 

The  school  houses  were  inspected  and  placed  in  proper  sani- 
tary condition.  Some  improvements  have  been  made  the  past 
year. 

WooDBRiDGE — Dr.  J.  W.  Barker,  Health  Officer, 

There  have  been  but  two  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported 
during  the  year;  one  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  membranous 
croup. 

In  reference  to  nuisance  complaints,  I  think  the  issuing  of 
garbage  licenses  by  the  health  officer  may  be  responsible  for  the 
better  showing  in  this  regard. 

Four  permits  were  issued  for  the  bringing  of  garbs^e  into 
the  town,  none  of  which  have  been  criticised  so  far  as  I  know. 

I  was  especially  pleased  with  the  condition  of  the  outbuildings 
at  the  schools,  in  most  of  which  I  found  improvement  and  in 
two  districts  I  found  then  so  well  kept,  without  mark  or  scratch, 
that  I  wish  they  might  serve  as  object  lessons  for  the  other 
districts,  not  only  as  to  their  sanitary  value,  but  also  in  their 
usefulness  in  teaching  the  children  habits  of  order  and  neatness, 
which  must  have  an  influence  on  their  future  lives  and  conduct. 

In  regard  to  the  milk  industry  in  the  town,  I  find  improve- 
ment; notably  in  the  more  careful  selection  of  healthy  cows 
and  their  care  and  also  in  milking  them  and  in  methods  of  hand- 
ling and  caring  for  the  milk. 
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Woodbury — Dr.  E.  L.  Smith,  Health  Officer. 

Whooping  cough  was  prevalent  in  some  parts  of  the  town 
during  the  spring  months. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred. 

I  note  with  gratification  an  increased  public  interest  in  sani- 
tary' matters,  as  manifested  in  the  decrease  of  nuisance  com- 
plaints received  from  year  to  year. 

The  district  school  houses  are  each  year  put  in  better  condi- 
tion than  formerly,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

Woodstock — Dr.  Joseph  Spalding,  Health  Officer. 

Scarlet  fever  occurred  in  two  separate  families,  one  had  three, 
the  other  two  children  affected.     No  deaths  or  sequel. 

Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  numerous  cases  of 
mumps,  all  of  which  have  recovered  without  bad  results. 

No  cases  of  consumption  reported,  although  there  was  one 
death  from  the  disease. 

A  building  has  been  erected  as  a  tramp  house,  and  if  occasion 
requires  can  be  used  for  contagious  diseases. 

School  houses  thoroughly  cleansed  before  school  terms  be- 
gan. 

Ice  ponds  in  good  condition. 

Milk  supply  reasonably  well  cared  for.

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REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  AMERICAN'  PUB- 

Lie  HEALTH  ASSOCIATION. 

By  C.  a.  Lindsley,  M.D. 

The  thirtieth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  New  Orleans, 
December  9th  to  12th,  1903. 

President  Henry  D.  Holton  of  Vermont  opened  the  meeting 
at  10  o'clock  on  the  9th  in  Tulane  Hall. 

The  routine  business  was  rapidly  transacted  and  the  reading 
of  papers  and  reports  was  b^;un. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Woodward  of  Washington,  D.  C,  read  a  report  of 
a  committee  on  the  ''Disposal  of  Refuse  Material."  He  said  no 
great  advance,  in  a  scientific  sense,  bad  been  made  during  the 
year.  Reduction  plants  were  in  use  in  many  of  the  largest 
cities  in  America  for  the  extraction  of  the  grease,  with  varying 
success.  He  spoke  of  the  popular  practice  of  feeding  garbage 
to  swine  and  intimated  that  in  small  rural  towns  under  defined 
regulations  it  is  the  most  practical  and  eccMiomical  method  of 
disposal.  The  conversion  of  garbage  into  compost  heaps  did 
not  promise  satisfactory  results. 

Dr.  Heber  Jones  of  Memphis  advocated  cremation,  saying 
that  it  was  the  only  process  "approximating  perfection"  in  the 
disposal  of  garbage. 

On  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Jones,  a  party  of  about  two  dozen, 
including  the  President,  stopped  at  Memphis  for  a  day  to  visit 
the  cremation  plant. 

The  works  were  in  operation  when  we  reached  the  spot.  The 
condition  was  a  surprise  to  many  of  us  who  had  inspected  other 

« 

crematories.  No  offensive  odor  was  observed,  more  than  there 
is  in  a  well  kept  kitchen  garden.  The  secret  is  that  there  was 
no  place  for  storage  of  garbage.  We  saw  many  cart  loads 
brought.  It  was  all  fresh  and  dumped  immediately  from  the 
carts  directly  into  the  furnaces. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Animal  Diseases  and 

Animal  Food. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Salmon,  the  report  was 
read  by  Dr.  M.  P.  Ravenal  of  Philadelphia.  He  cited  the 
experimental  work  of  many  distinguished  scientists  and  com- 
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mented  on  the  harmony  of  the  results,  whch  seemed  to  estab- 
lish the  following  conclusions: 

f  I.  The  bacillus  tuberculosis  found  in  human  tuberculosis 
differed  greatly  in  its  pathogenic  powers  as  obtained  from  dif- 
ferent cases. 

"2.  Two  types  of  tubercle  bacilli  might  be  obtained  from  man, 
namely,  one  which  was  somewhat  difficult  to  cultivate,  which 
grew  slowly,  and  the  bacilli  of  which  are  short,  stubby,  and 
free  from  beading — the  so-called  bovine  type;  and  the  second, 
which  was  quite  easily  cultivated,  grew  rapidly,  was  longer, 
thinner,  and  inclined  to  show  beading  and  curved  forms — ^the 
so-called  human  type. 

"3.  Virulent  cultures  might  be  obtained  from  both  of  these 
types,  which,  when  inoculated,  according  to  the  methods  used 
by  Koch,  and  on  the  species  of  animals  specified  by  him,  pro- 
duced progressive  and  fatal  tuberculosis. 

"4.  The  contention  that  human  tuberculosis  could  not  be 
transmitted  to  asses,  sheep,  goats,  and  especially  to  cattle,  had 
been  completely  disproved. 

"5.  Koch's  failure  to  produce  tuberculosis  in  the  animals 
named  with  bacilli  from  human  sources  was  probably  due  to 
the  use  of  bacilli  of  low  pathogenic  powers/' 

The  report  then  detailed  at  length  the  investigations  relating 
to  the  transmission  of  bovine  tuberculosis  to  man.  The  results 
showed : — 

"i.  While  the  bacilli  of  human  tuberculosis  were  found  in 
feeble  virulence  for  cattle,  there  was  a  considerable  proportion 
of  cases  in  which  these  bacilli  were  virulent  for  cattle  as  well 
as  other  animals. 

"2.  Baccilli  of  both  the  bovine  and  human  type  had  been 
obtained  from  cases  of  human  tuberculosis. 

"3.  Bovine  bacilli  introduced  into  human  tissues  by  acci- 
dental inoculation,  if  left,  multiplied,  and  produced  disease  at 
the  point  of  inoculation,  and  even  recovered  after  a  considera- 
ble time  with  their  vitality  and  virulence  unimpaired. 

"4.  Various  statistical  studies  indicated  that  a  considerable 
proportion  of  cases  of  human  tuberculosis,  and  particularly 
with  children,  originated  from  the  ingestion  of  the  bacilli  with 
contaminated  food." 

It    was   the   opinion   of   the   committee   that    Dr.    Koch's 
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announcement  that  man  was  insusceptible  to  the  action  of 
bovine  tuberculosis  was  not  proven  and  that  sanitarians  should 
not  put  confidence  in  it.  That  tuberculous  meat  should  be 
avoided,  and  especially  tuberculous  milk  to  children. 

Dr.  Liceaga,  President  of  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  of 
Mexico,  read  a  paper  in  which  he  claimed  that  many  tubercu- 
lous victims /rontracted  the  disease  in  dirty  railroad  cars.  He 
urged  the  following  measures  upon  railroad  companies : 

"i.  To  increase  the  number  of  cuspidors,  and  furnish  them 
with  disinfecting  solutions  capable  of  destroying  the  tubercle 
bacilli. 

"2.  Place  in  conspicuous  places  placards  containing  the  follow- 
ing: 'Please  spit  exclusively  in  the  spittoons,  as  otherwise  the 
germs  of  infectious  diseases,  especially  those  of  tuberculosis, 
will  be  carried  into  the  air.' 

"3.  Until  the  paddings  of  the  cars  are  changed  for  other  and 
more  convenient  drapery,  a  wise  plan  would  be  to  disinfect  the 
car,  every  time  it  is  unoccupied,  with  a  solution  of  formalde- 
hyde, which  would  not  alter  the  condition  of  the  cloth  or  its 
color. 

"4.  Disinfect  all  sheets  and  pillow  cases  before  sending  them 
to  the  laundry. 

5.  Also  disinfect  the  tapestries  and  couches. 

6.  Keep  the  car  as  clean  as  possible,  especially  the  closets 
and  urinals." 

Dr.  Cressy  L.  Wilbur,  of  Michigan,  read  a  paper  entitled, 
"Cooperation  Essential  to  Progress  in  Vital  Statistics."  He 
excited  much  connnent  by  the  statement  that  he  did  not 
believe  any  city  in  the  United  States  reached  an  annual  death- 
rate  of  less  than  17  per  1,000  of  population.  A  member  from 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  claimed  that  the  death-rate  of  that  city  was 
only  14  per  1,000. 

Dr.  John  S.  Fulton,  of  Baltimore,  submitted  a  paper  entitled, 
"Vital  Statistics:  A  Hea  for  Actuarial  Administration  and 
G>ntrol  of  the  Great  Resources  for  Preventive  Medicine." 

Dr.  Fulton  said  the  Federal  census  should: 

"i.  Be,  at  the  approach  of  another  census  year,  better  than 
ever  prepared  to  rapidly  and  accurately  count  the  people, 
making  notes  of  all  the  data  needed  for  statistical  purposes. 

"2.  It  should  make  such  ad  interim  studies  of  the  births  and 
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deaths  occurring  in  non-registration  areas  as  would  serve  for 
the  better  correcticMi  of  the  enumerators'  returns  for  the  census 
year. 

''3.  It  should  commit  all  vital  returns  to  the  hands  of  a 
trained  medical  statistician  who  understands  the  moods  and 
tenses  of  vital  mathematics." 

Local  registration  should  cover: 

"(a)  Records  of  deaths  made  and  the  time  and  place  of  their 
occurrence,  by  the  most  competent  persons  acquainted  with  the 
facts,  including  a  medical  certification  of  the  cause  of  death, 
the  making  and  filing  of  such  a  record  being,  in  every  instance, 
an  indispensable  preliminary  to  the  disposal  of  the  dead  body. 

"(b)  Records  of  birth,  secured  by  the  payment  of  fees,  by 
every  appeal  to  private  interest  and  public  necessity,  including, 
if  possible,  conditioning  of  certain  privileges  of  citizenship  on 
recorded  evidence  of  attained  age. 

"(c)  Records  of  marriage  and  divorce,  with  all  such  items  of 
information  as  had  statistical  importance. 

"(d)  Records  of  sickness,  including  all  cases  of  those  infec- 
tious diseases  .which  fell  within  the  provisions  of  the  notification 
laws,  all  cases  of  sickness  which  came  under  study  in  the  pub- 
lic health  laboratories,  all  sickness  which  was  relieved  at  public 
cost,  and  all  sickness  falling  under  the  observation  of  inspec- 
tors of  schools,  tenements  and  factories." 

On  the  second  day  of  the  meeting,  in  pursuance  of  the 
reconunendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Cuba  was  incor- 
porated into  membership  with  the  American  Public  Health 
Association,  and  the  President  of  the  republic  was  requested 
to  appoint  representatives  to  the  next  convention. 

The  President's  address  was  the  feature  of  the  evening  of 
the  first  day.  He  reviewed  the  status  of  sanitation  and 
sketched  briefly  the  wonderful  progress  that  had  been  made 
since  the  organization  of  the  Association. 

He  stated  clearly  the  purposes,  objects  and  hopes  of  the 
Association  throughout  its  career  of  thirty  years,  and  pre- 
dicted a  still  more  useful  future. 

Experiments  in  Disinfection  with  Formaldehyde  Gas 

Was  the  subject  of  an  exhaustive  paper  by  Dr.  M.  P.  Ravenal, 
in  which  he  drew  the  following  conclusions: 
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"i.  Formaldehyde  is  justly  entitled  to  the  high  position  which 
has  been  given  to  it  as  a  disinfectant. 

"2.  Special  apparatus,  while  useful  and  convenient,  is  not 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  successful  application  of  the  gas. 

"3.  The  germicidal  power  of  formaldehyde  gas  is  dependent 
on  certain  factors  which,  as  yet,  are  imperfectly  understood. 
Other  things  being  equal,  moisture  and  temperature  are  the 
most  important  of  these  factors. 

"4.  In  practice  every  operation  should  be  controlled  by  cul- 
tural experiment,  and  no  room  which  has  been  exposed  to 
infection  should  be  considered  as  disinfected  unless  control 
cultures  exposed  in  various  parts  of  said  room  are  shown  to 
have  been  destroyed." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Disinfection  and  Dis- 

infectants 

Was  read  by  Dr.  H.  W.  Hill  of  Boston^  He  said  that  during 
the  year  no  important  discovery  in  practical  disinfection  had 
been  made.  Formaldehyde  still  holds  the  first  place  in  room 
disinfection.  In  using  it  two  things  are  requisite  to  success: 
A  moist  condition  of  the  air  space  to  be  disinfected,  and  a 
rapid  production  of  the  gas.  Defective  disinfection  was  due 
chiefly  to  neglect  of  one  or  both  of  these  pcrints. 

Another  subject,  the  importance  of  which  had  been  hereto- 
fore too  much  overlooked,  waiS  presented  by  Dr.  Durgan,  of 
Boston,  in  a  paper  entitled, 

"Dangers  to  the  Public  Health  from  Illuminating  and 

Fuel  Gas.'' 

He  stated  that  from  direct  tests  made  among  the  houses  of 
Boston  "a  moderate  increase  of  pressure  in  the  fixtures  above 
the  normal  produced  leakage  in  89  per  cent,  of  all  the  houses 
examined."  He  further  asserted  that  he  had  definite  informa- 
tion "that  the  number  of  fatalities  from  illuminating  gas  was 
not  only  large,  but  was  increasing  from  year  to  year." 

Action  of  the  Association  on  the  Registration  of  Vital 

Statistics. 

By  unanimous  vote  it  reaffirmed  the  action  taken  at  Ottawa 
in  1893,  and  adopted  among  others  the  following  resolutions : 
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Resolved,  That  the  American  Public  Health  Association  recommends 
that  the  Bertillon  classification  of  causes  of  death  be  adopted  by  all  the 
registrars  of  vital  statistics  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico,  as 
soon  as  the  change  from  the  systems  now  in  use  can  be  conveniently 
made; 

Resolved,  That  a  proposal  be  made  for  an  international  alliance  between 
the  registrars  of  the  three  countries  included  in  this  Association,  and  the 
registrars  of  France  and  other  countries  now  using,  or  which  shall  here- 
after adopt,  the  Bertillon  system,  and  that  definite  plans  for  such  an 
alliance  shall  be  submitted  for  action  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Association ; 

Resolved,  That  the  governments  of  the  United  States,  Canada  and 
Mexico  be  likewise  requested  to  make  this  classification  the  basis  of  the 
mortality  statistics  of  the  censuses  of  1900  and  1901 ;  and 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Public  Health  Association  heartily  con- 
gratulates the  registration  offices  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont, 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania,  District  of  Columbia,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states,  including  all  of  the  registration 
states  in  the  Union,  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  and  the  Supe- 
rior Board  of  Health  and  States  of  Mexico,  and  also  the  municipal  regis- 
tration offices,  upon  their  adoption  of  the  uniform  classification  thus 
recommended,  which,  since  its  revision  at  Paris  in  1900,  is  known  as  the 
International  Classification ; 

Resolved,  That  all  registration  offices  in  the  countries  included  in  this 
Association  that  have  not  already  adopted  the  International  Classification 
be  urged  to  do  so,  on  the  ground  that  the  advantages  of  general  uni- 
formity outweigh  any  local  preference. 

The  above  report  presents  but  a  very  inadequate  idea  of  the 
interest  aroused  and  the  instruction  derived  from  attendance 
upon  the  meeting.  All  the  papers  and  the  discussions  are  pub- 
lished annuallv  in  a  volume  which  is  well  worth  the  cost  of 
membership.  ^ 
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REPORT  OF  PROF.  BREWER  ON  THE  RELATIONS 
OF  HOGPENS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

I  was  appointed  a  committee  to  express  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  as  to  the  eflFeot  upon  the  public  health  which  a  hogpen 
may  have  when  located  near  a  residence,  and  beg  leave  to  report. 

A  nuisance  (in  law)  is  something  belonging  to  a  person  or 
owner  which  annoys  or  injures  another  person  or  owner  having 
no  control  over  it. 

The  public  health  is  the  health  of  a  ccMnmunity  as  distinct 
from  the  health  of  a  particular  individual  in  that  community. 
The  community  may  be  as  large  as  a  nation  or  as  small  as  a 
family. 

Whatever  renders  unwholesome  the  air,  the  soil,  the  water 
or  the  food  used  by  a  family  or  comiminity,  is  a  nuisance  to 
the  public  health. 

H(^[pens  near  a  residence  of  others  than  their  owners  are 
nuisances,  and  so  considered,  popularly  and  legally,  almost  uni- 
versally. They  pollute  the  air  and  render  it  unwholesome  unless, 
greater  care  is  used  in  keeping  them  clean  than  is  either  prac- 
ticable or  profitable,  except  it  may  be  in  very  exceptional 
localities. 

How  serious  the  annoyance  and  injurious  the  odors  depend 
upon  the  number  of  hogs  kept,  the  relative  size  of  the  pens,  the 
distance  from  the  residence  and  other  conditions. 

It  is  an  undisputed  fact  that  hogpens  are  more  liable  to 
become  offensive  than  other  buildings  for  domestic  animals, 
and  no  one  has  ever  claimed  that  the  air  from  a  hogpen  has 
special  curative  properties.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  known  and 
proven  to  be  often  unwholesome. 

These  general  facts  are  so  well  known  that  hogpens  are 
excluded,  practically,  from  all  the  densjr  populated  portions 
of  well  kept  cities;  some  excluding  them  entirely,  many  pre- 
scribing the  least  distance  they  will  be  allowed,  others  only 
tolerating  them  by  license. 

For  a  fuller  discussion  relating  to  this,  I  refer  the  Board  to 
Chapin's  Municipal  Sanitation  in  the  United  States,  p.  167. 

Where  not  covered  by  special  ordinances,  the  general  laws 
pertaining  to  public  health  will  authorize  the  health  officer  to 
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act  as  the  cases  occur,  from  the  conditioiis  focmd  in  the  actual 
cases  complained  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  SANITARY 
CONDITION  OF  THE  STATE  CAMP 

AT  NIANTIC. 

your  Committee  visited  the  State  Military  Camp  at  Niantic, 
on  August  14th  last,  and  found  the  Camp.  Grounds  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 

We  visited  all  the  latrines,  the  cooking  and  garbage  arrange- 
ments, and  the  water  works.  Every  facility  for  the  examina- 
tion was  cordially  given  us  by  the  several  officers,  and  by  the 
attendants  in  charge. 

Lime  is  used  as  a  disinfectant;  we  found  all  the  receptacles 
dry.  The  person  in  charge  stated  that  they  are  emptied  daily, 
and  the  contents  buried  outside  the  camp  grounds,  as  is  also  the 
garbage.  We  think,  however,  that  more  quick  lime  might  be 
used  to  advantage  in  the  latrines. 

We  found  less  fouling  of  the  ground  by  kitchen  slops  than 
on  our  visits  in  previous  years.  We  think,  however,  that  a 
sewer  is  needed  in  the  north  side  of  the  kitchen  tents  to  carry 
off  such  slops  as  are  now  thrown  on  the  ground.

The  County  Health  Officer  of  Windham  County  requested 
an  examination  of  the  risk  of  pollution  of  Alexander's  Lake. 
The  following  is  the  report  of  committee  on  water  supply  of 
Williamsville : 

New  Haven,  August  29th,  1902. 
Wm.  a.  King,  Esq.,  County  Health  Officer. 

Sir: — ^Complying  with  your  request  that  I  would  visit  and 
inspect  the  disposal  of  sewage  in  some  small  factory  villages, 
in  the  town  of  Putnam,  with  reference  to  the  possible  con- 
tamination of  Alexander's  Lake,  which  is  a  water  supply  for 
another  factory  village  called  Williamsville,  I  have  to  report  the 
following : 

I  have  this  day  been  to  Putnam,  had  an  interview  with  Mr. 
Atwood,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Williamsville  factory, 
who  gave  me  the  following  statement:  The  operatives  and 
their  families  connected  with  his  factory,  numbering  about  650 
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persons,  are  supplied  with  water  from  a  common  source,  namely, 
Alexander's  Lake.  This  lake  is  supplied  chiefly  by  springs 
having  no  natural  surface  tributaries.  An  artificial  tributary 
was  provided  many  years  ago,  by  opening  a  waterway  from 
a  point  about  a  half  mile  distant,  connecting  it  with  Five  Mile 
river.  This  was  done  to  increase  the  amount  of  water  in  the 
lake,  which  is  also  used  as  a  water  power. 

Up  to  a  very  recent  period  the  water  was  considered  of  excel- 
lent quality  and  exempt  from  any  dangerous  ccmtamination. 

Within  a  short  time  he  had  learned  that  three  small  factory 
villages,  located  on  Five  Mile  river  and  having  an  aggr^;ate 
population  of  from  one  to  two  thousand,  had  constructed  sewers 
connecting  all  their  houses  with  the  river,  at  a  point  above  the 
intersection  of  the  waterway  communicating  with  the  lake.  My 
opinion  was  asked  if  the  existing  conditions  threatened  serious 
pollution  of  the  lake  as  a  water  supply. 

Mr.  Atwood  then  accompanied  me  to  two  of  the  villages 
above  mentioned  to  give  me  an  idea  of  the  population  and  to 
point  out  the  location  of  the  sewers.  We  also  visited,  under 
the  pilotage  of  Mr.  Tucker  of  the  saw  and  g^st  mills,  the 
point  where  the  artificial  watercourse  is  connected  with  the 
river.  Here  we  found  a  dam  across  the  stream  sufiiciently  high 
to  turn  a  current  into  the  said  watercourse.  Next  we  visited 
the  lake  and  found  an  active  current  from  the  river  running 
into  it. 

At  the  southern  extremity  of  the  lake  is  the  only  natural 
outlet.  Not  far  from  this  outlet  is  the  intake  of  the  water 
supply.  The  inlet  from  the  river  is  on  the  east  side  of  the  lake 
and  also  near  the  southern  end  of  it,  and  so  located  that  if  the 
inlet  from  the  river  is  of  sufficient  force  to  form  a  current,  it 
would  naturally  be  towards  the  outlet  and  necessarily  very  near 
the  intake  of  the  water  pipes. 

All  the  observations  which  I  was  enabled  to  make  seemed  to 
verify  and  confirm  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Atwood. 

Such  being  the  facts  as  I  understand  them,  I  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  giving  an  opinion  that  the  sewage  of  so  many  pec^le 
thrown  into  a  stream  so  closely  connected  with  a  lake  no  larger 
than  this  one  would  be  a  continuous  menace  to  the  health  of 
the  consumers  of  the  water.

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REPORT  ON  THE  INSPECTION  OF  SUMMER 

RESORTS. 

The  regular  and  systematic  examination  of  water  from  the 
reservoirs  of  the  public  water  supplies  in  the  State  has  been 
discontinued  this  year  in  order  to  make  an  examination  of  the 
water  used  at  the  various  places  of  summer  resort 

In  addition  to  the  information  regarding  the  water  supplies 
of  these  places,  the  Board  considered  that  this  work  would  also 
furnish  an  opportunity  to  cooperate  with  those  local  health 
officers  who  might  wish  it,  and  assist  them  in  making  a  more 
thorough  and  useful  inspection  of  such  establishments  than  a 
mere  examination  of  their  water  supplies  would  furnish.  More- 
over, it  would  tend  to  bring  about  a  systematic  and  uniform 
inspection  of  the  summer  resorts  of  Connecticut.  These  are 
growing  year  by  year  into  wider  importance  to  the  public  of 
this  and  other  states.  Systematic  uniformity  of  inspection 
would  be  difficult  to  attain  by  the  local  health  officers  alone,  each 
working  independently  of  the  others  as  to  plan  and  scope. 

Mr.  George  C.  Ham,  a  civil  engineer  of  Naugatuck,  well 
qualified  for  this  work,  was  employed  by  the  Board  to  visit  the 
various  places.  His  detailed  reports  of  the  establishments 
inspected  are  on  file,  and  his  general  report  is  printed  below. 

Report  of  Mr.  George  C.  Ham. 

I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  inspection  of  summer 
resorts,  which  is  in  part  a  summary  of  the  reports  already  filed 
in  your  office. 

There  were  inspected  109  houses.  Of  these  8  were  restaur- 
ants only.  The  loi  hotels  and  boarding  houses  have  a  total 
capacity  of  5,137  guests,  with  a  daily  average  in  the  season 
of  about  3,400. 

The  total  number  of  employees  was  1,179,  or  about  one  ser- 
vant to  three  guests. 

The  inspections  covered  all  the  houses  reported  to  your 
Secretary,  and  include  nearly  all  the  larger  hotels  and  boarding 
houses  entertaining  summer  guests  only. 
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There  are,  however,  a  number  of  houses  in  the  inland  towns 
taking  summer  boarders,  of  which  no  reports  were  received. 

In  construction,  io6  of  the  houses  are  principally  of  wood; 
the  other  three  are  of  stone  and  brick.  The  roofs  are  shingle 
on  103  and  tin  on  6. 

The  plumbing  in  72  houses  was  classed  as  good.  This  classi- 
fication was  made  when  there  appeared  no  defect  in  plan,  the 
fixtures  and  pipes  were  in  good  condition  and  proper  traps  and 
vents  were  provided.  Many  of  this  class  are  not  modem,  while 
a  few  could  be  called  first  class  and  up  to  date  in  all  respects. 

There  were  33  houses  classed  as  "medium  plumbing."  These 
were  generally  either  single  trapped  on  cesspools,  without  vents, 
or  not  properly  vented. 

The  three  houses  reported  as  "bad  plumbing"  had  broken 
fixtures,  leaky  pipes,  or  no  traps.  The  owners  in  the  last  three 
cases  agreed  to  repair  immediately  and  recommendations  were 
made  for  changes  in  most  of  the  medium  class. 

Sixty-three  houses  have  water  closets.  Of  these  28  also  use 
privies  to  some  extent.  Thirty-five  houses  have  privies  only. 
Of  the  privies  44  are  shallow  vaults  and  19  are  deep  vaults. 
There  are  11  houses  using  earth  closets  or  the  pail  system. 

Dry  earth  is  used  in  privies  only  to  a  small  extent.  The  daily 
use  of  dry  earth  or  ashes  was  recommended  for  all  privies; 
a  few  were  recommended  moved  or  abandoned,  where  sewer 
connections  could  be  made. 

The  privy,  although  unsanitary  and  really  a  relic  of  a  past 
age,  can  easily  be  kept  in  an  unobjectionable  condition  by  the 
regular  and  free  use  of  dry  earth.  The  earth  costs  nothing, 
and  while  its  liberal  use  requires  more  frequent  emptying  of 
the  vault,  this  from  a  sanitary  point,  is  an  advantage.  With 
properly  constructed  boxes  or  better  galvanized  iron  tubs,  the 
emptying  is  so  easily  done  that  the  total  cost  for  a  year  need 
not  greatly  exceed  the  cost  of  the  •annual  cleaning  of  the  com- 
mon cesspool. 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  as  follows:  Into  leaching  cess- 
pools from  54  houses;  by  surface  irrigation  (run  onto  waste 
land)  from  19  houses;  discharged  into  public  sewers  from 
10  houses;  discharged  into  Long  Island  Sound  from  17  houses; 
discharged  into  streams  from  8  houses. 

The  need  of  public  sewer  systems  and  proper  disix>sal  is 
very  urgent  in  several  of  the  larger  shore  settlements.     Serious 
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conditions  exist  ait  some  hotels  (particularly  in  West  Haven), 
where  the  soil  has  become  saturated  by  the  series  of  cesspools 
already  built  and  there  is  no  new  ground  available. 

Tight  cesspools,  acting  as  septic  tanks  with  sijrfion  subsoil 
drains  for  the  effluent,  could  be  used  in  some  cases,  but  in  others 
the  conditions  are  unfavorable. 

A  campaign  of  education  is  needed  to  convince  the  property 
owners  that  money  spent  for  a  proper  system  of  sewers  and 
disposal  works  if  necessary,  would  be  a  paying  investment. 

The  disposal  of  garbage  is  as  follows:  Removed  from  the 
premises  daily,  56  houses;  removed  less  frequently,  4  houses; 
fed  to  swine,  25  houses;  fed  to  chickens,  5  houses;  buried 
(daily  in  most  cases),  11  houses;  emptied  into  streams,  4 
houses;  emptied  into  Long  Island  Sound,  4  houses.  Daily 
disposal  was  recommended  in  4  cases. 

Much  improvement  can  be  made  in  the  receptacles  for  hold- 
ing garbage.  In  many  cases  the  barrels  and  buckets  in  use 
were  without  covers. 

Galvanized  iron  cans  with  covers  were  advised  as  most  sani- 
tary. Attention  was  called  to  the  fact,  that  by  keeping  the 
garbage  well  covered,  the  attraction  for  flies  would  be  much 
reduced.  Regular  collection  of  the  garbage  by  the  authorities 
in  the  larger  settlements  would  be  an  improvement,  as  the 
farmers  who  take  it  are  irregular  in  their  collections  at  some 
seasons. 

Fire  escapes — ^Most  of  the  houses  are  two  stories  only,  and 
usually  have  verandas,  the  veranda  roof  furnishing  a  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Of  the  houses  higher  than  two  stories,  12  are  provided  with 
ropes  in  the  upper  rooms,  14  have  iron  ladder  fire  escapes  and 
3  have  outside  stairs  to  the  third  story. 

Ropes  with  large  knots  about  14  inches  apart  or  rope  ladders 
in  each  of  the  upper  rooms  were  recommended  in  6  cases  and 
iron  fire  escapes  in  3.  Several  of  the  larger  hotels  are  equipped 
with  stand  pipes  with  attached  hose  on  each  floor,  for  fire 
service,  and  chemical  extinguishers  or  hand  grenades  are  fre- 
quent in  the  smaller  houses. 

Kitchens — ^The  inspection  of  the  kitchens  was  not  a  required 
part  of  the  inspection,  but  most  of  them  were  seen  and  although, 
generally  at  the  busiest  times  their  condition  as  to  cleanliness 
merits  most  favorable  comment,  perhaps  their  general  condi-

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tion  is  well  indicated  by  a  remark  made  by  one  of  the  health 
officers,  after  inspecting  the  kitchen  of  one  of  the  smaller  hotels 
just  before  noon.  He  said,  "My  appetite  is  twice  as  good  as 
it  was  before  we  looked  through  that  kitchen.  I  think  we  had 
best  stop  here  for  dinner." 

Fly  screens  are  generally  used  on  both  windows  and  doors, 
and  with  the  exception  of  that  time-honored  custom  of  putting 
"black  pots  in  a  dark  closet"  under  the  sink,  in  some  of  the 
older  houses,  the  sanitary  conditions  are  good. 

Water — Sixty-six  houses  are  supplied  by  public  water  com- 
panies; of  these  15  also  use  water  from  wells  or  springs,  for 
drinking.  Thirty-three  houses  are  supplied  by  wells,  6  by 
springs,  3  by  cisterns  and  one  pumps  from  a  lake.  There  are 
also  some  cisterns  used  as  additional  supplies.  Bottled  water 
is  furnished  for  table  use  in  a  few  cases.  There  are  also  a  few 
filters  of  questionable  value. 

Of  the  spring,  well  and  cistern  waters,  33  samples  were  fur- 
nished Dr.  Smith  for  analysis.  The  analyses  indicated  much 
contamination  in  two  wells  which  were  condemned.  There 
was  evidence  of  some  contamination  in  1 1  others.  The  remain- 
ing 20  were  considered  safe. 

The  extension  of  public  water  to  many  of  the  shore  resorts 
within  the  last  few  years  has  greatly  improved  their  condition. 
The  proposed  extensions  the  coming  year  to  Short  Beach  and 
some  other  places  will  fortunately  remove  some  of  the  question- 
able supplies. 

Milk — The  milk  supply  of  twenty-four  houses  is  furnished 
by  their  own  dairies.     The  others  buy  from  local  dealers. 

Mosquitoes — Malaria  is  prevalent  in  but  few  of  the  places 
visited.  Most  of  the  health  ofiicers  are  making  some  eflFort  to 
clean  up  and  drain  the  swamps  near  the  settlements,  but  no 
extensive  work  of  this  kind  has  been  undertaken.  In  many 
places  a  great  improvement  could  be  made  at  moderate  expense 
if  the  owners  and  authorities  would  combine  in  a  systematic 
destruction  of  mosquito-breeding  places. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  health  officers  have  cooperated  in  the  work. 

The  proprietors  of  the  resorts,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
have  been  ready  to  give  information  and  seem  to  appreciate  that 
better  sanitary  conditions  are  to  their  interest.

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THE  NORMAL  DISTRIBUTION  OF  CHLORINE. 
By  Herbert  E.  Smith  and  Frederick  S.  Hollis. 

In  the  report  of  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health  for 
1895,  a  chlorine  map  of  the  State  was  published,  which  was 
based  on  averages  of  chlorine  determinations  from  thirty-eight 
sources.  The  origin  of  chlorine  in  natural  waters  and  the  value 
of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  normal  chlorine  of  a  district, 
any  excess  above  which  is  an  important  factor  in  establishing  the 
degree  of  contamination,  were  fully  discussed. 

During  the  seven  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the. publica- 
tion of  the  map,  many  of  the  sources  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  isochlorine  lines  have  been  re-examined  and  many  new 
sources  have  been  examined  by  making  monthly  or  bi-monthly 
analyses  during  one  or  more  years.  Much  information  has 
been  gained  also  from  the  large  number  of  analyses  of  indi- 
vidual samples  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  as  in  the 
systematic  examination  of  spring  waters.  The  averages  of  the 
chlorine  determinations  from  those  sources  which  appear  to  be 
free  or  practically  free  from  contamination  are  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  map.  The  seventy-six  sources  are  divided 
in  the  tables,  according  to  the  number  of  analyses,  into  the  three 
following  groups  and  entered  alphabetically. 

1.  Sources  from  which  twelve  or  more  analyses  have  been 
made. 

2.  Sources  from  which  six  to  twelve  analyses  have  been  made. 

3.  Sources  from  which  three  to  six  analyses  have  been  made. 
Individual  analyses  are  given,  as  well  as  the  averages,  under 

each  group,  as  it  is  believed  that  the  value  of  the  average  depends 
largely  upon  the  regularity  of  the  individual  determinations. 
The  averages  alone  are  also  given  under  the  three  groups  in 
a  preceding  table.  Each  average  is  entered  on  the  map  and 
isochlorine  lines  are  drawn  indicating  center  of  the  compara- 
tively limited  zones  in  which  the  chlorine  agrees  with  that  of  the 
given  chlorine  line. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  found,  as  in  the  case  of  the  earlier 
map,  in  locating  the  lines  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  where 
there  are  very  few  public  supplies  and  from  which  section  but 
few  determinations  have  been  made.     Samples  were  analyzed 
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monthly  from  April  to  September,  1902,  from  Wyassup  Pond 
in  North  Stonington,  Beachdale  Pond  in  Voluntown,  Moosup 
Pond  in  Plainfield,  the  drainage  area  of  which  extends  into 
Killingly,  the  Danielson  reservoirs  in  Killingly,  and  Crystal  Pcmd 
between  Eastford  and  Woodstock.  These,  with  previously  col- 
lected data,  probably  locate  the  lines  with  a  fair  degree  of  accu- 
racy and  have  resulted  in  lowering  the  3.0  and  2.5  lines  con- 
siderably and  in  raising  the  2.0  and  1.5  lines,  as  compared  with 
the  earlier  map. 

The  exact  location  of  the  1.5  line  in  the  extreme  western  part 
of  the  State  is  not  particularly  definite  on  account  of  the  com- 
paratively wide  zone  in  which  chlorine  determinations  show  a 
value  of  about  1.5. 

The  i.o  line  is  introduced  in  the  northwestern  comer  of  the 
State,  as  samples  from  that  section  very  frequently  show  the 
presence  of  i.o  or  less,  although  those  that  have  been  analyzed 
regularly  for  the  period  of  a  year  are  above  1.0. 

The  chlorine  is  expressed  in  parts  per  million.  The  deter- 
minations of  chlorine  were  made  by  titrating  250  cc.  of  the 
decolorized  water,  after  concentrating  to  a  volume  of  50  cc.  with 
silver  nitrate  solution  (icc.  =  0.0005  grms.  cl.),  using  potas- 
sium chromate  as  the  indicator,  according  to  the  method  recom- 
mended by  Hazen.* 

Frequent  duplicate  determinations  made  by  titrating  the  same 
amount  of  water  concentrated  to  a  volume  of  25  cc.  to  a  very 
faint  end-point  without  correction  showed  that  the  two  methods 
yield  comparable  results. 

The  authors  wish  to  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  the 
Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Mt.  Prospect  Lab- 
oratory, Brookljm,  not  only  for  published  data,  but  for  infor- 
mation concerning  the  probable  value  of  determinations  made 
in  adjoining  states  near  the  Connecticut  line.

REGISTRATION  REPORT,  1901. 

To   his   JEitcellencyy  Gboboe   P.  McLean,   Governor  of   Con- 
necticut : 

Sib  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual 
Report  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  Births,  Marriages, 
Divorces,  and  Deaths,  registered  in  Connecticut  in  the  year  1901. 

Purposes  and  Uses  of  Vital  Statistics. 

It  is  not  possible  in  these  days  that  any  one  with  ordinary 
knowledge  of  affairs  can  doubt  the  value  of  vital  statistics,  or, 
having  assembled  them,  can  question  the  importance  of  publish- 
ing them. 

Vital  statistics  is  the  statement  in  numbers,  which  can  l^ 
counted,  of  the  phenomena  attending  the  three  great  events  in 
a  human  life,  viz.,  the  birth,  marriage,  and  death. 

The  collection  and  enumeration  of  the  facts  connected  with 
these  events  bear  relation  to  the  sanitary  administration  in  the 
state,  such  as  the  journal  and  ledger  do  to  the  business  of  the 
merchant,  the  manufacturer,  or  the  banker. 

In  fact,  vital  statistics  have  a  broader  and  more  permanent 
value  than  mere  account  books.  They  concern  only  the  parties 
mentioned  in  them,  while  vital  statistics  concern  the  social  wel- 
fare of  all  the  community  from  which  they  are  gathered  and  in 
establishing  legal  rights. 

The  value  of  business  accounts  ceases  when  business  relations 
are  broken,  but  statistics  are  the  basis  of  investigation  of  prin- 
ciples which  are  guides  of  action.  They  are  essential  helps  to 
the  discovery  of  truths  and  of  the  operation  of  natural  laws. 
A  chief  purpose  in  the  study  of  statistics  is  to  direct  the  purposes 
of  public  administration  and  to  guide  legislation. 

By  means  of  statistics  the  hidden  relations  of  cause  and  effect 
are  often  revealed,  that  otherwise  would  have  escaped  detec- 
tion. They  are  therefore  not  merely  of  temporary  value,  to  be 
neglected  or  thrown  aside  when  they  have  served  their  present 
purpose. 

They  have  an  enduring  and  continuous  use.  They  are  to  be 
arranged  and  tabulated  in  classes  and  orders,  and  analyzed  by 
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experts.  They  are  to  be  compared  with  other  statistics,  by- 
means  of  which  just  deductions  and  inferences  can  be  drawn 
from  them  to  be  the  basis  and  guide  for  future  conduct. 

There  is  a  concensus  of  opinion  among  all  sanitarians  that 
modern  sanitary  science  owes  its  present  advancement  to  the 
registration  of  deaths,  and  the  causes  of  deaths,  and  the  condi- 
tions and  localities  in  which  they  have  occurred.  They  must 
necessarily  furnish  the  basis  of  all  sanitary  reforms,  and  especially 
direct  the  course  of  sanitary  legislation. 

The  late  Dr.  Parkes,  the  eminent  author  on  public  hygiene, 
wrote  as  follows  :  "  The  attention  now  being  paid  to  public 
health  is  in  a  large  degree  owing  to  the  careful  collection  of  the 
statistics  of  births  and  deaths,  and  of  the  causes  of  death,  made 
in  England  during  the  last  forty  years.  It  may  be  truly  said, 
indeed,  that  not  only  all  Europe,  but  gradually  the  entire  world, 
has  been  influenced  by  the  work  of  the  Registrar-General  of 
ligngland." 

Dr.  Farr,  another  English  authority  of  equal  distinction,  says 
of  vital  statistics :  "  They  may  be  regarded  as  storehouses  of 
facts,  arranged  on  methods  approved  as  useful  and  convenient, 
to  which  both  now  and  in  future  years  students  of  vital  statistics 
may  resort  for  the  elucidation  of  questions  bearing  on  the  social 
condition  of  the  people,  on  national  progress,  on  life,  health,  and 
disease." 

Surely  no  modem  state  legislature  possessing  any  claim  to 
intelligent  statesmanship  could  patiently  discuss  a  proposition  to 
abolish  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  or  deliberate  upon 
saving  the  cost  of  their  publication. 

The  value  of  vital  statistics  and  their  preservation  seems  so 
self-evident  that  there  can  be  but  one  opinion  about  the  matter 
among  well-info.rmed  people. 

The  following  pages  present  in  tabular  form  a  numerical  state- 
ment of  the  most  prominent  items  of  interest,  relating  to  the 
Births,  Marriages,  Divorces,  and  Deaths,  registered  during  the 
year  1901,  occurring  among  the  people  of  Connecticut : 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  different  classification  from  that  in 
previous  reports  is  used.  In  concert  with  many  other  States 
and  European  countries,  the  Bertillon  system  of  classification  is 
adopted.  The  value  of  a  uniform  classification  of  the  causes  of 
death  for  purposes  of  comparison,  with  the  reports,  from  other 
communities,  is  too  obvious  to  need  defence.

The  registration  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  State  is  always 
conducted  town  wise.  Although  cities  and  boroughs  are  often 
included  within  town  limits,  their  population  for  death-rates, 
birth-rates,  etc.,  are  counted  as  part  of  the  population  in  which 
they  are  respectively  located. 
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In  55  towns  the  deaths  exceeded  the  births.  The  total  excess 
of  deaths  over  births  in  these  towns,  or  the  natural  loss  of  popu- 
lation, was  331.  The  loss  in  this  way  was  197  less  than  in  the 
previous  year.

There  were  registered  during  the  year  1901,  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  20,204  living  births  and  048  still-births.  The  latter 
are  not  counted  in  the  enumeration  of  births. 

As  compared  with  the  year  before,  there  were  266  less  living 
births  and  107  more  still-births  reported. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  births  of  which  the  sex  was  certified, 
10,611  were  males,  0,650  were  females,  while  in  regard  to  33  the 
sex  was  not  stated. 

Of  the  sexes  registered,  the  proportion  of  boys  to  girls  was 
100.0  to  100  girls,  against  103.1  the  previous  year. 

New  Haven  County  had  the  largest  birth-rate,  viz  :  25.2,  and 
foreign-bom  parents,  to  wit,  40.3  per  cent. 

Middlesex  County  had  the  lowest  birth-rate,  17.6  per  cent. 

Of  Hartford  County,  46.5  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom  par- 
ents. 

Of  New  London  County,  34.2  per  cent,  were  of  foreign -bom 
parents. 

Of  Fairfield  County,  41.7  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom  par- 
ents. 

Of  Windham  County,  38.2  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom  par- 
ents. 

Of  Litchfield  County,  39.8  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom  par- 
ents. 

Of  Middlesex  County,  41.2  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom  par- 
ents. 

Of  Tolland  County,  34.0  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom  par- 
ents. 

Of  the  State,  43.0  per  cent,  were  registered  as  both  parents 
foreign-bom  and  38.6  per  cent,  of  native  parents ;  there  were 
15.6  per  cent,  of  one  native  and  one  foreign-bom  parent,  while 
1.7  per  cent,  of  the  nationality  of  parents  was  not  stated. 

The  proportion  of  births  to  the  whole  estimated  population  of 
the  State  (viz.,  008,355)  was  1  to  44.7  of  the  population,  or  22.3 
per  thousand. 

The  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate  is  in  New  London 
County,  namely,  Sprague,  35.1. 
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The  greatest  number  of  births  in  any  one  month  occnrred  in 
September,  1^846 ;  the  smallest  in  February,  1,562. 

The  largest  number  of  males  were  born  in  September,  082  ;  the 
largest  number  of  females  were  born  in  July,  867. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  21.9. 

In  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  21.3. 

In  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  23.9. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  21.8. 

In  Hartford  County  the  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate 
was  Burlington,  32.8.    Marlborough  had  the  lowest  birth-rate,  6.2. 

In  New  Haven  County  the  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate 
was  Beacon  Falls,  32.1.  North  Branford  had  the  lowest  birth- 
rate, 7.3. 

In  New  London  County  the  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate 
was  Sprague,  35.1.

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Among  so  many  thousand  deaths  there  will  inevitably  occur  a  » 
small  percentage  respecting  which  the  causes  cannot  be  ascer-  i 

tained.     There  will  also  be  a  list  in  which  the  cause  given  is  so  \ 

vague*and  general  that  it  cannot  be  assigned  to  any  definite 
class.  For  example.  Debility,  Hemorrhage,  Abscess,  Tumor,  etc. 
The  latter  would  be  much  diminished  if  the  doctors  who  gave 
the  certificates  were  intelligent  enough  to  appreciate  the  import- 
ance of  stating  the  cause  of  the  ''  Debility ''  of  the  hemorrhage, 
and  the  character  and  locality  of  the  ''  Abscess,"  etc.,  etc.  These 
ill-defined  cases  numbered  121.

DEATHS  BY  CLASSES. 

Under  the  Bertillon  Classification  now  adopted  for  the  first 
time,  the  classes  are  not  readily  comparable  with  the  classes  of 
the  old  system  ;  the  chief  difference  being  the  inclusion  in  the 
class  called  General  Diseases  of  the  Zymotic,  the  Constitutional 
and  other  members  of  the  former  system.

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MORTALITY  FROM  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

Phthisis, — Consumption  numbered  1,467,  being  72  less  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  The  recognized  infectious  and  communicable 
character  of  this  disease  and  the  means  of  restricting  its  preva- 
lence are  becoming  so  well  known  that  it  may  be  safely  predicted 
that  it  will  be  steadily  disappearing. 

Cancer, — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  caused  by 
Cancer  in  its  various  forms  was  635,  which  was  27  more  than  in 
the  year  before. 

Diabetes, — There  were  registered  109  deaths  ascribed  to  Dia- 
betes, against  1 24  of  the  previous  year. 

Old  Age, — It  is  recorded  that  414  died  a  natural  death — namely 
by  Old  Age.  Deaths  attributed  to  this  cause  will  be  enumerated 
more  or  less  in  accordance  with  the  way  in  which  the  physician 
may  regard  the  termination  of  life.  The  aged  man  or  woman 
whose  limit  of  time  has  nearly  expired  may  have  it  suddenly 
ended  by  a  cause  so  trivial  as  would  have  occasioned  no  suffering 
at  an  earlier  age.  But  the  slight  cold,  the  accidental  stumble,  or 
some  local  ailment  is  the  assigned  cause  of  death.     In  many  such 

.  cases  the  real  cause  was  old  age  and  the  other  the  contributing 

cause.     The  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death  will  accord  with  the 

1  view  of  the  certifier. 

Apoplexy  was  registered  as  the  cause  of  death  in  825  cases, 
against  795  of  the  year  1900. 

Organic  Diseases  of  the  Heart — 783  deaths,  against  805  in  the 
year  1900. 

Pneumonia  including  Broncho  Pneumonia — total  1301,  against 
\  1504  in  the  preceding  year.

REPORT  IN  DETAIL 


After  organizing,  the  Commissioners  decided  to  hold  all  ex- 
aminations in  writing,  and  require  all  candidates  to  present  both 
a  practical  silver  and  vulcanite  plate,  entirely  of  their  own  work- 
manship, and  complete  for  use,  and  also  adopted  the  following 
rules  for  examinations : 

RULES  FOR  CONDUCTING  DENTAL  EXAMINATIONS. 


First, — The  subjects  for  theoretical  examination  shall  be  divided  into 
five  sections  and  there  shall  he  at  least  ten  questions  upon  each  section. 

Second,— Help  of  every  kind  must  be  withheld  or  removed  from  the  reach 
and  sight  of  the  candidate. 

Third. — Examiners  must  retain  the  question  papers  securely  in  their  own 
possession  prior  to  their  distribution  to  the  candidates. 

Fourth, — Questions  must  be  given  out  and  answers  collected  punctually 
at  the  time  specified  on  the  program.  Under  no  circumstances  will  papers 
be  accepted  unless  the  examination  be  actually  taken  at  the  appointed  time. 
The  time  for  each  examination  paper  of  ten  questions  shall  not  exceed  two 
hours. 

Fifth. — Explanation  of  questions  and  criticisms  or  inspection  of  the 
answer  papers  during  the  examination  will  not  be  permitted. 

Sixth, — No  candidate  shall  under  any  circumstances  communicate  in  any 
way  with  any  other  candidate,  nor  have  books  or  helps  of  any  kind,  nor  be 
permitted  to  question  any  examiner  in  reference  to  the  meaning  or  inter-  i 

pretation  of  the  questions  under  consideration,  but  must  rely  solely  upon  ^ 

his  or  her  own  judgment  as  to  the  meaning  of  each  question,  and  on  his  or 
her  own  knowledge  of  the  subject  in  answering.  Any  candidate  violating 
this  rule  shall  be  debarred  from  that  particular  examination. 

Seventh. — ^At  the  close  of  the  examination  in  each  subject  each  candidate 
must  subscribe  his  or  her  name  and  post-office  address  to  the  following 
declaration,  printed  on  the  question  paper,  and  deliver  it,  with  his  or  her 
answer  papers,  to  the  examiners  : 
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*  *I ,  now  at  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tion in  (name  the  subjects),  declare  that  prior  to  this  examination  I  bad  no 
knowledge  of  the  questions  to  be  proposed,  and  have  neither  given  or  re- 
ceived explanations  or  other  aid  in  answering  any  of  them. 

(Signed) 

Every  set  of  answers  lacking  this  declaration  and  signature,  however 
satisfactory  in  other  respects,  will  be  rejected;  and  in  no  case  can  this 
omission  be  supplied  after  the  papers  have  reached  the  Board  of  Examiners.* 

Eighth. — Any  candidate  detected  in  trying  to  give  or  obtain  aid  shall  be 
instantly  dismissed  from  the  room,  and  his  or  her  paper  for  the  entire  work 
rejected. 

Ninth. — If  any  candidate  withdraw  himself  or  herself,  without  permis- 
sion, from  the  sight  of  the  examiner,  his  or  her  examination  shall  be  closed. 
This  rule  permits  a  candidate,  temporarily  ill,  to  withdraw  from  the  room 
and  return  only  by  the  consent  of  the  examiner. 

Tenth. — No  candidate  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  enter  the  examin- 
ation more  than  thirty  minutes  late,  unless  excused  by  the  examiner;  and 
no  candidate  shall  leave  the  room  within  thirty  minutes  after  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  question  papers.  All  time  lost  by  being  absent  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  time  allotted  to  the  examination  of  that  particular  subject. 

Eleventh  — The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  beg^n  their  inspection  of  the 
answers  submitted  by  the  candidates  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  ex- 
amination, and  shall  complete  the  same  with  promptness  and  dispatch. 

A  correct  set  of  answers  to  the  questions  of  any  one  paper  shall  entitle 
the  candidate  to  the  full  mark  for  that  subject,  viz. :  one  hundred  points. 

Partial  or  imperfect  answers  shall  be  rated  by  the  examiners  in  accord- 
ance with  their  degree  of  fullness  and  correctness. 

Twelfth, — A  general  average  of  not  less  than  seventy  per  cent,  upon  all 
the  questions  shall  entitle  the  candidate  to  a  license  to  practice  dentistry  in 
the  Commonwealth ;  provided  that  the  practical  work  presented  by  the  can- 
didate shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Board,  and  that  should  the  mark- 
ing upon  any  one  subject  be  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  then  that  paper  shall 
be  reckoned  as  zero  (o)  in  making  up  the  general  average,  and  that  be  or 
she  shall  otherwise  have  complied  with  the  law. 

Thirteenth. — No  candidate  is  permitted  to  make  any  reference  on  his 
examination  papers  to  any  college  or  professor  thereof. 

Fourteenth. — Handwriting  of  candidates  must  be  legible,  and  spelling 
and  use  of  correct  language  will  be  taken  into  account  in  making  up  the 
rating  on  the  answers. 

Fifteenth^ — Upon  no  pretext  shall  any  question  paper  or  answer  paper 

*  Rule  seventh  must  be  read  to  the  applicants  before  the  examination  question  pa- 
pers are  distributed. 
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be  taken  from  the  room  by  a  candidate  before,  during  or  after  an  examina- 
tion. A  breach  of  this  rule  shall  vitiate  the  examination  of  the  candidate 
guilty  of  the  act.  Should  a  candidate  receive  permission  to  absent  himself 
or  herself  from  the  room,  he  shall  turn  over  his  or  her  papers  to  the  exam- 
iner granting  the  permission. 


RULES  AND   INSTRUCTIONS  TO  CANDIDATES. 

Every  applicant  for  license  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age.  He  must 
fill  out  an  application  blank  which,  together  with  his  license  fee — Twenty- 
five  Dollars  ($25.00)— must  be  returned  to  the  Recorder  at  least  one  week 
before  the  day  uppn  which  the  examination  is  to  take  place.  Blanks  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Recorder.  Twenty  Dollars  (|2o.oo)  will  be  returned 
if  the  candidate  is  rejected. 

Every  candidate  for  license,  whether  graduate  or  non-graduate,  will  be 
required  to  pass  a  thorough  examination,  both  practical  and  theoretical,  and 
all  rules  conflicting  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Operative — Each  applicant  must  bring  a  patient,  for  whom  an  approximal 
cavity  is  to  be  prepared  and  filled  with  gold,  in  the  presence  of  the  Com- 
missioners— foil  only  to  be  used.  Rubber  dam,  gold,  and  all  other  instru- 
ments and  materials  for  this  demonstration  of  his  skill,  must  be  provided 
by  the  candidate,  chairs,  tables  and  cuspidors  only  being  furnished  by  the 
Commission. 

Prosthetic — Each  applicant  must  present  a  full  upper  set  on  rubber 
plate,  also  a  partial  plate  of  three  or  four  teeth,  made  on  silver,  soldered 
with  silver  solder,  plain  or  gum  teeth  in  either  case,  which  shall  be  made 
for  the  patient 

Affidavits  (blanks  to  be  had  of  Recorder)  will  be  required  from  patient 
and  applicant,  that  all  work  submitted  is  the  unaided  individual  work  of  the 
candidate.

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EXAMINATIONS. 


During  the  year  two  examinations  have  been  held  at  Hart- 
ford. The  first,  in  its  theoretical  branch,  at  the  Capitol  on  No- 
vember lath  and  13th,  1901,  and,  in  its  practical  branch,  at 
Putnam  Phalanx  Armory,  November  14th,  1901. 

Twenty-three  candidates  appeared,  and  the  examinations 
were  proceeded  with  under  the  number  system,  which  proved 
to  be  a  very  satisfactory  method. 

Seventeen  passed  the  requisite  test,  and  received  licenses,  and 
six  were  rejected.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  held  in  February,  1903, 
the  November  examinations  were  thoroughly  discussed,  especial- 
ly the  method  of  marking  employed.  In  respect  to  the  theoret- 
ical examinations  it  was  deemed  satisfactory,  but  the  Commis- 
sioners decided  that  as  to  examinations  in  practical  work  a 
higher  standard  should  be  required,  and,  therefore,  adopted  a 
rule  now  known  as  Rule  Sixteenth  for  conducting  examinations, 
which  provided  that  thereafter  the  examination  in  operative  and 
prosthetic  dentistry  shall  be  conducted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
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session,  and  if  any  candidate  fails  to  secure  a  marking  of  75  per 
cent,  on  either  of  these  two  subjects,  he  or  she  shall  be  debarred 
from  the  theoretical  examination  at  that  session.  The  following 
rules  were  also  adopted : 

RULES  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  TO  CANDIDATES. 


Every  candidate  for  license  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age.  He  must 
fill  out  an  application  blank  which,  together  with  his  license  fee — Twenty- 
five  Dollars  ($25.00) — must  be  returned  to  the  Recorder  at  least  one  week 
before  the  day  upon  which  the  examination  is  to  take  place.  Blanks  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Recorder.  Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  will  be  returned 
if  the  candidate  is  rejected. 

Every  applicant  for  license,  whether  g^duate  or  non-graduate,  will  be 
required  to  pass  a  thorough  examination,  both  practical  and  theoretical,  and 
all  rules  conflicting  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

TBMPORARV   PERMIT. 

Temporary  permits  to  practice  dentistry  pending  the  regular  examina- 
tion will  not  be  issued  under  any  circumstances. 

PRACTICAL  KXAMINATION. 

Operative — Each  applicant  must  bring  a  patient  for  whom  an  approximal 
cavity  is  to  be  prepared  and  filled  with  gold,  in  the  presence  of  the  Commis- 
sioners— foil  only  to  be  used.  Rubber  dam,  gold,  and  all  other  instruments 
and  materials  for  this  demonstration  of  his  skill,  must  be  provided  by  the 
candidate,  chairs,  tables  and  cuspidors  only  being  furnished  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Prosthetic — The  practical  examination  in  prosthetic  dentistry  will  be  held 

on at  9  A.  M.    Each  candidate  must  present  a 

full  upper  set  of  teeth  on  rubber  plate,  mounted  on  articulator  with  bite. 
Also  a  partial  plate  of  three  or  more  teeth  made  on  silver  or  gold,  soldered 
with  silver  or  gold  solder,  and  mounted  on  a  plaster  or  other  articulator, 
to  test  the  fit  and  proper  articulation  of  the  teeth  (plain  or  gum  teeth  in 
either  case).  The  silver  or  gold  plate,  together  with  the  model,  must  be 
permanently  deposited  with  the  Recorder  of  the  State  Dental  Commission. 

BOTH    PLATES   MUST  BE   PRACTICAL  CASES   MADE  FOR  THE   PATIENT'S  MOUTH. 

No  piece  of  metai  work  shall  be  electroplated. 

Both  the  rubber  plate  and  the  metal  plate  must  be  accompanied  by  affi- 
davits by  the  applicant  that  the  work  was  made  by  himself  or  herself  with- 
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out  assistance,  and  also  by  affidavits  (blanks  to  be  had  of  Recorder)  from 
the  patients  that  the  work  was  made  for  them.

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  second  examination,  also  held  at  Hartford,  on  the  aSth, 
29th,  and  30th  of  May,  1902,  twenty-five  candidates  appeared  and 
were  examined. 

Eleven  failed  under  the  new  (sixteenth)  rule  to  secure  the 
required  average  in  the  branch  of  practical  work,  and  were 
therefore  excused  from  the  theoretical  examination.  The  re- 
maining fourteen  were  examined  in  both  branches;  of  these,  six 
failed  to  secure  the  required  average  and  were  rejected,  and 
eight  were  accepted  and  granted  licenses,  as  follows:

The  purpose  of  the  Commissioners  in  holding,  in  addition  to 
the  meeting  required  by  law  to  be  held  in  May,  a  meeting  in 
November  for  the  examination  of  candidates,  has  been  to  ac- 
comodate such  as  were  pursuing  college  courses  and  for  that 
cause  were  unable  to  take  examination  until  after  the  end  of 
their  academic  year  in  June.  It  would  seem  wise  in  this  con- 
nection to  amend  Section  4741  of  the  General  Statutes  so  as  to 
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provide  that  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  June  or  July 
instead  of  May,  as  at  present,  thus  enabling  the  class  referred 
to  to  avoid  interruption  to  their  studies  and  at  the  same  time  not 
be  compelled  to  postpone  the  beginning  of  their  professional 
career  and  the  opportunity  to  earn  their  living,  which  in  most 
cases  is  of  first  importance,  until  after  the  examinations  in 
November. 

THE  GRANTING  OF  PERMITS  DISCONTINUED. 


The  Commissioners  voted  to  discontinue  the  issuing  of  tem- 
porary permits,  as  there  is  no  provision  of  law  authorizing  such 
practice. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Three  prosecutions  for  practicing  dentistry  in  violation  of 
law  have  been  brought  during  the  past  year.  In  one  case  the 
Court  imposed  a  substantial  penalty,  which  was  paid,  and  the 
other  two  are  still  pending. 

COMPLAINTS. 

It  would  seem  to  be  generally  supposed  by  members  of  the 
profession  that  a  chief  duty  of  the  Dental  Commissioners  relates 
to  prosecutions  for  practicing  dentistry  in  violation  of  law. 

This  is  a  capital  mistake.  Neither  by  express  requirement 
nor  by  implication  does  the  law  charge  the  commissioners  with 
any  duty  or  responsibility  in  that  direction. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  rightly  disposed  citizens,  whether  dent- 
ists or  not,  to  see  that  the  law  is  enforced.  It  is  also  the  duty 
of  prosecuting  attorneys  to  bring  to  justice  every  violator  of  the 
law,  when  complaint  is  made  and  proper  evidence  presented. 
At  the  same  time  it  has  been,  as  it  will  continue  in  future  to  be, 
the  purpose  and  policy  of  the  Commissioners  to  co-operate  with 
the  public  authorities  and  with  members  of  the  profession,  to 
the  utmost  practicable  extent,  in  the  apprehension  and  prosecu- 
tion of  all  violators  of  law,  the  strict  enforcement  of  which  is 
so  necessary  tor  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  community. 
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In  prosecuting  violators,  the  evidence  necessary  to  be  secured 
is: 

I.     Full  name  of  the  person  violating  the  dental  law. 
3.     Address  of  such  person. 

3.  Date  of  violation. 

4.  Character  of  work  done,  whether  extracting,  treating  or 
filling  teeth. 

5.  Does  the  dentist  advertise  by  sign,  windows  or  sign- 
board, placards  or  dodgers,  in  papers  or  otherwise?  If  so, 
state  how,  and  if  by  dodgers  or  newspapers,  send  papers  or 
dodgers. 

6.  Name  and  address  of  informant. 

No  notice  will  be  taken  by  the  Commissioners  of  any  com- 
plaint unless  in  writing,  and  sigfned  by  the  informant. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Commissioners  would  most  respectfully  represent  that  in 
order  to  carry  along  the  work  of  the  examination  of  candidates 
efficiently  and  well,  there  should  be  provided  for  their  use  a 
room  equipped  with  a  number  of  desks,  dental  chairs  and 
lathes,  and  with  soldering  appliances.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioners,  these  facilities  are  very  much  needed,  and 
would  be  found  to  contribute  much  of  practical  advantage  to 
the  work  of  the  Commissioners,  whose  ambition  it  is  to  raise 
the  standard  of  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  Connecticut  to  a  de- 
gree unexcelled  by  any  sister  state.

The  governor  shall  on  or  before  the  first  of  July  biennially  ap- 
point five  dental  commissioners,  who  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  from  the  first  of  July  in  the  year  of  their  respective  ap- 
pointments, and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed 
and  qualified.

CONNECTICUT  SEWERAGE  COMMISSION, 


To  His  Excellency,  Abiram  Chamberlain,  Governor  of 
Connecticut: 

Sir: — The  Sewerage  Commission,  as  required  by  law, 
herewith  respectfully  presents  its  fourth  Annual  Report,* 
which  covers  its  work  for  the  last  twelve  months. 


Ex-Governor  Lorrin  A.  Cooke,  of  Winsted,  a  member  of 
this  Commission,  died  on  the  I2th  day  of  August,  1902. 

Governor  Cooke,  in  his  message  to  the  legislature  in  1897, 
first  called  attention  to  the  matter  of  sewage  disposal  and 
urged  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  situation  in  this*  State  and  on  what  action,  if 
any,  was  necessary.  Largely  through  his  personal  interest 
and  influence  the  first  Sewerage  Commission  was  established. 
During  the  next  administration  he  himself  was  appointed  on 
the  Commission  by  Gov.  Lounsbury,  and  from  that  time  till 
his  death  was  one  of  its  most  earnest  and  helpful  members.

"It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  make  record  of  the  death  of  our 
distinguished  associate,  ex-Governor  Lorrin  A.  Cooke,  the  originator  of 
the  Commission,  and  for  the  past  three  years  one  of  its  members.  We 
cannot  adequately  express  the  feeling  of  deep  sorrow  with  which  we 
realize  that  we  shall  no  longer  have  his  thoughtful  and  prudent  counsel 
in  the  work  of  the  Commission  that  he  regarded  as  of  so  much  import- 
ance to  the  well  being  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  which  he  was  ready 
and  glad  at  all  times  to  contribute  his  best  efforts. 

"And  even  more  deeply  do  we  feel  that  we  have  met  with  a  personal 
loss.  Each  one  of  us  will  miss  his  genial  smile  and  hearty  hand  clasp, 
the  quick  inquiry  that  evidenced  his  kindly  interest  anrf  the  readiness 
always  displayed  to  do  any  friendly  act  that  lay  in  his  power. 

"To  be  associated  with  him  was  a  pleasure  and  privilege  that  we  have 
appreciated  and  the  loss  of  which  cannot  be  made  good. 

"Feeling  our  loss  so  strongly,  we  can  a  little  appreciate  the  terrible 
blow  which  has  fallen  upon  his  immediate  family,  and  to  them  we  extend 
our  heartiest  sympathy,  assuring  them  that  they  are  not  alone  in  their 
grief,  but  that  all  who  had  the  happiness  of  Governor  Cooke's 
acquaintance  share  in  their  grief."

The  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Sewerage  Commission  is 
thus  defined  by  statute : 

"Said  Commission  shall  investigate  methods  of  sewage  purification 
and  construction  of  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal  works." 

For  the  purpose  of  this  investigation  it  is  empowered  to  summon  wit- 
nesses before  it  with  books,  papers  and  maps.  It  may  also,  "vnth  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Control,  employ  a  bacteriologist,  chemist,  or 
engineer." 

In  the  following;  pages  will  be  found  reports  of  examina- 
tions made  by  the  Commission  of  the  several  sewage  disposal 
plants  in  the  State  which  are  now  in  operation,  also  notices  of 
the  condition  of  work  in  those  cities  which  have  been  com- 
pelled by  law  to  take  up  and  cleanse  their  sewage  before 
discharging  it  into  rivers. 

A  map  of  the  State  has  been  prepared,  showing  all  the 
watersheds,  reservoirs,  public  water  supply  systems,  sewered 
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districts  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  Connecticut  with  the 
data  regarding  them.  It  also  shows  those  areas  in  the 
western  part  of  this  State  which  experts  in  the  employ  of 
the  city  of  New  York  have  proposed  to  make  tributary  to 
the  water  supply  of  that  city.  This  map  is  made  a  part  of  this 
report  and  a  discussion  of  the  relations  of  water  supply  and 
sewage  disposal  is  based  upon  it. 

We  believe  that  a  Sewerage  Commission  should  not  simply 
call  public  attention  to  matters  connected  with  the  subject  of 
sewage  disposal.  It  should  also  have  some  power  to  remedy 
or  relieve  present  evils,  and  it  should,  if  possible,  make  some 
original  contribution  to  the  sum  of  our  knowledge  regard- 
ing the  principles  or  the  practice  of  sewage  disposal. 

The  Commission  has  absolutely  no  authority  to  do  any- 
thing to  remedy  or  relieve  present  evils  resulting  from  the 
improper  disposal  of  sewage,  except  so  far  as  this  can  be 
done  by  calling  them  to  the  attention  of  those  interested  or 
affected  by  them.  We  have,  however,  been  able  to  present 
in  this  Report  a  distinct  contribution  to  the  sum  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  of  sewage  disposal. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  kindness  of  Prof. 
Kinnicutt  of  the  Worcester  Polvtechnic  Institute.  Prof. 
Kinnicutt  is  a  well  known  expert  in  this  subject  and  for  two 
years  has  been  making  a  most  valuable  study  of  the  action 
of  the  septic  tank  on  one  class  of  sewage.  His  first  results 
were  published  in  our  last  Report  and  the  present  Report 
contains  his  second  paper,  which  distinctly  advances  our 
knowledge  of  the  subject  and  will  be  welcomed  by  all  who 
are  concerned  with  the  septic  tank,  which  is  now  an  essential 
part  of  the  disposal  system  of  many  cities. 
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THE  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  IN 

CONNECTICUT. 

Such  sand  filters  as  those  which  are  now  so  satisfactorily 
working  in  Bristol,  Danbury  and  Meriden, — ^the  last  named 
for  more  than  ten  years  without  any  extensive  repairs  or 
alterations,  other  than  those  necessary  in  enlarging — demon- 
strate that  the  method  of  sand  filtration  itself  is  economical 
and  perfectly  suited  for  its  purpose.  Its  purpose  is  to  make 
the  sewage  odorless,  colorless,  and  non-putrescible,  so  that  its 
presence  in  rivers  which  are  already  unfit  for  potable  water 
supply  will  not  further  pollute  them.  It  is  not  the  purpose 
of  sand  filtration  to  make  potable  water  out  of  sewage. 
Unfortunately  many  places  cannot  get  within  reasonable 
distance  a  sufficient  area  of  the  coarse  sandy  soil  which  is 
necessary  to  make  effective  filters.  The  use  of  unsuitable 
material  in  the  filters  is  disastrous  and  dooms  the  process  to 
failure  from  the  start. 

These  filtration  beds  will  not,  however,  even  when  properly 
built,  run  themselves  nor  can  they  be  run  without  intelligent 
care.     We  desire  to  repeat  from  a  previous  report. 

"A  study  of  the  means  by  which  sewage  is  cleansed  in  the  sand  filters, 
as  well  as  of  the  experience  of  those  who  have  practically  operated 
them,  makes  it  clear  that  they  require  constant  care  and  great  regu- 
larity in  their  treatment.  The  sand  filters  are  not  dead,  they  are  teem- 
ing with  active  life,  and  this  life  depends  on  certain  things:  food  sup- 
ply, air,  heat,  etc.,  and  on  regularity  in  the  supply  of  these  things.  To 
leave  the  sewage  running  on  a  bed  for  twelve  hours  beyond  the  pre- 
scribed time,  because  of  a  severe  storm  or  a  circus  in  the  next  town,  is 
as  culpable  as  to  leave  a  herd  of  cows  or  a  bam  full  of  horses  without 
food  or  drink  for  the  same  length  of  time,  and  may  be  vastly  more 
harmful  to  the  property  and  health  of  the  community.  If  sewage  stands 
too  long  on  a  filter,  the  air  supply  is  reduced  below  the  normal,  the 
nitrifying  microbes  are  checked  in  their  work,  perhaps  destro3red  in  part, 
and  thus  the  filter  is  made  less  efiicient,  not  for  a  single  day  only,  but 
for  a  considerable  period  of  convalescence.  If  excessive  quantities  of 
sewage  are  poured  on,  the  whole  filter  may  become  foul  and  require 
weeks  to  clear  itself.  'It  becomes  evident  that  the  efficiency  of  a  filter 
depends  much  upon  steadily  following  a  course  of  action,  and  requiring 
every  part  of  it  to  accomplish  the  same  work  at  regular  intervals  of 
timei    The  filter  becomes  a  delicate  organization,  adapted  to  what  is 
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required  of  it,  if  its  possibilities  are  not  exceeded;  but  any  change  from 
the  requirements  is  likely  to  render  necessary  weeks  of  time  before  the 
filter  can  become  adapted  to  the  changed  conditions/  (Mass.  State  Bd. 
Health,  Part  II,  Report  on  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage,  1888-1890,  p. 
25.)  No  chemical  or  bacteriological  skill  is  necessary  for  the  detail  of 
management  on  the  sewage  field,  but  there  is  needed  a  man  who  is 
absolutely  faithful  in  carying  out  the  directions  of  the  city  engineer  or 
selectmen,  who  is  intelligent,  and  who  has  acquired  experience  in  meet- 
ing all  the  vicissitudes  of  weather  and  knows  the  individual  peculiarities 
of  the  beds." 

The  Commission  have  had  occasion  to  observe  the  havoc 
wrought  by  a  field  superintendent  without  these  qualifica- 
tions, and  to  see  a  disposal  field,  which  had  been  working 
perfectly,  made  inefficient  and  a  menace  to  health  and  dam- 
aged for  months  by  a  change  of  the  field  manager. 

The  manager  of  a  sewage  disposal  plant  should  no  more 
be  removed  for  political  reasons  than  a  police  captain  or  a 
fireman. 

There  are  nine  sand  filtration  and  irrigation  works  in  this 
State  used  for  sewage  purification,  at  the  following  places: 
Bristol,  Danbury,  Granby,  Litchfield,  Meriden,  Norfolk, 
Ridgefield,  Simsbury  and  South  Manchester. 

These  places  have  been  visited  by  us  from  time  to  time, 
and  at  different  seasons  of  the  year. 

Danbury. 

The  works  at  Danbury  have  been  visited  from  time  to 
time  and  found  doing  excellent  work.  This  is  the  only 
instance  in  Connecticut  where  extensive  filtration  is  being 
done  on  hillsides.  Most  of  the  sewage  flows  along  carriers 
on  either  side  of  a  sharp  valley,  and  part  of  it  is  allowed  to 
overflow  and  work  down  the  slopes,  first  passing  through 
beds  of  broken  stone,  where  the  coarser  particles  are  arrested. 
The  rest  of  the  sewage  is  treated  on  level  beds  at  the  bottom 
of  the  slopes,  all  the  effluent  finally  discharging  through 
under  drains  into  an  open  brook  channel  which  traverses  the 
axis  of  the  valley. 

Natural  conditions  here  are  singularly  favorable  to  this 
arrangement,  or  to  put  it  in  another  way,  great  good  judg- 
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ment  was  shown  in  adapting  the  arrangement  to  the  natural 
conditions.  Unlimited  quantities  of  suitable  filtration  sand 
are  found  in  the  northerly  hillside,  from  which  the  level  beds 
have  been  constructed,  and  a  large  tract  of  low  land,  as  yet 
unimproved,  is  available  for  extensions.  In  the  meantime 
this  tract  is  used  occasionally  for  the  reception  of  part  of  the 
storm  water  when  the  latter  is  in  unusual  quantity.  There 
seems  to  be  a  constant  intelligent  oversight  of  these  works, 
resulting  in  maintaining  them  in  good  order,  and  ensuring  a 
satisfactory  effluent. 

Meriden. 

These  works  have  been  fully  described  in  the  First  Report 
of  this  Commission,  pages  87  and  88,  with  a  map  of  the 
disposal  field  and  photo-engravings  of  the  beds. 

Their  construction  was  begun  in  1891,  about  a  year  later 
than  the  Litchfield  works,  which  were  the  first  in  Connecticut 
Owing  to  unskillful  management,  some  trouble  was  experi- 
enced soon  after  they  were  put  in  operation,  but  from  then 
on  to  the  present  they  have  cleansed  Meriden's  sewage,  about 
2,000,000  gallons  a  day,  summer  and  winter,  with  perfect 
satisfaction. 

A  large  portion  of  the  filtered  sewage  sinks  down  to  the 
ground  water ;  the  smaller  portion  of  it  runs  from  the  drains 
beneath  the  beds  and  forms  a  little  stream  flowing  into  the 
Quinnipiac.  The  water  in  this  stream  is  colorless  and  bright, 
without  odor  or  taste,  fish  live  in  it  and  the  bed  of  the  brook 
is  clean  and  free  from  any  organic  deposit. 

The  land  on  which  these  beds  are  built  is  the  very  best 
for  the  purpose  and  the  beds  are  kept  in  neat  condition.  We 
have  made  frequent  inspection  of  this  place  during  the  year 
and  have  never  found  anything  to  criticize. 

It  is  a  model  disposal  plant  and  shows  the  process  of  sand 
filtration  as  a  means  of  cleansing  sewage  at  its  very  best. 

We  understand  that  Wallingford's  sewers  are  so  planned 
that  the  sewage  can  flow  by  gravity  to  the  same  kind  of 
sand  which  Meriden  uses  and  be  cleansed  by  filtration.     We 
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hope  that  ^  Wallingf ord  will  decide  to  do  this  of  her  own 
accord  instead  of  running  sewage  into  the  Quinnipiac. 

Naugatuck   Valley. 

No  progress  has  been  made  toward  improving  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Naugatuck  river.  Notwithstanding  the 
issue  of  the  long-drawn-out  suit  of  Piatt  Bros.  Company 
vs.  The  City  of  Waterbury,  viz.,  an  injunction  restraining 
that  city  from  discharging  crude  sewage  into  the  river 
between  June  ist  and  December  ist,  the  time  for  the  injunc- 
tion to  become  operative  being  fixed  as  June  ist  of  this  year 
(1903),  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  construct  purification 
works.  An  application  was  brought  to  the  Superior  Court 
for  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  to  assess  the  damages 
caused  the  plaintiffs,  to  be  figured  on  the  supposition  that 
the  nuisance  would  not  continue  longer  than  a  period  of  five 
years.  This  application  was  refused  by  the  Superior  Court 
and  judgment  has  been  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court.  It 
is  reported  that  the  city  will  now  try  to  settle  the  case  out 
of  court,  by  paying  damages  according  to  a  mutual  agree- 
ment. We  cannot  ascertain  what  the  probabilities  are  of 
such  overtures  being  accepted. 

In  the  meantime  conditions  are  steadily  growing  worse  in 
this  valley  as  the  population  increases.  When  another 
extremely  dry  season  comes,  similar  to  1899,  there  will  be 
serious  complaint,  with  a  likelihood  of  new  suits  being 
brought.  Moreover  the  bad  state  of  the  river  is  becoming 
general  from  Torrington  to  Derby,  instead  of  being  limited 
to  a  few  miles  below  Waterbury. 

It  is  interesting  to  consider  whether,  in  case  a  number 
of  the  larger  municipalities  are  compelled  to  adopt  some 
relief  measures,  it  will  be  better  for  each  city  to  construct 
its  own  purification  plant,  or  for  the  whole  valley  to  combine 
and  build  a  trunk  sewer  to  the  sound,  discharging  its  contents 
so  far  off  shore  as  to  make  it  certain  that  no  one  should  be 
injured  thereby.     As  bearing  on  this  question  we  note  that 
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such  a  solution  is  proposed  for  the  Passaic  Valley  in  New 
Jersey.  There  the  conditions  have  been  notoriously  bad  for 
years,  and  one  Commission  after  another  has  endeavored 
to  find  some  satisfactory  scheme  for  keeping  sewage  out  of 
the  river.  Now  the  Passaic  Valley  District  Sewerage  and 
Drainage  Commission  has  reported  an  elaborate  plan  for 
building  a  trunk  sewer  all  the  way  from  Paterson,  past 
Passaic,  Acquackanonk,  Franklin,  Belleville,  and  Newark, 
and  thence  across  the  meadows,  under  Newark  Bay,  through 
a  portion  of  Jersey  City  and  Bayonne,  to  an  outfall  near 
Robbins  Reef  Light,  in  the  middle  of  New  York  Bay.  The 
cost  of  these  works  is  estimated  as  about  $9,000,000,  and 
the  annual  charges  as  about  $650,000.  The  population 
ultimately  to  be  served  is  estimated  as  1,500,000.  The 
present  population  is  about  600,000. 

The  fact  that  this  recommendation  has  been  made  after  a 
thorough  study  of  every  possible  method  of  purification,  and 
after  consultation  with  the  best  informed  sanitary  engineers, 
may  reasonably  be  regarded  as  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of 
the  trunk  sewer  method  in  districts  similarly  situated.  The 
most  noticeable  difference  in  conditions  is  the  comparatively 
small  population  (about  100,000,  exclusive  of  Dert)y)  in 
the  Naugatuck  Valley.  This,  however,  is  rapidly  increasing, 
and  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  it  will  be  large 
enough  to  warrant  the  expenditure  of  several  million  dollars 
on  a  trunk  sewer. 

Experience  at  Boston,  where  the  sewage  of  the  whole 
great  Metropolitan  District  is  discharged  directly  into  the 
bay,  is  regarded  as  a  strong  indication  that  the  sewage  of 
the  Naugatuck  Valley  could  be  emptied  into  Long  Island 
Sound,  perhaps  several  miles  off  shore,  and  no  harm  result, 
either  to  shore  properties  or  shell  fish  interests. 

New  Britain. 

At  New  Britain  the  work  of  establishing  a  new  sewage 
disposal  system  is  well  under  way.  Bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$300,000  have  been  issued;  surveys  have  been  made,  plans 
drawn  and  contracts  let 
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The  plan  contemplates  the  separation  of  storm  water  from 
the  sewage,  the  building  of  two  lines  of  24"  intercepting 
sewers,  and  the  construction  of  beds  for  intermittent  down- 
ward filtration. 

The  work  of  diverting  storm  water  has  already  been 
begun  and  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  waste 
from  the  several  manufactories  does  not  enter  the  sewers, 
being  otherwise  disposed  of. 

The  sewage  of  the  city  will  be  collected  by  two  main  lines 
of  intersecting  sewers,  one  of  which  runs  across  the  south 
part  of  the  town,  and  the  other  across  the  easterly  portion. 
The  latter  line  will  require  a  tunnel  for  part  of  the  way. 
Both  meet  at  the  southeast  comer  of  the  town  and  thence 
run  parallel  for  about  half  a  mile  into  the  town  of  Berlin  and 
discharge  into  the  filter  beds  which  are  now  being  built. 

The  filter  beds  are  in  a  gravelly  soil  apparently  well 
adapted  for  the  purpose.  They  are  of  one  acre  each  and 
thirty-one  in  number.  Experiments  indicate  that  the  tract 
selected  is  capable  of  disposing  of  the  sew^age  from  100,000 
people.  Tests  have  proved  that  300,000  to  400,000  gallons 
of  sewage  per  acre  can  be  cleansed  every  second  day. 

It  is  estimated  that  works  sufficient  for  a  population  of 
100,000  people,  together  with  the  complete  separation  of  the 
sewage  from  storm  water,  will  involve  an  expenditure  of 
about  $500,000. 

A  map  on  page  9  shows  the  position  and  arrangement 
of  the  filtration  area. 

RiDGEFIELD. 

In  connection  with  the  new  sewerage  system  recently 
installed  at  Ridgefield  provision  was  made  for  purification 
of  the  effluent  by  intermittent  filtration.  These  works  were 
visited  in  November  and  carefully  examined.  It  was  found 
that  the  material  is  poorly  adapted  for  filtration,  that  there 
is  insufficient  provision  of  underdrains,  and  that  there  has 
been  a  lack  of  intelligent  supervision,  resulting  in  beds  filling 
L  and  overflowing  their  embankments.     Also  in  several  places 
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the  water  pressure  had  broken  down  the  covering  of  under- 
drains,  leaving  large  holes  through  which  sewage  could 
escape  without  any  purification  whatever. 

Doubtless  the  material  is  as  good  as  could  be  conveniently 
obtained,  and  for  such  limited  quantities  of  sewage  it  is  per- 
haps economical  to  make  the  beds  out  of  the  soil  at  hand. 
But  under  the  circumstances  it  seems  necessary  to  lay  a  far 
greater  amount  of  underdrains,  taking  much  pains  to  get  the 
covering  uniform.  Also  there  should  be  such  frequent 
inspection  of  the  beds  as  would  insure  proper  manipulation 
of  the  gates  to  prevent  the  sewage  accumulating  to  a  depth 
sufficient  to  overtop  embankments  and  break  down  into  the 
underdrains. 

SiMSBURY. 

The  central  village  has  a  population  of  about  600  and  about 
one-third  of  this  number  are  in  dwellings  connected  with  the 
sewer,  which  is  somewhat  over  7,700  feet  long  and  carries 
the  sewage  under  the  railroad  and  low  land  by  an  inverted 
syphon  to  higher  sandy  land  near  the  Farmington  river. 
Here  it  is  cleansed  by  intermittent  sand  filtration  on  two  beds 
each  with  an  area  of  something  more  than  one-quarter  of 
an  acre.  The  system  is  described  and  mapped  in  the  Report 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  1901,  pp.  306-308. 

Up  to  the  present,  the  system  has  given  satisfaction. 

THE  WATER  SUPPLIES  OF  CONNECTICUT  AND 
THEIR  CONNECTION  WITH  SEWAGE 

DISPOSAL. 

The  danger  and  the  damage  to  the  public  health  which 
follow  from  the  utter  disregard  of  sewage  or  its  improper 
carriage  and  disposal,  come  chiefly  through  the  pollution  of 
water  supplies. 

When  a  river  is  so  far  fouled  that  it  deposits  in  mill  dams 
or  along  its  banks  decomposing  animal  and  vegetable  matter 
and  in  summer  becomes  evil-smelling,  the  nuisance  is  so 
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obvious  and  so  intolerable  that  public  attention  is  called  to  it 
and  redress  is  sought  in  the  courts. 

But  the  greatest  damage  to  public  health  is  done  long 
before  this  state  of  things  is  reached.  When  the  river  is 
known  to  be  slightly  polluted  with  a  very  moderate  amount 
of  sewage  which  it  is  judged  is  removed  by  the  mysterious 
*'self-purification  of  running  water,"  and  when,  trusting  to 
this,  the  river  is  used  as  a  source  of  public  water  supply,  then 
lives  are  sacrificed  every  year  and  much  avoidable  sickness 
and  misery  come  into  the  community  by  this  unnoticed 
poisoning  of  the  drinking  water. 

This  has  happened,  and  is  happening  to-day,  in  many  of 
the  cities  and  large  towns  of  our  own  country. 

In  the  first  Report  of  this  Commission,  1899,  p.  36,  is 
given  a  statement  regarding  the  water  supply  of  Lawrence, 
which  represents  a  state  of  things  not  at  all  uncommon  in 
other  cities  to-day  and  which  is  only  remarkable  in  this ;  that 
fortunately  the  statistics  have  been  gathered  and  are  in  such 
shape  as  to  show  exactly  what  happened  there. 

It  is  by  some  public  health  board  or  sewerage  commission 
that  such  data  are  made  public  and  generally  instructive. 
Local  authorities  are  not  as  likely  to  call  attention  to  faults 
in  municipal  works. 

The  city  of  Lawrence  has  taken  its  public  water  supply 
for  many  years  from  the  Merrimac  river,  which  nine  miles 
above  receives  the  sewage  of  Lowell.  The  popular  theory 
that  in  flowing  that  distance,  with  a  fall  of  100  feet  in  a 
rapid  one  mile  long,  the  water  purified  itself,  was  somewhat 
shaken  by  the  facts  that  between  the  years  1885  and  1890 
the  number  of  deaths  from  typhoid  steadily  increased;  that 
in  the  last  named  year  60  people,  or  more  than  12  in  every 
10,000,  died  of  this  disease,  and  that  no  other  adequate 
explanation  could  be  given  than  infection  from  the  water 
supply. 

Believing  that  infection  from  this  source  was  the  cause, 
the  city  of  Lawrence  put  in  a  sand  filter  and  passed  through 
it  all  the  river  water  that  entered  the  service  pipes.     The 
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effect  of  this  action  on  the  t3rphoid  death-rate  appears  in 
the  following  table  of  statistics :

The  table  shows  that  the  typhoid  death-rate  had  increased 
rapidly,  being  more  than  three  times  as  large  in  1890  as 
five  years  before. 

In  1 89 1  the  State  Board  of  Health  warned  the  city  of  the 
danger  and  urged  that  all  drinking  water  be  boiled. 

This  alone  reduced  the  typhoid  death-rate  considerably,  but 
cleansing  the  whole  water  supply  by  a  sand  filter,  put  in  by 
the  city,  immediately  brought  down  the  number  of  deaths 
from  typhoid  to  very  small  proportions,  i.  e.,  from  50  or  60 
deaths  a  year  to  8  or  9. 

In  1898  the  Lawrence  water  board  reported  that  the  filter 
did  not  furnish  enough  water  for  the  demand  and  that  por- 
tions appeared  clogged. 

Examination  proved  this  to  be  true  and  steps  were  taken 
to  remove  the  clogging  material.  The  somewhat  larger 
death-rate  in  1899  is  most  likely  due  to  this  incident,  and 
cither  to  the  use  of  unfiltered  water  made  necessary  by  the 
deficient  supply  from  the  filter  or  to  less  satisfactory  purifica- 
tion of  what  passed  through  the  filter. 
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This  recent  episode  also  shows  how  narrow  is  the  margin 
between  safety  and  danger,  when  a  city  depends  for  its  drink- 
ing water  on  a  badly  polluted  river  and  a  skillfully  managed 
filter. 

The  experience  of  Lawrence  is  not  unique.  It  is,  in  its 
earlier  parts,  the  experience  of  many  other  American  cities, 
we  believe  of  all  cities  which  depend  on  large,  contaminated 
rivers  for  their  water  supply  and  trust  in  the  comfortable 
doctrine  of  the  "self-purification*'  of  running  water. 

Albany  and  Philadelphia  are  examples  of  cities  which  have 
recently  waked  to  the  fact  that  their  people  are,  and  have 
been  for  years,  dying  in  alarming  numbers  from  poisoned 
drinking  water. 

It  is  not  many  decades  since  travelers  to  continental 
Europe  were  warned  of  the  danger  of  drinking  water  in  the 
larger  cities  and  towns  because  of  the  commonly  gross 
pollution. 

Vast  improvement  has  since  been  made  in  the  water  sup- 
plies of  continental  cities,  while  in  our  own,  matters  have 
for  the  most  part  been  going  from  bad  to  worse,  till  at 
present  it  is  doubtful  whether  our  American  city  supplies 
are  on  the  whole  better  than  those  of  much  older  cities. 

It  is  not,  however,  those  water  supplies  alone  which  arc 
taken  bodily  from  streams  carrying  city  sewage  which  arc 
the  cause  of  isolated  cases  of  devastating  epidemics  of 
typhoid  fever. 

As  a  whole  city's  sewage  may  infect  a  large  river,  so  a 
single  drain  or  a  single  typhoid  patient  may  infect  the  water 
of  a  reservoir  which  otherwise  was  perfectly  safe,  and  before 
infection  was  of  irreproachable  purity.  In  Connecticut,  as 
well  as  in  other  states,  we  have  seen  sudden  and  disastrous 
outbreaks  of  typhoid,  which  could  only  be  explained  by  the 
contamination  of  a  reservoir  with  the  dejections  of  a  single 
individual;  cast,  not  into  the  reservoir  itself,  but  on  the 
watershed  where  rains  carried  them  down  (and  sometimes 
for  long  distances)  into  the  water  supply. 

It  is  clear  that  the  watershed  may  at  any  time  pollute  the 
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reservoir;  the  one  is  in  fact  a  part  of  the  other,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  just  as  necessary  to  protect  the  former  as  the 
latter. 

In  the  interests  of  public  health  a  supply  of  pure  water 
from  a  source  not  likely  to  be  suddenly  infected  is  of  the 
very  first  importance. 

To  take  water  in  its  original  purity  as  it  distils  from  the 
clouds  or  springs  irom  its  storage  in  clean  earth,  is  much 
more  desirable  than  to  stop  foul  water  on  its  way  to  the  sea 
and  make  it  safe  to  drink. 

Towns  and  cities  must  guard  with  jealous  care  against 
all  sewage  pollution,  not  only  their  reservoirs,  but  the  whole 
area  of  their  watersheds. 

The  discharge  of  house  waste  into  any  stream  tributary  to 
a  water  supply  is  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  whole  dis- 
trict supplied  by  it 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  water  companies  in  this  State 
are  becoming  more  careful  in  guarding  both  their  reservoirs 
and  their  watersheds,  from  the  chance  of  pollution.  Three 
water  boards  in  the  State,  those  of  Hartford,  Middletown 
and  New  Haven,  have  undertaken  to  bring  in  forest  growth 
on  their  watersheds,  both  by  tree  planting  and  by  improve- 
ment cutting,  to  foster  the  growth  in  the  first  place  of  the 
most  desirable  species  and  then  of  the  most  desirable  speci- 
mens. The  forest  "floor"  is  the  safest  medium  in  which  to 
receive  and  in  a  certain  measure  to  store  the  rainfall  for  use 
in  public  water  supply.  If  all  our  watersheds  could  be  thus 
covered,  they  would  be  much  safer  from  chance  pollution. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  are  increased  where  there  are 
houses  and  farms  or  mill  privileges  on  the  areas.  Much  of 
the  land  is,  however,  better  for  lumber  growth  than  for  other 
purposes. 

Our  watersheds  for  public  supply  now  cover  one-ninth 
of  our  area,  but  the  so-called  "woodland"  of  Connecticut 
covers  more  than  forty  per  cent,  of  its  area.  If  these  water- 
sheds were  all  forest  and  destitute  of  dwellings  the  forest 
area  of  the  State  would  not  be  necessarily  increased.  In 
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Studying  the  problems  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  towns  and 
villages  of  this  State,  it  is  important  to  know  just  where  are 
the  watersheds,  and  what  are  the  streams  tributary  to  any 
public  water  supply. 

This  information  the  Commission  has  supplied  by  the  map 
accompanying  this  report  and  the  data  which  are  given  on 
the  map  and  which  are  also  summarized  in  what  follows. 

This  map,  based  on  the  topographical  map  of  the  State, 
and  which  is  bound  at  the  end  of  this  Report,  shows  the  town 
and  county  boundaries,  the  rivers,  streams  and  railways  of 
the  State. 

The  potable  water  supplies  are  represented  in  blue,  lakes 
and  reservoirs  being  of  a  deeper  tint,  and  the  areas  supplied 
with  water  are  cross-hatched  in  blue. 

Areas  having  both  water  supply  and  sewer  system  are  in 
red,  as  well  as  the  county  boundaries.  Sewage  disposal 
works  are  also  indicated. 

The  facts  regarding  the  areas,  names  of  watersheds, 
method  of  carrying  the  water,  etc.,  are  given  on  the  map,  and 
the  more  important  facts  are  likewise  given  in  the  following 
tables. 

This  map  has  been  prepared  for  the  Qxnmission  by  Mr. 
Frederic  L.  Ford,  city  engineer  of  Hartford,  whose  energy, 
labor  and  skill  in  doing  the  work  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowl- 
edge. 

A  glance  at  the  map  makes  evident  the  great  number  of 
distinct  districts  used  for  water  supply  and  also  the  large 
areas  which  drain  into  and  maintain  the  public  water  supplies. 

The  total  number  of  watersheds  in  Connecticut,  as  appears 
from  Table  I,  is  1 17.  These  cover  555.65  square  miles  in  this 
State  besides  3.2  square  miles  in  Massachusetts  and  18.08 
in  New  York.  The  present  Croton  watershed  covers  20.8 
miles  in  Connecticut. 

As  the  total  area  of  Connecticut  is  5,004  square  miles,  it 
appears  that  more  than  one-ninth  of  its  surface  gathers  water 
for  its  public  water  supplies. 

Moreover,  the  area  is  constantly  increasing.     At  present, 
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as  shown  in  the  map  and  Table  III,  there  are  proposed  Con- 
necticut water  supplies  covering  47.44  square  miles. 

The  city  of  New  York  is  searching  for  additional  water- 
sheds, and  in  recent  reports  of  engineers  in  the  city's  employ, 
several  propositions  are  made  for  taking  land  in  Connecticut 
for  the  purpose.  These  proposed  watersheds  are  shown  on 
the  map  with  blue  outline  boundaries.  The  smallest  area  is 
the  "ten  mile"  watershed,  including  34.54  square  miles  in  the 
northwestern  part  of  the  State ;  the  next  is  the  upper  Housa- 
tonic  with  an  area  in  this  State  of  273  square  miles,  and  last 
is  the  lower  Housatonic  with  an  area  in  Connecticut  of  562 
square  miles.

In  Table  I  are  given,  with  the  names  of  the  cities,  towns 
or  boroughs  having  a  public  water  supply,  the  names  of  each 
of  the  different  watersheds  and  its  area  together  with  the 
total  area. 

The  largest  watershed  in  the  State  is  that  of  Willimantic, 
160  square  miles. 

Other  large  areas  are  the  New  Haven  watersheds,  75.5 
square  miles,  Bridgeport,  58.94  and  Stamford,  24  square 
miles.  Remarkably  small  is  the  watershed  of  the  Hartford 
supply:  viz.,  13  square  miles.

The  supplies  above  noted  are  all  described  as  "surface 
water"  supplies. 

A  few  smaller  places  have  water  from  "underground 
sources."

It  is  a  common  impression  that  the  water  from  wells  or 
springs  is  purer  and  safer  than  the  surface  waters  which 
are  gathered  in  reservoirs  and  distributed  from  them.  This 
may  be  in  general  true,  but  wells,  as  ordinarily  made,  are 
readily  contaminated  from  polluting  material  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  even  springs,  which  are  the  safest  water  supplies, 
generally  speaking,  are  not  entirely  safe  from  contamination. 

On  the  map  are  shown,  in  blue  cross-hatching,  those  parts 
of  cities,  towns  and  boroughs,  forty-four  in  number,  which 
have  a  definite  system  of  public  water  supply,  without  a 
definite  system  of  public  sewers. 

Table  IV  gives  these  places  in  alphabetical  order,  with  the 
areas  in  square  miles  which  are  covered  by  the  public  water 
supply  systems  but  are  not  furnished  with  public  sewerage 
systems.     The  total  area  amounts  to  43.33  square  miles.

There  are  also  twenty-four  places,  towns,  boroughs  and 
villages,  or  parts  of  them,  which  are  supplied  by  piping  from 
a  common  source;  but  the  distribution  of  water  is  not  exten- 
sive enough  to  be  a  supply  system.     These  places  are: 

Attawaugan,  Ballouville,  Black  Rock,  Broad  Brook, 
Bum'side,  Canaan,  Chester,  Deep  River,  Enfield,  Fairfield, 
Glastonbury,  Granby,  Ivorjrton,  Lakeville,  Madison,  Morris 
Cove,  Pineville,  Sharon,  Simsbury,  Stratford,  Suffield,  West 
*Hartford,  Wethersfield,  Woodbury. 

Also  Portchester  and  Rye,  N.  Y.,  are  supplied  from 
Greenwich. 

In  these  places,  which  have  a  partial  water  supply  without 
a  sewerage  system,  the  danger  of  contamination  of  the  wells 
of  those  who  do  not  use  the  public  water  supply  and  the 
general  pollution  of  the  soil  is  likely  to  be  much  greater  than 
in  places  which  have  no  public  supply  or  in  those  others 
which  have  both  water  supplies  and  public  sewers. 

The  use,  and  waste,  of  water  greatly  increases  when  a 
supply  is  introduced  which  can  be  had  by  turning  a  faucet 
without  the  labor  of  pumping.  Cesspools  are  overtaxed  by 
this  larger  use  of  water,  and  their  contents  leach  out  further 
into  the  soil.  The  natural  cleansing  capacity  of  the  soil  is 
insufficient  for  this  extra  burden  and  the  wells  are  in  con- 
sequence still  further  polluted. 

A  closely  built  town  with  a  water  supply  and  no  corre- 
sponding sewer  system  is  in  a  dangerous  condition  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  sanitarian. 

In  Table  V  are  given  the  names  of  those  cities,  towns,  and 
boroughs  which  have  definite  systems  of  public  water  supply 
and  public  sewers.  These  are  indicated  on  the  map  by  the 
dark  pink  tint. 

The  areas  thus  provided  with  water  and  sewers  are  also 
given  in  the  table  referred  to  and  amount  altogether  to  52.87 
square  miles.

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THE  ACTION  OF  THE  SEPTIC  TANK  ON  ACID 

IRON  SEWAGE. 

By  Leonard  P.  Kinnicutt  and  Harrison  P.  Eddy. 

Second  Paper. 

The  experiments  with  the  closed  septic  tank  described  in 
the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Connecticut  Sewage  Cora- 
mission,  January,  1902,  have  been  continued  during  the  past 
year,  and  have,  in  the  main,  confirmed  the  general  conclusions 
which  were  given  tentatively  in  that  report. 

The  experiments  being  a  continuation  of  those  begun  in 

1900,  the  following  paragraphs,  taken  from  the  Report  for 

1 90 1,  hold  true  for  the  work  of  the  past  year. 

"The  septic  tank  (diagram  I)  used  in  these  experiments 
was  a  discarded  iron  pressure  tank,  14  feet  long  and  5  feet 
in  diameter.  The  inlet  tube  was  2^2  inches  in  diameter  and 
bent  at  a  right  angle  after  it  entered  the  tank,  and  extended 
down  to  about  one  foot  below  the  level  of  the  surface  of 
the  sewage.  The  outlet  tube,  of  the  same  diameter,  at  the 
opposite  end  of  the  tank,  also  extended  about  one  foot  below 
the  level  of  the  sewage.  At  the  top  of  the  tank,  near  the 
forward  end,  was  a  manhole,  large  enough  to  allow  one  to 
enter  the  tank;  at  the  other  end  a  smaller  opening  (A),  large 
enough  to  allow  the  entrance  of  a  2-inch  glass  tube  for  the 
purpose  of  measuring  the  depth  of  the  sludge.  Both  of  these 
openings  were  closed  with  air-tight  covers.  On  the  top  of 
the  tank,  near  the  center,  was  also  a  gas  outlet  pipe  connected 
with  a  T  tube.  One  end  of  the  T  tube  was  joined  to  a 
standard  wet  gas  meter,  the  other  end  with  a  pipe  for  collect- 
ing samples  of  gas  for  analysis.  Both  ends  of  the  T  were 
fitted  with  brass  stopcocks  (B)  and  (C)." 

"The  sewage,  before  it  entered  the  tank,  was  passed 
through  a  screen  chamber,  the  meshes  of  the  screen  being 
half  an  inch  apart;  and  the  effluent,  as  it  passed  from  the 
tank,  flowed  through  a  deep  wooden  effluent  box.*' 

"The  sewage  level  in  the  tank  was  four  feet  from  the  bot- 
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torn,  which  gave  a  volume  of  1,762  U.  S.  gallons,  and  the 
flow,  which  was  continuous,  was  so  regulated  that  the  time 
of  passage  through  the  tank  was  18  hours.  The  tank  was 
buried  so  that  only  the  top  surface  was  on  the  level  of  the 
ground,  and  it  was  covered  in  winter  with  a  rough  shed,  for 
convenience  in  taking  observations  and  collecting  samples." 

In  our  study  of  the  action  of  the  septic  tank  on  iron  acid 
sewage  we  have  not  only  examined  the  se^'^age  and  effluent 
as  to  the  amount  of  solid  matter  and  nitrogen  in  the  form 
of  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia  they  contain,  but  have  also 
studied  and  examined  the  deposit  and  crust  formed  in  the 
tank,  have  made  careful  and  continuous  measurements  of  the 
amount  of  gas  evolved,  and  studied  its  composition. 

The  experiments  on  the  action  of  the  dosed  septic  tank 
on  Worcester  sewage  were  begun  in  the  autumn  of  1900 
and  have  been  continued  without  interruption.  Half-hour 
samples  of  the  sewage  and  effluent  have  been  taken  day  and 
night,  mixed  and  sterilized  at  the  end  of  the  day,  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  a  week  aliquot  portions  of  the  twenty-four  hour 
samples  have  been  thoroughly  mixed  and  the  resultant  mix- 
ture analyzed.  This  resultant  mixture  we  designate  as  "half- 
hour  weekly  samples."  The  amount  of  gas  given  off  each 
day  has  been  noted  and  samples  of  the  gas  have  been  taken, 
often  daily  and  always  weekly,  except  during  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  August,  1901,  for  analyses.  The 
amount  of  deposit  formed  has  been  measured,  and  its  com- 
position as  well  as  the  composition  of  the  crust  determined. 
The  maximum  and  minimum  daily  temperatures  have  been 
recorded  and  the  temperatures  of  the  sewage  and  effluent  have 
been  taken  twice  daily,  at  nine  in  the  morning  and  at  five 
in  the  afternoon. 

Worcester  Sewage. 

The  sewage  used  in  the  experiments  was,  as  has  been 
stated,  Worcester  sewage  from  the  outlet  sewer  at  the  sew- 
age plant  near  Quinsigamond  village,  and  the  following  table 
shows  its  average  composition  just  before  it  enters  the  tank. 
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All  the  results  are  the  means  of  analyses  of  "half-hour  weekly 
samples"  taken  during  the  whole  year,  except  that  the 
amounts  of  iron  sulphate  and  free  acid  given  for  the  year 
1901  are  the  means  of  only  a  certain  number  of  "half-hour 
weekly  samples"  taken  at  different  periods  of  the  year,  these 
two  determinations  not  having  been  made  on  every  weekly 
sample  during  1901. 

As  is  shown  by  the  table,  the  general  character  of  the 
sewage  was  the  same  in  1902  as  in  1901.  It  contained, 
however,  a  little  more  iron  sulphate  and  a  little  less  free  acid 
in  1902  than  it  did  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  amount  of 
organic  matter  as  indicated  by  the  albuminoid  ammonia  was 
13  per  cent,  greater  in  1902  than  in  1901. 

There  is  one  fact,  however,  regarding  the  sewage  in  190 1 
that  is  not  shown  in  the  above  table,  which  is,  that  while  the 
amount  of  free  acid  for  the  year  averaged  ten  parts  in  one 
hundred  thousand  parts,  there  was  one  period  in  January 
when,  owing  to  the  changes  in  the  sewage  system  of  Worces- 
ter, the  amount  of  free  acid  exceeded  twenty  parts  in  one 
hundred  thousand  parts.  This  was  noted  in  our  last  report, 
and  also  that  on  this  account  there  was  very  little,  if  any, 
decomposition  of  the  organic  matter  in  the  tank  during  Janu- 
ary, February  and  March,  as  shown  by  the  non- formation  of 
g^s.  During  the  past  year  the  amount  of  free  acid  in  the 
sewage  has  never  greatly  exceeded  seven  and  one-half  parts 
in  one  hundred  thousand  and  the  decomposition  of  the  organic 
matter  has  been  continuous,  though  the  amount  of  decom- 
position, as  shown  elsewhere,  was  much  greater  in  summer 
than  in  winter. 

The  general  character  of  Worcester  sewage  is,  however, 
well  shown  by  the  analyses  given  and  it  can  be  characterized 
as  a  fairly  strong  sewage  for  an  American  city,  containing, 
besides  the  substances  usually  found  in  the  sewage  of  a 
manufacturing  city,  a  very  large  amount  of  iron,  both  in 
solution  and  in  suspension,  and  an  amount  of  free  acid  which 
in  terms  of  sulphuric  acid  equals  eight  to  ten  parts  in  one 
hundred  thousand  parts.     It  is  a  type  of  sewage  characteris-

tic  of  a  city  largely  engaged  in  iron  industries  and  sewered 
on  the  combined  system,  and  we  believe  the  results  of  our 
experiments  show  what  can  be  expected  from  the  use  of  a 
closed  septic  tank,  in  the  treatment  of  sewage  of  such  cities. 

The  Action  of  the  Septic  Tank  in  the  Removal  of 
THE  Solid  Substances  in  the  Sewage  as  Shown  by 
THE  Difference  in  Amount  of  Total,  Soluble  and 
Suspended  Substances  in  Sewage  and  Effluent. 

In  the  following  tables  are  given  the  amount  of  total  solids, 
the  amount  of  solids  in  solution,  the  amount  of  solids  in 
suspension  in  the  sewage  as  it  enters  the  tank,  and  in  the 
partially  purified  sewage  as  it  leaves  the  tank,  for  the  year 
1902,  and  also  the  amounts  removed  given  in  percentages, 
for  1901  and  for  1902. 

The  results  as  given  are  the  mean  of  the  results  obtained 
on  samples  taken  every  half  hour  day  and  night  throughout 
the  year,  and  prepared  for  analysis  in  the  way  that  has  been 
described. 


*  The  free  ammonia,  averaged  in  the  half-hour  weekly  samples,  in  which 
the  total  iron,  aluminium,  and  sulphur  trioxide  were  determined,  was  1.12 
and  not  1.85,  which  was  the  average  of  the  whole  year.

The  action  of  the  septic  tank  as  shown  in  the  above  table 
in  19O1  removed  22.06  per  cent,  of  the  total  solid  matter  in 
the  sewage;  in  1902,  24.95  P^r  cent.  These  results  agree 
closely  with  those  obtained  at  Exeter  and  Manchester  and 
are  only  about  8  per  cent,  lower  than  those  obtained  at  Leeds. 
The  sewage  at  Exeter  would  be  classed  as  a  domestic  sewage, 
that  at  Manchester  and  Leeds  as  manufacturing  sewage,  con- 
taining, however,  more  wool  washings  and  dye  stuffs,  and 
much  less  iron  in  solution  and  free  acid  than  Worcester 
sewage.  Taking  the  results  obtained  in  these  four  cases,  it 
would  appear  that  the  total  amount  of  solid  matter  removed 
from  sewage  by  the  action  of  the  septic  tank  is  about  25  per 
cent,  of  the  total  amount  of  solid  matter  in  the  sewage. 

The  proportion  of  soluble  and  suspended  substances 
removed  from  a  sewage  by  the  septic  tank  seems  to  be  much 
more  dependent  on  the  character  of  the  sewage  than  does 
the  amount  of  total  solid  matter  removed. 

With  Exeter  sewage  there  is  no  percentage  reduction  of 
the  solids  in  solution.     With  Manchester  sewage  15.45  per. 
cent,  of  the  solids  in  solution  and  57  per  cent,  of  the  sus- 
pended solids  were  removed,  while  with  Leeds  sewage  the 
amounts  were  12.05  ^md  70.37  per  cent,  respectively. 
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Our  experiments  with  Worcester  sewage  gave  in  1901, 
21.13  per  cent,  of  soluble  solids  and  24.02  per  cent  of  sus- 
pended solids  removed;   in  1902,  24.41  and  30.86  per  cents. 

The  cause  of  the  difference  in  results,  we  think,  can  be 
explained  by  the  character  of  the  sewage.  Exeter  sewage 
does  not  contain  iron  salts  in  solution,  and  the  sewage  of 
Worcester  contains  a  very  much  larger  amount  of  iron  in 
solution  than  the  sewage  of  Manchester  or  of  Leeds. 

The  soluble  iron  in  Worcester  sewage  is  in  the  form  of 
sulphate  of  iron.  By  the  reducing  action  of  the  tank  this  is 
changed  to  insoluble  sulphide  of  iron,  and  thus  reduces  the 
amount  of  soluble  matter  that  otherwise  would  be  found  in 
the  effluent.  Further,  the  iron  sulphide  thus  formed  does 
not  settle  readily,  and  after  it  has  settled  to  the  bottom  of 
the  tank  is  easily  brought  again  to  the  surface  by  the  gas 
generated  in  the  sludge  and  is  carried  along  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent  with  the  current  in  the  tank,  and  so  increases  the 
amount  of  suspended  matter  in  the  effluent 

It  is  in  this  way,  we  believe,  that  the  difference  in  results 
obtained  in  various  places  as  to  the  proportion  of  soluble 
and  insoluble  substances  removed  can  be  best  explained,  and 
that  while  the  amount  of  total  solids  removed  by  the  septic 
tank  from  various  kinds  of  sewage  may  not  vary  greatly, 
the  ratio  between  the  soluble  and  insoluble  solids  will  depend 
largely  on  the  amount  of  soluble  iron  salts  in  solution.  With 
sewage  containing  as  much  iron  sulphate  in  solution  as  occurs 
in  Worcester  sewage  our  results  certainly  indicate,  that 
unless  special  mechanical  devices  are  used,  the  total  amount 
of  solid  matter  removed  will  be  about  equally  divided  between 
soluble  and  suspended  solids. 

The  Action  of  the  Septic  Tank   on  the  Organic 

Matter  in  the  Sewage. 

The  following  tables  give  the  results  of  the  determinations 
of  free  annnonia,  total  albuminoid  ammonia,  and  the  soluble 
and  suspended  albuminoid  ammonia  in  the  sewage  and  in 
the  effluent  for  the  years  1901  and  1902;    also  the  total.

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soluble,  and  suspended,  "consumed  oxygen  for  1902,"  but 
owing  to  the  large  amount  of  iron  in  the  sewage  and  effluent, 
the  results  obtained  from  these  last  three  determinations  show 
little  or  nothing  as  regards  the  action  of  the  tank  on  the 
organic  matter  in  the  sewage. 

Free  or  Saline  Ammonia. 

The  action  of  anaerobic  bacteria  on  organic  matter  con- 
taining nitrogen  must  cause  the  liberation  of  nitrogen,  partly 
in  the  form  of  free  nitrogen  and  partly  in  the  form  of 
anunonia.  The  nitrogen  would  be  found  in  the  gases  given 
off  from  the  tank  and  the  ammonia  should  be  found  in  the 
effluent  as  free  or  saline  ammonia.  It  would,  therefore,  be 
expected  that  the  amount  of  free  or  saline  ammonia  found  in 
the  effluent  would  be  greater  than  the  amount  found  in  the 
sewage.  In  Worcester  this  has  been  the  case.  Every 
analysis  made  during  the  past  two  years,  except  in  one  month, 
March,  1901,  has  given  a  larger  amount  of  free  ammonia  in 
the  effluent  than  in  the  sewage.  In  1 901  the  effluent  con- 
tained 20.52  per  cent,  more  free  ammonia  than  the  sewage, 
and  in  1902,  28.21  per  cent. 

At  Exeter,  Leeds  and  Manchester,  less  free  ammonia  is 
found  in  the  effluent  than  in  the  sewage,  and  while  Clark 
in  his  experiments  at  Lawrence  in  1898  and  1899  found  a 
larger  amount  in  the  effluent  than  in  the  sewage,  in  1900 
and  1 90 1  he  found  a  loss  averaging  about  9  per  cent. 

This  difference  in  results  may  be  due  in  part  to  whether 
or  not  the  sewage  has  undergone  a  certain  amount  of  so- 
called  septic  action  in  the  sewers  before  it  enters  the  tank; 
in  part  to  the  fact  that  more  free  nitrogen  and  less  ammonia 
is  formed  in  certain  cases  than  in  others  by  the  decomposition 
that  takes  place  in  the  tank;  and  in  part  to  the  degree  of 
acidity  of  the  sewage. 

In  a  neutral  or  alkaline  sewage  the  ammonia  would  tend 
to  escape  from  the  liquid,  while  in  a  strong  acid  sewage  the 
ammonia,  as  soon  as  formed,  would  unite  with  the  acid  to 
form  salts,  and  thus  be  retained  in  the  liquid.

Albuminoid  Ammonia. 

The  total  amount  of  organic  matter  removed  from  Worces- 
ter sewage  as  shown  by  the  determinations  of  total  albuminoid 
ammonia  in  sew^age  and  effluent  was  in  1901,  23.26  per 
cent.;  in  1902,  33.21  per  cent 

The  amount  of  organic  matter  removed  from  Lawrence 
sewage,  by  the  action  of  the  septic  tank,  determined  in  the 
same  way,  was,  according  to  Mr.  Clark,  60.2  per  cen«t  in 
1900  and  50  per  cent,  in  1901. 

Worcester  and  Lawrence  sewage  contain  about  the  same 
amount  of  organic  matter,  represented  by  about  0.85  parts 
of  albuminoid  ammonia  in  100,000  parts.  The  sewage  used 
at  Lawrence,  however,  is  taken  from  a  main  sewer  above  the 
entrance  of  manufacturing  waste,  and  consequently  is  a  typi- 
cal "Domestic  Sewage."  The  sewage  used  at  Worcester 
is  the  sewage  at  the  main  outfall,  and  is  a  typical  "Manu- 
facturing Iron  Acid  Sewage."  We  thus  have  an  excellent 
comparison  of  the  action  of  the  septic  tank  on  these  two 
types  of  sewage,  and  tlie  results  certainly  seem  to  show,  that 
the  action  of  the  septic  tank  removes  about  twice  as  much  of 
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the  organic  matter  from  Domestic  Sewage  as  it  does  from 
Manufacturing  Sewage,  containing  iron  salts  and  free  acid, 
and  that  when  the  organic  matter  in  the  sewage  is  rq>resented 
by  about  one  part  of  albuminoid  ammonia  in  one  hundred 
thousand  parts,  the  septic  tank  will  remove  one-half  of  the 
organic  matter  from  domestic  sewage,  and  not  over  one-third 
of  the  organic  matter  from  a  manufacturing  sewage  con- 
taining iron  salts  and  free  acid. 

Soluble  and  Insoluble  Albuminoid  Ammonia. 

The  difference  in  amounts  of  soluble  and  insoluble  albu- 
minoid ammonia,  in  sewage  and  effluent,  represents  the 
resultant  of  two  different  reactions.  The  action  of  the  septic 
tank  changes  part  of  the  soluble  organic  matter  into  insoluble 
matter  and  a  certain  amount  of  the  insoluble  substances  into 
soluble  substances;  and  the  difference  in  amounts  of  soluble 
and  insoluble  organic  matter  found  in  sewage  and  effluent, 
as  represented  by  the  soluble  and  insoluble  albuminoid 
ammonia,  is  the  result  of  these  two  different  reactions  and  a 
negative  or  minus  percentage  of  soluble  organic  matter 
removed,  found  at  times  by  us,  also  by  Clark,  and  most 
other  observers,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  at  such  times  a 
larger  amount  of  suspended  organic  matter  was  being 
brought  into  solution  than  the  amount  of  soluble  organic 
matter  which  was  being  changed  into  insoluble  or  gaseous 
compounds. 

The  determinations  of  soluble  and  insoluble  albuminoid 
ammonia  may  thus  give  an  idea  of  the  reactions  taking  place 
in  the  tank,  but  are  chiefly  valuable  as  showing  the  character 
of  the  sewage  after  septic  action  has  taken  place. 

The  results  of  the  past  year  at  Worcester  show  that  the 
resultant  action  of  the  tank  was  to  remove  8  per  cent,  of  the 
soluble  organic  matter  and  43  per  cent,  of  the  insoluble 
organic  matter.  During  three  months,  however,  April,  May 
and  September,  a  larger  amount  of  insoluble  matter  was 
brought  into  solution  than  the  amount  of  soluble  matter 
changed  into  insoluble  or  gaseous  compounds. 
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Measurements  of  Gas  Evolved  from  the  Septic  Tank. 

The  amount  of  gas  that  was  formed  in  the  tank  was  meas- 
ured in  the  same  way  as  in  1901.  A  standard  wet  gas  meter 
was  connected  to  the  gas  outlet  cock  so  that  all  the  gas  from 
the  tank  had  to  pass  through  the  meter,  and  the  outlet  tube 
from  the  meter  dipped  into  mercury,  so  that  no  air  could 
enter  the  tank  when  the  gases  inside  the  tank  contracted  on 
sudden  lowering  of  temperature.  The  readings  of  the  meter 
were  taken  each  day  at  noon.  The  amount  of  sewage  passed 
through  the  tank  was  2,350  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours. 

The  results  for  1901  and  1902  tabulated  by  months  arc 
given  below.

The  amount  of  gas  given  off  in  1902  averaged  nearly  fotu" 
gallons  for  every  htmdred  gallons  of  sewage  passed  through 
the  tank  or  about  five  cubic  feet  for  every  thousand  gallons, 
nearly  twice  the  amoimt  given  off  in  1901.  This  difference 
is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  January,  February, 
March  and  April,  1901,  practically  no  gas  was  given  off 
from  the  tank,  while  during  the  same  months  in  1902  the 
amount  averaged  1.9  gallons  per  month,  per  every  100  gal- 
lons of  sewage.

In  our  report  of  1901  we  called  special  attention  to  the 
fact  that  during  the  first  four  months  of  190 1  there  appeared 
to  be  very  little  septic  action  taking  place,  and  in  speaking 
of  the  amount  of  gas  evolved,  said:  "The  very  low  results 
we  obtained  for  January,  February  and  March  may  possibly 
be  due  partly  to  the  fact  we  have  already  mentioned,  i.  e.,  the 
high  acidity  of  the  sewage  at  one  time  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary, and  it  is  also  possible  that  full  septic  action  had  not 
begun  before  cold  weather." 

The  low  results,  we  now  believe,  were  due  chiefly  to  the 
high  acidity  of  the  sewage,  and  experiments  made  in  the 
laboratory  confirm  the  statement  that  when  the  sewage  has 
a  much  greater  acidity  than  is  represented  by  twenty  parts 
of  free  sulphuric  acid  in  one  hundred  thousand  parts,  the 
sewage  is  practically  germicidal. 

The  results  of  this  year  do,  however,  show  that  the  amount 
of  gas  given  off  is  directly  dependent  on  the  temperature 
and  that  about  twice  the  amount  of  gas  is  evolved  in  the 
warm  as  in  the  cold  months.  Further,  the  amount  of  gas 
evolved  is  the  only  method  we  have  of  determining  the 
amount  of  decomposition  and  liquification  of  the  sludge  tak-

ing  place  at  any  given  time,  and  consequently  our  results 
also  indicate  that  the  amount  decomposed  in  summer  is  twice 
the  amount  decomposed  in  winter. 

Composition  of  the  Gas  Given  off  from  the  Septic 

Tank. 

Weekly  analyses  of  the  gas  during  the  past  year  shows 
that  the  composition  varies  only  slightly  from  wedc  to  wedc, 
or  month  to  month.  It  is  principally  marsh  gas,  75  per 
cent,  mixed  with  nitrogen,  and  containing  small  amounts 
of  carbon  dioxide;  similar  in  composition  to  the  gas  evolved 
when  vegetable  and  animal  matter  is  undergoing  decom- 
position under  water  in  swampy  ponds.  We  have  not  been 
able  to  prove  the  presence  of  hydrogen,  and  in  the  few  cases 
where  i  to  2  per  cent,  of  hydrogen  has  seemingly  been 
obtained  we  believe  this  result  is  due  to  the  burning  of  nitro- 
gen in  the  explosion  burette.  Careful  examination  of  large 
volumes  of  the  gas  have  failed  to  show  the  presence  of  carbon 
monoxide  or  sulphide  of  hydrogen.

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The  Amount  of  Solid  Matter  or  Sludge  Liquified  or 
Converted  into  Gaseous  Compounds. 

Measurements  of  the  depth  of  the  sludge  have  been  made 
at  least  twice  a  year  since  the  tank  was  put  into  operation 
and,  as  was  to  be  expected,  the  depth  has  gradually  increased, 
and  with  the  increase  in  depth  the  density  of  the  sludge  has 
increased,  and  the  amount  of  water  it  contained  decreased. 

On  October  29th,  1901,  the  depth  was  1654  inches,  equal- 
ing 60.14  cubic  feet.  Its  density  was  1.043  ^md  the  amount 
of  water  it  contained  equalled  90.03  per  cent.  This  gives 
as  the  amount  of  dry  solid  matter  remaining  in  the  tank  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year,  384.1  lbs. 

The  amount  of  solid  suspended  matter  taken  out  of  the 
sewage  from  July  loth,  1900,  to  October  29th,  1901,  aver- 
aged 3.61  grains  per  gallon,  and  the  amount  of  sewage  passed 
through  the  tank  was  1,036,350  gallons,  giving  as  the  total 
amount  of  suspended  matter  taken  out  of  the  sewage  534.4 
lbs. 

The  difference  between  534.4  lbs.  and  384.1  or  150.3  lbs. 
is  the  amount  of  solid  matter  liquified  or  converted  into 
gaseous  compounds  during  the  past  year.  It  equals  28.12 
per  cent. 

On  October  i6th,  1902,  the  depth  of  the  sludge  was  23 
inches,  equalling  96.99  cubic  feet.  The  density  was  1.047 
and  the  amount  of  water  it  contained  equalled  88.57  per  cent. 
This  gives  as  the  amount  of  dry  solid  matter  remaining  in 
the  tank  at  the  end  of  two  years,  729.1  lbs.  The  total 
amount  of  sewage  passed  through  the  tank  from  July 
loth,  1900,  to  October  i6th,  1902,  was  1,863,550  gallons; 
1,036,350  gallons  of  which  contained  3.61  grains  of  sus- 
pended matter  per  gallon,  and  827,200  gallons,  the  flow  from 
October  29th,  1901,  to  October  i6th,  1902,  which  contained 
5.58  grains  per  gallon,  making  the  total  amount  of  dry  sus- 
pended matter  removed  from  the  sewage  during  the  two 
years  1 193.7  lbs.  The  difference  between  1 193.7  lbs.  and 
729.1  lbs.  or  464.6  lbs.  gives  38.91  per  cent,  as  the  amount 
of  sludge  liquified  or  changed  into  gas  as  the  result  of  the 
two  years'  experiments. 
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The  total  amount  of  suspended  matter  taken  out  of  the 
sewage  during  the  second  year  or  the  period  from  October 
29th,  1901,  to  October  i6th,  1902,  as  given  by  above  data, 
was  659.3  lbs.  The  amount  liquified  or  changed  into  gas 
during  that  period  is  the  difference  between  464.6  lbs.,  the 
amount  liquified  or  changed  into  gas  from  July  loth,  1900, 
to  October  i6th,  1902,  and  150.3  lbs.  the  amount  liquified 
or  changed  into  gas  from  July  loth,  1900,  to  October  29th, 
1901,  or  314.3  lbs.  This  gives  47.7  per  cent  as  the  an:iount 
liquified  or  changed  into  gas  during  the  past  year. 

That  the  percentage  decomposition  of  the  sludge  during 
the  second  period  is  decidedly  greater  than  the  percentage 
decomposition  of  sludge  during  the  first  period,  is  not  sur- 
prising, as  it  required  at  least  two  months  of  the  first  period 
to  bring  the  tank  into  full  septic  action,  and  also,  as  is  shown 
by  the  amount  of  gas  evolved,  the  action  of  the  tank  was 
much  more  energetic  during  the  second  period  than  during 
the  first  period. 

Taking  into  account  all  the  data  we  have  obtained,  we 
believe  that  the  loss  in  weight  which  will  take  place  in  the 
sludge  deposited  in  a  septic  tank  from  an  acid  iron  sewage 
cannot  be  safely  taken  as  over  35  per  cent,  of  the  weight 
of  the  total  suspended  matter  removed  from  the  sewage. 

Chemical  Composition  of  the  Sludge. 

The  results  of  the  various  analyses  that  have  been  made  of 
the  sludge  are  given  in  the  table  on  opposite  page : 

The  sludge,  as  is  shown  in  the  table,  has  gradually 
increased  in  density.  In  May,  1901,  it  contained  9.70  per 
cent,  of  solid  matter;  in  October,  1901,  9.93  per  cent,  and 
in  October,  1902,  11.43  P^r  cent. 

The  amount  of  volatile  matter  in  the  sludge  has  also 
increased  since  May,  1901,  when  it  equalled  40.36  per  cent. 
of  the  dried  sludge. 

In  October,  1901,  it  equalled  42.47  per  cent.,  and  in  Octo- 
ber, 1902,  46.98  per  cent.     The  determination  of  the  volatile

The  determinations  of  iron  and  sulphur  were  made  on  moist  sludge,  and 
the  percentages  given  are  those  that  would  be  found  in  dry  sludge,  if  there 
was  no  change  of  iron  sulphide  to  iron  oxide  on  drying  the  sludge. 

matter  by  ignition  of  the  dry  sludge  is,  however,  no  true 
index  as  to  the  amount  of  organic  matter  in  the  sludge,  for 
the  mineral  substances  in  the  sludge  undergo  change  on 
being  heated,  the  most  marked  of  which  in  sludge  from 
Worcester  sewage  is  the  formation  of  ferric  oxide  from 
ferrous  sulphide  with  consequent  loss  of  weight. 

The  determination  of  carbon  in  the  sludge  by  weighing 
the  amount  of  carbon  dioxide  formed  during  combustion, 
though  not  giving  the  amount  of  organic  matter,  gives  seem- 
ingly a  more  correct  idea  as  to  the  increase  or  decrease  of 
organic  matter  between  two  different  dates,  than  the  determi- 
nation of  volatile  matter.  From  the  results  obtained  by 
weighing  the  carbon  dioxide  formed  on  ignition,  it  would 
appear  that  the  proportion  of  organic  to  mineral  matter  was 
about  the  same  in  October,  1902,  as  in  October,  1901,  while 
the  large^"  amount  of  carbon  found  in  May,  1901,  indicates 
that  the  sludge  contains  a  larger  proportion  of  organic  matter 
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at  the  end  of  the  colder  months  than  it  does  at  the  end  of 
the  warmer  months;  a  confirmation  of  the  results  obtained  by 
measuring  the  amount  of  gas  evolved  each  day.  Further, 
the  amounts  of  carbon,  hydrogen  and  nitrogen  found  in 
October,  1902,  all  agree  closely  with  the  amounts  found  in 
October,  1901,  and  indicate  that  the  organic  matter  which 
remains  in  the  sludge  at  the  end  of  the  warmer  months  or 
at  the  end  of  the  period  of  greatest  decomposition  of  organic 
matter,  has  a  fairly  constant  composition. 

A  marked  change  in  the  composition  of  the  sludge  is  the 
increase  in  amount  of  iron  sulphide  it  contains.  During  the 
past  year  it  has  increased  from  19.54  to  23.54  per  cent.  This 
is  what  would  be  expected  in  a  sludge  formed  from  a  sewage 
containing  iron  sulphate,  insoluble  iron  sulphide  being  formed 
from  the  soluble  iron  sulphate  by  the  reducing  action  of  the 
tank. 

Comparison  of  the  Sludge  from  Septic  Tank  vvith 
Sludge  from  Sedimentation  Basin. 

Comparisons  have  also  been  made  during  the  past  year 
between  septic  tank  sludge  and  the  sludge  from  an  experi- 
mental open  sedimentation  tank.  In  the  experimental  sedi- 
mentation tank,  sewage  was  passed  slowly  through  the  tank, 
but  as  soon  as  marked  septic  action  began,  which  can  be  told 
by  the  evolution  of  gas,  the  tank  was  emptied,  and  the  sludge 
removed.  This  sludge  contained  on  the  average  about  94 
per  cent,  water.  The  septic  tank  sludge  at  the  end  of  the 
first  six  months  contained  90.3  per  cent.,  at  the  end  of  a 
year  90  per  cent.,  and  at  the  end  of  two  years  only  88.5 
per  cent,  water.  The  amount  of  water  contained  in  a  sludge 
makes  a  very  great  difference  in  the  weight  and  volume  of 
the  sludge. 

According  to  W.  Sampo  Crimp,  one  hundred  tons  of 
sludge  containing  94  per  cent,  w^ater  contains  the  same 
amount  of  solid  matter  as  60  tons  of  sludge  containing  90 
per  cent,  of  water.  Consequently  even  if  there  was  no 
decomposition  of  the  organic  matter  deposited  in  a  septic 
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tank  and  the  only  change  that  took  place  was  a  reduction  of 
4  per  cent,  in  the  percentage  of  water  it  contained,  the  weight 
of  the  sludge  to  be  handled  when  it  was  necessary  to  clean 
out  the  tank  would  be  reduced  40  per  cent. 

From  the  data  given  above  it  is  also  seen  that  the  longer 
the  sludge  remains  in  the  tank  the  less  water  it  contains,  and 
though  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  water  contained 
in  the  sludge  in  October,  190 1,  and  the  amount  contained  in 
October,  1902  (2.25  per  cent.),  is  not  very  gjeat,  it  would 
make  a  difference  of  about  20  per  cent,  in  the  weight  of  the 
sludge. 

The  decrease  in  weight  and  volume  of  the  sludge  due 
to  loss  of  water,  may  be  at  least  a  partial  explanation  of  the 
statement  often  made,  that  after  the  first  few  months  the 
amount  of  sludge  in  a  septic  tank  does  not  apparently  increase 
in  volume,  and  also  account  for  the  observation  noted  by 
H.  W.  Clark  in  his  paper  on  *'Septic  Sewage,*'  in  the  Thirty- 
third  Annual  Report  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of 
Health:  "At  the  end  of  the  year  the  accumulation  of 
sediment  in  the  tank  was  no  greater  than  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  year,  being  about  22  per  cent,  of  the  tar^c  capacity." 

The  Crust. 

During  the  past  year  the  tank  has  been  opened  and 
inspected  a  number  of  times  and  every  time  the  liquid  wa.^^ 
free  from  crust,  and  we  can  only  repeat  the  statement  made 
in  the  report  of  190 1, 

"In  the  experimental  closed  septic  tank  a  crust  began  to 
form  when  the  tank  first  started,  which  gradually  increased 
in  thickness,  till,  in  November,  1900,  it  measured  i^  inches. 
On  January  4th,  1901,  on  opening  the  tank,  it  was  found 
that  the  crust  had  disappeared,  but  on  the  next  opening  of 
the  tank,  February  26th,  it  was  found  that  a  crust  had  again 
formed,  measuring  one  inch  in  thickness.  On  May  7th  it 
was  I  ^  inches  thick.  The  tank  was  not  opened  again  until 
October,  at  which  time  the  crust  had  entirely  disappeared, 
and  up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no  reformation  of 
the  crust." 
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General  Conclusions. 

In  our  report  of  1901,  we  stated  that  we  considered  the 
report  as  principally  a  "record  of  data  so  far  obtained,"  and 
that  though  certain  conclusions  could  be  drawn  from  the 
results,  these  conclusions  must  be  regarded  as  temtative  and 
might  have  to  be  changed  or  modified  by  the  work  of  the 
second  year. 

The  results  of  the  past  year's  work  have  shown,  however, 
that  these  preliminary  conclusions  were  in  the  main  correct, 
and  we  believe  we  are  now  justified  in  stating  more  emphatic- 
ally than  we  then  cared  to  do,  the  results  which  may  be 
expected  from  the  slow  passage  of  an  acid  iron  sewage  con- 
taining an  amount  of  organic  matter,  represented  by  about 
one  part  of  albuminoid  ammonia  in  one  himdred  thousand 
parts,  an  amount  of  iron  in  solution  from  five  to  eight  parts 
and  the  free  acid  in  terms  of  sulphuric  acid  about  ten  parts 
in  one  hundred  thousand  parts. 

That  about  one-fourth  of  the  total  solid  matter  contained 
in  the  sewage  will  be  removed. 

That  the  efHuent  from  the  tank  will  contain  about  20  per 
cent,  less  soluble  matter  than  the  crude  sewage,  owing  to  the 
soluble  matter  in  the  sewage  being  decomposed  or  changed 
into  insoluble  substances. 

That  the  amount  of  suspended  matter  removed  frcMn  the 
sewage  will  not  greatly  exceed  30  per  cent,  unless  special 
precautions  are  taken  to  retain  in  the  tank  the  finely  divided 
iron  sulphide,  formed  by  the  reduction  of  the  soluble  iron 
sulphate  in  the  sewage. 

That  the  amotmt  of  organic  matter  removed  from  the 
sewage  as  determined  from  the  albuminoid  ammonia  will 
average  from  20  to  25  per  cent. 

That  of  the  suspended  organic  matter,  the  amount  removed 
will  average  a  little  under  50  per  cent.,  and  that  the  amount 
of  soluble  organic  matter  removed  will  not  average  much 
more  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  soluble  organic  matter  in  the 
sewage. 

That  of  the  suspended  matter  taken  out  of  the  sewage 
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in  its  passage  through  the  tank,  from  60  to  70  per  cent, 
will  remain  in  the  tank  and  have  to  be  removed ;  only  from 
30  to  40  per  cent,  of  the  arrested  suspended  matter  being 
changed  by  the  action  of  the  bacteria  into  soluble  or  gaseous 
substances. 

That  the  amount  of  sludge  that  will  have  to  be  handled 
when  it  is  necessary  to  clean  out  the  tank  will  not,  however, 
equal  60  or  70  per  cent,  of  the  weight  of  the  sludge  that 
would  be  fonned  from  the  removal  of  the  same  amount  of 
suspended  matter  in  a  sedimentation  tank,  but  will  not  be 
more  than  50  per  cent,  of  this  amount,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  sludge  in  a  septic  tank  contains  less  water  than  the  sludge 
in  a  sedimentation  tank. 

That  with  an  acid  iron  sewage  containing  street  washings 
the  amount  of  mineral  matter  in  the  sludge  will  be  about 
50  per  cent,  of  the  total  solid  matter  in  the  sludge,  and  of 
this  mineral  matter  over  one-third  will  be  found  to  be  iron 
sulphide. 

That  decomposition  of  the  sludge,  as  shown  by  the  evolu- 
tion of  gas,  will  take  place  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer, 
if  the  temperature  of  the  sewage  in  the  tank  does  not  fall 
below  45  degrees  centigrade,  but  the  rate  of  decomposition 
will  be  much  slower,  one-half  of  what  it  is  in  summer. 

That  the  amount  of  gas  evolved  from  the  septic  tank  with 
a  sewage  similar  to  Worcester  sewage  and  having  about  the 
same  range  temperature  as  Worcester  sewage,  will  average 
a  little  over  one-half  a  cubic  foot  for  every  himdred  gallons 
of  sewage  passed  through  the  tank,  the  rate  of  fk)w  of  the 
sewage  through  the  tank  being  eighteen  hours.  In  the 
warmest  months  the  amount  evolved  will,  however,  be  about 
one  cubic  foot,  in  the  coldest  months  about  one-fourth  of  a 
cubic  foot. 

That  the  gas  given  off  from  a  septic  tank  with  acid  iron 
sewage  does  not  contain  hydrogen  or  sulphide  of  hydrogen, 
but  is  a  mixture  of  marsh  gas,  carbon  dioxide  and  nitrogen, 
in  about  the  following  proportions :  Marsh  gas,  75  per  cent. ; 
carbon  dioxide,  6  per  cent.;  nitrogen,  19  per  cent.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  law  under  which  this  office 
was  organized,  the  Inspector  of  Factories  herewith  respect- 
fully submits  his  report  of  the  conditions  concerning  safety  to 
life  and  health  of  employes  in  factories  and  bakeshops  visited, 
together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  inspections  made  and 
orders  issued  by  this  office  during  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1902. 

In  submitting  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  this  depart- 
ment it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  changes  recom- 
mended in  regard  to  ventilation,  sanitary  conditions,  proper 
light,  and  the  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery,  have  in 
most  instances  been  complied  with,  and  the  Inspector  and 
Special  Agents  of  the  department  courteously  received. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1902,  i,8oi 
factories  and  343  bakeshops  have  been  visited  by  the  Inspec- 
tor and  Special  Agents  of  the  department,  Messrs.  Henry  O. 
Nichols  of  Norwich  and  John  H.  Quinlan  of  Meriden,  who,  by 
their  good  judgment  and  faithfulness  to  duty,  have  contrib- 
uted much  to  whatever  good  has  been  accomplished. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  number  of  factories 
inspected,  the  operatives  employed    in  the  same  from  the  year 
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1889  to  1902,  inclusive,  and  will  give  an  idea  of  the  amount  of 
work  accomplished.

In  the  1,801  factories  visited,  137,568  of  the  employes 
were  male,  and  50,286,  or  about  one-third,  were  female. 

According  to  the  United  Slates  census  of  1900,  Connecti- 
cut ranks  twenty-ninth  in  point  of  population,  but  stands 
eleventh  in  the  value  of  its  manufactured  products. 

BUSY  FACTORIES. 

During'the  past  year  most  of  the  factories  visited  were 
found  to  be  running  on  full  time  and  with  an  increased  num- 
ber of  employes.  In  some  places  large  additions  were  in  pro- 
cess of  construction  and  many  new  companies  were  found 
doing  business.  In  Waterbury,  New  Britain,  Torrington  and 
Bridgeport,  localities  where  the  brass  and  hardware  industries 
form  the  chief  production,  a  Jarge  increase  in  the  size 
of   the   factories    and  in  the   number   of   employes   has   been 
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found.  Bridgeport  shows  a  greater  growth  in  industrial  es- 
tablishments than  any  other  city.  This  may  be  explained 
by  the  fact  of  her  excellent  railroad  and  water  connections 
with  New  York  and  other  advantages. 

Many  idle  water  powers  have  been  purchased  and  new 
industries  started  in  some  of  the  smaller  places. 

ONE  OF  THE  NEW  INDUSTRIES. 

Connecticut  has  always  been  noted  for  its  many  and  di- 
versified manufacturing  industries,  but  until  recently  there 
has  not  been  a  steel  ship  building  plant  within  her  borders. 
About  three  years  ago  it  was  announced  through  the  public 
press  that  the  town  of  Groton  was  going  to  have  a  large  ship 
building  plant.  It  was  also  stated  that  J.  J.  Hill,  who  had 
done  so  much  in  developing  the  northwest  section  of  the 
United  States  by  extending  vast  railway  lines,  had  placed 
orders  with  the  Company  known  as  the  Eastern  Ship  Building 
Company,  for  two  immense  steel  steamships.  The  construc- 
tion of  a  large  ship  building  plant  was  at  once  begun.  It  look 
considerable  time  to  erect  buildings  and  install  machinery 
suitable  for  such  work.  Very  few  people  not  acquainted  with 
the  affairs  of  this  concern  realized  what  an  immense  industry 
was  in  the  process  of  construction.  In  this  yard  the  keels 
were  laid  for  two  of  the  largest  steel  steamships  ever 
constructed. 

These   two  vessels  are  alike   and    their   dimensions   are  as 
follows: 

Length,  630  feet;  breadth,  73  feet,  6inches;  molded  depth, 
55  feet,  6  inches;  depth  from  keel  to  navigating  bridge,  90 
feet;  load  displacement  on  37  feet  draft,  38,000  tons.  With 
9,500  horse  power  these  vessels  are  expected  to  make  fourteen 
knots  per  hour.  There  are  ten  decks  or  platforms  on  each  of 
these  ships. 

Their  carrying  capacity  is  as  follows: 

Passengers,  1,350;  quarters  for  1,200  troops;  cargo  ca- 
pacity, 20,000  tons. 

The  vessels  will  each  carry  a  quantity  of  freight  equal 
to  one  thousand  freight  cars  having  a  capacity  of  40,000 
pounds  each,  or  500  cars  of  80,000  pounds  capacity. 


10  REPORT   OP    FACTORY    INSPECTOR. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  and  great  increase  in  the  ship  building 
industry  within  our  State,  1  have  thought  it  best  to  report 
this  branch  somewhat  in  detail. 

The  development  of  the  merchant  marine  is  ajt  present 
attracting  considerable  attention.  The  subjoined  facts  will 
show  how  far  Connecticut  has  advanced  in  proportion  to  other 
States,  and  that  she  is  doing  fully  her  share  towards  placing 
the  Nation  in  the  position  it  occupied  before  the  Civil  War, 
and  which  had  not  been  recovered  until  1902. 

Robert  Palmer  &  Son,  Ship  Building  and  Marine  Railway 
Company,  Noank,  have  the  following  vessels  under  construc- 
tion or  delivered  during  the  year:

Thames  Marine  Railway  and  Ship  Yard,  Kew  London, 
has  in  process  of  construction,  one  sea  going  vessel  rigged 
barge;  carrying  capacity  4,500  tons.  The  ocean  tug  Paul 
Jones,  1,000  tons  register,  engines  of  1,500  H.P.,  which  is  said 
to  be  the  largest  ocean  tug  ever  constructed- 

Green  Brothers'  Ship  Yard,  Bridgeport,  have  built  during 
the  past  year  the  following  vessels:

S.  Gildersleeve  &  Sons,*  Gildersleeve,  have  built  during  the 
year  1 902 : 

Eight  barges,  one  ferryboat.  Net  registered  tonnage,  2,185 
tons,  with  a  carrying  capacity  of  5,000  tons. 

Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Company,  Bridgeport,  have  built  the 
submarine  torpedo  boat  Protector.  This  boat  is  65  feet  long, 
II  feet  beam,  and  has  an  engine  of  350-horse  power.  Sub- 
merged displacement,  175  tons. 

This  is  a  steel  boat,  built  for  harbor  and  coast  defense.  The 
government  has  appointed  a  board  of  inspection  to  make  tests 
of  the  utility  of  this  style  of  boat  as  soon  as  she  is  ready  for 
trial.  If  proven  to  be  a  success  it  is  probable  that  this  com- 
pany will  establish  a  fully  equipped  plant  for  building  steel 
vessels  and  submarine  torpedo  boats. 

The  Holmes  Ship  Building  Company,  West  Mystic,  have 
built  during  the  year  1902: 

One  five-masted  schooner,  length  230  feet,  breadth  46  feet, 
depth  26  feet,  9  inches;  gross  tonnage  2,227.  O^^.  sloop, 
length  54  feet  overall,  breadth,  12  feet,  depth  7  feet.  One 
sloop,  length  66  feet  over  all,  breadth  13  feet,  6  inches, 
depth  6  feet,  3  inches.  One  fishing  steamer,  length  49  feet 
over  all,  breadth  12  feet,  4  inches,  depth  4  feet,  7  inches. 
Also,   numerous   yawls,   gigs,    torpedo    launches  and  tenders. 

ELEVATORS. 

During  the  past  year  no  accidents  have  occurred  by  reason 
of  the  giving  way  of  cables  or  safety  appliances  on  freight 
elevators  in  factories.  In  the  inspection  of  factories  special 
attention  is  given  to  the  examination  of  the  cables  on  all 
elevators,  and  also  to  the  safety  appliances.  If  a  cable  was 
found  crystalized  or  cut  so  as  to  render  it  unsafe,  orders  were 
given  to  provide  a  new  cable  or  repair  safety  appliances.  Ele- 
vator  openings  which    are   unguarded   are  found    to  be  very

dangerous,  and  where  possible  automatic  hatches  have  been 
ordered  so  that  the  elevator  openings  will  be  guarded  when 
the  elevator  car  is  away  from  same.  Elevator  openings  which 
are  guarded  by  chains  placed  across  the  openings  by  hand 
have  been  found  to  be  exceedingly  dangerous.  Instances  are 
known  where  an  employe,  in  handling  freight,  would  slip 
under  the  chains  and  fall  to  the  bottom  of  the  well.  In  some 
instances  bars  which  are  placed  across  the  openings  by  the 
person  last  using  the  elevator,  were  found  out  of  place  and 
wherever  possible  these  have  been  ordered  replaced  by  auto- 
matic appliances. 

FIRE   ESCAPES. 

The  enforcement  of  the  fire  escape  law  in  factories  is  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities.  In  some  factories  visit- 
ed the  egress  was  not  found  to  be  sufficient  for  the  number  of 
employes,  and  the  local  authorities  to  enforce  the  fire  escape 
law  were  notified  in  writing  and  a  press  copy  of  the  notice  kept 
at  this  office  for  future  reference.  This  course  has  been  taken 
as  it  is  realized  that  in  the  event  of  any  loss  of  life  of  factory 
operatives  caused  by  improper  means  of  egress,  this  depart- 
ment would  be  censured. 

The  present  laws  relating  to  fire  escapes  may  be  found  on 
pages  137  to  140  inclusive,  in  this  report. 

UNSAFE  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  past  year  two  factory  buildings  have  been 
found  whose  condition  was  considered  dangerous.  These 
buildings  were  not  of  standard  factory  construction  but  were 
built  for  mercantile  purposes  and  when  loaded  with  heavy 
machinery  they  showed  a  tendency  to  spread  and  the  floors  to 
settle.  In  one  of  these  buildings  the  city  building  inspector 
fully  remedied  such  weakness  by  reinforcing  the  structure.  In 
the  other  instance  the  party  owning  the  property  was  notified 
by  this  department,  the  local  authorities  were  called  in  and 
the  building  was  properly  strengthened. 

The  law  relating  to  unsafe  buildings  is  found  on  pages 
133  and  134  of  this  report. 
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GUARDING  OF  DANGEROUS  MACHINERY. 

Nearly  all  new  machinery  built  in  states  having  factory 
inspection  departments,  has  guards  at  dangerous  and  exposed 
parts.  There  are  some  places,  however,  which  cannot  be 
guarded  without  interfering  with  the  product  of  such  ma- 
chines. It  is  far  easier  to  guard  gears  and  other  dangerous 
parts  of  a  machine  in  foundries  and  machine  shops  where  they 
are  made  than  in  the  factory  where  they  are  operated.  Man- 
ufacturers who  have  been  called  upon  to  guard  machines  in 
certain  places,  when  placing  orders  for  new  machines,  require 
them  to  be  guarded  properly,  as  it  saves  them  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  and  expense.  In  many  of  the  new  factories  every  pre- 
caution is  taken  to  guard  against  accidents.  Sometimes  the 
factory  inspector  is  requested  to  call  and  look  over  a  new  fac- 
tory and  the  remark  is  often  made,  **We  want  it  all  right  in 
every  respect  and  to  conform  fully  with  the  requirements  of 
the  state  law.*'  This  is  pleasant  recognition  but  many  times 
causes  extra  work  and  expense.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  writer 
that  no  owner  of  any  factory  wishes  to  injure  any  of  its 
employes.    • 

Very  frequently  machinery  is  run  for  many  years  with- 
out accident  occurring  from  any  part  which  is  so  exposed 
as  to  be  dangerous  to  the  operator,  then  several  accidents  will 
happen  in  a  short  time,  and  the  first  thing  thought  of  by  most 
manufacturers  is  how  such  dangers  can  be  overcome.  Many 
ingenious  means  are  devised  to  remedy  the  evil. 

The  practical  side  of  factory  inspection  is  shown  in  prevent- 
ing accidents  in  factories  where  the  work  carried  on  is  of  a 
similar  nature,  by  placing  proper  guards  at  the  dangerous 
points.  Accidents  often  happen  in  places  least  thought  of  and 
the  experience  gained  in  one  instance  may  be  applied  in  pre- 
venting the  occurrence  of  like  accidents  in  other  factories. 

THE  INSPECTION  OF  BAKERIES. 

During  the  past  year  343  bakeries  have  been  inspected  and 
their  conditions  appear  in  the  printed  tables.  This  branch  of 
inspection  has  greatly  added  to  the  work  of  the  factory  inspec- 
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tion  department.  The  law  requires  that  after  an  inspection 
the  factory  inspector  may  issue  a  certificate  to  the  owner  or 
operator  of  such  bakery,  that  it  is  conducted  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  law ;  but  where  orders  are  issued  by  said 
inspector  to  improve  the  condition  of  a  bakery,  no  such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  issued  until  such  orders  have  been  complied 
with.  Most  bakeries  want  a  certificate  of  inspection,  but  if  an 
order  is  given,  the  inspector  has  to  revisit  such  place  and  see 
that  the  changes  are  completed  before  issuing  a  certificate. 

In  most  bakeries  a  great  improvement  has  been  made  since 
the  bakeshop  law  went  into  effect.  Many  cellar  bakeries 
which  from  their  location  and  surroundings  were  hard  to  keep 
clean  and  properly  ventilated,  have  been  closed  and  their 
owners  are  now  located  above  ground  in  first  floor  shops. 

Grocery  stores  in  some  cities  have  started  bakeries  in  con- 
nection with  their  other  trade  and  under  the  present  law  all 
new  shops  are  required  to  be  above  groimd.  These  shops  are 
usuallv  found  in  first-class  condition.  There  are  some  baker- 
ies  however,  which  have  made  changes  necessary  to  receive  a 
certificate,  which  in  a  few  weeks  are  in  as  bad  a  condition  as 
before  the  inspector  called.  When  such  places  are  again  vis- 
ited and  the  condition  of  the  shop  is  found  to  be  bad,  the  cer- 
tificate is  revoked  until  the  shop  is  put  in  good  clean  condition. 
The  fault  in  unsanitary  bakeshops  does  not  always  lie  with  the 
owner,  as  an  inspector  is  sometimes  told  by  him  to  get  after 
the  bakers.  The  condition  of  a  bakeshop  is  sometimes  apolo- 
gized for  by  employes  and  the  statement  made  that  they 
have  to  work  from  fourteen  to  sixteen  hours  per  day  and  that 
they  do  not  have  time  to  sweep  and  clean  the  shop  as  they 
should. 

The  writer  does  not  believe  that  men  should  be  required  to 
labor  such  long  hours. 

Practically  all  orders  isssued  to  bakery  owners  have  been 
complied  with. 

VENTILATION. 

Proper  ventilation  in  factories  is  a  hard  problem  to  solve  in 
some  cases  on  account  of  the  nature  of  the  work.  In  foun- 
dries where  brass  moulding  is  done,  good  overhead  ventilation 
helps  to  carry  off  the  gases,  but  during   the    time  required  to 
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pour  off  the  metal  into  the  molds,  much  gas  is  inhaled  by  the 
moulders,  producing  what  is  termed  * 'spelter  shakes,"  a  seri- 
ous ailment.  It  is  very  necessary  that  the  moulders  should  be 
close  to  their  work  and  any  system  of  forced  ventilation  is 
found  impractlcabFe.  Ventilation  in  the  side  of  a  room  is  not 
practical  in  cold  weather  as  the  draughts  caused  by  open  win- 
dows are  more  dangerous  to  health  than  the  inhaling  of  im- 
pure air.  Exhaust  systems  that  carry  off  the  excessive  dust 
from  polishing  or  buffing  lathes  greatly  reduce  the  unhealth- 
fulness  of  metal  polishing  or  buffing. 

The  activity  of  the  hardware  and  brass  industries  during 
the  past  year  has  in  many  instances  caused  unsatisfactory 
ventilation  in  the  buffing  and  polishing  rooms.  Ventilating 
systems  which  were  intended  to  remove  the  dust  from  a  small 
number  of  wheels  were  connected  with  an  extra  number,  thus 
overloading  the  system  and  rendering  it  practically  useless 
In  some  instances  larger  blowers  have  been  provided  which 
greatly  improve  the  ventilation. 

The  removal  of  excessive  steam  in  the  plank  and  coloring 
rooms  of  hat  factories  is  also  a  hard  problem  to  solve  during 
some  of  the  days  of  winter  when  the  air  outside  of  the  build- 
ing is  cold  and  heavy.  Ventilating  fans  at  ordinary  times 
carry  off  most  of  the  steam  generated.  In  some  factories  vis- 
ited several  thousand  dollars  have  been  spent  in  getting  rid  of 
the  excessive  steam. 

BELT  SHIFTING. 

Throwing  belts  on  pulleys  on  either  mainor  counter  shafting 
is  always  attended  with  danger.  Boys  should  not  be  allowed 
to  throw  on  belts.  Many  manufacturers  have  a  man  especially 
trained  for  this  business,  and  no  one  is  allowed  to  throw  on 
belts  except  the  one  whose  business  it  is  to  attend  to  it.  In 
polishing  and  grinding  rooms  the  foot  is  often  used  to  throw 
on  low  running  belts.  This  is  attended  with  danger  and  acci- 
dents frequently  occur  from  trying  to  throw  on  a  belt  in  such 
a  manner. 

Belt  shifters  should  be  used  where  practicable,  and  fric- 
tion clutches  provided  whereby  the  power  can  be  applied  grad- 
ually when  throwing  on  heavy  belts. 
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Idle  belts  hanging  on  running  shafting  are  dangerous  to  any- 
one striking  against  them  and  bringing  any  friction  of  the  belt 
upon  the  shafting.     Hangers  should  be  provided.     They  not 

only  prevent  accidents,  but  also  prolong  the  life  of  the  belt. 

• 

WATER-CLOSET  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Section  4519  of  the  General  Statutes  requires  every  person 
owning  or  operating  any  factory  employing  more  than  five  per- 
sons, to  provide  suitable  water-closet  accommodations  for  the 
use  of  employes,  and  it  stipulates  that  they  shall  be  kept  in 
good  sanitary  condition.  This  is  a  vexatious  problem  for  many 
manufacturers,  who  have  provided  good  flush  closets,  and 
have  found  them  in  a  short  time  broken.  In  many  places 
there  are  no  sewer  systems,  and  earth  closets  are  provided, 
which,  if  not  properly  cared  for,  soon  become  in  unsanitary 
condition.  The  extension  of  the  sewerage  systems  in  our  cities 
has  been  the  means  of  doing  away  with  many  earth  closets 
and  replacing  them  with  good  flush  water-closets.

Water  Closets  to  be  Provided.

tificates had  been  issued  shall  be  exempt  from  inspection 
by  the  steam  boiler  inspectors  of  the  state.

of  said  room  at  least  five  feet  from  the  floor,  which  rope 
shall  be  at  all  times  kept  coiled  and  exposed  to  the  plain 
view  of  any  occupant  of  said  room ;  the  coil  to  be  fastened 
in  such  manner  as  to  be  easily  and  quickly  loosened  and 
uncoiled;  such  ropfe  shall  contain  knots  not  more  than 
eighteen  inches  apart  and  a  loop  on  the  end  at  least  three 
inches  in  length,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  inch 
in  diameter,  and  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  from  the 
window  to  the  ground.

Laws   Relating  to  Inspection 

of  Bakeries. 


CHAPTER  153. 


Sanitary  Condition  of  Bake  Shop. 

§2569.     Every  building  or  room  occupied  as  a  bakery  J?^-. 
shall  be  drained  and  plumbed  in  a  manner  conducive  to },*''•,,„ 
its  healthful  and  sanitary  condition,  and  constructed  with  ^^^-^3 
air  shafts  and  windows  or  ventilating  pipes  sufficient  to^"*^- 
insure  ventilation,  as  the  factory  inspector  shall  direct; 
no  cellar  or  basement  not  used  as  a  bakery  on  the  first  of 
August,  1901,  shall  be  used  as  such,  and  no  cellar,  occu- 
pied as  a  bakery   on   or   before   said   date,    when   once 
closed,    shall   be   again   opened    for    such    use.       Every 
bakery  shall  be  provided  with  a  wash-room   and   water- 
closet  apart  from  the  bake  room  and  rooms  where  the 
manufacturing  of   such   food  products  is  conducted;  no 
water-closet,    earth-closet,    privy,    or   ash   pit,    shall   be 
within   or    communicate    directly    with    a    bake    shop. 
Rooms  used  for  the  manufacture  of  flour   or   meal   food 
shall  be  at  least  eight  feet  in  height;  the  side  walls  of 
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such  rooms  shall  be  plastered  or  wainscoted,  the  ceiling 
plastered  or  ceiled  with  lumber  or  metal,  and,  if  required 
by  the  factory  inspector,  shall  be  whitewashed  at  least 
once  in  three  months;  the  furniture,  utensils  and  floor  of 
such  rooms  shall  be  kept  in  healthful,  sanitary  condi- 
tion, ^the  manufactured  flour  or  meal  food  products 
shall  be  kept  in  dry,  clean  and  airy  rooms.  The 
sleeping  places  for  persons  employed  in  a  bakery 
shall  be  separate  from  the  rooms  where  food  products  are 
manufactured  or  stored.  After  inspection  the  factory 
inspector  may  issue  a  certificate  to  the  owner  or  operator 
of  such  bakery,  that  it  is  conducted  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  law ;  but  where  orders  are  issued  by 
said  inspector  to  improve  the  condition  of  a  bakery  no 
such  certificate  shall  be  issued  until  such  orders  shall 
have  been  complied  with. 


Duty  of  Employer. 

•ch?'83.  §2570.     No  employer  shall  permit  any  person  to  work 

^^'  in  his  bake  shop  who  is  affected  with  pulmonary   tuber- 

culosis, scrofulous,  or  veneral  disease,  or  with  a  com- 
municable skin  affection,  and  every  employer  shall 
maintain  himself  and  his  employees  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition  while  engaged  in  the  manufacture, 
handling,  or  sale  of  such  food  products. 


Factory  Inspector's  Orders. 

1897.  §2571.     The  owner,  agent,  or  lessee   of   any   property 

i?99.  '  used  as  a  bakery  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
^K-i  service  notice  upon  him  of  an  order  issued  by  the  factory 
^''-  inspector  comply  therewith,  or  cease  to  use  or  allow  the 

use  of  such  premises  as  a  bake  shop;  such  notice  shall  be 
in  writing  and  may  be  served  upon  such  owner,  agent,  or 
lessee,  either  personally  or  by  mail,  and  a  notice  by  reg- 
istered letter,  mailed  to  the  last  known  address  of  such 
owner,  agent,  or  lessee,  shall  be  sufficient  service. 
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Penalty. 


§2572.  Every  person  who  violates  any  provision  ot^'^^ 
§§2569,  2570,  or  2571,  or  who  fails  to  comply  with  an*^- 
order  of  the  factory  inspector,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten  days 
for  the  second  offense,  and  not  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days  for 
each  subsequent  offense.
